Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  the  annual  report 
of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1890: 

This  embraces  tabulated  statements  showing  the  business  done  in 
the  district  land  offices,  115  in  number,  with  reports  from  the  sur- 
veyors-general, numbering  17,  giving  particulars  of  operations  in  their 
respective  districts  during  the  fiscal  year,  which  will  be  found  attached 
in  their  proper  places. 

In  the  number  of  original  homestead  entries  there  is  shown  an 
increase  of  796  over  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  and  in^tlie 
area  embraced  in  such  entries  a  decrease  of  28,970.12  acres.  In  final 
homestead  entries  there  was  an  increase  in  number  of  entries  of  531, 
with  an  increase  in  area  of  land  contained  in  such  entries  of  39,131.69 
acres. 

The  entire  disposals  of  public  lands  show  an  increase  of  728,516.24 
acres  as  compared  with  the  aggregate  of  disposals  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1898. 

The  total  cash  receipts  show  an  increase  of  $792,142.16.

This  statement  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patents  issued 
during  the  last  fiscal  year,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of 
4,114,  and  in  the  approximate  number  of  acres  contained  therein  an 
increase  of  658,240. 

MINERAL   PATENTS. 

Of  mineral  and  mill-site  patents  1,712  were  issued,  as  against  1,259 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  an  increase  of  453.  Of  coal 
patents,  38  were  issued,  as  against  43  for  the  preceding  year,  and  includ- 
ing an  area  of  3,883.1  acres,  as  against  an  area  of  4,907.93  acres.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  there  were  certified  under 
the  act  of  March  2,  1849,  or  patented  under  the  act  of  September  28, 
1850,  as  swamp  land  in  place  149,655.21  acres,  and  that  there  were  pat- 
ented under  the  act  of  March  2,  1855,  as  swamp-land  indemnity  lands 
885.92  acres,  making  a  total  of  150,541.13  acres  certified  or  patented 
under  the  swamp-land  laws  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  patents  issued 
under  these  laws  in  the  previous  year  amounted  to  78,959.14  acres  of 
swamp  lands  in  place  and  2,153.82  acres  of  swamp-iand  indemnity 
lands,  making  a  total  of  81,112.96  acres.  Thus  there  were  patented 
under  the  swamp- land  laws  during  the  last  fiscal  year  69,428.17  acres 
more  than  in  the  previous  year.

The  foregoing  statement  shows  that  420,760.15  acres  were  approved 
and  certified  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  aggregate  of  lands  of  the 
same  class  certified  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  was 
459,122.66  acres,  showing  a  decrease  during  the  last  fiscal  year  of 
38, 362.51  acres. 

In  addition  to  this,  selections  aggregating  73,539.39  acres  were  can- 
celed during  the  year. 

PRIVATE  LAND   CLAIMS. 

Two  private  land  claims  in  New  Mexico,  which  were  confirmed  by 
the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  have  been  patented  during  the  fiscal 
year,  but  more  than  twenty  other  claims  so  confirmed  and  surveyed 
could  be  patented  if  the  claimants  would  make  the  payments  required 
by  law.  Section  10  of  the  act  approved  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  854), 
provides,  among  other  things,  that — 

One-half  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  making  the  survey  and  plat  provided  for  in 
this  section,  and  in  respect  of  which  a  patent  shall  be  ordered  to  be  issued,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  claimant  or  patentee,  and  shall  be  a  lien  on  said  land,  which  may  be 
enforced  by  the  sale  of  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  after 
a  default  of  payment  thereof  for  six  months  next  after  the  approval  of  such  survey 
and  plat;  and  no  patent  shall  issue  until  such  payment. 

The  claimants  have  been  duly  notified  by  the  United  States  surveyor- 
general  for  New  Mexico  of  this  requirement,  and  have  failed  to  respond 
thereto,  although  in  some  cases  more  than  four  years  have  elapsed 
since  the  approval  of  the  surveys  and  plats. 

The  method  of  enforcing  the  lien  for  such  surveys  is  not  provided  for 
by  the  act,  but  it  is  presumed  that  it  would  require  an  action  at  law, 
on  behalf  of  the  United  States  against  the  owners  of  any  such  grant, 
to  recover  the  suin  due  for  surveying  and  platting  the  claim. 
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Iii  order,  therefore,  that  these  cases  maybe  disposed  of  in  some  man- 
ner, I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Attorney-General  be  requested 
to  render  an  opinion  as  to  the  mode  of  procedure  to  be  followed  in 
enforcing  the  lien  provided  for  by  the  act  aforesaid. 

Forty  patents  have  been  issued  for  private  land  claims  in  various 
States,  which  have  been  confirmed  by  acts  of  Congress,  aggregating  an 
area  of  119,855.39  acres,  and  718  patents  have  been  issued  in  favor  of 
Indian  allottees,  with  an  area  of  37,480.89  acres.

By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  1,  1898  (30 Stat.  L.,  619),  mak- 
ing appropriation  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  and  for  other  purposes,  there  was 
appropriated  aFor  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands"  the  sum  of 
$325,000,  of  which  amount  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office 
was  authorized  to  expend  so  much  as  he  might  deem  necessary  for 
examinations  in  the  field,  etc. 

Deducting  the  sum  of  $75,000  set  aside  to  cover  the  cost  of  field 
examinations  and  the  sum  of  $10,000  reserved  for  emergencies,  there 
remained  available  for  apportionment  among  the  several  surveying  dis- 
tricts the  sum  of  $240,000.  The  apportionment  made  to  the  several 
districts  was  as  follows :

TRANSACTIONS  IN  THE  SEVERAL  SURVEYING  DISTRICTS. 

ALASKA. 

At  the  time  of  making  the  annual  apportionment  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1899, 
the  rectangular  system  of  surveys,  the  system  under  which  the  public 
lands  are  surveyed,  had  not  been  extended  to  Alaska;  therefore  no  part 
of  the  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1899,  was  apportioned  to  the  district  of  Alaska. 
7430 2 
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By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899  (30  Stat.  L.,  1097), 
the  rectangular  system  of  surveys  was  extended  to  the  district  of 
Alaska. 

Such  surveys  as  were  made  in  the  district  of  Alaska  prior  to  March 
3,  1899,  were  made  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  3,  1891,  and  in  compliance  with  circular  instructions  dated  June 
3,  1891,  prepared  in  accordance  with  said  act,  providing  that  the  survey 
of  lands  for  town-site,  trading,  and  manufacturing  purposes  should  be 
paid  for  from  deposits  made  by  the  applicants  desiring  such  surveys, 
and  under  the  instructions  issued  by  the  General  Land  Office  and 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  dated  June  8,  1898,  as  pro- 
vided for  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  May  14,  1898  (30  Stat.  L., 
409). 

By  his  decision  rendered  November  28,  1898,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  has  construed  the  act  of  May  14, 1898,  to  relieve  the  General 
Land  Office  of  supervision  over  all  Alaska  surveys  initiated  subsequent 
to  January  21,  1898,  in  so  far  as  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  is  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  filing  of  the  plats  and  the  publication  of 
said  surveys,  but  not  depriving  the  General  Land  Office  of  final 
authority  to  accept  or  reject  the  same  in  connection  with  the  considera- 
tion of  the  applications  for  patent.  This  decision  will  necessarily  take 
away  from  the  surveying  division  the  direct  authority  over  Alaska  sur- 
veys and  leave  but  such  advisory  functions  as  may  be  required  by  the 
preemption  division  in  passing  upon  patents  of  lands  surveyed  under 
said  act. 

The  present  law  permits  these  surveys  to  be  made  after  private 
agreement  between  the  settlers  or  claimants  and  some  duly  authorized 
deputy  surveyor.  The  surveys  are  not  paid  for  by  the  United  States, 
nor  does  the  Department  have  any  control  over  the  compensation 
therefor.  The  supervisory  authority  is  vested  finally  in  the  surveyor- 
general,  except  in  so  far  as  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  may  see  fit  to  exercise  his  authority  by  means  of  denial  of  patent. 

On  June  30,  1898,  there  were  pending  before  this  office  2  surveys 
unacted  upon  and  46  suspended  surveys.  There  have  been  received 
from  the  surveyor-general  during  the  fiscal  year  returns  of  18  original 
surveys  and  20  amended  surveys,  making  in  all  before  this  office  for 
action  20  original  surveys,  20  amended  surveys,  and  26  of  the  suspended 
surveys,  still  suspended  and  so  far  without  amended  returns  filed. 

Action  during  the  fiscal  year  has  been  taken  as  follows:  Of  the 
original  surveys,  2  were  suspended  and  13  rejected,  leaving  5  unacted 
upon.  Of  the  amended  surveys,  12  have  been  accepted,  6  suspended, 
and  2  rejected,  leaving  none  pending  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  survey  of  mineral  claims  in  Alaska  the  same  rule 
applies  as  governs  the  survey  of  mineral  surveys  in  the  other  States 
and  Territories  of  the  United  States;  the  cost  of  making  the  surveys 
is  borne  by  the  applicant,  and  he  is  allowed  to  employ  any  authorized 
deputy  mineral  surveyor  whom  he  may  desire. 
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The  applicant  must  also  deposit  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the 
expense  of  the  office  work  of  the  surveyor-general  in  connection  with 
such  mineral  surveys. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  14  applications  for  min- 
eral surveys  were  made;  the  returns  of  30  mineral  surveys  were  acted 
upon;  83  nonmineral  surveys  were  acted  upon;  14  mineral  and  15  non- 
mineral  surveys  were  approved.  One  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  was  deposited  for  office  work,  which  amount  was  embraced 
in  20  certificates  of  deposit. 

The  correspondence  of  the  office  for  the  year  was  as  follows :  Official 
letters  received,  379;  miscellaneous  letters  received,  447 ;  official  letters 
written,  349;  miscellaneous  letters  written,  726;  estimates  for  office 
work  made,  21;  orders  for  surveys  issued,  21;  special  instructions 
issued,  22. 

The  surveyor- general  estimates  that  the  sum  of  $103,872  will  be  nec- 
essary to  make  such  surveys  as  will  be  applied  for  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1901. 

In  support  of  the  above  estimate  the  surveyor-general  says: 

At  first  glance  the  foregoing  estimate  for  surveys  may  appear  unduly  large,  but 
when  it  is  considered  that  this  district  embraces  an  area  of  unsurveyed  lands  almost 
if  not  altogether  equal  to  that  of  all  the  other  surveying  districts  combined,  it  will 
be  noticed  that  it  is  very  conservative. 

Frequent  inquiries  are  made  of  this  office  from  various  parts  of  Alaska  relative  to 
the  extension  of  the  public  surveys.  These  inquiries  are  generally  made  by  settlers 
on  the  public  lands  who  desire  to  acquire  titles  to  their  homes. 

Owing  to  the  discovery  of  rich  mineral  deposits  in  almost  every  part  of  the  dis- 
trict, this  country  is  rapidly  developing  along  all  lines.  With  each  succeeding  year 
settlers  will  no  doubt  become  more  clamorous  for  the  extension  of  the  lines  of  public 
surveys  to  include  their  claims,  and  the  Government  should  heed  their  request  to  the 
limit  of  its  ability.  Those  who  endure  the  hardship  and  deprivations  incident  upon 
clearing  their  claims  and  building  homes  in  this  remote  and  isolated  region  deserve 
generous  consideration. 

The  estimates  are  all  made  at  the  maximum  rates  now  allowed  by  law,  and  it  is 
problematic  whether  contracts  at  those  prices  can  be  made  with  competent  and  relia- 
ble surveyors,  for  the  reason  that  the  country  is  remote  from  the  base  of  supplies, 
wages  are  high,  the  season  in  which  it  is  possible  to  execute  surveys  is  short,  and 
the  physical  impediments  are  various  and  great. 

ARIZONA. 

Of  the  annual  appropriation  for  surveying  public  lands  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1899,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  apportioned  to  the 
district  of  Arizona. 

Under  said  apportionment  nine  contracts,  aggregate  liability  $10,098, 
were  awarded  and  approved.  As  the  aggregate  liability  of  the  nine, 
contracts  entered  into  and  approved  exceeded  the  apportionment  of 
$10,000  set  aside  for  the  district  of  Arizona  in  the  sum  of  $98,  this 
additional  amount  was  set  aside  for  Arizona  out  of  the  reserve  fund 
retained  by  this  office  from  the  original  appropriation. 

There  were  also  three  sets  of  special  instructions  (nunc  pro  tunc) 
issued  during  the  year,  payable  from  former  appropriations. 
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Iii  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  states  that  during  the  fis- 
cal year  10  towuships  were  surveyed,  involving  the  preparation  of  91 
plats  and  diagrams,  and  accompanying  transcripts  of  field  notes 
embraced  in  28  books. 

The  special  deposits  made  by  individuals  for  office  work  and  station- 
ery in  connection  with  the  survey  of  mineral  claims  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1899,  amounted  to  $3,945 ;  mineral  surveys  ordered,  89;  loca- 
tions embraced  in  said  order,  166;  lodes,  162;  mill  sites,  4;  mineral 
orders  amended,  20;  mineral  surveys  approved,  50;  mineral  surveys 
pending,  60;  mineral  plats  prepared,  209;  transcripts  of  mineral  sur- 
veys, notes,  reports,  etc.,  50. 

The  number  of  miles  surveyed  during  the  year  aggregated  623  miles 
19  chains  and  39  links,  and  embraced  an  area  containing  162,850.74 
acres. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  the  sum  of  $25,000  will  be 
needed  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  for  the  survey  of 
the  public  lands.  The  sum  of  $30,000  is  estimated  to  be  needed  for 
the  survey  of  lands  situated  within  the  limits  of  railroad  grants,  and 
$5,000  for  the  survey  of  private  land  claims,  making  a  total  estimate 
of  $60,000  for  surveys  in  the  district  of  Arizona  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1901. 

In  explanation  of  said  estimates  the  surveyor-general  makes  the 
following  statement,  viz : 

I  estimated  $20,000  for  survey  of  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1900,  and  was  awarded  only  $10,000  for  that  purpose.  There  are  enough  appli- 
cations for  surveys  now  on  file  to  have  consumed  the  balance  of  my  estimate  after 
exhausting  the  $10,000  apportioned  to  Arizona. 

There  is  a  large  immigration  of  people  to  Arizona  on  account  of  her  valuable  and 
almost  undeveloped  mineral  resources.  This  has  created  a  large  home  market  for 
agricultural  products,  and  made  it  possible  for  a  profitable  increase  in  the  number 
of  people  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits. 

The  lands  when  irrigated  are  wonderfully  productive,  but  on  account  of  the  cost 
of  transportation  of  farm  products  it  does  not  pay  to  ship  them  a  great  distance, 
consequently  until  tbe  last  few  years  there  has  not  been  mucb  demand  for  agricul- 
tural lands.  Tbe  people  have  discovered  the  great  local  demand  for  mining  camps, 
and  the  growing  towns  and  cities  for  farm  products,  and  believing  the  demand  will 
increase  with  years  of  development,  are  now  seeking  surveys  of  the  lands  recently 
included  in  forest  reservations  by  Executive  orders,  seeking  homes  in  other  portions 
of  the  Territory. 

There  will  be  several  large  "  grants"  to  survey  during  or  prior  to  tbe  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1901. 

I  have  applications  on  file  from  the  Santa  Fe  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  for- 
merly the  Atlantic  and  Pacific,  for  the  survey  of  32  townships  within  the  limits  of 
their  grant. 

I  respectfully  state  that  none  of  the  $100,000  appropriation  per  act  of  March  2, 
1895,  and  made  a  continuous  fund  for  such  surveys,  has  been  used  in  the  survey  of 
such  lands  in  Arizona,  though  the  railroad  people  have  renewed  their  application 
yearly  since  1896.  Some  of  the  above-named  fund  should  be  apportioned  to  them  at 
the  earliest  practicable  date. 
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CALIFORNIA. 

Out  of  the  armual  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  appor- 
tioned to  the  district  of  California. 

Under  said  apportionment  three  contracts  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $3,363  were  awarded  and  approved. 

There  were  also  issued,  payable  from  said  appropriation  under  the 
apportionment  of  $10,000,  seven  sets  of  special  instructions  in  lieu  of 
contracts  and  bonds,  with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $1,379,  providing 
for  surveys  and  resurveys. 

One  set  of  special  instructions  was  issued,  liability  $150,  payable 
from  repayments  by  the  Central  Pacific  Kailroad  Company. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  gives  the  following  data 
relative  to  the  work  performed  in  his  office  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1899 : 

Township  exterior  plats  made,  originals,  14 ;  for  the  Department,  15 ;  subdivisional 
plats  made,  originals,  27 ;  for  the  Department,  29. 

The  extent  and  character  of  surveys  approved  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1899,  are  as  follows :  Standard  and  base  lines  run,  20  miles  48  chains  and  1  link ; 
township  lines  run,  194  miles  32  chains  and  2  links;  subdivision  and  connecting 
lines  run,  472  miles  33  chains  and  32  links;  State  boundary  lines  run,  9  miles;  grant 
and  meander  lines  run,  65  miles  31  chains  and  88  links.  Mineral  plats  prepared, 
originals,  89;  for  the  Department,  90;  register  and  receiver,  88;  posters,  152;  sec- 
tional diagrams,  189;  tracings,  7;  other  plats  and  diagrams  prepared,  tracings  for 
deputies,  47;  miscellaneous,  63;  total  for  the  year,  819. 

During  the  year  1,823  letters  were  written.  There  were  prepared  instructions  for 
110  mining  surveys.     Total  number  of  deputy  mineral  surveyors  now  on  the  roll,  83. 

During  the  year  the  deposits  made  in  connection  with  mineral  surveys 
amounted  to  $5,460,  and  in  connection  with  the  public  land  surveys 
$223,  showing  an  increase  of  $1,263.80  over  the  amount  deposited  during 
the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Relative  to  his  endeavors  to  improve  the  standard  of  the  work  of  the 
deputy  mineral  surveyors,  the  surveyor-general  in  his  report  says: 

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  raise  the  standard  of  ability  of  the  force  of  mineral 
surveyors  in  this  district,  and  to  secure  a  more  careful  compliance  on  their  part  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Manual  of  1897. 

To  these  ends  I  first  ordered  all  deputies  holding  appointments  when  I  assumed 
charge  of  this  office  to  undergo  a  technical  examination  in  the  principles  of  public 
and  mineral  land  surveying,  and  in  passing  upon  applications  for  appointment  sub- 
mitted to  me  I  have  based  my  decision  by  reference  solely  to  the  applicant's  technical 
skill  and  experience. 

By  circular  letters  and  sharp  personal  reprimands,  as  occasion  required,  I  have 
brought  the  deputies  to  a  closer  adherence  to  the  Manual  of  Instructions  for  the 
survey  of  the  mineral  lands  of  the  United  States. 

The  surveyor-general  in  his  annual  report,  in  reply  to  Letter  E  of  April 
15,  1899,  in  which  it  was  suggested  that  the  surveyor-general  commu- 
nicate to  the  General  Land  Office  any  change  in  the  Manual  of  Survey- 
ing Instructions  that  he  might  think  would  be  beneficial  to  the  surveying 
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service,  suggests  quite  a  number  of  changes  relative  to  the  marking  of 
corners,  the  omission  of  the  final  oaths  of  assistants,  the  abolishing  of 
the  regulation  requiring  a  deputy  to  ship  his  instruments  to  the  surveyor- 
general's  office  once  a  year  or  oftener  to  have  the  same  tested;  suggests 
the  omission  of  the  table  of  magnetic  declinations  and  various  other 
changes  which  he  says  would  be  beneficial  to  the  service. 
The  surveyor- general  says  in  his  annual  report: 

The  keeper  of  the  Spanish  archives  was  discontinued  several  years  ago ;  but  it 
becoming  daily  more  evident  that  these  documents  were  far  too  valuable  to  be  left 
without  a  special  custodian,  and  one  fully  qualified  to  assist  inquirers  searching  for 
information  from  the  original  papers,  since  September  13, 1898,  a  clerk  specially  fitted 
to  look  after  such  matters  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Spanish  archives.  The  clerk 
has  begun  a  compilation,  in  English,  of  the  contents  of  some  280  volumes  of  corre- 
spondence, assembly  proceedings,  municipal  affairs,  military,  civil,  and  ecclesiastical 
matters,  etc.,  to  be  hereafter  indexed,  with  reference  to  the  page  and  volume  from 
which  each  item  is  extracted,  so  as  to  be  easy  of  reference.  One  volume  of  652  pages 
has  been  completed,  and  the  second  volume  of  the  same  size  has  been  begun  and 
about  half  completed.  It  is  estimated  that  it  will  require  four  volumes  of  G52  pages 
each  to  hold  the  compilations  of  the  Spanish  archives,  and  then  it  will  be  desirable 
to  have  an  alphabetical  index  book  of  the  whole,  which,  when  finished,  will  com- 
plete the  usefulness  of  this  work  and  expedite  the  business  of  the  office  as  relates 
to  matters  contained  in  the  old  Spanish  archives. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  the  sum  of  $20,000  will  be  needed 
to  make  the  necessary  surveys  and  resurveys  of  the  public  lands  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

COLORADO. 

The  sum  of  $6,000  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public 
lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  was  apportioned  to  the 
district  of  Colorado. 

Under  said  apportionment  two  contracts  were  awarded  and  approved : 
Contract  No.  810  (liability  $2,500)  was  awarded  to  Edmund  W.  Hatha- 
way, deputy  surveyor,  and  contract  No.  8 LI  (liability  $2,700)  was 
awarded  to  Cecil  A.  Deane,  deputy  surveyor  5  also  four  sets  of  special 
instructions  were  issued  under  said  apportionment  providing  for  sur- 
veys: One  set  (liability  $50)  to  Lewis  A.  Wildback,  deputy  surveyor; 
one  set  (liability  $  10)  to  William  H.  Trumbor,  deputy  surveyor;  one  set 
(liability  $30)  to  Henry  C.  Rowley,  deputy  surveyor,  and  one  set  (liabil- 
ity $51.45)  to  Eobert  H.  Howe,  deputy  surveyor. 

There  were  also  two  other  sets  of  special  instructions  issued  during 
the  year  providing  for  surveys:  One  set  (liability  $60)  to  Blair  Bur 
well,  deputy  surveyor,  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  the  survey, 
appraisal,  and  sale  of  abandoned  military  reservations,  and  one  set 
(liability  $100)  to  George  F.  Ober,  deputy  surveyor,  payable  from  the 
appropriation  of  $35,000  per  act  of  June  15,  1880"  (21  Stat.  L„p.  199). 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  gives  the  following  data 
relative  to  the  work  of  his  office  during  the  fiscal  year,  viz : 

Acres  of  land  surveyed  and  accepted,  145,366;  acres  of  land  surveyed  not  yet 
accepted,  192,099;  number  of  miles  of  lines  surveyed  and  accepted,  470;  number  of 
miles  of  lines  surveyed  not  yet  accepted,  755;  number  of  townships  subdivided  and 
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surveys  accepted,  11 ;  number  of  townships  subdivided  and  surveys  not  yet  accepted, 
18;  plats  of  surveys  made,  64;  number  of  diagrams  made  for  adjustment  of  agri- 
cultural and  placer  claims  by  legal  subdivisions  by  order  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
18;  town  sites  surveyed  and  accepted,  1;  town  sites  surveyed  not  yet  accepted,  1; 
number  of  diagrams  made  to  accompany  special  instructions  to  deputy  surveyors, 
21 ;  number  of  diagrams  made  for  examiners  of  surveys,  10;  number  of  diagrams 
of  sections  made  in  conformity  with  paragraph  42  of  mining  circular  of  December 
15,  1897,  147;  number  of  diagram  tracings  of  segregation  sheets  made  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  general  and  local  land  offices,  294;  number  of  sections  of  surveyed 
lands  affected  by  mineral  surveys,  1,325;  number  of  segregation  sheets  made  to 
date,  680;  number  of  maps  made  in  duplicate  of  forest  reservations,  4;  orders  issued 
during  the  year  for  original  mineral  surveys  aggregated  572,  including  893  lodes,  39 
placer  and  29  mill  sites ;  amended  orders  for  original  surveys,  59 ;  orders  for  amended 
mineral  surveys  aggregated  103,  including  lodes  244,  placers  6;  total  number  of 
connected  sheets  made,  1,542;  new  sheets  constructed,  43;  old  sheets  reproduced  or 
renewed,  14;  mineral  plats  made,  3,020;  transcripts  of  field  notes,  reports,  and  affi- 
davits prepared,  920;  General  Land  Office  letters  received,  1,025;  miscellaneous 
letters  received,  4,990;  General  Land  Office  letters  written,  829;  miscellaneous  let- 
ters written,  3,299;  total  number  of  deputy  mineral  surveyors,  147;  commissions 
issued  during  the  year,  37:  amount  deposited  for  office  work  on  survey  of  mineral 
claims,  including  balance  in  United  States  Treasury  July  1,  1898,  $66,196.61. 

The  surveyor-general  submits  the  following  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
surveying  the  public  lands  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  1900-1901: 
Exteriors,  $2,200;  subdivisions,  $10,500;  extension  surveys  in  town- 
ships partially  surveyed,  $560;  total,  $13,260. 

The  surveyor- general  gives  the  following  reasons  for  submitting  said 
estimate,  viz: 

I  base  this  estimate  on  the  fact  that  there  are  some  25  townships  of  agricultural, 
grazing,  and  coal  lands  within  the  range  and  progress  of  settlement  yet  uusurveyed, 
and  liable  to  be  occupied  by  actual  settlers  in  the  near  future,  which  should  be  sur- 
veyed; which  will  necessitate  the  running  of  about  200  miles  of  exteriors  and  1,500 
miles  of  subdivision  lines ;  while  aj>plications  for  extension  surveys  in  townships 
where  only  the  principal  valley  portions  have  been  surveyed  will  necessitate  the 
running  of  at  least  80  miles  of  lines. 

FLORIDA. 

No  formal  apportionment  was  made  to  Florida  for  surveying  the 
public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1899,  but  the  surveyor- 
general  was  notified  that  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  sur- 
veys of  the  public  lands,  the  same  would  be  paid  by  an  assignment  of 
a  portion  of  the  fund  of  $10,000,  reserved  by  this  office  out  of  the  regu- 
lar appropriation  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1899,  for  the  survey  and 
resurvey  of  the  public  lands. 

But  two  contracts  were  let  by  the  surveyor-general  of  Florida  for  sur- 
veys to  be  executed  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1899.  One 
to  Deputy  John  S.  Frederick,  under  his  contract  No.  7  (liability  $50), 
for  the  survey  of  a  group  of  islands  known  as  "Ragged  Keys,"  in  T. 
56  S.,  R.  42  E.,  Florida;  the  other  to  Deputy  John  E.  Cailey,  under  his 
contract  No.  8  (liability  $275),  for  the  survey  of  that  portion  of  T.  4  S., 
R.  15  W.,  lying  between  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  an  arm  of  St.  Andrews 
Bay.     This  latter  contract,  however,  was  never  executed,  it  having 
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been  canceled  at  the  request  of  the  deputy  aud  his  bondsmen,  on 
account  of  an  accident  to  the  deputy  which  disqualified  hirn  from  per- 
forming his  duties  as  such  deputy  surveyor. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  special  survey  was  made  by  Special  Agent 
J.  O.  Fries,  under  the  direction  of  Indian  Inspector  A.  J.  Duncan,  con- 
sisting of  locating  and  surveying  several  islands  in  the  "  Everglades," 
in  Ts.  50  and  51  S.,  Rs.  40  and  41  E. 

The  above  survey  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  segregating  lands 
upon  which  the  Seminole  Indians  are  located  from  the  swamplands  given 
to  the  State. 

Under  directions  from  this  office  the  surveyor-general  has  under- 
taken the  resurvey  of  the  lines  of  the  G.  J.  F.  Clark  "  Mill  grant,"  in 
Ts.  6  and  7  S.,  Rs.  26  and  27  E.,  for  the  purpose  of  locating  the  south 
boundary  of  the  grant  as  originally  run  in  1835,  but  as  yet  no  contract 
has  been  entered  into  for  the  performance  of  the  work. 

The  surveyor- general  states  in  his  annual  report  that  there  is  now  on 
file  an  application  for  the  survey  of  an  island  in  Lake  Tsala  Apopka, 
which  has  not  been  acted  upon  owing  to  other  unfinished  business  of 
more  immediate  importance. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  $3,000  will  be  required  for  sur- 
veys and  resurveys  for  the  year  1900-1901,  and  states  his  reasons 
therefor,  as  follows : 

The  above  estimate  needs  no  explanation.  It  has  been  placed  at  the  lowest  figure 
consistent  with  good  work,  and  a  minimum  estimate  of  the  amount  of  work  that 
will  be  necessary.  The  arrears  of  office  work  render  it  advisable  to  undertake  little 
new  work  at  present,  or  until  said  arrears  have  been  disposed  of.  Inasmuch  as  the 
appropriation  for  clerk  hire  for  the  next  fiscal  year  is  only  $1,200 — in  other  words,  at 
no  advance  over  the  former  expenditure — it  seems  highly  probable  that  the  arrears 
will  be  as  great  one  year  hence  as  they  are  now,  if  not  greater.  I  therefore  believe 
this  amount  will  be  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  this  district  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1901. 

The  original  surveys  in  Florida  are  now  confined  to  the  southern  part  of  the  penin- 
sula, and  that  region  is  largely  of  a  swampy  character,  including  the  famous  Ever- 
glades. These  surveys  are  fragmentary,  therefore,  and  made  usually  upon  application. 

By  far  the  greater  part  of  our  work  is  in  connection  with  resurveys,  and  the  great 
age  of  some  of  the  original  surveys  makes  the  execution  of  the  resurvey  very  hard., 
though  of  exceptional  importance. 

IDAHO. 

Of  the  annual  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  the  sum  of  $32,000  was  apportioned 
to  Idaho  for  public  surveys. 

Under  said  apportionment  eight  contracts,  involving  a  total  liability 
of  $31,825,  were  awarded  and  approved  by  the  General  Land  Office. 

Two  sets  of  special  instructions  (total  liability  $140)  were  issued,  in 
lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds,  providing  for  surveys. 

One  set  of  special  instructions  (liability  $35)  was  issued,  providing 
for  the  survey  of  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  town  site,  for  the  east 
and  west  additions  to  the  town  of  Mullan,  in  Shoshone  County,  Idaho. 
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Since  the  amount  contracted  for  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1899, 
exceeded  the  amount  apportioned  to  Idaho  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1899,  in  the  sum  of  $75.  an  additional  amount  to  equal  that 
sum  was  set  aside  out  of  the  reserve  retained  by  this  office  from  the 
annual  appropriation. 

One  contract,  with  a  liability  of  $2,176,  was  awarded,  payable  from 
the  appropriation  per  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1895,  for  sur- 
veys within  the  limits  of  land  grants  to  railroads. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  states; 

Sixty-two  full  and  fractional  townships  were  surveyed  and  the  surveys  approved 
during  the  year,  involving  the  preparation  of  22  plats  of  exteriors,  and  182  subdivi- 
sional  plats.  There  were  3,558  miles,  35  chains,  and  4  links  of  approved  surveys  run 
during  the  year,  embracing  an  area  of  1,070,938.68  acres;  298  plats  of  mining  claims 
and  mill  sites  were  prepared;  7  plats,  connected  sheets  of  mineral  surveys,  were 
made;  60  plats  and  diagrams  for  examiners  of  surveys  were  prepared;  38  diagram 
plats  to  accompany  awarded  contracts  were  issued;  193  of6ce  accounts  were  pre- 
pared during  the  fiscal  year;  1,180  letters  were  written  during  the  year  ending  June 
30, 1899,  of  which  268  were  official  and  912  miscellaneous. 

There  were  transmitted  to  the  different  United  States  local  land 
offices  during  the  year  52  township  plats,  62  mineral  plats,  and  2 
town-site  plats. 

Commissions  were  issued  to  seven  deputy  mineral  surveyors  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1899. 

There  was  deposited  during  the  year  to  pay  for  office  work  in  connec- 
tion with  the  survey  of  mineral  claims  and  mill  sites  $4,495,  of  which 
there  was  expended  the  sum  of  $3,484.64.  There  is  now  available  from 
mineral  deposits  the  sum  of  $4,819.88;  applications  have  been  received 
for  the  survey  of  165  mining  claims  and  mill  sites;  estimates  of  the 
necessary  office  expenses  in  connection  therewith  have  been  supplied 
and  orders  for  the  surveys  issued. 

The  surveyor-general  submits  an  estimate  of  $100,000  for  surveys  of 
the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Idaho  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1901.  In  addition  to  this  amount,  the  surveyor- general  says  that  either 
the  sum  of  $5,000  should  be  appropriated  especially  or  an  equal  amount 
should  be  set  aside  for  surveys  connecting  the  mineral  monuments 
in  each  mining  district  with  each  other  and  with  the  nearest  available 
corner  of  the  public-land  surveys. 

In  explanation  of  said  estimates  the  surveyor- general  submits  the 
following  reasons : 

The  same  conditions  prevail  which  were  mentioned  in  my  last  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  necessary  surveys  in  this  district.  There  is  no  other  State  in  the  West  which 
possesses  such  great  possibilities.  A  number  of  railroads  are  in  actual  construction, 
which  will  open  up  largo  areas  of  valuable  agricultural  land.  The  State  has  prob- 
ably increased  25,000  in  its  population  during  the  last  |year.  Applications  for  sur- 
veys are  now  on  file  in  this  office  which  would  exhaust  fully  $50,000. 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  in  my  last  estimate  of  the  cost  of  nec- 
essary surveys  in  Idaho  I  specified  $110,000,  which  has  been  remarkably  verified  by 
the  applications  for  surveys  filed,  which  would  exhaust  fully  that  amount. 

In  addition  to  the  $100,000  for  the  cost  of  surveys  which  will  bo  desired  by  the 
State  and  by  settlers  there  should  be  a  special  appropriation  of  $5,000  (or  an  appor- 
tionment of  said  sum  from  the  appropriation  for  surveys)  for  surveys  connecting  the 
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mineral  monuments  in  each  mining  district  with  each  other,  and  with  the  nearest 
available  corner  of  the  public  surveys.  This  is  absolutely  necessary  in  view  of  the 
vast  number  of  mineral  surveys  in  this  State  and  those  which  will  be  executed  dur- 
ing the  next  few  years. 

Under  the  present  system  of  connecting  mining  claims  with  mineral  monuments, 
which  are  not  themselves  connected  with  anything,  mineral  claimants  are  unable  to 
determine  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  even  after  patents  have  been  issued,  where 
their  claims  are  located. 

LOUISIANA. 

No  specific  apportionment  was  made  to  Louisiana  out  of  the  appro- 
priation for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1899. 

One  contract  (liability  $300)  was  awarded  by  the  surveyor-general 
under  authority  from  this  office  to  George  K.  Bradford,  deputy  sur- 
veyor, payable  out  of  the  reserve  retained  by  this  office  out  of  the 
annual  appropriation  for  the  resurvey  of  the  private  land  claim  of 
Pierre  Belly.  Relative  to  the  contract  entered  into  with  George  K. 
Bradford  for  the  resurvey  of  the  private  claim  of  Pierre  Belly,  the 
surveyor- general  says : 

Deputy  Bradford  began  his  field  operations  duriug  the  month  of  May,  and,  on 
account  of  natural  difficulties  iu  the  way  of  dense  swamp  growth  and  the  scarcity 
of  old  survey  marks,  he  has  filed  his  application  for  an  extension  of  time  to  com- 
plete his  surveys  and  make  returns  thereof  to  this  office. 

In  communications  to  this  office,  dated  May  31  and  June  7, 1899,  the  said  deputy 
asks  that  his  contract  be  modified  as  regards  the  rates  of  compensation,  stating  that 
he  took  the  contract  not  knowing  the  difficulties,  and  that  being  bound  by  it  he 
will  complete  it,  but  does  not  expect  to  make  a  dollar  out  of  it. 

In  his  letter  of  May  31  he  states  that  the  undergrowth  is  so  thick  that  it  took 
him  one  week  to  relocate  4  miles  of  lines,  and  that  at  another  time  it  took  him  nine 
and  one-half  hours  to  run  65  chains,  which  included  the  hunting  and  verifying  of 
the  old  corner,  which  he  had  found  after  ten  days'  hard  work.  He  concludes  by 
stating  that  his  expenses  are  about  $8  per  day,  and  that  the  true  lines  so  far  located 
will  not  pay  expenses. 

The  surveyor-general  reports  regarding  the  low  rates  allowed  under 
the  law  for  surveys  in  Louisiana  as  follows: 

It  has  always  been  held  by  this  office  that  the  rates  allowed  for  the  survey  of  pri- 
vate land  claims  (or  of  detached  work)  were  inadequate,  and  that  in  certain  particu- 
lar cases  the  per  diem  compensation  should  be  allowed. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  statement  of  Deputy  Bradford,  which  I  will  state  is 
only  one  of  the  many  such  statements  made  to  this  office  by  some  of  our  most  experi- 
enced and  faithful  surveyors,  I  would  most  urgently  request  that,  in  making  your 
recommendations  to  Congress  for  the  surveying  service,  you  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  a  suitable  sum  for  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  private  land  claims  in  this 
State,  and  that  the  rates  or  mode  of  compensation  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  under  the  direction  of  the  honorable  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  Land  Office  report  for  1886,  pages 
509  and  519,  where  it  will  be  seen  that  two  deputies  of  this  office  declined  contracts 
aggregating  a  liability  of  $4,700  for  the  survey  of  private  land  claims,  for  the  reason 
that  the  rates  were  inadequate. 
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During  the  fiscal  year  340  letters  and  reports  were  written  to  the  Department;  35 
letters  were  written  to  the  local  land  offices ;  296  miscellaneous  letters  were  written ; 
274  certificates  of  location  for  private  land  claims  were  prepared  in  whole  or  in  part 
satisfaction  of  72  confirmed  private  land  claims;  71  patent  plats  have  been  issued  in 
duplicate  in  satisfaction  of  private  land  claims  confirmed  by  the  several  acts  of  Con- 
gress; 30  lists  were  prepared  in  swamp-land  selections ;  90  supplemental  diagrams 
plats  of  surveys  were  prepared. 

The  surveyor- general  in  his  estimate  of  funds  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  surveying  service  in  the  district  of  Louisiana  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1901,  states  that  $30,000  will  be  required  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  in  all  of  the  districts  of  the  State  (except  the  Greens- 
burg),  including  original  surveys  of  confirmed  private  land  claims  and 
donations. 

In  explanation  of  said  estimate  and  in  support  of  the  amount  sub- 
mitted, the  surveyor-general  states  as  follows : 

The  necessity  for  the  surveys  and  resurveys  in  the  above  districts  has  long  since 
been  fully  demonstrated  to  this  office  by  settlers  (verbally  or  by  petition),  and  in 
many  instances  also  by  deputy  surveyors.  These  last,  when  making  surveys  in  cer- 
tain localities,  experience  much  difficulty,  not  only  on  account  of  existing  misclos- 
ures  in  the  old  surveys,  but  also  on  account  of  there  being  apparently  no  established 
Government  lines,  as  in  many  instances  the  old  lines  can  not  be  found.  The  hunting 
up  of  proper  starting  points  in  such  cases  causes  much  annoyance  and  loss  of  time. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  sum  of  $5,000  was  apportioned  to  Minnesota  out  of  the  annual 
appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1899. 

Under  said  apportionment  six  contracts  were  awarded  and  approved, 
involving  liabilities  aggregating  $5,090. 

The  liability  of  the  approved  contracts  having  exceeded  the  appor- 
tionment of  $5,000  by  the  sum  of  $90,  the  excess  was  provided  for  out 
of  the  reserve  of  $10,000,  not  apportioned. 

Seven  contracts,  involving  a  total  liability  of  $22,000,  were  awarded 
and  approved,  payable  from  the  appropriation  per  act  approved  July  1, 
1898,  providing  for  the  necessary  surveys  and  resurveys  within  the 
Chippewa  Indian  Eeservation  in  Minnesota. 

Contract  No.  86,  liability  $2,000,  under  this  appropriation  was  can- 
celed by  Letter  E  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  the  surveyor-general  of 
Minnesota,  upon  the  request  of  the  deputy  surveyor  and  the  acquies- 
cence of  the  sureties  on  his  bond,  for  the  reason,  as  stated  by  the  deputy 
surveyor,  that  his  health  was  in  such  a  precarious  condition  as  to  pre- 
vent his  carrying  out  the  conditions  of  his  contract. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  states: 

Ten  townships  of  public  lands  and  12  townships  of  Indian  reservation  lines  have 
been  surveyed  during  the  year.  The  transcripts  of  the  field  notes  of  20  townships 
have  been  completed.  Two  townships  of  public  lands  and  18  townships  of  Indian 
reservation  lines  have  been  surveyed,  the  office  work  on  which  is  not  completed. 

The  number  of  miles  run  and  marked  in  the  field,  the  field  notes  of  which  have 
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been  examined  and  forwarded  to  the  General  Land  Office  during  the  year,  aggregate 
2,222  miles,  1  chain,  and  41  links. 

The  number  of  acres  surveyed  in  townships,  the  field  notes  of  which  have  been 
examined  and  the  plats  made  during  the  year,  amounts  to  629,816.04  acres,  which, 
added  to  the  amount  previously  reported,  viz,  48,127,355.37,  gives  the  total  number 
of  acres  surveyed  in  Minnesota  to  date,  48,757,171.41.  The  number  of  township 
plats  made  during  the  year,  77.  The  number  of  diagrams  of  township  lines  made, 
10.  The  number  of  transcripts  of  field  notes  made,  22;  descriptive  lists  made  for 
local  land  offices,  4 ;  there  were  made  4  lists  of  swamp-land  selections  in  triplicate, 
covering  57,137.69  acres. 

The  surveyor-general  in  his  estimate  for  the  surveying  service  in 
Minnesota  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  states  $10,000  will 
be  necessary,  and  in  support  of  his  estimate  submits  the  following 
statement : 

The  continual  extension  of  railroads  and  the  development  of  iron  and  lumber 
interests  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  and  the  fast-diminishing  areas  of  the 
public  domain  which  is  desirable  for  agricultural  purposes,  creates  an  increasing 
demand  for  the  extension  of  the  public  surveys  to  meet  the  wants  of  actual  settlers, 
and  my  estimate,  for  the  survey  of  15  townships,  will  be  considered  conservative 
when  the  conditions  above  alluded  to  are  analyzed. 

MONTANA. 

The  apportionment  made  to  Montana  out  of  the  annual  appropria- 
tion for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1899,  was  $40,000. 

Under  said  apportionment  12  contracts,  with  an  aggregate  liability 
of  $48,390,  were  awarded  and  approved.  Two  sets  of  special  instruc- 
tions in  lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds,  and  involving  a  liability  of  $160, 
were  issued  and  approved. 

Since  the  apportionment  to  Montana  was  only  $40,000,  and  the 
awarded  and  approved  contracts  exceeded  that  amount  in  the  sum  of 
$8,550,  the  excess  was  accounted  for  by  an  additional  apportionment 
to  equal  the  sum  of  the  excess  out  of  the  reserve  and  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  appropriation  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

One  contract  was  entered  into  by  the  surveyor-general  with  Henry 
B.  Davis,  Charles  E.  Eedfield,  and  William  W.  McElroy,  deputy  sur- 
veyors, for  surveys  within  the  limits  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Eailroad 
Company;  liability  of  the  contract  $12,200,  payable  from  special 
deposits  made  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Eailroad  Company,  per  act  of 
Congress  approved  February  27, 1899.  This  contract  was  not  approved 
by  the  General  Land  Office,  from  the  fact  that  it  did  not  appear  that 
the  rules  of  the  office  had  been  complied  with  relative  to  competition 
in  the  bids  made  by  the  deputy  surveyors ;  the  contract  was  therefore 
returned  to  the  surveyor-general  unapproved,  with  the  direction  that 
the  rules  of  the  office  be  complied  with  relative  to  the  same. 

One  contract  (liability  $330,'  payable  from  special  deposits  by  indi- 
viduals) was  awarded  and  approved  during  the  fiscal  year.  For  office 
work  on  this  contract  $100  additional  was  deposited. 
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The  surveyor-general  reports : 

Thirty-eight  whole  and  fractional  townships  were  surveyed  during  the  year,  the 
aggregate  mileage  of  original  surveys  and  resurveys  being  1,955  miles.  The  mileage 
of  returns  of  surveys  in  6  whole  and  fractional  townships,  which  were  filed  after 
June  30,  1898,  aggregates  490  miles. 

The  deposits  made  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  are  as  follows:  For 
field  work,  $12,635;  for  office  work,  $929.50;  for  examinations  in  the  field,  $1,263.50; 
for  advertising,  $100. 

Exterior  township  plats  made  during  the  year,  22;  township  plats  made,  178; 
books  of  field  notes  examined,  80;  pages  of  transcripts  written,  3,096. 

Deposits  made  for  office  work  on  mineral  surveys  aggregate  $6,560;  deposits  made 
for  office  work  on  reports  on  placers,  $20;  orders  issued  for  surveys,  204 ;  orders 
issued  for  amended  surveys,  8;  supplemental  orders  issued  for  surveys,  19;  orders 
issued  for  reports  on  placers,  2;  surveys  examined  and  approved,  217;  amended 
surveys  examined  and  approved,  11;  reports  on  placers  examined  and  approved,  2; 
plats  made,  516;  transcripts  made  of  surveys  and  reports  on  placers,  154;  surveys 
platted  on  connected  sheets,  280;  surveys  replatted  on  connected  sheets,  331;  new 
connected  sheets  made,  52;  connected  sheets  replatted,  31;  deputy  mineral  surveyors 
appointed,  6. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  that  $50,000  will  be  required  for 
public  surveys  in  Montana  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

In  support  of  his  estimate  he  submits  the  following  statements  with 
reference  to  the  demand  for  surveys  within  the  State: 

All  of  the  desirable  surveyed  land  in  this  State  is  taken  up,  and  the  demand  for 
surveys  is  on  the  increase.  Settlers  are  continually  petitioning  for  surveys,  and 
those  who  were  disappointed  last  year  bitterly  complained  because  the  apportion- 
ment to  this  State  for  the  fiscal  year  (1898-99),  $40,000,  was  insufficient  for  the 
demands  upon  it.  I  am  unaware  what  the  apportionment  to  this  district  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  will  be,  but  $50,000  will  not  be  more  than  sufficient 
to  survey  townships  now  petitioned  for  by  three  or  more  settlers  and  by  the  State, 
which  has  now  on  file  applications  for  the  survey  of  39  townships,  and  it  will  require 
not  less  than  $19,000  to  survey  them. 

The  days  of  the  old  custom  of  having  cattle  graze  at  large  over  vast  areas  of  the 
public  domain  and  without  attention  except  at  spring  and  fall  round-up,  are  prac- 
tically ended.  Cattle  must  now  be  under  control  and  be  fed  during  the  winter 
months.  The  result  of  this  is  that,  instead  of  there  being  a  few  cattlemen  owning 
thousands  of  cattle,  the  conditions  are  reversed — thousands  of  men  own  a  few  cattle. 
This  moans  the  establishment  of  numerous  homes  along  the  valleys  of  the  mountains 
and  the  coulees  of  the  plains,  with  the  result  that  applications  for  surveys  from 
settlers  are  on  the  increase. 

The  desire  to  obtain  title  in  some  cases  is  so  strong  that  those  who  have  means  for 
doing  so  will  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  section  2401,  Revised  Statutes. 

The  apportionment  to  this  State  for  surveys  asked  for,  $50,000,  is  believed  to  be  a 
very  conservative  estimate  of  the  probable  needs  of  the  service  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1901,  it  being  only  $10,000  in  excess  of  the  apportionment  for 
this  fiscal  year,  and  which  was  totally  inadequate  for  the  demands  upon  it  by  at 
least  $25,000. 

NEVADA. 

The  apportionment  made  to  Nevada  out  of  the  annual  appropriation 
for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1899, 
was  $5,000. 

Two  contracts  (liabilities  $3,500  and  $1,500,  respectively)  chargeable 
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to  said  apportionment  were  awarded  to  H.  B.  Maxson  and  Thomas  K. 
Stewart. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  states  that  no  deposits 
were  made  by  individuals  or  the  Central  Pacific  Eailroad  Company 
for  the  survey  of  public  lands  during  the  year. 

Two  townships,  under  contract  No.  215,  comprising  46,038.14  acres,  were  platted, 
the  notes  transcribed  and  transmitted  to  the  General  Land  Office. 

By  letter  E  of  May  3,  1899,  the  surveyor-general  was  requested  to  have  copied  for 
the  General  Land  Office  the  field  notes  of  the  exteriors  of  15  townships.  The  tran- 
scribing has  been  done,  but  the  comparisons  with  the  originals  have  not  as  yet  been 
made. 

During  the  year  47  mineral  surveys  were  ordered,  covering  72  lodes  and  1  mill 
site;  54  mineral  surveys  were  returned,  covering  73  lodes  and  1  mill  site;  1  amended 
mineral  survey  was  ordered ;  1  amended  mineral  survey  was  returned ;  189  mineral 
plats  were  made;  38  mineral  district  plats  were  prepared;  6  township  plats  were 
made;  2  exterior  plats  were  prepared;  50  miscellaneous  plats  were  prepared;  456 
index  plats  for  field  notebooks  were  prepared.  During  the  year  637  letters  were 
received  and  745  were  written. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor-general  says: 

I  would  renew  the  recommendations  of  former  annual  reports,  that  the  standard 
parallel  throughout  the  State  be  completed  and  the  proper  connections  made. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  an  appropriation  of  $5,000 
for  the  restoration  of  mineral  monuments  and  their  connection  with  the  public 
surveys,  as  stated  in  former  annual  reports  and  estimates. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  status  of  saline  lands  in  this  State  and  ask 
that  you  recommend  to  Congress  to  extend  the  mineral-land  laws  to  include  the 
salines.  At  present  there  is  no  law  of  Congress  under  which  title  can  be  obtained 
in  this  State  to  saline  lands,  much  to  the  inconvenience  of  our  people.  I  can  see  no 
good  and  sufficient  reason  why  saline  lands  should  not  be  sold  by  the  Government, 
under  the  mineral-land  laws,  in  the  same  way  that  borax,  soda  lands,  etc.,  are  now. 
There  are  some  cases  where  the  salt  occurs  in  lodes  or  deposits  and  is  mined  like 
other  lodes.     In  such  cases  the  laws  relating  to  lode  claims  could  be  apjdied. 

The  original  act  of  Congress  reserving  saline  lands,  etc.,  was  passed  more  than  a 
hundred  years  ago,  in  1796,  and  was  intended  to  meet  an  entirely  different  state  of 
facts  from  what  obtains  to-day,  and  especially  in  this  Western  country.  As  there 
were  few  localities  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  where  salt  could  be  obtained,  Con- 
gress very  properly  reserved  the  salines  from  sale  to  prevent  their  being  monopo- 
lized to  the  detriment  of  the  people  of  the  country ;  but  the  state  of  affairs  now  is 
entirely  different,  and  especially  so  in  this  State.  Salt  is  found  in  immense  quan- 
tities in  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  to  create  a  salt 
monopoly.  The  fallacy  of  the  absolute  reservation  of  the  salines  is  the  unconscious 
survival  of  a  policy  originally  beneficial,  but,  from  the  change  of  conditions,  not 
only  no  longer  necessary,  but  extremely  vexatious  and  detrimental. 

In  his  estimates  for  the  surveying  service  in  Nevada  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1901,  the  surveyor-general  includes  the  items  of 
$20,000  for  surveying  public  lands  and  $5,000  for  reestablishing  and 
connecting  mineral  monuments. 

In  explanation  of  said  items,  the  surveyor-general  submits  the  fol- 
lowing reasons : 

The  estimate  for  surveys  is  based  upon  the  real  need  for  surveys  in  this  State. 
Indeed,  a  sum  several  times  as  large  would  be  required  to  make  all  the  surveys  that 
are  asked  for.     The  sum  asked  for  is  probably  as  much  as  could  be  used  in  one  year 
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with  the  present  facilities  and  office  room,  bnt  that  sum  could  and  should  he  used. 
The  present  apportionment  of  $5,000,  while  it  gives  some  of  the  settlers  relief,  is 
wholly  inadequate  to  meet  the  wants  of  those  who  are  and  have  long  been  entitled  to 
the  survey  of  their  lands. 

In  connection  with  the  desired  appropriation  for  restoring  and  pre- 
serving mineral  monuments  in  mining  districts  and  connecting  them 
with  the  public  surveys,  the  surveyor- general  makes  the  following  state- 
ment: 

I  would  again  call  attention  to  the  need  for  an  appropriation  for  the  restoration, 
preservation,  and  connection  with  each  other  and  with  the  public  surveys  of  the 
mineral  monuments  in  mineral  districts.  In  the  earlier  years  many  of  these  monu- 
ments were  not  very  well  established  and  with  the  lapse  of  time  are  becoming  oblit- 
erated. They  were  seldom  connected  with  the  public  surveys  or  with  each  other. 
During  the  last  eight  or  ten  years,  where  mineral  monuments  have  been  established 
I  think  they  have  been  well  placed  and  established  with  a  special  view  to  perma- 
nency. At  least  it  has  been  the  earnest  endeavor  of  this  office  to  have  them  so,  but 
in  many  instances  they  are  not  properly  connected  with  the  public  surveys. 

As  they  are  the  official  reference  points  by  which  the  locus  of  the  mining  claims 
given  in  the  patent  are  determined,  it  is  very  important  that  they  be  perpetuated. 

NEW  MEXICO. 

The  sum  of  $10,000  from  the  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public 
lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  was  apportioned  to  the 
district  of  New  Mexico. 

Under  said  apportionment  one  contract  (liability,  $3,000)  was  awarded 
and  approved. 

Fourteen  sets  of  special  instructions  (total  liability,  $1,387)  in  lieu  of 
contracts  and  bonds,  providing  for  resurveys  and  making  connections 
of  private  land  claims  with  the  public-land  surveys  were  awarded,  pay- 
able from  this  appropriation. 

Six  contracts  (total  liability,  $3,025.75)  and  three  sets  of  special  instruc- 
tions (total  liability,  $550)  were  awarded,  issued,  and  approved,  payable 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  confirmed  private  land  claims 
in  designated  States  and  Territories  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1899. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  different  lines  established  during  the  year  aggregates 
1,462  miles,  32  chains  and  38  links. 

Two  thousand  and  fifty-five  letters  were  written  during  the  year,  and  416  official 
letters  were  received  and  recorded.  Plats,  transcripts,  and  field  notes  compared 
and  transmitted  or  ready  for  transmission,  610.  Special  instructions  for  the  survey 
of  public  lands,  grants,  and  small  holding  claims  made  out  in  duplicate,  42.  Gen- 
eral instructions  for  the  survey  of  small  holding  claims  prepared  in  triplicate,  27. 
Mineral  plats  prepared,  124.     Books  of  field  notes  examined  and  corrected,  208. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  171  tracings  and  descriptive  lists  were  furnished  to  the 
district  land  offices — Santa  Fe,  73;  Las  Cruces,  92;  Roswell,  6;  total,  171. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  $1,600  was  deposited  on  account  of  the 
surveys  and  amended  surveys  of  mining  claims.  Reports  were  made  on  65  placer 
and  lode  mining  claims. 

During  the  said  fiscal  year  mining  district  plats  were  completed  for  the  77  mining 
districts  in  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  which  required  the  making  of  138  district 
plats. 
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In  his  annual  report  the  survey  or- general  says : 

During  the  said  fiscal  year  46  townships  have  been  platted,  showing  sections  and 
lots  made  fractional  by  mining  locations  situate  therein,  the  areas  computed,  and 
tracings  of  same  furnished  to  the  local  land  offices  and  to  the  General  Land  Office. 

There  is  still  a  large  amount  of  this  work  to  he  done  which  should  he  finished  at 
the  earliest  practicable  date.  On  account  of  numerous  errors  in  old  mining  surveys 
it  has  been  found  impossible  to  properly  plat  and  show  fractional  lots  in  the  numer- 
ous townships  in  which  the  same  are  situate,  and  the  same  should  be  taken  up  at  an 
early  date  with  a  view  to  straightening  out  all  such  irregularities,  after  which  the 
same  should  be  platted  and  tracings  of  such  townships  furnished  to  the  local  land 
office  in  the  different  districts  of  the  Territory  and  to  the  General  Land  Office. 

I  would  urge  the  importance  of  an  appropriation  for  the  restoration  of  mineral 
monuments  and  their  proper  connections  with  public  surveys  and  with  each  other. 
A  majority  of  the  mineral  monuments  in  this  district  are  on  unsurveyed  ground  and 
mining  claims  connected  with  such  monuments.  Most  of  such  monuments  were 
established  many  years  ago  without  regard  to  their  permanency  in  construction  and 
were  insufficiently  witnessed.  Many  of  these  monuments  have  now  become  obliter- 
ated or  destroyed,  and  as  the  same  are  the  official  points  of  reference  by  which  to 
fix  the  locus  of  all  surveyed  and  patented  mining  claims,  it  is  of  great  importance 
that  they  should  be  properly  perpetuated,  and  they  should  be  reestablished  perma- 
nently and  witnessed  by  connecting  them  with  public  surveys,  with  each  other,  and 
with  natural  objects. 

Mining-claim  surveys  should  be  examined  in  the  field  to  insure  their  correctness, 
in  alike  manner  as  the  surveys  of  public  lands  and  private  land  claims,  to  obviate 
errors  and  irregularities,  and  in  order  that  patents  to  such  mining  claims  shall 
properly  recite  claimants' lands,  and  I  believe  claimants  are  entitled  to  such  a  proper 
safeguard.  Numerous  patents  for  mining  claims  in  this  district  recite  wrongly  the 
lands  which  claimants  intended  to  cover,  by  reason  of  errors  in  lines  and  connections 
made  by  deputies  during  the  past  thirty  years. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  Court 
of  Private  Land  Claims  and  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  private  land  claims  in 
certain  States  and  Territories,"  provides,  among  other  things,  that  "no  allowance  or 
confirmation  of  any  claim  shall  confer  any  right  or  title  to  any  gold,  silver,  or  quick- 
silver miues  or  minerals  of  the  same,  unless  the  grant  claimed  effected  the  donation  or 
sale  of  such  mines  or  minerals  to  the  grantee,  or  unless  such  grantee  has  become  other- 
wise entitled  thereto  in  law  or  in  equity ;  but  all  such  mines  or  minerals  shall  remain 
the  property  of  the  United  States,  with  the  right  of  working  the  same,  which  fact 
shall  be  stated  in  all  patents  under  this  act,  and  no  such  mines  shall  be  worked  on 
any  property  confirmed  under  this  act  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  such 
property,  until  specifically  authorized  thereto   by  an   act  of  Congress   hereafter 


No  act  of  Congress  has  yet  been  passed  giving  persons  the  right  to  work  the 
mines  or  minerals  on  grants  confirmed  under  this  act ;  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
a  large  number  of  persons  in  this  district  have  made  locations  of  mining  claims  upon 
lands  which  are  or  will  be  included  within  the  boundaries  of  grants  confirmed  under 
said  act,  in  justice  to  such  locators,  and  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  said  act  of 
March  3,  1891,  an  act  of  Congress  giving  miners  the  right  to  work  such  minerals  as 
are  reserved  in  the  confirmation  of  grants  by  the  said  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims 
should  be  passed  at  an  early  date.  Such  a  law  would  greatly  facilitate  the  develop- 
ment of  the  natural  resources  of  the  Territory  within  exterior  boundaries  of  said 
grants,  and  materially  benefit  our  population.  I  request  that  your  office  present 
this  matter  properly  before  the  next  Congress,  and  urge  the  passage  of  an  act  for 
the  purpose  herein  recited. 

There  are  still  pending  before  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims  35  cases.  Within 
the  35  grants  pending  there  are  between  four  and  five  million  acres  of  land;  22  pri- 
vate land  claims  have  been  surveyed  or  corrected  surveys  of  the  same  made  under 
decrees  of  approval  and  confirmation  by  said  court  during  the  fiscal  year. 
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There  have  heen  upward  of  4,000  small  holding  claims  filed  under  the  provisions 
of  sections  16  and  17  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891.  Such  of  said  claims  as  are  located 
upon  townships  not  heretofore  surveyed,  and  as  are  found  upon  proper  investigation 
to  be  valid,  are  being  surveyed  as  the  lines  of  public  surveys  are  extended  over  such 
townships.  Sixty -three  mineral  surveys  were  executed  during  tbe  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1899.  Seven  mineral  surveys  were  ordered  during  the  year,  of  which  no 
returns  as  yet  have  been  made.  Fifty-one  placer-mining  claims  were  examined  and 
reported  upon  during  the  year.  Forty-nine  mineral  monuments  were  established 
and  approved  during  the  fiscal  year. 

In  his  estimate  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands,  small  holdings,  and 
private  land  claims  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  the  surveyor- 
general  submits  the  following  item   : 

For  the  survey  of  public  lands  and  "  small  holding"  claims  filed  under  the  act  of 
March  3,  1891,  as  amended  February  21,  1893,  $25,000.  For  the  survey  of  private 
land  claims,  $20,000. 

Commenting  on  the  greater  necessity  for  the  survey  of  public  lauds 
in  the  future  than  has  existed  for  several  years  past,  the  surveyor- 
general  reports  as  follows : 

The  unsurveyed  lands  in  numerous  localities  in  this  district  are  being  rapidly  set- 
tled upon,  and  as  such  settlers  will  continue  to  locate  upon  such  lands,  there  will  bo 
greater  demand  for  public  land  surveys  in  the  future  than  there  has  been  in  the  past. 
There  are  approximately  2,400  small  holding  applications  on  file  in  this  office  for 
tracts  of  land  in  unsurveyed  townships  and  within  the  boundaries  of  unconfirmed 
grants.  A  majority  of  said  tracts  will  have  to  be  surveyed  when  the  lines  of  the 
public  surveys  are  extended  over  the  townships  in  which  they  are  situate. 

By  reason  of  the  rejection  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims  of  certain  grants 
and  the  reduction  in  area  of  others,  the  lines  of  public  surveys  will  have  to  be 
extended  over  such  lands  as  were  formerly  embraced  in  said  grants,  and  which  have 
now  become  public  domain  by  reason  of  said  rejection,  which  lands  are  found  to  be 
agricultural  in  character  and  are  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  actual  settlers. 

The  boundaries  of  the  small  holding  claims  of  such  settlers  as  are  found  to  lie 
within  unsurveyed  townships  will  have  to  be  established  at  the  time  of  making  the 
surveys  of  such  townships,  and  a  great  many  other  smallholding  claims  lying  within 
townships  heretofore  surveyed  will  have  to  be  surveyed  under  per  diem  contracts, 
which  said  contracts  are  also  made  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  the  survey  of 
the  public  lands,  and  by  reason  of  the  amendment  of  June  27, 1898,  to  the  act  of  March 
3,  1891,  which  extended  the  time  for  such  small  holding  filings  in  this  office  to  March 
4, 1901,  numerous  other  small  holding  filings  are  being  daily  made  by  claimants  who 
had  not  heretofore  filed  on  such  smallholding  tracts,  either  through  ignorance  of  the 
law  or  for  the  reason  that  they  could  not  at  that  time  show  twenty  years'  continu- 
ous adverse  possession,  or  which  small  holding  tracts  had  been  covered  by  grants 
which  have  since  been  rejected  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims;  and  it  is  safe 
to  predict  that  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  under  said  act,  as 
extended  by  such  amendment,  there  will  have  been  filed  in  this  office  upward  of 
6,000  small  holding  claims,  there  being  at  the  present  time  over  4,000  of  such  filings. 

Twenty  thousand  dollars  is  estimated  for  the  survey  of  private  land 
claims  in  New  Mexico,  from  the  fact  that  the  docket  of  this  office  shows 
that  there  are  still  pending  79  grants  in  an  incomplete  condition,  of 
which  number  24  grants  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Private 
Land  Claims  and  20  rejected.  Of  these  24  confirmed  grants  14  are  on 
appeal  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and  the  20 
rejected  grants  are  also  on  appeal.  There  are  35  grants  untried,  Ol 
7430 3 
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this  total  number  of  private  land  claims  a  majority  will  undoubtedly 
have  to  be  surveyed  under  confirmations  as  the  same  become  final,  and 
the  said  amount  of  $20,000  will  therefore  be  necessary  for  the  survey  of 
private  land  claims  in  New  Mexico. 

The  appropriation  for  the  survey  of  confirmed  private  land  claims 
should  be  made  available  for  the  execution  of  the  survey  of  such  grants 
in  the  field,  the  cost  of  field  examination,  advertising,  and  the  cost  of 
office  work  in  this  office. 

NORTH    DAKOTA. 

The  apportionment  made  to  North  Dakota  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899, 
was  $20,000. 

Under  said  apportionment  four  contracts  (aggregate  liability  $20,000) 
were  awarded  and  approved. 

One  contract  (liability  $1,707),  payable  from  the  appropriation  per 
act  approved  July  1,  1898,  for  the  survey,  appraisal,  and  sale  of  aban- 
doned military  reservations,  was  awarded  and  approved.  The  surveyor- 
general  in  his  annual  report  states  that  the  public  surveys  upon  which 
the  examining,  platting,  transcribing,  and  other  necessary  office  work 
has  been  completed  since  July  1,  1898,  aggregate  3,787  miles  2  chains 
and  47  links. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  following  office  work  has  been  executed, 
viz:  Township  plats  of  survey  made,  231;  diagrams  of  exterior  made, 
6;  transcripts  of  field  notes  made,  80;  outline  diagrams  for  deputy 
surveyors,  55 ;  descriptive  lists  for  land  offices,  45 ;  letters  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  106;  letters  to  deputy  surveyors 
and  individuals,  112. 

The  surveyor- general  again  calls  attention  to  the  abandoned  Fort 
Buford  Military  Reservation,  situate  in  North  Dakota  and  Montana, 
which  was  transferred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  the  Presi- 
dent's order  of  October  25,  1895.  There  have  been  quite  a  number  of 
inquiries  made  as  to  the  survey  of  this  reservation  by  actual  settlers 
and  other  interested  parties.  The  surveyor-general  states  that  the  res- 
ervation is  good  agricultural  land,  and  the  only  reservation  of  the  kind 
remaining  unsurveyed  in  his  district.  A  recent  estimate  submitted 
gives  the  cost  of  surveying  that  portion  of  the  reservation  situated  in 
North  Dakota  at  $6,157.50,  while  the  portion  in  Montana  will  cost 
$4,415.76;  total  cost,  $10,573.26. 

The  surveyor- general  estimates  that  $24,500  will  be  required  for  pub- 
lic surveys  in  North  Dakota  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 
He  submits  the  following  statement  in  support  of  the  aforesaid  esti- 
mate: 

My  estimate  of  $24,000  for  surveys  is  based  upon  the  requirements  for  surveys  in 
the  northwestern  part  of  the  State  immediately  south  of  the  Missouri  River,  and 
that  south  of  the  eighth  standard  parallel  and  north  of  the  Standing  Rock  India  a 
Reservation ;  also  for  the  completion  of  surveys  applied  for  by  the  government  of 
North  Dakota  March  17,  1899. 
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.  The  estimated  cost  of  surveys  applied  for  by  the  State  is  $30,473,  of  which  surveys 
to  the  extent  of  $20,000  have  been  contracted  for.  There  is  a  large  increase  in  set- 
tlement in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  and  it  is  my  understanding  that  there  will 
be  a  large  number  of  applications  made  by  actual  settlers  for  the  survey  of  unsur- 
veyed  lands  during  the  present  year. 


OREGON. 

Of  the  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  iiscal 
year  ending-  June  30,  1898,  the  sum  of  $20,000  was  apportioned  to 
Oregon. 

Twelve  contracts  (liabilities  aggregating  $19,300),  chargeable  to  the 
annual  appropriation  1898-99,  were  awarded  by  the  surveyor-general, 
also  five  sets  of  special  instructions  (liabilities  $265  in  the  aggregate) 
were  issued  by  the  surveyor- general,  and  chargeable  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1899. 

One  contract  (liability  $300),  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  the 
survey  and  subdivision  of  Indian  reservations  and  of  lands  to  be  allotted 
in  severalty,  per  act  of  February  8,  1887,  reimbursable,  was  awarded 
during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1899.  One  contract,  liability  $6,680, 
payable  from  the  appropriation  of  $10,000,  as  per  item  in  the  act  of 
July  8,  1898,  "for  the  resurvey  of  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  Kla- 
math Indian  Eeservation  in  Oregon,  and  other  purposes,"  was  entered 
into  during  the  fiscal  year.  Special  deposits  for  repayments,  amounting 
to  $3,167.96  for  field  work,  and  $380.48  for  office  work,  were  made  by 
the  Oregon  and  California  Eailroad  Company  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Special  deposits  in  the  sum  of  $86 L  were  made  by  the  Oregon  and 
California  Eailroad  Company  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1899, 
for  cost  of  field  and  office  work  in  connection  with  the  survey  of  lands 
within  the  laud  grant  of  said  company,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of 
Congress,  approved  February  27,  1899. 

Eeturns  of  survey  of  26  full  and  fractional  townships  were  received, 
examined,  and  approved,  plats  made  in  triplicate,  transcripts  of  the  field 
notes  made,  and  copies  of  all  the  maps  and  notes  transmitted  to  the 
General  Land  Office. 

The  number  of  miles  reported  in  these  returns,  as  run  and  marked 
in  the  field,  aggregates  1,468  miles,  33  chains,  and  14  links,  consisting 
of  standard  parallel,  township,  subdivisional,  meander,  and  connection 
lines,  embracing  an  area  of  453,791.56  acres. 

The  office  work  in  connection  with  said  surveys  consisted  of  78  town- 
ships and  24  exterior  plats;  the  field  notes  representing  these  surveys 
consist  of  46  books  of  certified  transcripts,  which  were  duly  forwarded 
to  the  General  Land  Office.  During  the  year  there  were  1,119  letters 
written,  divided  as  follows:  To  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  385 ;  to  deputy  surveyors,  280 ;  to  deputy  mineral  surveyors,  126 ; 
to  local  land  offices,  79;  to  special  agents  of  the  General  Land  Office,  7, 
and  miscellaneous,  242. 

There  was  deposited  for  cost  of  office  work  on  mining  claims,  $540 ; 
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amount  expended,  $472;  mineral  claims  surveyed,  reported,  and  plat- 
ted, 10;  plats  made  in  connection  therewith,  55;  copies  of  field  notes 
of  claims  surveyed,  10;  reports  of  examination  of  placer  mines,  5; 
copies  of  field  notes  of  same,  5 ;  illustrative  plats  made  in  connection 
therewith,  10;  plats  made  of  segregation  surveys,  10;  field  notes  tran- 
scribed of  segregation  surveys,  10. 

The  miscellaneous  office  work  consisted  of:  Tracings  of  Cascade  and 
other  forest  reserves  furnished  the  General  Land  Office,  4;  blue  prints 
made  from  same,  68;  books  of  transcripts  of  old  surveys  furnished 
General  Land  Office,  25;  diagrams  showing  plattings,  30;  extra  town- 
ship plats  furnished  to  General  Land  Office,  1;  diagrams  showing 
apportionment  desert  land  claims,  3 ;  diagrams  explanatory  of  mining 
and  public  surveys  furnished  General  Laud  Office,  5;  townships  tran- 
scribed for  special  agents,  4;  plats  and  tracings  furnished  special 
agents,  30;  books  of  transcripts  of  field  notes  for  examiners  of  surveys, 
20;  copies  of  plats  and  tracings  furnished  examiners  of  surveys,  25; 
and  tracings  furnished  allotting  agents,  10. 

The  surveyor- general's  estimate  for  surveys  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1901,  are  as  follows:  For  the  survey  of  25  townships, 
$35,000;  for  the  survey  of  25  townships  within  the  limits  of  railroad 
land  grants,  $35,000. 

Explanatory  of  his  estimates  for  surveys  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1901,  the  surveyor- general  submits  the  following  statement: 

The  unsurveyed  lands  in  this  district  are  increasing  in  value  each  year,  and  at  the 
same  rate  the  petitions  and  inquiries,  both  personal  and  written,  concerning-  the  sur- 
vey and  opening  up  to  settlement  of  these  lands  become  more  frequent.  The  unsur- 
veyed lands  of  the  central  and  western  portions  of  the  State  where  the  soil  is  of  the 
usual  alluvial  character,  being  most  fertile  and  productive  when  cleared  from  tim- 
ber, afford  splendid  homes,  and  are  being  eagerly  sought  after  by  an  industrious 
class  of  people.  Also,  as  there  is  at  present  a  great  demand  for  timbered  lands  (of 
which  a  great  portion  of  the  unsurveyed  lands  consist),  I  deem  it  expedient  that  as 
much  of  these  lands  be  surveyed  at  as  early  a  date  as  is  practicable,  as  the  same 
would  be  immediately  entered  or  purchased. 

The  general  contour  of  lands,  particularly  in  the  eastern  and  southern  portions  of 
the  State,  is  such  as  to  favor  irrigation,  which  would  convert  the  large  semiarid 
tracts  into  fertile  and  productive  farms  which  have  heretofore  been  considered  com- 
paratively worthless  except  for  grazing  purposes  for  a  few  months  in  the  year,  but  in 
the  last  few  years  large  irrigation  companies  have  been  formed  and  water  has  been 
conducted  for  miles  over  unsurveyed  and  unoccupied  lands  which  in  a  few  years 
will  be  settled. 

Also,  as  another  necessity  for  ample  appropriations  for  surveying  operations  in 
this  district,  I  will  state  that  several  lines  of  railroads  are  being  constructed 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  State,  extending  through  these  semiarid 
tracts  above  mentioned,  which  will  bring  into  value  all  lands  in  close  proximity 
thereto. 

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

Two  thousand  dollars  of  the  annual  appropriation  for  surveying  the 
public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  was  apportioned 
to  the  district  of  South  Dakota. 
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The  surveyor-general  reports  that  no  contracts  were  entered  into 
during  the  fiscal  year  payable  from  the  annual  appropriation  for  the 
survey  of  the  public  lands,  for  the  alleged  reason  that  the  field  for  such 
surveys  is  at  present  largely  included  in  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve, 
created  by  the  executive  order  of  February  22,  1897,  as  amended  by 
the  proclamation  of  the  President  dated  September  19, 1898,  or  occupied 
in  part  by  mining  surveys. 

Four  sets  of  special  instructions  (aggregate  liability  $250),  payable 
from  the  appropriation  for  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  were  issued,  providing  for  resur- 
veys which  were  found  to  be  necessary  on  account  of  contracts 
formerly  let. 

No  contracts  for  surveys  of  public  lands  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 2401,  2402,  2403  (Rev.  Stat.),  were  made  during  the  year;  and  no 
deposits  were  made  for  such  surveys,  or  by  railroad  companies  for 
surveys  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Four  contracts  were  entered  into  on  account  of  appropriation  of 
$20,000  (aggregate  liability  $20,000)  per  act  approved  July  1,  1898,  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  for  surveys  within  the  Standing  Rock 
and  Cheyenne  River  Indian  reservations,  and  the  boundary  lines  between 
them. 

Four  contracts  (aggregate  liability  $18,000)  were  awarded  on  account 
of  the  appropriation  of  $25,000  per  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
I,  1899,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900,  but  which  was  made 
immediately  available  for  surveys  within  the  Cheyenne  River,  Pine 
Ridge,  and  Standing  Rock  Indian  reservations,  S.  Dak. 

One  set  of  special  instructions  (liability  $550)  was  issued,  payable 
from  the  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  surveys  within  the  Cheyenne 
River  Indian  Reservation,  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1898,  providing 
for  the  completion  of  the  surveys  under  joint  contract,  No.  133,  dated 
July  16,  1897. 

Deposits  during  the  fiscal  year  for  office  work  on  mining  claims 
amounted  to  $6,615. 

The  aggregate  number  of  miles  of  surveys  and  resurveys  upon  which 
office  work  was  completed,  approved,  and  returns  transmitted  to  the 
General  Land  Office  is  as  follows,  viz :  Original  surveys,  5,448  miles  37 
chains  and  82  links;  resurveys,  27  miles  12  chains  and  49  links,  making 
a  total  of  5,475  miles  50  chains  and  31  links. 

During  the  year  returns  have  been  approved  of  93  townships  and  86 
original  and  amended  mineral  surveys.  These  have  required  the  prep- 
aration of  18  diagrams  of  township  and  other  exteriors,  282  plats  of 
subdivisions,  302  transcripts  of  field  notes  of  surveys  and  of  examina- 
tions in  the  field,  and  333  plats  and  diagrams  of  mineral  surveys. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  as  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  a 
large  amount  of  Indian  reservation  surveys  were  confided  to  the  South 
Dakota  office.     The  preparation  of  contracts,   special    instructions, 
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diagrams,  and  other  data  for  deputies  in  connection  with  these  Indian 
surveys,  as  also  the  examination  of  returns,  preparation  of  instructions 
to  examiners,  and  general  oversight  of  special  clerks  engaged  on  the 
returns  of  said  surveys,  has  necessarily  devolved  largely  on  the  regular 
office  force  and  occupied  a  large  amount  of  time  and  attention. 

The  surveyor-general  calls  attention  of  Congress  and  this  office  to  the 
propriety  of  field  examinations  of  mineral  surveys,  as  heretofore 
presented  by  his  predecessor  in  office,  and  also  by  himself  in  his 
annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898. 

The  surveyor-general  repeats  the  recommendation  of  his  predecessors, 
that  the  attention  of  Congress  be  called  to  the  desirability  of  making 
all  expense  incident  to  mineral  surveys,  including  field  examinations 
and  connections  of  mineral  monuments,  payable  entirely  by  applicants, 
so  that  mineral  surveys  can  be  executed  without  any  expense  to  the 
Government  except  the  official  supervision  of  the  surveyor-general. 

The  surveyor-general  submits  the  following  estimates  for  surveys 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  viz:  Township  exterior 
and  section  lines,  $G,000;  examinations  in  the  field,  $700;  total,  $6,700. 

Since  the  proposed  surveys,  as  per  estimates,  relate  to  lands  situate 
chiefly  within  the  Black  Hills  region,  the  surveyor-general  submits  the 
following  statement  in  explanation: 

An  effort  to  arrive  at  a  proper  amount  for  this  item  has  caused  delay  in  the  sub- 
mission of  this  estimate  beyond  the  usual  time,  and  I  am  still  only  partially  informed 
as  to  the  extent  of  the  regular  surveys  made  under  the  direction  of  the  geological 
office  during  the  year  just  closing. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  townships,  the  portions  of  the  jmblic  lands 
within  this  State  which  are  not  surveyed  at  this  date  are  chiefly  contiguous  or 
near  to  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve.  While  much  of  these  lands  is  more  valuable 
for  mining  than  for  agriculture,  there  are,  perhaps,  none  of  the  townships  which  do 
not  contain  considerable  bodies  of  land  valuable  chiefly  for  the  latter  purpose  and 
used  for  such  purpose  only.  Some  of  these  lands  are  occupied  by  settlers;  and 
inquiry  shows  that  a  number  of  these  desire  surveys,  so  that  they  may  perfect  title 
to  their  holdings. 

A  recent  act  (March  3,1899)  providing,  among  other  things,  for  the  "protection 
and  administration  of  forest  reserves,"  permits  a  settler  with  stated  qualifications 
within  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve  to  make  entry  under  the  provisions  of  the 
homestead  law;  "and  if  the  lands  are  so  situated  that  the  entry  of  a  legal  subdivi- 
sion according  to  existing  law  will  not  embrace  the  improvements  of  the  settler," 
entry  may  be  made  by  metes  and  bounds.  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  number  of  applica- 
tions under  this  statutory  provision,  but  the  wording  of  the  statute  would  seem  to 
imply  that  it  must  first  be  ascertained  that  the  improvements  can  not  be  embraced 
in  the  usual  legal  subdivisions ;  and  if  this  view  be  correct,  a  township  survey  will 
evidently  be  a  prerequisite  to  the  application  of  this  statute. 

UTAH. 

The  apportionment  made  to  Utah  out  of  the  appropriation  for  sur- 
veying the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  was 
$20,000. 

Under  said  apportionment  nine  contracts  were  awarded  and  approved, 
the  liabilities  of  which  equaled  the  apportionment.     One  contract,  pro-

viding  for  the  survey  of  lands  within  railroad  limits,  Avas  awarded  and 
approved  (liability,  $4,520),  payable  from  repayments  made  by  the 
Union  Pacific  Railroad. 

The  surveyor-general  in  his  annual  report  states  that  during  the  fis- 
cal year  the  returns  of  survey  of  46  townships,  amounting  to  2,096 
miles  62  chains  26  links,  were  approved  and  transmitted  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  embracing  138  township  plats,  8 
plats  of  exteriors,  and  2  forest-reservation  plats. 

Orders  were  issued  for  368  original  mineral  surveys  during  the  fiscal 
year,  embracing  568  lodes,  4  x^lacers,  and  2  mill  sites.  Orders  were 
issued  for  20  amended  and  additional  surveys,  embracing  22  lodes. 
There  were  approved  during  the  year  211  original  surveys,  embracing 
334  lodes,  1  placer,  and  1  mill  site.  Nineteen  amended  and  additional 
surveys  were  approved,  embracing  25  lodes,  1  placer,  and  1  mill  site. 

New  corrected  sheets  made,  17;  connected  sheets  renewed  and  cor- 
rected, 9;  new  commissions  issued  to  deputy  mineral  surveyors  during 
the  fiscal  year,  7 ;  total  number  of  deputy  mineral  surveyors  now  hold- 
ing commissions,  58;  letters  written  to  General  Land  Office,  247;  mis- 
cellaneous letters  written,  719. 

The  available  balance  on  deposit  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year, 
made  by  individuals  for  office  work  on  mining  claims,  was  $13,835.96. 
There  was  deposited  by  individuals  during  the  fiscal  year  for  office 
work  in  connection  with  mining  claims,  $13,486.25. 

The  surveyor-general  estimates  the  cost  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1901,  of  surveying  townships  in  which  there  exists  more  than 
one  desert  entry  or  one  settler's  application  at  $39,397 ;  for  surveying 
townships  in  which  there  is  only  one  desert  entry  or  one  settler's  appli- 
cation, $43,048. 

The  surveyor-general  says  that  his  estimate  of  the  cost  of  surveys 
for  the  fiscal  year  endiug  June  30, 1901,  is  based  upon  the  following 
facts : 

First.  Upon  the  tinsurveyed  townships  represented  upon  the  records  of  this  office, 
hy  applications  of  settlers  for  surveys,  and  by  notice  of  desert  entry  filings. 

Second.  Upon  the  fact  ascertained  by  experience  that  the  surveyable  or  agricultu- 
ral portion  of  each  township  is  limited  largely  by  an  altitude  of  9,000  feet. 

Third.  Upon  the  adoption  of  the  intermediate  rates  per  mile  of  $13,  $11,  and  $7 
as  being  the  probable  average  cost  of  the  remaining  unsurveyed  agricultural  area, 
consisting,  as  it  largely  does,  of  fragmentary  and  mountainous  portions  of  town- 
ships. 

WASHINGTON. 

The  apportionment  made  to  Washington  out  of  the  appropriation  for 
surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1899,  was 
$40,000. 

Under  said  apportionment  seven  contracts  for  public  surveys  were 
awarded  and  approved,  involving  a  total  liability  of  $20,705. 

Three  sets  of  special  instructions,  in  lieu  of  contracts  and  bonds, 
were  also  issued  and  approved;  liability  $1,014,  and  chargeable  to  said 
appropriation. 
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The  aggregate  number  of  miles  surveyed  in  this  district  during  the 
fiscal  year,  the  plats  and  field  notes  of  which  were  approved,  was  2,540 
miles  46  chains  and  98  links.  Townships  surveyed  and  accepted,  52; 
number  of  exterior  plats  made,  29;  number  of  township  plats  made, 
101.  Number  of  miscellaneous  diagrams  and  tracings  made,  229;  num- 
ber of  mineral  surveys  made  during  the  fiscal  year,  91;  number  of 
mineral  plats  made  for  mines  and  mill  sites,  411 ;  aggregate  amount 
deposited  for  office  work  on  mining  claims,  $4,268. 

No  deposits  were  made  during  the  fiscal  year  for  public  land  surveys 
either  by  individuals  or  by  the  State  of  Washington. 

The  surveyor-general's  estimate  for  surveying  the  public  lands  in  the 
district  of  Washington  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  is 
$35,000,  said  amount  being  necessary  for  the  survey  of  lands  occupied 
by  actual  settlers  situate  within  and  outside  of  the  several  forest 
reserves. 

WYOMING. 

The  apportionment  made  to  Wyoming  out  of  the  appropriation  for 
surveying  the  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1899,  was 
$20,000. 

Five  contracts  for  public  surveys  (total  liabilities,  $17,444)  were 
awarded  and  approved,  chargeable  to  said  appropriation.  There  was 
issued,  also  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  the  year  ending  June 
30, 1897,  one  set  of  special  instructions  (nunc  pro  tunc)  (liability,  $349.42) 
providing  for  resurveys  under  contract  No.  266 ;  also  one  set  special 
instructions  (liability,  $144),  payable  from  appropriation  per  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 8,  1887  (reimbursable),  providing  for  the  survey  and  allotting  of 
Indian  lands,  issued  for  the  survey  of  fractional  T.  9  N.,  E.  2  E.,  within 
the  Shoshone  or  Wind  Eiver  Indian  Eeservation. 

In  his  annual  report  the  surveyor- general  states  as  follows: 

The  number  of  miles  surveyed  in  this  district  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1899,  the  field  notes  of  which  have  been  approved  by  this  office  under  seven  con- 
tracts, aggregates  3,187  miles  49  chains  and  90  links. 

The  total  number  of  acres  embraced  in  townships  surveyed  during  the  fiscal  year 
can  not  be  given  accurately,  as  part  of  the  approved  surveys  have  not  as  yet  been 
platted,  but  it  closely  approximates  938,521  acres. 

There  were  no  special  deposits  made  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  during  the 
fiscal  year.  Special  deposits  for  office  work  on  mineral  surveys  amounted  to  $210. 
Seven  orders  for  mineral  surveys  were  issued,  executed,  platted,  and  transcribed. 

The  surveyor- general  estimates  that  $20,150  for  public  surveys  and 
$4,882  for  resurveys  will  be  required  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1901. 

The  following  statement  is  submitted,  explanatory  of  said  estimate: 

The  above  appropriations  are  deemed  necessary  for  the  extension  of  the  public 
surveys  and  the  execution  of  resurveys  in  the  district  of  Wyoming.  The  extension 
of  the  lines  of  public  surveys  over  all  lands  in  Wyoming  is  to  the  interest  of  settlers, 
the  State  of  Wyoming,  and  to  the  General  Government. 
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The  estimates  for  surveys  are  based  upon  land  situated  largely  in  mountainous 
districts,  which  are,  however,  intersected  by  numerous  living  streams  having  fertile 
valleys  and  a  soil  unsurpassed  in  productiveness  when  reclaimed  by  the  irrigation 
farmer;  these  lands  are  being  eagerly  sought  by  the  settlers,  and  when  improved 
form  valuable  additions  to  the  wealth  of  the  State  and  nation ;  further  than  this, 
the  proposition  that  the  settler  is  entitled  to  such  protection  and  safeguards  as  are 
secured  by  proper  surveys  after  having  successfully  completed  the  arduous  task  of 
building  up  a  home,  is,  to  my  mind,  indisputable. 

The  estimate  covers  lands  situate  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  but  chiefly  in  the  west- 
ern and  north-central  portions  where  old  surveys  are  defective  to  the  extent  that  it 
is  impossible  to  find  a  Government  corner  by  which  a  settler  can  locate  his  claim. 
The  settlers  in  this  section,  as  evidenced  by  numerous  inquiries  received  at  this  office, 
look  forward  to  the  inauguration  of  an  early  and  intelligent  system  of  resurveys, 
from  which  they  hope  to  obtain  a  correct  description  of  their  holdings  and  through 
which  their  tenure  may  become  secure. 

ISLAND   AND   FRAGMENTARY    SURVEYS. 

Numerous  inquiries  have  been  received  during  the  year  concerning 
unsurveyed  islands  situate  in  meandered  rivers  and  lakes,  and  other 
fragmentary  tracts. 

Formal  applications  for  such  surveys  have  been  received  and  acted 
upon  by  this  office  and  the  Department  as  follows : 

An  island  in  the  Sacramento  Eiver  in  sees.  20  and  21,  T.  20  N.,  E.  1 
W.,  M.  D.  M.,  California.     Application  rejected  by  this  office. 

A  tract  of  alleged  unsurveyed  public  land  described  as  being  north 
and  east  of  the  meander  line  of  lots  1  and  2,  section  11 ;  lot  1,  section 
12;  lots  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  section  13,  and  lot  1,  section  24,  T.  32  N.,  E.  4  E., 
Nebraska,  with  accretions  and  additions  including  the  abandoned  bed 
of  the  Missouri  Eiver  in  sections  11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 21, 22,  and  24  of 
said  township. 

In  this  case  the  Missouri  Eiver  in  the  locality  described  formed  the 
boundary  between  the  States  of  Nebraska  and  South  Dakota.  The 
Department  concurred  in  the  recommendation  of  this  office  that  the 
application  be  disallowed,  referring  to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  decisions  in  the  cases  of  Jefferis  v.  East  Omaha  Land  Company 
(134  U.  S.,  178),  Nebraska  v.  Iowa  (143  U.  S.,  359),  Pollard  v.  Hagan 
(3  How.,  212),  Barney  v.  Keokuk  (94  U.  S.,  324),  Hardin  v.  Jordan  (140 
U.  S,,  371). 

It  was  suggested  by  the  Department  that  the  land  on  the  Dakota 
side  of  the  former  bed  of  the  river  which  was  left  exposed  by  the  change 
in  the  course  of  the  river  in  1881  might  be  surveyed  and  disposed  of, 
under  the  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court,  as  public  land  of  the  United 
States.  Application  has  been  made  for  the  survey  of  the  land  on  the 
Dakota  side  of  the  river  and  the  papers  have  been  transmitted  to  the 
surveyor- general  for  report  and  recommendation,  but  have  not  yet  been 
returned  to  this  office. 

An  island  in  the  Platte  Eiver  in  sees.  4,  5,  8,  and  9,  T.  13  N.,  R.  5 
W.,  Nebraska.     Hearing  ordered  by  the  Department.     Same  held  under 
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instructions  from  this  office  by  the  register  of  the  land  office  at  Lincoln, 
Nebr.  Eeport  of  hearing  and  testimony  taken,  submitted  to  this  office 
and  same  transmitted  to  the  Department.  The  application  was  denied 
by  the  Department,  reference  being  made  to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  decision  in  the  case  of  Hardin  v.  Jordan  (140  IT.  S.,  371),  and  to 
the  cases  of  John  C.  Christensen  and  D.  C.  Glissman  (25  L.  D.,  413, 474). 
Speaking  particularly  of  the  last  two  cases  above  named,  it  was  said 
in  letter  to  this  office  dated  September  12,  1898r  from  the  Acting  Sec- 
retary, as  follows: 

On  the  authority  of  the  case  of  the  Grand  Rapids  and  Indiana  Railroad  Company 
v.  Butler,  (159  U.  Sv  87),  a  survey  was  denied  of  a  small  island  in  a  meandered  non- 
navigable  river,  shown  to  be  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  original  survey,  where 
the  right  of  the  riparian  owners  to  the  bed  of  the  river  was  recognizedby  the  States 
in  which  the  islands  were  situated. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  Platte  River  in  Nebraska  is  not  navigable,  and  it  is  held  by 
the  courts  in  that  State  that  grants  of  land  bounded  upon  a  nonnavigable  river 
carry  with  them  the  exclusive  title  to  the  grantees  to  the  center  of  the  stream. 

A  motion  for  review  of  a  former  decision  of  the  Department  concur- 
ring in  the  recommendation  of  this  office  that  an  application  for  the 
survey  of  an  alleged  island  described  as  being  in  the  Des  Moines  River 
in  sees.  12  and  13,  T.  78  N.,  R.  24  W.,  Iowa,  be  denied,  was  disallowed 
by  the  Department  in  letter  to  this  office  dated  September  12, 1898,  in 
the  \atter  part  of  which  it  was  said: 

The  diagram  submitted  by  the  applicant  shows  no  island  existing  in  the  locality 
described,  but  that  the  Des  Moines  River  has  changed  its  course  since  the  survey  oi 
the  township  and  that  what  appears  to  have  been  an  island  at  the  time  of  the  survey 
is  now  connected  with  the  main  shores  on  either  side  of  the  river,  as  it  now  runs, 
the  river  having  shifted  to  the  south  of  its  position  at  the  date  of  the  survey  of  the 
township  in  1847.  If  this  be  true,  what  was  an  island  has  now  become  a  part  of 
the  main  land  since  the  survey  and  disposition  of  the  adjoining  shore  lands,  and  it 
isnotshownby*the  applicanthere  that  said  land  belongs  to  the  United  States.  *  *  * 
The  survey  can  only  be  ordered  when  it  clearly  appears  that  the  land  belongs  to  the 
United  States ;  otherwise  the  Department  has  no  jurisdiction,  and  therefore  no  power 
to  direct  the  survey. 

Like  action  was  taken  in  the  matter  of  two  other  alleged  unsurveyed 
islands  described  as  being  in  the  Des  Moines  River  in  sees.  19  and  20, 
T.  78  K,  R.  23  W.,  and  sees.  13  and  18,  T.  78  N.,  Rs.  23  and  24  W.,  Iowa. 

An  island  in  the  Menomonee  River  in  sees.  31  and  30,  T.  35  N.,  Rs. 
27  and  28  W.,  Michigan.  It  was  not  shown  that  the  river  in  which  the 
island  is  situated  is  navigable,  and  it  was  said  in  letter  from  the  Depart- 
ment, dated  October  4,  1898,  to  this  office  that  "if  the  river  is  naviga- 
ble, the  island  in  question  having  been  in  existence  at  the  date  of  the 
original  survey,  and  not  yet  disposed  of,  would  clearly  belong  to  the 
United  States, n  citing  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  decision  in 
the  case  of  Packer  v.  Bird  (137  U.  S.,  666).  The  papers  were  returned 
to  this  office  with  directions  to  afford  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to 
show  that  the  river  is  navigable,  if  such  is  the  fact. 

Two  islands  in  the  Arkansas  River  in  sec.  20,  T.  24  S.,  R.  32  W., 
Kansas.    Application  denied  by  this  office.     It  did  not  appear  that  the 
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river  was  navigable,  and  reference  was  made  to  the  case  of  Wood  v. 
Fowler  (26  Kans.,  682),  where  the  doctrine  of  the  common  law  that  a 
grant  of  land  bounded  by  an  unnavigable  stream  carries  with  it  the 
bed  of  the  stream  to  the  center  thread  thereof  appeared  to  be  recognized. 

An  island  in  Eock  Eiver  in  sec.  12,  T.  44  N.,  E.  1  E.,  thirty-third 
principal  meridian,  Illinois.     Application  denied  by  this  office. 

An  island  in  the  Niobrara  Eiver  in  sec.  20,  T.-32  N.,  E.  20  W.,  Ne- 
braska. Application  rejected  by  this  office,  attention  being  called  to  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  decision  in  the  case  of  Hardin  v.  Jordan, 
Department  decision  in  the  case  of  John  13.  Ghristensen  (25  L.  D.,413), 
and  decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  Nebraska  in  the  case  of  Wiggen- 
horn  v.  Kountz  (25  Neb.,  690),  in  which  latter-named  decision  it  was 
said  that — 

There  is  no  doubt  that  grants  of  land  bounded  upon  a  river  not  navigable  carry 
with  tbem  the  exclusive  right  and  title  to  the  grantees  to  the  center  of  the  stream, 
unless  the  terms  of  the  grant  clearly  denote  the  intention  to  stop  at  the  edge  or  mar- 
gin of  the  river,  the  rules  of  the  common  law  being  that  proprietors  of  land  adjoining 
public  rivers  not  affected  by  the  flow  of  the  tide  own  the  soil  ad  filuin  aquae. 

An  island  in  the  Wisconsin  Eiver  in  sec.  14,  T.  15  N.,  E.  5  E.,  Wis- 
consin. Application  rejected  by  this  office,  as.  it  was  shown  that  the 
land  was  not  above  high-water  mark  and  was  subject  to  overflow,  and 
that  the  land  was  not  fit  for  agricultural  purposes;  case  of  Patrick 
Brazil,  17  L.  D.}  328,  329  cited. 

An  island  in  the  Tlatte  Eiver  in  sec.  12,  T.  8  N.,  E.  16  W.,  Nebraska. 
Application  denied  by  this  office. 

Three  islands  in  Innahinduc  or  Balsam  Lake  in  sees.  2  and  3,T.  34  N., 
E.  17  W.,  Wisconsin.  Eecommendation  of  this  office  that  the  applica- 
tion be  approved  and  the  survey  ordered  concurred  in  by  the  Depart- 
ment. Special  instructions  for  the  survey  prepared  by  this  office  in 
favor  of  the  surveyor  named  in  the  application.  Eeturns  of  survey  not 
yet  received. 

An  island  in  a  meandered  lake  in  sec."24,  T.  32  N.,  E.  9  W.,  Wisconsin. 
Eecommendation  of  this  office  that  the  application  be  approved  and 
the  survey  ordered  concurred  in  by  the  Department.  Surveyor  named 
in  the  application  appointed  to  execute  the  survey,  and  special  instruc- 
tions for  the  survey  prepared  by  this  office  and  forwarded  to  him. 
Eeturns  of  survey  not  yet  received. 

An  island  in  a  meandered  lake  in  sec.  10,  T.  37  N.,  E.  11  W.,  Wiscon- 
sin. Application  approved  by  the  Department  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  this  office.  Surveyor  named  in  the  application 
appointed  to  execute  the  survey  of  the  island  and  special  instructions, 
providing  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  work,  prepared  by  this 
office  and  forwarded  to  the  surveyor.  Eeturns  of  survey  received  and 
examined;  same  found  to  bo  erroneous,  and  were  therefore  returned  to 
the  surveyor  for  emendation,  with  letter  of  instructions  pointing  out 
the  errors  and  stating  the  necessary  requirements  to  put  the  survey  in 
acceptable  form. 
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An  island  in  the  Menominee  River  between  sec.  10,  T.  38  N.,  R.  20  E., 
Wisconsin,  and  sec.  15,  T.  39  K,  R.  30  W.,  Michigan.  Application 
rejected  by  this  office,  attention  being  called  to  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  decision  in  the  case  of  Railroad  Company  v.  Schurmeir 
(7  Wall.,  272)5  also  Department  decision  in  the  case  of  Patrick  Brazil 
et  al.  (17  L.  D.,  328). 

An  island  in  the  Kalamazoo  River  in  sec.  30,  T.  1  N.,  R.  11 W.,  Michi- 
gan. Application  rejected,  as  the  land  was  shown  to  be  not  above  high- 
water  mark  and  subject  to  overflow.  Citation  of  authorities  as  follows : 
Act  of  September  28, 1850  (9  Stat.,  519) ;  United  States  Supreme  Court 
decision  in  case  of  Irvine  v.  Marshall  (20  How.,  561) ;  and  case  of  Grand 
Rapids  and  Indiana  Railroad  Company  v.  Butler  (159  U.  S.?  93,  94), 
and  that  of  Barney  v.  Keokuk  (94  U.  S.,  330). 

EXAMINATION   OF   SURVEYS   IN   THE   FIELD. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil 
expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899, 
approved  July  1, 1898  (30  Stat.,  619),  there  was  appropriated  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  of  the  public  lands  the  sum  of  $325,000.  Of  this  amount 
the  act  authorized  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  to 
expend  so  much  as  he  might  deem  necessary  for  the  examination  of  sur- 
veys in  the  field,  in  order  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the  work  of  deputy 
surveyors  and  the  examination  of  surveys  heretofore  made  and  reported 
to  be  defective  or  fraudulent.  In  making  the  apportionment  of  the  said 
appropriation  for  surveys  and  resurveys  in  the  several  surveying  dis- 
tricts and  for  examinations  in  the  field  the  sum  of  $75,000  was,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Department,  set  aside  for  field  examinations. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  enjoyed  seventeen  examiners  of 
surveys,  to  whom  instructions  were  issued  for  the  inspection  of  the 
surveys  reported  by  the  several  surveyors- general  as  ready  for  field 
examination.  A  portion  of  these  examiners  were  at  work  in  the  field 
during  the  entire  surveying  season ;  others  were  employed  for  shorter 
periods. 

Owing  to  the  very  large  number  of  surveys  reported  ready  for  field 
examination  during  the  fiscal  year  it  was  found  necessary,  in  addition 
to  the  regularly  appointed  examiners  of  surveys,  to  employ  an  addi- 
tional force  of  examiners,  and  seven  clerks  (experienced  surveyors)  of 
the  division  of  public  surveys  in  this  office  were  at  different  times  dur- 
ing the  season  detailed  upon  this  work.  The  compensation  and  expenses 
of  the  examiners  of  surveys  and  the  expenses  of  the  detailed  clerks 
were  paid  out  of  the  fund  of  $75,000  set  aside  for  field  examinations, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  examination  of  surveys  of  Indian  reservations, 
when  the  cost  of  the  examination  was  paid  from  the  proper  appropria- 
tion for  Indian  surveys. 

It  has  been  the  custom  not  to  direct  the  field  examination  of  any 
survey  until  the  field  notes  of  the  deputy  had  been  filed  and  a  prelimi- 
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nary  examination  thereof  made  by  the  surveyor-general,  in  order  to  see 
that  the  deputy  had  complied  with  the  requirements  of  his  contract. 
Under  the  present  system  the  examiners  are  directed,  upon  receipt  of 
the  necessary  data  from  the  deputies,  to  proceed  at  the  earliest  practi- 
cable date  to  make  the  examination.  It  is  confidently  predicted  that 
this  will  result  in  a  saving  of  much  time  in  the  final  adjustment  of  the 
deputies'  accounts — in  some  cases  as  much  as  a  year — as  the  deputies 
may  now  file  their  notes  upon  their  return  from  the  field,  with  the  assur- 
ance that  there  will  be  no  delay  in  acting  upon  their  returns  of  survey 
as  soon  as  received  by  this  office. 

During  the  fiscal  year  surveys  executed  under  contracts  in  the  sev- 
eral surveying  districts  were  accepted  after  thorough  inspection  in  the 
field  by  examiners  of  surveys,  or  detailed  clerks,  and  subsequent  crit- 
ical examination  of  the  plats  and  field  notes  in  this  office,  and  comparison 
of  the  same  with  the  reports  and  field  notes  of  the  examiners  as  follows :

Of  the  surveys  reported  in  the  above  table,  some  were  complete  sur- 
veys under  given  contracts,  and  some  were  partial  surveys  where  the 
entire  .work  under  certain  contracts  was  not  returned  during  the  fiscal 
year.  In  some  cases  surveys  were  accepted  which  had  been  previously 
suspended  on  account  of  errors  in  the  field  work  developed  by  the  field 
examinations,  or  on  account  of  defects  in  the  returns,  and  in  other  cases 
portions  of  the  surveys  under  certain  contracts  returned  during  the 
year  which  were  found  to  have  been  executed  in  accordance  with  con- 
tract and  instructions  were  accepted,  but  other  portions  of  the  work 
under  such  contracts  were  suspended  awaiting  corrections  in  the  field. 
There  were  a  number  of  cases  in  which  the  surveys  were  found  to  have 
been  so  poorly  executed  as  to  necessitate  their  rejection.  The  sus- 
pended and  rejected  surveys  are  particularly  referred  to  in  succeeding 
paragraphs. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1899  there  were  accepted,  without  examination 
in  the  field,  surveys  executed  under  two  sets  of  special  instructions 
each  in  Colorado  and  Montana,  and  one  set  of  special  instructions  in 
Idaho.  In  these  cases  the  liabilities  were  so  small  that  the  expense  of 
sending  an  examiner  to  the  field  would  have  been  disproportionate  to 
the  cost  of  the  survey,  and  as  it  appeared  from  the  evidence  afforded 
by  the  examination  of  the  returns  in  this  office  that  the  terms  of  the 
instructions  had  been  complied  with,  the  surveys  were  duly  accepted. 

The  surveys  accepted  during  the  fiscal  year  included  the  survey  of 
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the  northeast  boundary  line  of  the  Gila  Eiver  Indian  Reservation,  and 
the  amended  south  boundary  of  the  White  Mountain  Indian  Reserva- 
tion in  the  Territory  of  Arizona;  the  survey  and  subdivision  of  the 
Fort  Stevenson  abandoned  military  reservation  in  North  Dakota;  the 
survey  of  the  Fort  Klamath  Hay  Reservation  in  Oregon ;  the  survey 
and  subdivision  of  the  Fort  Sully  abandoned  military  reservation,  and 
surveys  within  the  Rosebud,  Pine  Ridge,  and  Cheyenne  River  Indian 
reservations  in  South  Dakota;  surveys  in  the  ceded  portion  of  the  Col- 
ville  Indian  Reservation  in  the  State  of  Washington,  and  surveys  within 
the  Wind  River  or  Shoshone  Indian  Reservation  in  Wyoming. 

PRIVATE   LAND    CLAIM   SURVEYS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  returns  were  received  of  the  following  private 
land  claims  in  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  confirmed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891,  entitled  "  An 
act  to  establish  a  Court  of  Private  Claims  and  to  provide  for  the  settle- 
ment of  private  land  claims  in  certain  States  and  Territories  "  (26  Stat., 
854),  viz,  Elena  Gallegos  grant,  Felipe  Gutierres  or  Bernalillo  grant, 
Galisteo  grant,  Jacoua  grant,  Pajarita  grant,  Piedra  Lumbre  grant, 
Pueblo  of  Laguna  grant,  San  Clemen te  grant,  Sebastian  de  Yargas 
grant,  and  Salvador  Gonzales  grant. 

RESURVEY  OF  GRANT  AND  HOOKER  COUNTIES,  NEBR. 

The  resurvey  of  the  townships  embraced  in  Grant  and  Hooker  coun- 
ties, Nebr.,  was  contracted  for  under  the  apportionment  of  $16,000  for 
that  purpose  out  of  the  appropriation  for  surveying  the  public  lands, 
made  by  the  sundry  civil  act  of  August  18,  1894.  The  resurvey s,  with 
the  exception  of  those  under  one  contract,  were  duly  returned  and 
accepted.  Under  one  of  the  contracts  no  returns  were  received,  and 
Congress  by  act  of  March  3, 1899  (30  Stat.,  1098),  having  reappropriated 
the  unexpended  balance,  not  exceeding  $4,000,  of  the  original  appro- 
priation for  said  purpose,  the  same  to  be  immediately  available,  a 
contract  was  awarded  for  the  completion  of  the  work. 

SUSPENDED    SURVEYS. 

Contract  No.  45,  Arizona,  provided  for  the  survey  of  the  north  and 
west  boundaries  and  subdivisional  lines  of  T.  12  S.,  R.  26  E.  The  field 
examination  showed  that  the  reported  length  of  one  section  line  was 
in  error;  that  the  courses  of  the  latitudinal  section  lines  in  the  eastern 
range  of  sections,  with  one  exception,  were  out  of  limits,  and  in  resur- 
veying  the  east  boundary  of  the  township  the  deputy  did  not  establish 
the  corners  at  proper  intervals,  and  he  failed  to  reestablish  the  corners 
of  the  old  survey  on  the  east.  The  surveys  were  suspended  and  the 
deputy  was  required  to  return  to  the  field  and  correct  the  survey,  after 
which  a  second  examination  is  to  be  made. 
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The  surveys  under  California  contract  No.  87  were  found  upon 
examination  to  contain  discrepancies  greater  than  could  be  allowed. 
The  lengths  and  courses  of  certain  lines  were  found  to  be  not  in  accord 
with  the  deputy's  field  notes,  and  the  examiner  reported  that  the  cor- 
ners were  not  set  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Manual. 
As  the  deputy  had  been  twice  allowed  to  perfect  his  survey  and  had 
been  unable  or  unwilling  to  do  so,  he  was  required  to  show  cause  why 
his  surveys  should  not  be  rejected,  but  the  deputy  having  asked  per- 
mission to  correct  his  work,  his  request  was  granted  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  next  examination  would  be  final,  and  that  the  accept- 
ance or  rejection  of  his  work  would  depend  upon  the  result  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  the  survey  of  the  outboundaries  of  the  San  Bernardino 
Forest  Eeserve,  under  California  contract  No.  12G,  a  partial  examina- 
tion only  was  made  in  the  field.  Owing  to  the  numerous  discrepancies 
between  the  report  of  the  examination  and  the  field  notes  and  plats  of 
the  deputy,  and  as  neither  the  north,  east,  or  west  boundaries  were 
inspected  in  the  field,  it  was  decided  to  suspend  action  upon  said  sur- 
vey pending  a  further  field  inspection. 

The  returns  under  California  contracts  Nos.  129  and  137  were  trans- 
mitted to  this  office  in  February  and  March,  1897.  Upon  the  first 
inspection  in  the  field,  numerous  errors  were  found  in  the  work  in  dis- 
tance, alignment,  and  the  marking  of  corners,  and  the  surveys  were 
suspended  awaiting  correction  in  the  field  by  the  deputy.  The  correc- 
tions were  reported  to  have  been  made  in  August,  1897,  and  a  second 
examination  in  the  field  was  made  by  a  special  agent  of  this  office. 
Thereafter  a  careful  comparison  of  both  the  old  and  new  returns,  in 
conjunction  with  the  reports  of  the  two  field  examinations,  was  made. 
Notwithstanding  the  corrections  made  by  the  deputy,  there  were  still 
found  a  large  number  of  errors.  In  a  number  of  cases  the  section 
boundaries  did  not  close  within  limits,  the  courses  of  certain  lines  were 
found  to  differ  widely  from  the  courses  reported  by  the  deputy,  dis- 
tances as  found  by  the  examiuer  did  not  agree  with  those  given  in  the 
field  notes.  In  view  of  the  many  errors  and  the  privileges  allowed  the 
deputy  to  make  corrections,  the  surveys  executed  under  said  contracts 
Nos.  129  and  137  were  held  for  rejection,  and  sixty  days  allowed  for 
appeal  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  Motion  for  review  having  been 
filed  by  the  deputy  and  his  attorney,  the  case  was  reopened,  and  upon 
careful  examination  of  all  the  data  before  this  office  it  was  held  that 
another  examination  in  the  field  was  essential  as  a  matter  of  justice  to  the 
deputy  and  to  the  examiners  and  for  the  protection  of  the  Government. 

The  field  examination  of  a  portion  of  the  surveys  executed  under 
California  contract  No.  133  developed  so  many  discrepancies  in  meas- 
urement and  alignment  in  the  townships  examined  that  the  work  could 
not  be  regarded  as  acceptable.  The  surveys  were  therefore  suspended 
pending  correction  in  the  field,  and  a  further  examination  ordered, 
which  will  include  the  entire  work  under  said  contract. 
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The  surveys  executed  under  California  contract  No.  139  were 
inspected  by  an  examiner  detailed  from  this  office.  Upon  comparison 
of  the  returns  with  the  examiner's  report,  some  differences  were  found 
of  no  special  momeut,  but  others  were  too  large  to  be  overlooked.  The 
examiner  found  some  lines  out  of  limits  as  to  measurement  and  course, 
and  several  corners  were  not  found.  The  surveys  were  suspended  and 
the  deputy  was  allowed  thirty  days  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not 
return  to  the  field  and  correct  his  survey. 

The  examiner  who  inspected  the  surveys  executed  under  California 
contract  No.  142  retraced  some  24  miles  of  lines  in  the  four  fractional 
townships  reported  surveyed.  Closed  surveys  were  made  around 
tracts  of  from  one  to  six  sections,  and  an  unusual  number  of  discrep- 
ancies found  of  courses  from  0°  3'  to  0°  48'  in  error;  distances,  in  one 
case  in  error,  of  195  links  on  1  mile,  and  149  and  160  links  in  error  in 
half-mile  measurements,  with  numerous  smaller  errors  throughout  the 
work.  Observations  upon  Polaris  were  reported  by  the  deputy  at  a 
point  where,  the  examiner  states,  a  dense  spruce  thicket  exists,  which 
would  render  such  observation  impossible.  The  report  of  the  exam- 
iner suggested  very  inaccurate,  incomplete,  and  unsatisfactory  work, 
and  the  surveys  were  suspended  for  correction  in  the  field. 

The  field  examination  of  contract  No.  795,  Colorado,  showed  that 
many  lines  were  defective  in  alignment  and  measurement,  and  not 
blazed;  around  some  sections  only  two  or  three  corners  could  be  found, 
and  for  one  section  only  a  single  corner  could  be  discovered.  The  sur- 
vey was  of  such  an  objectionable  character  that  it  could  not  be  accepted, 
and  action  by  this  office  was  suspended,  and  the  deputy  was  required 
to  show  cause  within  thirty  days  why  he  should  not  correct  his  work 
in  the  field. 

Upon  taking  up  the  returns  of  surveys  executed  under  special  instruc- 
tions issued  by  the  surveyor-general  of  Colorado  August  22,  1896,  it 
was  found  that  the  field  notes  were  incomplete  and  imperfect,  and,  con- 
sidered with  the  plat,  presented  conditions  which  could  not  exist  upon 
the  ground,  and  the  surveyor-general  was  directed  to  instruct  the  dep- 
uty to  make  new  surveys  and  establish  additional  monuments.  Pend- 
ing the  required  corrections  action  was  suspended. 

Of  the  surveys  executed  under  Colorado  contract  No.  803,  four  town- 
ships were  found  upon  examination  to  have  been  properly  executed, 
but  such  large  errors  were  found  in  one  township  (T.  2  S.,  R.  93  W., 
sixth  principal  meridian)  that  the  survey  was  suspended  for  a  second 
examination,  which  has  been  ordered. 

The  field  examination  of  the  surveys  executed  under  Colorado  con- 
tract No.  806,  developed  a  number  of  discrepancies  consisting  of  errors 
in  measurement  and  alignment,  and  marking  of  bearing  trees,  and 
great  differences  were  noted  in  the  angles  to  some  of  the  bearing  trees. 
The  deputy  was  called  upon  for  an  explanation  in  regard  to  the  errors 
found  in  his  work,  but  the  explanations  offered  were  not  regarded  as 
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satisfactory,  and  he  was  required  to  return  to  the  field  and  place  his 
work  in  a  condition  acceptable  to  this  office. 

Contract  No.  809,  Colorado,  provided  for  the  survey  of  the  east 
boundary  of  the  ceded  portion  of  the  Southern  Ute  Indian  Reservation, 
and  such  continuation  of  the  north  and  south  boundaries  of  the  ceded 
tract  as  might  be  necessary  to  connect  the  same  with  the  new  east 
boundary.  Upon  examination  of  the  survey,  it  was  found  that  numer- 
ous public  land  corners  with  which  the  deputy  alleged  to  have  made 
connections  did  not  exist,  and  that  in  one-half  mile  there  was  an  error 
of  four  chains  and  in  another  two  chains;  it  was  also  found  that  many 
of  the  bearing-  trees  were  improperly  marked.  The  survey  was  there- 
fore suspended  and  thirty  days  allowed  the  deputy  in  which  to  signify 
his  willingness  to  correct  his  survey,  where  necessary,  subject  to  a 
thorough  field  examination.  The  deputy  submitted  a  statement  which 
was  not  deemed  satisfactory,  and  the  former  objections  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  survey  had  been  executed  were  held  to  be  sufficient  to 
require  the  deputy  to  make  the  necessary  corrections.  The  deputy 
returned  to  the  field  and  reported  to  the  surveyor-general  that  his  first 
statements  with  reference  to  the  old  corners  was  in  error,  stating  that 
he  could  find  absolutely  no  trace  of  such  corners,  and  requested  instruc- 
tions as  to  Avhat  further  steps  should  be  taken.  In  order  that  this 
important  line  should  be  i)roperly  established,  an  examiner  of  surveys 
accompanied  the  deputy  to  the  field  and  supervised  his  work,  the  nec- 
essary instructions  were  issued  relating  to  the  manner  of  restoring  lost 
and  obliterated  corners,  and  the  survey  was  in  process  of  correction  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Of  the  surveys  executed  under  Minnesota  contract  No.  75,  one  town- 
ship was  found  correct  and  was  duly  accepted,  but  in  the  other  township 
embraced  in  the  contract  a  number  of  discrepancies  in  measurement  and 
alignment  were  reported  by  the  examiner.  A  number  of  the  errors 
reported  were  far  beyond  the  limit  of  error  allowed  by  the  Manual,  and 
the  erroneous  survey  was  suspended  pending  correction  in  the  field, 
after  which  a  further  and  critical  examination  will  be  made. 

Upon  comparison  of  the  plats  and  field  notes  of  the  surveys  executed 
under  Montana  contract  No.  317,  with  the  report  of  examination,  they 
were  found  to  agree  in  all  essential  particulars  except  in  two  townships, 
where  the  errors  made  by  the  deputy  were  beyond  the  limits  allowed. 
All  of  the  surveys  were  accepted,  except  the  two  townships  in  which 
the  errors  exceeded  the  limits.  The  deputy  accompanied  the  examiner 
to  the  field,  and  was  aware  of  the  errors  discovered  in  his  work.  The 
surveyor  general  was  directed  to  instruct  the  deputy  that  he  would  be 
allowed  to  correct  his  work  in  the  field,  subject  to  a  second  examina- 
tion. 

Of  the  surveys  executed  under  Montana  contract  No.  321,  all  the  work, 
with  the  exception  of  one  township,  was  found  satisfactory  and  duly 
accepted.  In  one  township,  the  courses  and  distances  of  several  lines 
7430 4 
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were  out  of  limits  in  measurement  and  alignment,  and  the  deputy  was 
required  to  make  the  necessary  corrections  in  the  field.  The  deputy 
plead  inability  to  return  to  the  field  by  reason  of  having  secured  per- 
manent employment  with  a  railroad  company,  and  asked  that  the  work 
be  assigned  to  another  deputy,  or  that  he  be  allowed  to  employ  a  corn- 
passman.  The  request  to  be  allowed  to  employ  a  coinpassinan  was 
denied,  but  the  surveyor-general  was  authorized  to  issue  instructions  to 
another  deputy  providing  for  the  correction  and  completion  of  the  sur- 
veys in  the  suspended  township,  independent  of  contract  No.  321. 

In  the  case  of  the  survey  of  an  island  in  the  Yellowstone  Kiver  under 
special  instructions,  dated  August  12,  1897,  issued  by  the  surveyor- 
general  of  Montana,  the  deputy  did  not  show  in  his  notes  either  the 
method  or  manner  in  which  he  triangulated  to  the  island  or  obtained 
the  course  of  a  section  line  upon  which  his  work  was  dependent ;  the 
record  being  thus  imperfect,  the  survey  was  suspended  and  the  deputy 
required  to  furnish  a  new  set  of  notes  rectifying  the  omissions  in  his 
original  notes. 

The  field  examination  of  the  surveys  under  Nevada  contract  No.  213 
developed  an  unusually  large  number  of  errors  in  measurement  and 
alignment.  The  examiner  tested  127  miles  of  the  surveys,  a  very  large 
percentage  of  the  contract,  and  in  view  of  the  very  imperfect  condition 
of  the  work  the  surveyor-general  was  directed  to  notify  the  deputy  that 
he  would  be  allowed  thirty  days'  time  to  show  cause  why  his  surveys 
should  not  be  rejected.  Subsequently  the  deputy,  through  his  attor- 
ney, requested  a  modification  of  said  action  and  asked  that  he  be 
allowed  to  return  to  the  field  and,  accompanied  by  an  examiner,  cor- 
rect any  existing  errors.  The  attorney  was  advised  that  the  deputy 
would  be  allowed  to  make  all  corrections  necessary  to  place  the  surveys 
in  proper  shape  for  acceptance,  but  the  request  to  have  an  examiner 
accompany  the  deputy  to  the  field  was  not  acceded  to.  The  corrected 
surveys,  when  returned,  will  be  subjected  to  a  rigid  examination. 

The  returns  of  surveys  executed  under  Nevada  contract  No.  214 
having  been  compared  with  the  report  of  the  examiner,  numerous  and 
serious  errors  were  discovered  both  in  the  field  work  as  executed  by 
the  deputies  and  in  the  preparation  of  the  returns.  Several  corners 
reported  as  established  by  the  deputies  were  not  found;  there  were 
numerous  errors  in  measurement  and  alignment,  some  of  which  far 
exceeded  the  allowable  limits ;  a  few  corners  were  erroneously  described 
in  the  field  notes,  and  some  errors  in  the  marking  of  corners  were  noted. 
The  surveys  were  suspended  and  the  deputies  were  required  to  return 
to  the  field  and  make  the  necessary  corrections.  They  were  allowed 
thirty  days  in  which  to  signify  their  intention  in  the  premises. 

Nevada  contract  No.  215  provided  for  the  survey  of  two  townships. 
The  surveys  in  one  township,  having  been  found  properly  executed,  were 
duly  accepted.  In  the  other  the  errors  developed  by  the  examination 
were  of  such  n,  sp.rions  na.t,nre  as  to  preclude  the  x>ossibility  of  accept- 
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ance  of  the  work  in  the  condition  in  which  it  was  found.  The  surveyor- 
general  was  advised  that  the  deputy  surveyor  had  been  furnished  with 
a  complete  list  of  the  errors  noted  by  the  examiner,  and  that  he  would 
be  allowed  to  return  to  the  field  and  correct  his  Work.  When  corrected 
a  second  examination  will  be  made,  not  only  of  the  defective  work,  but 
other  portions  as  well. 

An  examination  of  the  surveys  under  New  Mexico  contract  No.  306 
showed  that  the  deputy  surveyor  in  the  execution  of  his  work  had  made 
a  very  considerable  number  of  errors  in  measurement  and  alignment, 
which  exceeded  the  limit  allowed ;  a  number  of  corners  were  found 
erroneously  marked,  and  two  corners  reported  as  established  by  the 
deputy  could  not  be  found  by  the  examiner.  The  surveys  were  sus- 
pended and  the  deputy  was  allowed  thirty  days  in  which  to  show  cause 
why  he  should  not  correct  his  work  in  the  field. 

Of  the  surveys  executed  under  New  Mexico  contract  No.  300,  one 
township  was  found  acceptable.  In  another  township  it  appeared  from 
the  closing  of  lines  on  a  certain  corner  that  said  corner  was  at  least  150 
links  from  its  true  position,  which  being  beyond  the  limit  of  error  allowed 
by  the  Manual,  the  survey  of  this  township  was  suspended,  awaiting 
correction  in  the  field.  The  survey  of  one  township  under  this  con- 
tract was  rejected. 

The  returns  of  surveys  executed  under  New  Mexico  contract  No.  320 
were,  upon  comparison  with  the  examiner's  report,  found  to  contain 
such  errors  in  measurement  as  to  preclude  their  acceptance ;  and  the 
examiner  having  reported  unfavorably  in  the  matter  of  the  restoration 
by  the  deputy  of  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Las  Yegas  private  land 
claim,  in  connection  with  the  work  under  his  contract,  the  surveys 
were  suspended  pending  the  proper  reestablishment  of  said  private 
land  claim  corner,  and  the  deputy  was  allowed  thirty  days  in  which  to 
show  cause  why  he  should  not  return  to  the  field  and  correct  his  work. 

Of  the  surveys  in  two  townships  returned  under  New  Mexico  con- 
tract No.  324,  one  township  was  found  satisfactory  and  was  accepted. 
In  the  other  township  one  error  in  measurement  beyond  the  limit 
allowed  was  reported ;  five  corners  reported  as  established  by  the  deputy 
could  not  be  found  by  the  examiner,  and  the  topography  on  some  of 
the  lines  was  reported  as  radically  different  from  that  shown  in  the 
returns  of  the  deputy.  In  view  of  the  errors  and  omissions,  the  sur- 
vey of  said  township  was  suspended  pending  corrections  in  the  field. 

A  portion  of  the  surveys  executed  under  Oregon  contract  No.  600, 
consisting  or  the  subdivision  of  two  townships  and  the  resurvey  of  cer- 
tain township  exteriors,  was  found  upon  examination  to  be  acceptable, 
but  the  survey  of  one  township  was  suspended  on  account  of  an  error 
of  241  chains  northing  in  one  section,  and  the  failure  of  the  deputy  to 
complete  the  survey  of  one  section  line.  The  deputy  was  instructed 
to  meet  the  examiner  and  proceed  to  correct  the  error  under  his  super- 
vision.    It  appears  from  the  record  that  the  work  was  reexamined,  the 
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deputy  being  present,  but  upon  the  receipt  of  the  examiner's  report  of 
the  supplemental  examination,  it  was  found,  that  the  proper  corrections 
had  not  been  made,  hence  final  action  could  not  be  taken  upon  the  sur- 
vey of  the  suspended  township. 

The  report  of  the  examination  of  the  survey  of  a  portion  (one  town- 
ship) of  the  surveys  executed  under  Oregon  contract  No.  668  having 
been  received,  the  survey  of  this  township  was  taken  up  for  action. 
From  the  examination  of  the  returns  it  appeared  that  upon  their  face 
they  were  consistent  and  satisfactory,  but  the  examiner's  report 
revealed  certain  errors  which  made  an  acceptance  of  the  work  in  its 
then  existing  condition  impossible.  A  comparison  of  the  deputy's 
notes  with  the  examiner's  report  developed  errors  in  measurement  in  6 
miles  averaging  64  links  to  a  half  mile,  or  128  links  per  mile.  The  sur- 
veyor-general was  directed  to  notify  the  deputy  that  he  would  be 
required  to  correct  his  work,  and  to  signify  within  thirty  days  his  inten- 
tions in  the  premises. 

Oregon  contract  No.  674  provided  for  the  survey  of  one  township. 
The  field  examination  developed  a  number  of  errors  in  measurement 
and  alignment  and  from  an  inspection  of  the  returns  it  appeared  that 
the  deputy  witnessed  section  corners  on  the  north  boundary  of  the 
township  by  four  bearing  trees,  thus  making  them  corners  for  four 
sections,  and  that  he  subsequently  set  closing  corners  for  the  sections 
on  the  south,  but  failed  to  deface  the  markings  of  the  south  bearing 
trees  for  the  corners  previously  established,  the  result  being  two 
sets  of  corners  for  the  northern  tier  of  sections.  The  deputy  failed 
to  meander  the  Grande  Eonde  Eiver,  which  flows  through  the  township, 
although  it  has  an  average  width  of  nearly  4  chains,  and  should,  under 
the  requirements  of  the  Manual,  have  been  meandered.  The  survey 
was  suspended  and  the  deputy  required  to  return  to  the  field  and 
deface  the  marks  of  bearing  trees  above  mentioned,  and  meander  the 
Grande  Eonde  Eiver,  setting  proper  meander  corners,  and  to  correct 
his  entire  survey  so  that  it  will  stand  the  test  of  a  second  examination. 

The  report  upon  the  examination  of  one  township  surveyed  under 
Oregon  contract  No.  693  developed  one  error  in  the  marking  of  a  bear- 
ing tree  and  several  errors  in  measurement,  and  the  condition  of  the 
entire  western  range  of  sections  in  the  township  was  incorrect,  as  well 
as  the  township  exteriors,  and  the  table  of  closings  presented  by  the 
deputy  was  over  the  3  chains  limit.  The  deputy  was  required  to 
return  to  the  field  and  place  his  surveys  in  an  acceptable  condition. 

In  the  case  of  South  Dakota  contract  No.  133,  a  comparison  of  the 
examiner's  report  with  the  deputies'  returns  revealed  a  number  of 
errors  in  measurement  and  alignment,  greater  than  the  limit  allowed 
by  the  Manual,  and  it  was  apparent  that  there  had  been  a  general  lack 
of  care  exercised  in  the  construction  of  corner  monuments,  and  in 
blazing  and  marking  of  lines.  The  evidence  presented  showed  a 
greater  departure  from  the  requirements  of  the  Manual  than  this  office 
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was  willing  to  condone,  and  the  deputies  were  allowed  thirty  days  in 
which  to  show  cause  why  they  should  not  return  to  the  field  and  per 
feet  their  survey.  The  deputies  in  their  answer  asked  a  review  of  the 
case  and  reconsideration  by  this  office  of  its  unfavorable  action,  basing 
their  petition  principally  upon  two  grounds :  First,  the  probability  of 
error  in  the  examiner's  findings  and  alleging  failure  on  his  part  to 
verify  his  retracements ;  and  second,  their  general  reputation  for  excel- 
lence of  work  heretofore  executed.  Upon  reexamination  of  the  returns 
and  examiner's  report  it  was  found  that  the  examiner  had  made  three 
closed  traverses,  showing  that  he  had  verified  his  own  results;  and  with 
reference  to  their  general  reputation  for  good  work,  it  was  shown  that 
another  examiner,  who  made  a  partial  examination  of  their  work,  found 
noticeable  errors,  which,  in  connection  with  certain  discrepancies  and 
deficiencies  upon  the  face  of  their  returns,  appeared  to  the  surveyor- 
general  sufficient  reason  for  requiring  a  resurvey  of  the  township  where 
the  errors  occurred.  The  examination  of  these  surveys  appears  to 
have  been  unavoidably  meager,  some  of  the  townships  not  being- 
visited  by  the  examiner,  lack  of  water  preventing  work  at  the  time  of 
the  examination.  With  a  view  to  granting  perfect  justice  to  the  dep- 
uties the  requirement  to  correct  their  work  was  rescinded,  but  the 
surveys  were  suspended  pending  a  thorough  and  complete  examina- 
tion thereof,  either  of  the  deputies  to  be  invited  to  accompany  the 
examiner  to  the  field. 

Upon  comparison  of  the  returns  of  surveys  executed  under  Utah 
contract  No.  203  with  the  examiner's  report,  three  townships  were 
found  satisfactory  and  were  duly  accepted,  but  in  the  remainder  of  the 
work  a  considerable  number  of  errors  in  measurement  were  found.  In 
one  case  the  deputy  who  accompanied  the  examiner  to  the  field 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  moving  a  section  corner  east  of  its  origi- 
nal position,  but  this  change  not  only  did  not  eliminate  the  error  in 
measurement,  but  threw  all  the  lines  closing  on  said  corner  out  of 
limits.  The  deputy  was  allowed  thirty  days  in  which  to  show  cause 
why  he  should  not  return  to  the  field  and  correct  the  erroneous  portion 
of  his  work. 

The  surveys  executed  under  Utah  contract  No.  205  were  suspended 
in  1808  for  correction  in  the  field.  After  the  correction  was  reported  a 
second  examination  was  made  and  a  portion  of  the  work  was  accepted 
in  March  last;  but  the  remainder  was  suspended  for  further  examina- 
tion, as  some  of  the  townships  had  never  been  examined;  in  some  of 
the  townships  the  examination  was  insufficient  and  in  some  others 
reported  corrected;  the  corrections  had  not  been  checked. 

Of  the  surveys  executed  under  Utah  contract  No.  208,  the  greater 
portion  were  found  upon  examination  to  have  been  executed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  contract  and  instructions  and  were  duly 
accepted,  but  the  survey  of  three  townships  was  suspended  awaiting 
explanation  by  the  deputy  of  apparent  errors  in  the  returns. 
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A  portion  of  the  surveys  executed  under  the  Utah  contract  No.  209 
was  accepted,  but  the  remaining  surveys  were  suspended  for  reason  of 
errors  of  execution,  as  shown  upon  the  face  of  the  returns.  These 
errors,  while  not  extensive,  required  corrections  in  the  field,  and  this 
being  the  case,  none  of  the  surveys  in  the  townships  thus  affected  could 
be  accepted. 

The  surveys  executed  under  Washington  contract  No.  431  were  sus- 
pended in  1897  for  correction  in  the  field,  because  of  errors  developed 
in  the  examination.  Subsequently  the  corrected  survey  of  one  town- 
ship was  accepted,  as  the  plats  and  field  notes  of  the  deputy  and  the 
report  of  the  examiner  agreed  in  all  essential  particulars.  The  cor- 
rected survey  of  one  township  was  found  still  to  contain  errors  in  meas- 
urement and  alignment  greater  than  the  limit  allowed.  In  some  cases 
where  the  deputy  had  established  new  corners  he  failed  to  report  the 
destruction  of  the  old  corners,  and  in  some  cases  the  courses  and  dis- 
tances to  the  bearing  trees,  as  found  by  the  examiner,  did  not  agree 
with  the  deputy's  notes.  In  consideration  of  the  numerous  errors  still 
existing  in  the  survey  of  the  suspended  township  action  was  deferred, 
and  the  deputy  allowed  to  make  further  corrections,  subject  to  another 
examination,  which  will  be  final. 

Upon  comparison  of  the  returns  of  surveys  executed  under  Washing- 
ton contract  No.  472  with  the  report  upon  the  field  examination,  it 
appeared  that  there  were  a  number  of  errors,  both  in  measurement  and 
alignment.  A  list  of  the  differences  between  the  deputy  and  the  exam- 
iner was  forwarded  to  the  surveyor-general,  and  in  view  of  the  incom- 
patible errors  noted  the  deputy  was  given  thirty  days  in  which  to  show 
cause  why  his  work  under  said  contract  should  not  be  rejected.  The 
answer  of  the  deputy  was  duly  received,  and  while  not  regarded  as 
satisfactory,  he  was  accorded  the  privilege  of  returning  to  the  field  to 
correct  his  work,  the  same  to  be  subject  after  the  filing  of  his  correct- 
ive field  notes  to  another  examination,  which  will  be  final. 

In  the  matter  of  surveys  under  contract  No.  473,  Washington,  men- 
tion of  which  was  made  in  my  last  annual  report,  an  examiner  of  sur- 
veys was  ordered  to  the  work  in  compliance  with  the  deputy's  wish  that 
the  previous  examiner's  findings  should  be  tested  by  another  examina- 
tion, and  this  second  examination  was  made  in  July  of  last  year. 
Instructions  were  given  him  to  re-run  the  lines  examined  by  the  first 
examiner,  and  also  to  examine  other  portions  of  this  survey  with  a  view 
of  confirming  the  previous  report,  and  also  making  a  more  extended 
inspection. 

One  of  the  clerks  of  the  surveying  division,  a  practical  surveyor,  was 
assigned  to  the  work,  and  the  field  notes  of  his  report  were  subjected  to 
an  examination  in  this  office  and  compared  with  the  report  of  the  first 
examination,  where  the  lines  inspected  were  common  to  both  examina- 
tions. In  one  township  the  second  examiner  examined  10  miles,  of 
which  6  were  coincident  with  lines  examined  previously,  and  the  meas- 
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ureiuents  agreed  nearly  with  each  other,  and  in  the  main  confirmed  the 
accuracy  of  the  first  examination  as  to  distances. 

In  alignment  the  findings  of  both  examiners  disclosed  very  slight 
differences,  the  principal  discrepancy  being  in  1  mile  of  a  range  line, 
which  varied  in  course  about  28'  from  the  true  meridian. 

The  summing  up  of  the  report  of  the  second  examiner  was,  in  effect, 
that  the  survey  was  found  to  be  not  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  office. 
The  lines  through  timber  were  sparsely  and  irregularly  blazed,  when- 
ever they  were  blazed  at  all.  On  several  lines  there  was  no  sign  of  an 
ax  on  the  entire  mile,  although  in  heavy  timber  and  brush.  The  cor- 
ners were  not  carefully  established,  a  large  percentage  of  the  meander 
corners  having  disappeared  when  the  second  examination  was  made. 
Had  they  been  properly  established  by  the  deputy  there  is  no  reason 
why  they  should  not  have  remained  intact  so  long  as  the  posts  would 
resist  decay.  The  material  for  many  corners  was  found  t  >  be  defective 
in  size  and  shape,  and  many  quarter  corners  were  not  posts  at  all,  but 
merely  boughs,  blazed  and  marked  and  stuck  in  the  ground  a  few  inches. 

The  final  result  of  comparison  of  all  the  reports  upon  this  work  showed 
that  there  was  a  general  disregard  of  instructions  on  the  part  of  the 
deputy,  and  that  the  surveys  were  in  such  a  condition  that  they  could 
not  be  accepted  by  this  office. 

In  response  to  frequent  api>eals  by  the  deputy  for  an  opportunity  to 
put  his  work  in  shape  to  bear  still  another  examination,  I  decided  to 
allow  him  to  return  to  the  field  and  revise  the  entire  work,  and  correct 
it  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Manual,  after  which  a  third 
examination  would  be  given,  and  if  this  last  examination  should  still 
reveal  an  unacceptable  state  of  affairs  upon  the  ground,  the  survey 
would  be  finally  rejected  and  the  case  closed.  Early  in  the  present 
season  the  deputy  has  undertaken  to  amend  the  survey,  and  an  exam- 
iner has  been  over  the  work,  but  has  not  yet  made  his  report  to  this 
office. 

In  the  case  of  Washington  contract  No.  488  it  appears  from  a  careful 
comparison  of  the  deputy's  returns  with  the  examiner's  report  that  the 
survey  was  faulty  throughout  and  wholly  unacceptable  to.  this  office. 
Old  subdivisional  corners  which  should  have  been  destroyed  were  left 
standing,  other  corners  were  carelessly  and  erroneously  marked,  and 
the  examiner's  retracement  of  7  miles  of  line  revealed  excesses  in 
lengths  of  half  miles  averaging  71J  links,  as  well  as  errors  in  courses 
averaging  2°  14'.  The  deputy  was  allowed  the  privilege  of  reexecuting 
his  entire  survey  and  required  to  state  within  thirty  days  his  intentions 
in  the  premises. 

Under  Washington  contract  No.  489  surveys  were  executed  within 
and  adjacent  to  the  Hoh  Indian  Eeservation.  A  careful  examination 
and  comparison  of  the  report  of  the  examiner  with  the  returns  of  sur- 
veys revealed  a  number  of  errors  in  measurement  and  alignment. 
Several  meander  corners  alleged  to  have  been  established  were  missing, 
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but  some  of  them  may  have  been  destroyed  by  floods.  Some  corners 
were  erroneously  marked,  and  in  one  township  the  deputies  marked  all 
the  corners  on  the  north  and  east  instead  of  on  the  south  and  west  as 
required  by  the  regulations.  Differences  in  courses  to  bearing  trees 
varying  from  30'  to  61°  were  reported  by  the  examiner.  In  view  of  the 
condition  of  the  work  the  deputies  were  required  to  return  to  the  field 
and  place  their  work  in  an  acceptable  condition  subject  to  a  rigid  reex- 
amination. 

In  the  case  of  contract  No.  495  the  examination  in  this  office  devel- 
oped the  fact  that  in  the  measurement  of  a  township  line  the  deputy 
began  (according  to  his  field  notes)  at  a  meander  corner  and  not  at  a 
certain  section  corner  as  instructed,  consequently  the  plat  and  field 
notes  did  not  agree,  and  further,  so  many  discrepancies  were  found  in 
the  returns  that  it  was  decided  to  suspend  action  pending  another 
examination  in  the  field. 

The  report  of  the  examiner  who  inspected  the  surveys  executed 
under  Washington  contract  No.  501  showed  that  the  deputy  had  made 
a  number  of  errors  in  measurement  between  adjacent  section  and  quar- 
ter section  corners,  amounting  to  from  56  to  292  links,  and  these  errors 
in  connection  with  others  led  to  the  suspension  of  the  surveys  pending 
correction  in  the  field. 

The  field  examination  of  the  surveys  executed  under  Washington 
contract  No.  504,  having  developed  a  number  of  discrepancies  in 
measurement  far  beyond  the  allowable  limit,  as  well  as  erroneous 
markings  of  corners  and  positions  of  bearing  trees,  the  surveys  were 
suspended  and  the  deputy  allowed  thirty  days  to  show  cause  why  he 
should  not  return  to  the  field  and  place  his  work  in  proper  condition 
for  acceptance  by  this  office. 

In  the  case  of  Washington  contract  No.  512,  a  field  examination  was 
attempted  in  October,  1898,  but  the  examiner  visited  only  one  township, 
and  his  inspection  being  incomplete  and  unsatisfactory,  the  surveys 
were  suspended  awaiting  a  complete  examination,  which  was  duly 
ordered. 

Wyoming  contract  No.  268  provided  for  extensive  surveys  within  the 
Wind  River  or  Shoshone  Indian  Reservation.  A  portion  of  the  returns 
under  this  contract  were  received  in  January,  1899.  The  greater  part 
of  these  surveys  were  accepted,  but  the  examination  of  one  township 
developed  so  many  irregularities  in  excess  of  allowable  limits  that  the 
survey  thereof  was  suspended.  The  north  boundary  of  said  township 
was  not  run  in  accordance  with  Manual  requirements,  and  there  were 
such  errors  in  measurement  and  alignment  that  the  survey  of  the  north 
boundary  and  subdivisions  of  the  township  was  suspended  pending 
correction  of  the  work  and  the  furnishing  of  supplemental  field  notes. 
The  returns  of  the  remainder  of  the  work  under  this  contract  were 
received  in  this  office  in  May,  1899,  and  a  portion  thereof  having  been 
found  properly  executed  was  accepted,  but  the  subdivisions  of  six 
townships  were  suspended  for  explanations  by  the  deputies  and  correc- 
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tions  on  the  ground.  A  comparison  of  the  returns  in  these  six  town- 
ships with  the  examiner's  report  showed  excessive  discrepancies  in 
measurement,  and  the  surveys  were  suspended  for  explanations  by  the 
deputies  and  corrections  on  the  ground. 

REJECTED    SURVEYS. 

On  October  31,  1876,  a  contract,  No.  304,  was  made  with  a  deputy  in 
California  for  the  completion  of  the  survey  of  lands  susceptible  of  cul- 
tivation in  a  township  in  western  part  of  the  State.  The  limit  of  time 
fixed  in  the  contract  was  December  31,  1876.  In  that  year  the  deputy 
surveyed  12,000  acres,  and  payment  was  made  for  the  work.  In  1895 
the  same  deputy,  by  his  compassman,  surveyed  4,460  acres  in  the  same 
township  and  presented  a  bill  therefor,  which  bill  with  the  returns  was 
received  by  this  office  in  1898. 

Inasmuch  as  the  notes  of  the  former  survey  denned  the  character  of 
the  1895  survey  as  "valueless"  and  " inaccessible,"  and  as  the  survey 
was  made  nineteen  years  after  the  date  of  the  contract,  this  office 
rejected  the  same  as  illegal  by  letter  to  the  surveyor- general  June  14, 
1899,  with  instructions  to  investigate  the  character  of  the  land  and  if 
any  bona  fide  settlers  were  located  thereon,  to  take  steps  to  have  the 
land  legally  surveyed  and  the  township  completed,  if  practicable  to 
run  lines  on  the  unsurveyed  portion. 

In  Colorado  a  contract,  No.  802,  was  entered  into  with  a  deputy  for 
the  survey  of  the  boundary  line  of  an  Indian  reservation.  He  was 
required  to  run  his  line  north  to  a  point  10  miles  north  of  the  thirty- 
eighth  parallel  of  north  latitude  as  established  by  another  deputy  in 
1875.  This  instruction  was  explicit  and  made  necessary  in  order  to 
preserve  the  lines  already  established,  which  had  been  accepted  by 
this  office.  The  returns  of  the  survey,  when  submitted  to  me  for  accept- 
ance, showed  that  the  deputy  had  disregarded  his  instructions,  and 
instead  of  relocating  the  thirty  eighth  parallel  as  established  previously 
he  took  an  observation  for  latitude  with  his  own  instrument  and  deter- 
mined the  position  of  the  said  parallel.  As  this  determination  may  not 
have  been  correct  within  half  a  mile  (as  the  vernier  of  solar  transit 
does  not  read  to  less  than  one  minute),  and  as  in  consequence  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  reservation  is  not  ascertained  in  compliance  with 
office  requirements,  the  deputy  was  called  upon  to  show  cause  why  he 
should  not  return  to  the  field,  reconstruct  his  work,  and  base  his  survey 
upon  the  established  line  of  twenty-eighth  parallel,  as  run  in  1875. 

The  deputy  having  declined  to  return  to  the  field  after  having  been 
given  a  reasonable  time  to  make  answer,  and  his  surveys  having  been 
shown  to  be  unreliable,  they  were  formally  rejected  upon  April  5, 1899, 
subject  to  the  usual  right  of  appeal  to  the  Department. 

On  the  26th  of  March,  1898,  the  surveyor- general  of  Montana  sub- 
mitted the  returns  of  the  amended  survey  of  parts  of  the  original  sur- 
vey under  contract  No.  298,  Montana.  The  report  of  the  examination 
of  the  original  survey  and  of  the  original  and  amended  surveys  were 
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made  by  two  experienced  examiners  of  surveys  from  this  office,  and  a 
careful,  exhaustive  examination  and  comparison  of  the  field  notes  was 
made.  It  was  found  that  very  few  of  the  lines  agreed,  either  in  length 
or  alignment,  or  in  any  other  particular.  The  deputy  used  materials 
for  corners- different  from  those  which  he  reported  in  his  original  sur- 
vey, and  there  was  no  evidence  that  any  instrument  had  been  used  in 
the  amended  survey,  or  destruction  of  old  corners  effected.  The  ineas 
urements,  topography,  meander  courses,  and  absence  of  corners  or  any 
signs  of  corners,  made  the  survey  appear  to  be  very  badly  executed. 
On  four  boundaries  of  four  different  sections  in  one  township,  includ- 
ing the  township  corner,  no  corners  were  found  by  the  examiner  after 
most  careful  search,  nor  did  the  topography  as  noted  by  the  deputy 
agree  in  any  particular  with  that  found  by  the  examiner.  The  deputy 
was  notified,  through  the  surveyor-general,  of  the  intention  of  this 
office  to  reject  the  survey  as  executed,  and  he  was  given  sixty  days  in 
which  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  this  office;  and  no  appeal  having 
been  taken  from  this  decision  the  surveys  were  formally  rejected. 

Contract  No.  205,  Nevada,  was  entered  into  by  a  deputy  in  1895,  and 
field  examiner  of  surveys  submitted  a  report  upon  these  surveys  in  the 
spring  of  the  following  year,  which  report  showed  numerous  and  seri- 
ous errors  in  the  deputy's  work.  The  deputy  was  called  upon,  through 
the  surveyor-general,  to  revise  and  perfect  his  work.  In  the  same  sea- 
son the  surveyor-general  submitted  transcripts  of  field  notes  of  correc- 
tions of  this  work  made  by  the  deputy,  which  work  was  reexamined 
by  an  inspector  from  this  office,  who  found  the  surveys  in  an  unsatis- 
factory condition,  and  the  deputy  was  required  a  second  time  to  return 
to  the  field  and  correct  his  surveys.  In  the  following  year  returns  of 
these  corrected  surveys  were  submitted,  and  they  were  found,  by  a 
third  examination  made  by  a  special  agent  of  this  office,  to  be  still  in 
error.  The  last  examination  was  most  exhaustive  and  thorough,  and 
the  report  of  the  examiner,  with  his  findings  in  regard  to  the  survey, 
was  compared  with  the  field  notes  of  the  deputy,  and  also  with  the 
examiners'  reports  of  the  two  previous  examinations.  Tbe  result  of 
this  examination  disclosed  the  fact  that  large  and  numerous  errors  in 
alignment  and  measurement  existed  in  one  of  the  townships  of  the 
survey,  and  that  the  boundary  lines  of  the  township  were  wholly 
unsatisfactory  and  unacceptable.  The  opportunities  given  to  the 
deputy  for  correction  and  perfection  of  his  surveys  having  been  fruit- 
less of  favorable  results,  the  surveys  of  this  part  of  the  contract  were 
rejected.  The  usual  right  of  appeal  to  the  Department  was  given  the 
deputy,  of  which  no  advantage  was  taken,  and  the  surveys  are  form- 
ally rejected. 

On  June  23, 1898,  surveyor-general,  New  Mexico,  asked  that  an  addi- 
tional examination  in  the  field  be  made  of  contract  No.  300,  in  order  to 
furnish  data  as  to  the  reported  inaccuracies  in  the  survey  of  one  town- 
ship.    An  examiner  of  surveys  was  sent  to  the  work  and  made  a  crit- 
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ical  inspection.  The  report,  upon  being  examined  by  this  office,  shows 
many  erroneous  features,  particularly  iu  misclosures  with  mineral  sur- 
veys, and  the  acceptance  of  the  survey  would  have  resulted  in  great 
complications.  The  examiner  reran  a  large  percentage  of  the  miles  of 
line  in  this  survey,  and  his  notes  show  a  great  inequality  of  execution 
on  the  part  of  the  deputy.  On  some  lines  the  distance  and  course  were 
closely  verified ;  on  others  gross  errors  were  found.  On  some  section 
lines  the  deputy  had  noted  no  topography  whatever  except  the  top  of 
an  ascent,  and  the  examiner  found  on  the  same  line  several  spurs  and 
arroyos  and  at  places  beds  of  deep  ravines,  an  indication  that  the 
deputy  did  not  survey  that  part  of  the  line  at  all.  The  examiner  also 
reported  that  the  deputy's  corners  were  seldom  set  as  reported  by  the 
deputy  or  as  required  by  the  manual.  He  also  found  that  the  deputy 
had  failed  to  mark  his  lines  when  passing  through  timber.  In  his  con- 
nection with  mineral  surveys  the  deputy  was  in  several  instances  many 
chains  from  the  proper  location.  The  deputy  reported  having  set 
numerous  closing  corners  where  his  subdivision  lines  intersected  fin- 
ished mineral  surveys,  but  he  informed  the  examiner  that  he  did  not 
set  any  closing  corners,  as  he  was  not  required  to  do  so  by  the  manual. 
At  all  events,  the  examiner  was  unable  to  find  theui  upon  the  lines 
examined  by  him.  The  deputy  farther  informed  the  examiner  that  his 
connections  with  mineral  surveys  were  made  principally  by  calculation. 
Inasmuch  as  the  surveys  of  this  township  were  chiefly  valuable  for 
their  connection  with  mineral  surveys,  and  as  large  investments  had 
been  made  in  mining  claims  in  that  neighborhood,  it  was  deemed  best 
to  disapprove  the  survey  and  require  the  deputy  to  return  to  the  field 
and  make  all  necessary  corrections  in  the  surveys  under  this  contract, 
properly  setting  his  corners  and  marking  his  lines  in  accordance  with 
the  manual  and  his  instructions. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  the  notes  of  surveys  as  presented  to  the 
surveyor-general  indicate  that  the  survey  has  not  been  executed  in  a 
proper  manner,  and  that  the  deputy  is  unqualified  for  his  duties.  In 
such  instances  the  surveyor-general,  instead  of  putting  the  Govern- 
ment to  the  expense  of  a  field  examination,  either  requires  the  deputy 
to  return  to  the  field  and  conform  his  survey  to  requirements  of  law,  or 
he  rejects  the  survey,  subject  to  appeal  to  this  office.  In  such  cases  he 
finds  upon  an  office  examination  of  the  field  notes  and  plats  that  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  subdivisional  and  other  surveys  have  not  been 
followed,  and  that  the  instructions  and  contract  have  been  violated. 

Such  a  case  was  presented  to  this  office  in  1898  by  the  surveyor- 
general  of  New  Mexico,  who  reported  in  July  of  that  year  that  the 
surveys  under  contract  308  appeared  to  have  been  executed  in  a  faulty 
manner,  and  that  it  was  hence  necessary  to  have  a  field  examination  of 
the  same.  He  stated  that  the  survey  did  not  conform  to  the  Manual, 
or  to  the  deputy's  contract,  or  to  his  special  instructions;  that  the 
boundaries  did  not  conform  in  any  manner  to  the  formerly  established

and  approved  boundaries,  and  that  hence  his  whole  subdivisional  sur- 
vey was  erroneous;  furthermore,  the  returns  of  the  survey  were  not 
written  in  accordance  with  the  Manual,  and  he  indicated  that  they  were 
not  in  accordance  with  the  law  or  spirit  of  the  Manual,  and  that  he  had 
disapproved  and  rejected  the  same.  He  also  believed,  as  per  the  returns 
tiled,  that  the  deputy  was  incompetent  to  make  a  correct  survey  of 
public  lands.  This  office  in  August,  1898,  approved  of  his  action  in 
rejecting  the  survey,  and  notified  him  to  allow  the  deputy  thirty  days 
within  which  to  appeal  to  this  office  from  his  decision,  and  if  no  appeal 
were  taken  within  the  time  specified,  he  was  instructed  to  reject  finally 
the  survey  and  debar  the  deputy  from  further  surveying  service. 

In  New  Mexico  returns  of  contract  No.  310  were  received  by  this 
office  in  January,  1899.  This  contract  was  dated  in  1897  and  was 
examined  in  1898.  Upon  receipt  of  the  examiner's  report  of  this  work 
a  comparison  of  the  deputy's  returns  with  the  field  notes  of  the  exam- 
iner showed  such  large  discrepancies  as  to  preclude  the  acceptance  of 
the  survey  as  executed.  This  contract  was  only  for  surveys  in  one 
township,  and  the  examiner  inspected  about  9  miles  of  the  deputy's 
survey.  None  of  the  miles  examined  by  the  inspector  agreed  with  the 
deputy's  survey  within  the  prescribed  limits.  As  an  examine  of  the 
difference  found  in  measurement,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  state  that 
the  examiner  in  chaining  2-30  chains  made  a  difference  in  measurement 
from  that  reported  by  the  deputy  of  9.84  chains.  The  length  of 
another  section  line,  closing  upon  a  boundary  line  of  San  Pedro  grant, 
was  found  by  the  examiner  to  be  74.2G  chains  instead  of  77.90  chains,  a 
difference  in  measurement  of  3.G4  chains.  The  deputy's  course  for  the 
south  one-half  of  this  line  was  found  by  the  examiner  to  be  north  1 
degree  13  minutes  west  instead  of  a  due  north  and  south  line.  The 
course  and  distance  of  still  another  fractional  section  line  of  only  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  in  length  was  found  to  be  2°  8'  in  error  of  align- 
ment and  1.10  chains  in  error  of  measurement.  The  bearing  trees 
failed  to  agree  in  many  instances  as  to  correct  bearing  or  distance,  and 
frequently  when  the  deputy  stated  no  trees  to  be  within  limits  the 
examiner  found  them  to  be  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  Manual. 
In  view  of  these  errors  the  deputy  was  notified  that  the  survey  stood 
rejected,  with  the  usual  right  to  appeal  from  the  decision. 

An  examination  on  appeal,  of  the  surveys  under  Oregon  survey  con- 
tract No.  635,  having  resulted  in  the  suspension  of  the  survey  in  1898, 
the  deputy  was  allowed  to  return  to  the  field  and  revise  his  work  so  as 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Manual.  In  attempting  to 
execute  a  correct  survey  he  was  successful  in  part  only.  The  surveys 
in  a  fractional  township  under  this  contract  being  still  found  erroneous 
they  were  rejected  in  June,  1899,  but  the  deputy  was  allowed  sufficient 
time  to  make  the  corrections  required  of  him  before  the  rejection  was 
promulgated.  This  office  in  the  exercise  of  its  leniency  toward  this 
deputy,  in  granting  him  two  field  examinations,  received  in  return  the 
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deputy 'is  positive  declination  to  return  to  the  field  and  correct  the 
fractional  township)  which  still  remained  in  an  unacceptable  condition. 
This  township  was  in  June,  1899,  formally  rejected,  and  no  appeal  hav- 
ing been  taken  from  the  decision  the  case  was  on  that  date  finally 
closed.  As  a  result  of  the  action  taken  in  the  case  of  these  surveys,  in 
granting  successive  acceptances  of  portions  of  the  survey,  it  has  been 
found  inadvisable  to  allow  deputies  to  correct  and  submit  returns  of 
nearly  all  the  work  in  their  contract,  thus  leaving  them  the  option  of 
abandoning  the  completion  of  surveys  in  difficult  districts,  and  deputies 
will  hereafter  be  required  to  complete  the  whole  of  their  contract  before 
the  majority  of  the  lines  can  be  accepted  and  paid  for. 

In  1895  a  contract  was  entered  into  for  surveys  in  Utah  (No.  199) 
for  several  fractional  townships  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State.  In 
1896  the  returns  of  the  surveys  were  transmitted  to  this  office.  In  the 
same  year  the  work  was  inspected  in  the  field  by  an  examiner  detailed 
from  this  office,  who  reported  the  surveys  to  have  been  carelessly  and 
improperly  executed.  Corners  were  found  to  be  in  almost  every 
instance  markedly  deficient,  and  no  signs  of  mounds  and  pits  where 
the  deputy  claimed  to  have  made  them.  In  one  township  but  one  cor- 
ner was  found.  The  surveys  under  this  contract  were  suspended  and 
the  deputy  required  to  return  to  the  field.  The  deputy  forwarded  a 
letter  to  this  offiice  stating  that  his  work  was  correct,  but  upon  a  review 
of  the  matter  the  suspension  was  reiterated  and  revision  of  the  work 
required.  In  1899  the  corrected  returns  of  the  survey  were  transmitted 
by  the  surveyor-general  and  the  field  work  examined  by  a  special 
agent  of  this  office,  who  reported  that  one  half  of  the  townships  were 
in  a  condition  for  acceptance.  The  remainder  was  found  by  the  exam- 
iner to  be  in  faulty  condition,  requiring  further  correction.  The  deputy 
having  reported  that  he  had  been  at  work  and  made  the  required  cor- 
rections, an  examiner  was  detailed  from  this  office  to  again  inspect  the 
same.  This  last  examination  confirmed  the  findings  of  the  first  exam- 
iner, and  revealed  the  fact  that  this  part  of  the  work  was  in  a  condition 
totally  unfit  for  acceptance  or  consideration  by  this  office.  Forty  per 
cent  of  the  corners  were  missing,  and  in  some  instances  the  corners 
were  found  without  pits  and  mounds.  The  last  examiner  considered 
that  the  boundary  outside  of  a  small  valley  in  the  township  was  practi- 
cally uusurveyable  and  wholly  worthless,  and  it  was  his  opinion  that 
the  deputy  had  made  no  survey  outside  the  valley.  In  view  of  these 
facts  the  surveys  of  four  fractional  townships  were  rejected  and  the 
deputy  allowed  sixty  days  for  appeal  to  the  Department.  No  appeal 
having  been  taken  the  surveys  were  formally  rejected. 

The  surveys  under  contract  No.  430  in  Washington  were  suspended 
on  account  of  discrepancies  shown  by  the  inspection  of  an  examiner  of 
this  office  in  1896,  the  result  of  this  examination  showing  that  one  town- 
ship of  the  contract  was  unacceptable;  the  remaining  portion  was 
accepted  at  that  time.     Another  examiner  was  sent  to  the  work,  and 
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his  report  indicated  that  serious  errors  existed  in  this  township  and 
that  no  corrections  had  been  made.  The  second  examiner  found  that 
the  sixteen  half  miles  which  he  re-ran  were  all  out  of  limits  except  one, 
and  eight  of  these  half  miles  were  from  1  degree  to  1 J  degrees  in  error, 
while  seven  other  half  miles  ranged  from  32  to  59  minutes  in  excess. 
The  length  of  these  lines  was  also  largely  in  excess  of  limits  allowed 
for  errors  of  this  kind.  The  bearing  trees  were  found  to  have  been 
marked  only  on  the  bark  in  many  cases  and  the  figures  almost  unde- 
cipherable. The  deputy  also  used  dead  trees  and  old  stumps  for  bear- 
ing trees.  Notwithstanding  the  leniency  of  this  office  in  allowing  time 
and  compassmen  to  complete  the  contract  long  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  asked  for,  the  survey  was  found  to  be  so  erronous  in  all  essen- 
tial requirements  that  it  was  rejected  in  May  last,  the  deputy  being 
given  the  usual  right  of  appeal. 

In  1895  contract  No.  452  in  Washington  was  entered  into  with  a 
deputy  who  seemed  to  be  unable  to  execute  his  survey  in  proper  man 
ner.  At  first  he  was  given  thirty  days'  time  to  show  cause  why  he 
should  not  return  to  the  field  and  correct  his  survey,  a  field  inspection 
revealing  large  errors  in  his  work.  The  deputy  replied  to  the  letter 
indicating  the  discrepancies  found  and  attempted  to  explain  the 
reasons  therefor,  but  he  was  required  again  to  return  to  the  field  and 
place  the  survey  in  condition  acceptable  to  this  office.  In  October, 
1898,  the  survey  was  again  inspected  by  another  examiner  from  this 
office,  and  the  result  of  his  examination  showed  that  the  survey  was 
still  faulty  and  unworthy  of  consideration.  The  deputy  was  shown  to 
have  attempted  to  correct  the  survey  by  removing  corners  and  chang- 
ing the  same;  but  the  second  examination  disclosed  the  fact  that  the 
changes  did  not  result  in  bringing  the  work  any  nearer  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  manual.  This  office  found  that  to  allow  any  further  cor- 
rection would  only  cause  the  surveys  to  be  worse  than  before,  and 
consequently  the  survey  was  rejected  in  January,  1899,  with  the  usual 
rights  of  appeal. 

In  1893  in  the  State  of  Wyoming  contract  No.  254  was  awarded  to  a 
deputy  and  the  completion  of  the  surveys  called  for  by  the  terms  of 
the  contract  not  later  than  September  30,  1893,  but  upon  application 
by  the  deputy  extension  of  time  was  granted  to  September  30,  1894. 
In  that  year  the  deputy  filed  some  notes  in  the  office  of  the  surveyor- 
general,  which  were  returned  to  him  after  examination  for  the  reason 
that  they  were  not  in  accordance  with  his  contract.  Subsequently  the 
deputy  appealed  to  the  surveyor- general  to  be  awarded  a  new  contract 
in  order  that  he  might  perform  the  work  over  again  from  the  beginning, 
which  appeal  was  replied  to  by  the  surveyor-general  asking  him  to 
appear  at  his  office  with  the  field  notes,  when  all  the  errors  and  inaccu- 
racies would  be  explained  to  him.  The  deputy  took  no  notice  of  this 
request  and  as  far  as  was  known  made  no  attempt  to  correct  his  former 
work  or  make  any  returns  thereon.  He  was  directed  to  show  cause 
within  thirty  days  why  his  survey  should  not  be  rejected  for  failure  to 
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comply  with  the  terms  of  his  contract.  No  response  having  been  made, 
the  surveys  were  formally  rejected  and  the  case  closed,  and  the  surveys 
embraced  in  said  contract  have  been  re-let  to  another  deputy. 

SURVEYS   IN   FOREST   RESERVES. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  sundry  civil  appropriation 
act  approved  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  34),  subdivisional  surveys  in  the 
adjoining  forest  reserves  were  prosecuted  under  the  direction  of  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey,  and  on  June  14,  1899,  the  director 
transmitted  to  this  office  duplicate  transcripts  of  the  field  notes  and 
photolithographic  copies  of  the  plats  of  the  townships  enumerated 
below,  the  terms  of  the  law  requiring  the  data  to  be  filed  in  the  General 
Land  Office  and  approved  by  me.  The  following  are  the  subdivisional 
surveys  received: 

Lands  adjacent  to  the  Lewis  and  Clarke  Forest  Reserve  in  Montana: 
T.  16  N.,  R.  13  W.  •  T.  18  K,R.CW.;  T.  20  N.,  R.8W.;  T.  21  N.,  R.  8  W. 

Lands  within  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve  in  South  Dakota:  Ts. 
1  and  2  H".,  Rs.  1,  2,  and  3  E.;  T.  1  S.,  Rs.  1,  2.  and  3  E.;  T.  2  S.,  Rs.  1 
and3E.;  T.  3  S.,  R.  1  E. 

At  present  writing  the  field  notes  and  plats  above  mentioned  are 
being  examined  in  the  Division  of  Public  Surveys  of  this  office,  with  a 
view  to  eliminating  any  clerical  or  other  errors  preparatory  to  affixing 
to  the  returns  my  certificate  of  approval.  In  this  connection  I  would 
state  that  as  the  law  authorizing  surveys  within  forest  reserves  was  so 
changed  by  the  sundry  civil  appropriation  act  of  March  3,  1899  (30 
Stats.,  1097),  as  to  require  the  township  and  subdivisional  surveys  to  be 
executed  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office,  I  have  submitted  an  estimate  of  $50,000  for 
the  "continuation  of  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  that  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  designated  as  forest  reserves." 

THE    BENSON    SURVEYS. 

These  surveys  were  alleged  to  have  been  executed  many  years  ago  in 
California;  and  payment  for  the  same  having  been  withheld  because  of 
gross  frauds  discovered  by  repeated  field  examinations,  it  was  decided 
to  allow  the  deputies  an  opportunity  to  revise  and  correct  the  work 
before  a  final  rejection  was  ordered.  An  agreement  to  this  effect 
allowed  them  until  December  1,  1898,  to  file  returns  of  the  corrected 
work  of  all  the  townships  in  the  several  contracts.  At  the  date  of  my 
last  report  this  limit  of  time  had  not  been  reached,  and  it  was  hoped 
that  these  deputies  would  have  completed  their  work  before  the  stated 
time  had  elapsed.  They,  however,  failed  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  the 
agreement,  and  by  direction  of  the  Department  the  entire  series  were 
declared  forfeited  and  rejected  without  appeal.  Steps  are  now  being 
taken  to  have  the  surveys  executed  by  competent  surveyors  under  new 
contracts  whenever  the  surveys  are  demanded  by  settlers. 
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COMPETITIVE   BIDS    AND    THE    LOWEST    BIDDER. 

In  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1897-98,  pages  62  and  63,  ref- 
erence was  made  to  the  system  of  securing  competitive  bids  from  deputy 
and  other  surveyors  for  the  execution  of  public  surveys ;  also  to  the 
proposed  extension  of  said  provisions  and  proceedings  whereby  notices 
of  invitations  for  proposals  could  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  all 
competent  and  reliable  surveyors  through  advertisements  inserted  in 
daily  and  weekly  newspapers  published  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lands  to 
be  surveyed. 

During  the  past  year  said  policy  has  been  carried  into  effect,  and 
advertisements  have  been  inserted  in  the  daily  newspaper  published  in 
the  city  wherein  the  office  of  the  surveyor-general  is  located,  and  in 
weekly  newspapers  published  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lands  to  be  surveyed. 
Said  newspaper  publication  is  in  addition  to  the  usual  practice  of  invit- 
ing bids  through  printed  notices  mailed  to  deputy  and  other  surveyors 
and  posting  the  same  in  the  surveyor-general's  office,  the  city  post- 
office,  local  land  office,  and  local  post-office  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lands. 

It  having  been  demonstrated  by  experience  that  notwithstanding  the 
publication  of  the  advertisement  inviting  proposals  and  the  mailing 
and  posting  of  notices  requesting  bids,  the  recommendations  of  the 
surveyor-general  as  to  the  award  of  contracts  did  not  always  include 
the  lowest  bidder,  some  trivial  objection  or  inadvertence  to  or  in  his  bid 
being  deemed  sufficient  to  ignore  the  same,  the  policy  of  actually  secur- 
ing competitive  bids  and  awarding  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder 
was  further  extended  and  carried  into  effect  through  requiring  the 
recommendation  to  be  confined  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  would  be  dis- 
qualified for  two  reasons  only,  and  as  hereinafter  referred  to.  The 
insistence  on  practically  carrying  into  effect  competitive  bidding, 
through  the  award  of  contracts  to  the  lowest  bidders,  has  resulted  not 
only  in  the  saving  to  the  Government  of  considerable  sums  in  the  cost 
of  public  surveys,  but  in  bringing  into  the  public  service  competent 
and  reliable  surveyors  who  under  the  old  methods  which  prevailed  were 
excluded  from  all  participation  in  the  execution  of  the  public  surveys. 

In  all  cases  where  the  lowest  bidder  fails  to  satisfy  the  surveyor-gen- 
eral and  this  office  of  his  competency  and  reliability,  professionally  and 
financially,  his  bid  is  rejected,  and  the  next  lowest  bidder  selected,  to 
whom  the  same  tests  are  applied.  To  the  present  time  the  method  has 
been  productive  of  satisfactory  results. 

Where  the  lowest  bidder  has  on  hand  an  unfinished  contract  for  pub- 
lic surveys,  or  has  been  instructed  to  return  to  the  field  and  correct 
his  former  work,  further  competition  on  his  part  is  denied  until  pre- 
vious work  lias  been  completed  or  existing  errors  corrected. 

It  is  understood  that  where  a  contracting  deputy  surveyor  has  made 
return  to  the  surveyor- general  of  the  true  field  notes  of  the  surveys 
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under  an  awarded  contract,  such  act  entities  him  to  receive  another 
contract,  provided  he  is  the  lowest  bidder.  In  the  event  of  the  returned 
work  proving  defective  on  examination  in  the  field,  until  such  defects 
have  been  remedied  he  is  debarred  from  further  competition. 

It  is  further  held  that  a  contract  for  public  surveys  involving  the 
maximum  and  special  maximum  rates  of  mileage  ($18,  $15,  $12,  and 
$25,  $23,  $20  for  standard  and  meander,  township,  and  section  and 
connecting  lines,  respectively)  will  not  be  awarded  on  one  bid.  Where 
only  one  bid  is  received  under  an  advertisement  and  notices,  proceed- 
ings de  novo  are  instituted,  with  satisfactory  results. 

In  several  instances  surveyors- general  have,  for  stated  and  to  them 
satisfactory  reasons,  wholly  ignored  the  annual  surveying  instructions 
relating  to  inviting  proposals  for  public  surveys  where  the  augmented 
rates  of  mileage  are  iuvolved,  and  have  awarded  contracts  to  surveyors 
without  competition  and  at  the  highest  rates  allowed  by  law.  In  all 
such  cases  the  awarded  contracts  have  been  promptly  disapproved  and 
returned  and  surveyors-general  instructed  to  proceed  in  the  regular 
manner  under  existing  rules  and  regulations. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  methods  herein  and  here- 
tofore outlined,  and  to  secure  the  execution  of  the  public  surveys  in 
a  satisfactory  manner  and  at  the  lowest  rates  of  mileage  that  com- 
petitive bids  may  secure.  As  all  public  surveys  are  examined  in  the 
field  prior  to  acceptance  by  this  office  and  payment  of  the  contracting 
deputy's  account  for  the  execution  of  the  work,  it  is  obvious  that 
the  Government  may  be  securely  protected  by  strict  adherence  to  the 
existing  methods, 

MODIFICATION  OF  REQUIREMENT  AS  TO  EVIDENCES  OF  SETTLEMENT. 

Under  the  annual  surveying  instructions  issued  August  26,  1898,  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  the  applications  and  affidavits  of 
not  less  than  three  settlers  on  the  lands  were  required  to  secure  the 
authorization  of  the  survey  of  a  township,  whether  full  or  fractional. 

The  question  of  requiring  evidences  of  settlement  from  three  settlers 
for  the  completion  of  the  public  surveys  in  a  fractional  township  having 
been  considered,  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  when  the  unsurveyed 
area  in  a  fractional  township  ranges  from  one  to  twelve  sections,  the 
application  of  one  settler  on  the  lands  will  secure  the  authorization  of 
the  survey.  When  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  sections  remain  unsur 
veyed,  the  survey  will  be  authorized  on  receipt  of  the  applications  and 
affidavits  of  two  settlers.  If  the  desired  survey  involves  more  than 
twenty-four  sections  the  applications  and  affidavits  of  not  less  .than 
three  settlers  will  be  the  minimum  evidences  of  settlement  required.

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DEPOSITS  BY  RAILROAD  COMPANIES  FOR  THE  SURVEY  OF  PUBLIC 

LANDS. 

The  act  of  Congress,  approved  February  27,  1899,  entitled  "An  act 
to  authorize  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  cause 
public  lands  to  be  surveyed  in  certain  cases,"  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  when  any  railroad  company  claiming  a  grant  of  land 
under  any  act  of  Congress,  desiring  to  secure  the  survey  of  any  unsurveyed  lands 
within  the  limits  of  its  grants,  shall  file  an  application  therefor  in  writing  with  the 
surveyor-general  of  the  State  in  which  the  lands  sought  to  he  surveyed  are  situated, 
and  deposit  in  a  proper  United  States  depository  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  such  survey  and  for  the  examination  thereof  pursuant  to 
law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  it  shall  thereupon  he  the  duty 
of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  or  the  Director  of  the  Geological 
Survey,  as  the  case  may  he,  to  cause  said  lands  to  he  surveyed. 

For  any  deposits  made  by  any  railroad  company  hereunder,  certificates  shall  be 
issued  which  may  be  used  by  such  railroad  company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  the 
same  extent  as  cash  is  now  allowed  in  payment  of  entries  of  public  lands  under 
existing  law  and  regulations  for  any  public  lands  of  the  United  States  in  the  State 
where  the  surveys  were  made,  or  for  any  survey  or  office  fees  due  the  United  States 
from  such  railroad  company  on  account  of  surveys  of  lands  within  its  grant.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  provide  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  carrying  out  the  foregoing  decisions. 

Prior  to  the  approval  of  the  act  of  August  20, 1894  (28  Stats.,  423), 
amendatory  of  sections  2401,  2402,  and  2403  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  it 
was  uniformly  held  that  "special  deposits  by  individuals  for  the  survey 
of  the  public  lands,"  under  the  provisions  of  the  quoted  statutes,  were 
not  applicable  for  the  survey  of  land  grants  made  by  Congress  to  aid 
in  the  construction  of  railroads,  etc.,  inasmuch  as  the  grantees  were  not 
"settlers"  on  the  public  lands. 

The  act  of  August  20,  18947  supra,  amended  said  statutes,  making 
them  available  to  "owners  or  grantees  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States  under  any  law  thereof,"  and  land-grant  railroad  companies  were 
authorized  to  make  application  for  the  survey  of  the  lands  situate 
within  the  limits  of  their  respective  grants. 

The  act  of  February  27, 1899,  further  amended  existing  law  so  as  to 
allow  the  railroad  companies  to  use  the  certificates  representing  the 
deposits  to  the  same  extent  as  cash  is  now  allowed  in  payment  of  entries 
of  public  lands,  and  also  "for  any  survey  or  office  fees  due  the  United 
States  from  such  railroad  company  on  account  of  surveys  of  lands 
within  its  grant." 

By  the  terms  of  circular  instructions  dated  April  8, 1899,  issued  under 
and  explanatory  of  the  act  of  February  27, 1899,  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions heretofore  prescribed  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
August  20,  1894,  supra,  amendatory  of  sections  2401-2403,  Revised 
Statutes,  and  embodied  in  circular  issued  August  7,  1895,  are  made 
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applicable  to  the  act  approved  February  27, 1899.     The  concluding  par- 
agraphs of  circular  of  April  8, 1899,  are  as  follows : 

The  surveyor-general,  however,  iii  furnishing  the  applicants  with  an  estimate  as 
to  the  cost  of  the  surveys  desired,  including  the  cost  of  both  the  field  and  office 
work  (as  heretofore  required  by  paragraph  12,  page  3,  of  said  instructions),  will 
hereafter  include  in  their  estimate  the  cost  of  the  examination  of  such  surveys  as 
may  be  applied  for  by  said  railroad  companies. 

The  triplicate  of  the  set  of  certificates  issued  in  the  name  of  a  railroad  company 
for  amounts  deposited  on  account  of  such  surveys  will  not  only  be  receivable  from 
such  railroad  company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  by  the  receivers  of  public  moneys 
for  the  several  United  States  district  land  offices,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  20, 
page  4,  of  said  circular  of  instructions  dated  August  7,  1895,  but  said  certificates 
may  also  be  surrendered  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  by  such 
railroad  company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  in  payment  for  any  survey  or  office  fees 
due  the  United  States  from  such  railroad  company  on  account  of  surveys  of  lands 
within  its  grants. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  February  27,  1899,  and  circular 
instructions  of  April  8,  1899,  several  railroad  companies  have  already 
made  deposits  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  field  work,  office  work,  and 
examination  in  the  field  of  the  lands  embraced  in  applications  for 
survey. 

EAILROAD    LAND   GRANTS. 

There  have  been  certified  and  patented  under  the  several  railroad 
land  grants  made  by  Congress  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  railroads 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  504,651.23  acres  of  land,  a 
decrease,  as  compared  with  the  acreage  patented  the  preceding  year,  of 
527,883.61  acres;  and  there  have  been  patented  during  the  past  year, 
under  the  several  grants  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  wagon  roads, 
60,391.77  acres,  the  whole  being  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year,  no  lands  having  been  patented  during  such  year  on  account 
of  wagon-road  grants. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  lands  so  certified  or  patented  by  com- 
panies and  States  will  be  found  on  page  13  of  this  report.

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The  examinations  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Manitoba  grants, 
both  main  and  branch  lines,  and  of  the  Sioux  City  and  Pacific  grant 
were  reexaminations  made  necessary  by  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  and  of  the  Department  which  changed  the  status  of  certain 
claims  shown  by  the  records,  preemption  filings  especially,  giving  a 
different  effect  to  such  claims  upon  railroad  giants  from  that  the 
Department  previously  held  they  had.  For  the  same  reason  two 
examinations  of  the  grants  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Company  in  the 
States  named  were  made,  the  second  being  made  necessary  by  changes 
in  the  rulings  whereby  certain  claims  which  had  previously  been  held 
to  defeat  a  railroad  grant  were  held  not  to  do  so.  Particular  mention 
will  be  made  of  these  rulings  further  on  under  the  caption  of  decisions. 

The  complete  adjustment  of  the  grants  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Kail- 
road  Company  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  are  still  large  quantities  of  unsurveyed  lands  within  the  com- 
pany limits,  shows  the  whole  area  of  the  grant  by  the  act  of  July  2, 
1864,  for  both  the  main  and  branch  lines,  to  be  34,366,900.15  acres,  and 
the  whole  area  of  that  by  the  joint  resolution  of  May  31,  1870,  to  be 
2,203,199.54  acres,  making  together  36,570,099.69  acres  as  the  quantity 
to  which  the  company  is  entitled  under  both  grants. 

Of  this  quantity  the  company  has  received  under  the  former  grant 
20,630,587.87  acres,  and  under  the  latter  1,087,680.11  acres,  making  a 
total  of  21,718,267.98  acres.  There  is  therefore  still  due  the  company 
14,851,831.71  acres. 

The  adjustment  shows  that  there  will  be  a  deficiency  of  over  half  a 
million  acres  (612,605.49  acres)  in  the  grant  by  the  joint  resolution  of 
May  31,  1870;  and  while  it  also  apparently  shows  that  there  are  suffi- 
cient lands  available  to  fully  satisfy  the  grants  for  the  main  and  branch 
lines  under  the  act  of  1864,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  large 
quantities  of  unsurveyed  lands  within  the  limits  of  said  grants,  and  of 
the  probability  that  many  of  these  lands  may  be  found  to  be  mineral 
in  character,  it  may  be  found  upon  the  final  adjustment  that  the  grants 
of  1864  are  also  deficient. 

The  whole  area  of  the  grant  to  the  Union  Pacific  Eailroad  Company 
is  found  to  be  12,129,841.89  acres.  Of  this  quantity  the  company  has 
received  patents  for  6,976,196.29  acres,  leaving  due  it  5,153,645.60  acres. 
As  no  provision  was  made  for  indemnity  for  losses  within  the  primary 
limits  of  this  grant  there  will  probably  be  a  considerable  deficiency; 
but  as  so  large  a  quantity  of  land  remains  unsurveyed,  no  accurate 
estimate  can  be  made  at  present  of  the  probable  loss. 

The  adjustment  of  the  grants  to  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Mani- 
toba Company  for  its  main  and  branch  lines  shows  the  whole  area  of 
the  grant  for  the  main  line  to  be  1,287,227.67  acres,  and  that  the  com- 
pany has  actually  received  on  account  thereof  1,298,202.51  acres,  an 
excess  of  10,974.84  acres.  The  area  of  the  grant  for  the  branch  line, 
the  Brainerd  branch  (that  portion  of  which  lying  between  Watab  and 
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Brainerd  being-  known  as  the  St.  Paul  and  Northern  Pacific  Bailroad), 
is  637,793.04  acres,  and  there  have  been  conveyed  on  account  thereof 
556,172.04  acres,  leaving  a  balance  due  (as  these  grants  must  be 
adjusted  together)  of  70,646.16  acres.  To  make  up  this  quantity  there 
are  chargeabJe  to  the  grant  as  listed  and  vacant  within  the  primary 
limits  of  the  main  line  12,555.72  acres  and  within  the  primary  limits  of 
the  branch  line  2,503.41  acres,  which  will  leave  a  balance  due  as  indem- 
nity of  55,587.03  acres. 

The  Manitoba  company  has  released  within  the  primary  limits  of  the 
main  line  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August  5,  1892  (27  Stat., 
390),  29,008.40  acres,  for  which  it  is  entitled  to  indemnity,  and  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  this  item  in  the  adjustment  is 
under  consideration  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Department  at  an 
early  day. 

Adjustments  of  the  grants  for  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Manitoba 
Company's  St.  Vincent  extension  and  Brainerd  branch  under  the  act 
of  March  2,  1871  (reexamination);  the  Southern  Pacific  main  line,  act 
of  July  27,  1866,  and  joint  resolution  of  June  28,  1870;  the  St.  Louis, 
Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railroad  (reexamination);  the  Kansas 
Pacific  Bailway,  and  the  Oregon  and  California  in  Oregon,  are  in  proc- 
ess and  will  be  submitted  when  completed.

The  adjustment  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  and  Missouri  Railroad  grant  of 
Iowa  had  twice  been  submitted  to  the  Department  and  returned  to  this 
office,  but  was  again  before  the  Department  on  motion  for  review  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  It  has,  however,  since  then  been  returned  for 
final  disposal. 

In  the  process  of  the  adjustments  of  these  grants  large  quantities  of 
lands  have  been  discovered  to  have  been  erroneously  certified  or  pat- 
ented under  them.  Numerous  suits  have  been  introduced  against  the 
companies  receiving  the  erroneously  certified  and  patented  lands  and 
considerable  quantities  of  such  lands  have  been  recovered  and  restored 
to  entry  under  the  laws  providing  for  the  disposal  of  the  public  lands. 

During  the  past  year  about  1,000,000  acres  of  land  recovered  in  a  suit 
brought  against  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  branch  line 
were  restored  and  opened  to  entry.  Supplemental  proceedings  involv- 
ing a  portion  of  these  lands,  which  had  been  sold  by  the  company,  are 
pending  in  the  courts,  and  there  are  still  pending  two  suits  against  this 
company  involving  lauds  within  both  its  main  and  branch  lines  aggre- 
gating about  2,300,000  acres. 

In  a  number  of  cases  the  claims  of  bona  fide  purchasers  to  errone- 
ously patented  lands  have  been  declared  confirmed  by  the  Department 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2, 189G  (29  Stat.  L.,  42),  demands 
made  upon  the  railroad  companies  for  whose  benefit  said  lands  were 
erroneously  certified  or  patented  for  the  Government  price  thereof,  and 
in  some  of  the  cases,  after  response  by  the  companies,  reports  have 
been  made  to  the  Department  with  recommendation  that  suit  be  insti- 
tuted for  the  recovery  of  the  Government  price. 
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RIGHT-OF-WAY   RAILROADS. 

By  the  act  approved  March  3, 1875  (18  Stat.  L.,  482),  Congress  granted 
to  railroads,  upon  certain  conditions,  right  of  way  through  the  public 
lands. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  of  special  acts,  481  companies 
have  filed  articles  of  incorporation  which  have  been  accepted,  23  of  which 
were  accepted  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1899.  Right  of  way 
has  been  approved  to  381  companies,  5  of  which  received  their  first 
approvals  during  the  same  period.  There  were  received  during  the 
year  206  maps  of  locations  of  railroads,  19  of  which  have  been  approved, 
13  have  been  filed  not  requiring  approval,  4  are  pending  before  the  hon- 
orable Secretary,  and  167  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  few  of 
which  were  rejected,  the  rest  having  been  returned  for  correction. 

RIGHT   OF    WAY  FOR   IRRIGATION   AND   OTHER   PURPOSES. 

Sections  18,  19,  20,  and  21  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 
1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  1095),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  May  11, 1898  (30  Stat. 
L.,  404),  grant  right  of  way  over  the  public  lands  and  reservations  of 
the  United  States  for  canals,  ditches,  and  reservoirs,  for  purposes  of 
irrigation  and  for  purposes  of  a  public  nature;  also  for  purposes  of  water 
transportation,  for  domestic  purposes,  or  for  the  development  of  power 
as  subsidiary  to  the  main  purpose  of  irrigation.  Such  rights  of  way 
may  be  applied  for  by  corporations,  individuals,  and  associations  of  indi- 
viduals, in  accordance  with  certain  requirements  as  to  the  filing  of 
papers  and  maps. 

The  regulations  require  the  application  to  show  with  certainty  the 
location  of  the  proposed  canal  or  reservoir,  so  that  the  approved  map 
will  be  an  accurate  record  of  the  extent  of  the  right  of  way,  and  thus 
define  clearly  the  rights  granted  by  the  act,  and  those  of  future  settlers 
along  the  ditch  or  reservoir. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  right  of  way  has  been  approved  to 
206  companies,  individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals,  of  which  33 
received  their  first  approvals  during  the  past  year.  There  have  been 
received  during  the  year  194  maps;  45  have  been  approved,  3  have  been 
filed  not  requiring  approval,  4  are  pending  before  the  Secretary,  and 
107  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  few  of  which  were  rejected,  the 
rest  being  returned  for  correction. 

STATE   DESERT-LAND   SEGREGATIONS. 

By  section  4  of  the  act  of  August  18,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  372-422),  pro: 
vision  is  made  for  the  donation  to  each  of  the  States  in  which  there 
may  be  situated  desert  lands  of  not  more  than  1,000,000  acres  of  such 
land  as  the  State  may  cause  to  be  irrigated,  reclaimed,  occupied,  and 
cultivated  by  actual  settlers.  This  act  has  been  amended  by  a  provi- 
sion in  the  act  of  June  11,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  413-434),  to  the  effect  that, 
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a  lieu  is  authorized  to  be  created  by  the  State  upon  the  lands  segregated, 
and  that  when  an  ample  supply  of  water  is  actually  furnished  to  any 
tract  or  tracts  thereof,  x^atent  shall  issue  to  the  State  for  the  same, 
without  regard  to  settlement  or  cultivation. 

During  the  year  two  lists  have  been  filed  by  the  State  of  Montana, 
both  of  which  have  been  approved.  Several  lists  previously  received 
have  been  refiled  during  the  year  aud  have  been  duly  acted  upon. 
Three  lists  (Nos.  2,  3,  and  4)  aggregating  50,200.92  acres,  filed  by  the 
State  of  Montana,  have  been  approved  during  the  year.  One  list  filed  by 
the  State  of  Wyoming  (No.  13),  involving  100  acres,  was  also  approved. 

PERMISSION   TO  USE   RIGHT   OF   WAY  FOR   TRAMROADS,  CANALS,  AND 

RESERVOIRS. 

By  the  act  of  January  21,  1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  635),  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  was  authorized  to  permit  the  use  of  right  of  way  upon  the 
public  lands  not  within  the  limits  of  any  park,  forest,  military  or  Indian 
reservation,  for  tramroads,  canals,  or  reservoirs,  by  any  citizen  or  asso- 
ciation of  citizens  engaged  in  the  business  of  mining  or  quarrying  or 
cutting  timber  and  manufacturing  lumber. 

There  have  been  received  during  the  year,  under  this  act,  six  maps. 
One  has  been  approved,  four  have  been  acted  upon,  and  two  are  still 
awaiting  action. 

PERMISSION    TO    USE    RIGHT    OF    WAY    FOR    ELECTRICAL    PURPOSES. 

By  the  act  of  May  14,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  120),  the  above  act  of  1895 
was  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  section  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  to  permit  the  use  of  right  of  way  upon  public  lands  and 
forest  reservations,  together  with  the  use  of  necessary  grounds,  not 
exceeding  40  acres,  for  electrical  purposes. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  applications  for  permission  to  use 
right  of  way  and  necessary  grouuds  have  been  approved  to  eight  com- 
panies, individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals,  of  which  four 
received  their  first  approvals  during  the  past  year. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  14  maps;  5  have  been  approved, 
and  17  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  most  of  them  having  been 
returned  for  correction. 

RESERVOIRS   FOR   THE    PURPOSES    OF   STOCK  BREEDING   AND   TRANS- 
PORTATION. 

By  the  act  of  January  13,  1897  (29  Stat.  L.,  484),  the  construction  of 
reservoirs  upon  unoccupied  public  lands  not  mineral  or  otherwise 
reserved  is  permitted  upon  certain  conditions.  On  July  8,  1898,  the 
first  circular  under  this  act  was  approved,  and  the  cases  then  pending 
were  taken  up  for  action.  Most  of  them  were  in  Oklahoma  and  were 
rejected  for  the  reason  that  the  lands  in  the  Territory  were  opened  to 
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homestead  entry  only,  and  were  accordingly  held  not  subject  to  reserva- 
tion under  this  act.  Appeals  from  this  decision  were  taken,  and  are 
now  pending  before  the  Department. 

A  large  number  of  these  reservoir  declaratory  statements  were 
received  after  the  promulgation  of  the  regulations,  and  it  soon  became 
evident  that  the  regulations  were  inadequate  to  prevent  speculative 
filings  and  other  abuses  of  the  privileges  of  the  act.  Accordingly  in 
September,  1898,  there  was  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
a  draft  of  a  circular  amendatory  of  the  regulations,  which  was  not 
approved  until  June  23, 1899.  In  the  meanwhile  over  2,000  filings  had 
been  received,  which  could  not  be  acted  on  because  the  questions  to  be 
considered  were  pending  before  the  Department.  The  amendatory  cir- 
cular being  now  approved,  action  on  these  cases  will  be  taken  early  in 
the  next  fiscal  year. 

There  were  pending  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  301  reservoir  declara- 
tory statements;  there  were  received  during  the  year  2,262  such  filings; 
329  were  acted  upon,  most  of  them  being  rejected,  leaving  2,234  pend- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  these,  it  is  known  from 
reports  of  the  local  land  officers  and  inspectors  of  this  office  that  there 
have  been  more  than  7,000  declaratory  statements  filed  and  not  yet 
received  by  this  office. 

RIGHT    OF    WAY    FOR    RAILROADS,   TRAMROADS,    AND    WAGON    ROADS 

IN   ALASKA. 

By  the  act  of  May  14,  1898  (30  Stat.,  409),  provision  was  made  for 
right  of  way  for  railroads,  tramroads,  and  wagon  roads  in  the  District 
of  Alaska. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  there  were  received  during  the  year 
24  maps,  and  2 1  were  disposed  of.  No  maps  have  been  approved  under 
this  act. 

LEGISLATION. 

On  July  1,  1898,  the  President  approved  an  act  previously  passed  by 
Congress  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899  (30  Stat.,  597),  and 
containing  certain  pro  visions  for  the  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  per- 
sons for  lands  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  grant  to  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  conflicting  with  the  claim  of  said 
company. 

The  provisions  referred  to,  which  are  found  on  pages  020,  021,  and 
622  of  said  statute,  are  to  the  effect  that  where  prior  to  January  1, 1898, 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  an  odd-numbered  section  within  either  the 
primary  or  indemnity  limits  of  the  company's  grant,  and  to  which  its 
right  or  that  of  its  lawful  successor  is  claimed  to  have  attached  by  defi- 
nite location  or  selection,  has  been  purchased  directly  from  the  United 
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States  or  settled  upon  or  claimed  in  good  faith  by  any  qualified  settler 
under  color  of  title  or  claim  of  right  under  any  law  of  the  United 
States  or  any  ruling  of  the  Interior  Department,  the  company  may 
relinquish  the  same  and  select  in  lieu  thereof  an  equal  quantity  of 
public  lands  of  a  character  described  in  the  act  situated  within  any 
State  or  Territory  into  which  the  company's  grant  extends,  including 
unsurveyed  lands,  but  the  selection  of  unsurveyed  is  limited  to  odd- 
numbered  sections. 

These  rights  of  relinquishment  and  selection  were  given  provided  the 
adverse  claimant  (who  is  given  the  right  either  to  retain  the  land 
claimed  within  the  limits  of  the  company's  grant  or  relinquish  the  same 
and  select  a  tract  elsewhere  within  any  State  or  Territory  into  which 
the  company's  grant  extends,  under  the  conditions  stated)  declines  to 
relinquish  his  claim. 

The  act  further  provides,  however,  that  the  company  shall  not  be 
bound  to  relinquish  lands  sold  or  contracted  by  it,  or  lands  which  it 
uses  or  needs  for  railroad  purposes,  or  lands  valuable  for  stone,  iron,  or 
coal.  For  a  full  construction  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  reference  is 
made  to  the  circular  of  this  office  approved  by  the  Department  Febru- 
ary 14,  1899  (28  L.  D.,  103). 

The  evident  purpose  of  this  act  was  to  put  an  end,  in  so  far  as  it  was 
within  the  power  of  Congress  to  do,  to  all  litigation  between  the  rail- 
road company  and  claimants  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  of 
unpatented  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  company's  grant;  and  with 
this  purpose  in  view,  instructions  have  been  promulgated  and  blank 
forms  for  the  use  of  claimants  under  the  law  have  been  prepared  and 
distributed  to  all  the  local  land  offices  of  the  States  into  which  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company's  grant  extends,  and  instructions 
given  to  notify  the  parties  (lists  of  whom,  taken  from  the  records  of  this 
office,  were  furnished)  of  their  rights,  in  order  that  they  might  come 
forward  and  complete  their  claims. 

Gratifying  progress  has  already  been  made  in  carrying  the  provisions 
of  the  act  into  effect,  and  it  is  believed  that  most  of  the  claims  conflict- 
ing with  that  of  the  company  will  be  satisfactorily  settled  within  the 
next  year  or  two. 

While  the  passage  of  this  act  has,  and  for  a  time  will,  devolve  upon 
the  office  a  considerable  amount  of  work,  its  result  will  be  to  largely 
decrease  the  amount  of  work  necessary  and  the  time  required  to  adjust 
the  comjmny's  grant. 

The  only  other  legislation  likely  to  affect  the  work  of  this  division  is 
a  provision  in  the  deficiency  bill  approved  March  3, 1899  (30  Stat.,  1214, 
1233),  as  follows: 

That  in  the  form  provided  by  existing  law  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  tile 
and  approve  surveys  and  plats  of  any  right  of  way  for  a  wagon  road,  railroad,  or 
other  highway  over  and  across  any  forest  reservation  or  reservoir  site  when  in  his 
judgment  the  public  interests  will  not  be  injuriously  affected  thereby. 

It  is  believed  that  this  provision  will  result  in  increasing  the  work  of 
the  office. 
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DEPARTMENTAL   AND    SUPREME    COURT   DECISIONS. 

During  the  past  year  several  decisions  by  the  Department  and  by 
the  Supreme  Court  have  been  rendered  which  have  changed  previous 
rulings  and  will  materially  affect  the  action  of  this  office  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  railroad  grants,  and  for  this  reason  a  brief  mention  of  said 
decisions  here  is  deemed  proper. 

In  the  case  of  the  Union  Pacific  Eailway  Company  v.  Hartwich  (26 
L.  D.,  680)  it  was  decided  by  the  Department  that  a  preemption  filing 
for  unoffered  laud  upon  which  proof  and  payment  are  not  made  prior 
to  the  day  fixed  for  the  sale  thereof  by  due  proclamation,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  14  of  the  act  of  September  4, 1841,  is  extinguished 
by  operation  of  the  law,  and  thereafter,  though  not  noted  as  canceled 
on  the  records,  is  no  bar  to  the  attachment  of  right  under  a  railroad 
grant,  the  formal  cancellation  thereof  upon  the  record  not  being  neces- 
sary to  put  an  end  to  the  preemptive  right. 

In  the  case  of  Union  Pacific  Eailway  Company  v.  Fisher  (28  L.  D.,  75) 
the  Department  decided  in  effect  that  a  preemption  filing  on  "offered" 
land  not  completed  by  the  making  of  the  proof  and  payment  required 
within  the  period  prescribed  by  the  preemption  act  of  September  4, 
1841  (5  Stat.,  453,  sec.  15),  ceased  to  exist,  was  canceled  by  operation 
of  law  upon  the  expiration  of  such  period,  and,  though  not  noted  as 
canceled  upon  the  records,  did  not  reserve  the  land  covered  by  it  from 
other  disposition,  and  consequently  did  not  defeat  the  right  under  a 
railroad  grant  attaching  thereafter.  This  case,  as  stated,  treated  of 
offered  land. 

As  regards  the  effect  of  a  preemption  filing  upon  unoffered  land,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  case,  decided  May  22, 1899, 
of  Northern  Pacific  Kailroad  Company  v.  John  de  Lacey  (No.  154,  Octo- 
ber term,  1898),  held  that  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  July  14, 
1870  (16  Stat.,  279),  the  right  of  preemption  under  a  filing  on  unoffered 
land  continued  up  to  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  public  sale, 
but  that  under  the  provisions  of  that  act  and  the  act  of  March  3, 1871 
(16  Stat.,  601),  a  preemptor  making  a  filing  upon  such  land  was  required 
to  make  proof  and  payment  within  thirty  months  from  the  expiration 
of  the  time  prescribed  by  the  act  of  March  3, 1843  (5  Stat.,  619),  for  the 
filing  of  the  declaratory  statement  after  settlement,  or  within  thirty- 
three  months  from  date  of  settlement;  that  upon  failure  of  the  pre- 
emptor to  make  such  proof  and  payment  as  prescribed  all  right  under 
the  filing  ceased  and  the  same  was  canceled  by  operation  of  law,  no  can- 
cellation on  the  records  of  the  Land  Office  being  necessary  to  carry  the 
forfeiture  into  effect. 

For  some  years  prior  to  the  rendition  of  these  decisions  it  had  been 
the  rulings  of  the  Department,  under  its  interpretation  of  the  Supreme 
Court  decision  in  Whitney  v.  Taylor,  that  an  uncanceled  preemption 
filing  of  record,  without  regard  to  whether  or  not  it  had  expired  by 
limitation  of  law,  defeated  a  railroad  grant  containing  the  usual  excep- 
tions, and  the  right  under  which  attached  after  such  filing  had  become 
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of  record;  and  in  the  adjustments  of  such  grants  many  entries  have 
been  allowed  which  under  the  late  rulings  would  now  be  illegal,  and  a 
number  of  suits  have  been  instituted  against  railroad  companies  to 
recover  the  title  or  the  Government  price  of  erroneously  patented  lands, 
the  bills  of  complaint  in  which  describe  lands  not  now  held  to  have 
been  erroneously  patented.  In  view  of  these  rulings,  reexaminations 
have  already  been  made  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Eailroad  grant,  which 
had  been  previously  examined  for  fiual  adjustment,  and  reexaminations 
of  other  grants  will  be  necessary. 

Other  deparmental  decisions  which  will  materially  affect  the  adjust- 
ment of  railroad  grants  are  Wight  v.  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
(27  L.  D.,  182),  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  v.  Fly  (id.,  464), 
and  Dunnigan  v.  Northern  Pacific  Company  (id.,  467). 

In  the  Wight  Case  it  was  decided,  following  the  Supreme  Court 
decision  on  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  v.  Colburn  (164  U.  S., 
383),  that  cultivation  and  improvement  of  land,  not  accompanied  by 
the  assertion  of  a  right  by  the  filing  of  a  claim  in  the  proper  land  office, 
does  not  constitute  a  claim  sufficient  to  defeat  the  attachment  of  right 
under  a  railroad  grant. 

In  the  cases  of  Fly  and  Dunnigan  the  previous  holding  that  the 
right  under  an  indemnity  railroad  selection  was  to  be  determined  by 
the  status  of  the  land  at  the  date  of  the  selection  was  overruled  to  the 
extent  of  holding  that  a  claim  sufficient  to  defeat  the  right  of  selection 
is  a  personal  right,  can  not  be  taken  advantage  of  by  a  subsequent 
claimant,  and  if  not  perfected  the  selection  will  be  approved,  the  same 
being  notice  to  all  said  subsequent  claimants  of  the  company's  claim. 

CHIPPEWA   CEDED   LANDS   IN  MINNESOTA. 

The  examination  of  the  lands  in  the  Chippewa  reservations  was 
resumed  in  September,  1897,  the  work  being  done  by  the  Seelye  corps 
of  examiners. 

As  stated  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1898  (see 
pp.  136-139),  the  examination  of  the  lands  in  the  Leech  Lake,  Cass 
Lake,  Winnibigoshish,  Mississippi  Chippewa,  and  White  Oak  Point 
reservations  was  commenced  in  April,  1898. 

On  February  10,  1899,  the  Department  authorized  the  reexamination 
of  the  four  ceded  townships  in  the  White  Earth  Reservation. 

The  examination  of  the  lands  in  all  of  said  reservations  continued 
without  interruption  until  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  on  March  30, 
1899,  directed  this  office  "  to  suspend,  until  further  notice,  all  estimat- 
ing, appraising,  examining,  and  cutting  of  timber  and  the  sale  of  the 
same,  as  well  as  the  letting  of  further  logging  contracts  on  the  Chip- 
pewa Indian  lands  in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  the  sale  of  the  lands 
in  said  reservation;"  to  "notify  all  persons  employed  in  connection 
with  the  estimating,  appraising,  examining,  and  cutting  of  timber  on 
the  Chippewa  lands  that  they  are  furloughed  without  pay  until  fur- 
ther notice,"  and  to  take  no  further  steps  looking  to  the  publication  of 
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advertisements  for  the  sales  of  lands  in  the  Chippewa  reservations, 
which  were  contemplated  to  be  made  on  the  10th  and  15th  of  May, 
1899,  respectively.  This  order  was  modified  by  that  of  March  31, 1899, 
so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  completion  of  the  then  existing  logging 
contracts. 

In  compliance  with  the  above-mentioned  order  the  work  of  examin- 
ing the  timber  was  stopped  April  5  and  6,  1899,  at  which  time  the 
examiners  left  the  field. 

In  August,  1898,  there  were  offered  for  sale  under  section  5  of  the 
act  of  January  11,  1889  (25  Stat.,  042),  61,151.57  acres  of  pine  lands, 
containing  129,379,000  feet  of  pine,  valued  at  $391,975.86,  all  of  which 
were  examined  by  the  Seelye  corps.  On  October  5,  1898,  367,694.09 
acres  of  agricultural  lands  were  opened  to  settlement  and  entry  under 
section  6  of  said  act  of  January  14,  1889,  of  which  amount  142,215.87 
acres  were  examined  by  the  last  corps  of  examiners.  There  were  also 
prepared  for  your  approval,  but  not  transmitted  because  of  said  order 
of  suspension,  schedules  of  114,853.91  acres  of  pine  lands,  containing 
230,125,000  feet  of  pine,  valued  at  $696,420.04,  and  79,637.01  acres  of 
agricultural  lands.  In  addition,  since  the  suspension  of  the  timber 
operations  mentioned  above,  there  have  been  received  from  the  exam- 
iners the  records  of  examination  of  188,221.85  acres,  the  schedules  for 
which  have  not  been  prepared. 

It  appears  that  the  Seelye  corps  have  examined  about  655,038  acres 
of  lands  in  said  reservations,  including  lands  found  to  be  embraced  in 
Indian  allotments  and  school  sections,  at  a  cost  of  about  $62,586,  or  a 
fraction  over  9i  cents  per  acre,  and  of  about  10  cents  per  thousand  feet 
of  pine. 

Logging  operations,  authorized  by  the  act  of  June  7,  1897  (30  Stat., 
90),  were  resumed  under  regulations  dated  August  26,  1898,  amending 
the  former  regulations  so  as  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  Indian 
logger  first  in  order  of  distribution  of  the  proceeds,  and  to  increase  the 
amount  to  be  deducted  for  the  Indian  fund  from  15  per  cent  to  an  arbi- 
trary amount  of  $2  per  thousand  feet  for  Norway  and  $3  per  thousand 
feet  for  white  pine.  Additional  regulations  were  issued  December  14, 
1898,  providing  for  the  marking  of  green  timber  to  be  cut  for  boom 
sticks  and  roadways,  so  that  only  such  as  was  absolutely  necessary  for 
such  purposes  be  cut,  and  providing  that  $3  per  thousand  feet  should 
be  deducted  for  such  timber  and  paid  net  into  the  Indian  fund;  also 
for  personal  verification  of  the  scale  bills  by  the  superintendent  of  log- 
ging or  his  assistants;  for  the  payment  for  a  marker  for  each  camp, 
and  for  a  stricter  system  of  scaling  and  of  inspection  by  the  Indian 
agent  and  superintendent  of  logging  of  the  books  of  the  contractor  and 
the  Indian  logger. 

There  has  been  realized  from  the  logging  operations  for  the  season 
of  1897-98,  authorized  by  the  act  of  June  7,  1897  (30  Stat.,  90),  the 
gross  amount  of  $271,181.60;  and  there  has  been  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  Indian  agent,  but  not  yet  fully  adjusted,  the  sum  of  $638.57, 
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giving  a  grand  total  of  receipts  from  this  source  of  $271,820.17.  Of 
this  amount  there  should  be  deducted  for  the  Indian  fund  $40,773.02. 
From  the  latter  amount  there  should  be  deducted  for  additional  com- 
pensation of  the  superintendent,  and  for  the  expenses  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  assistant  superintendent,  about  $1,500,  leaving  a  net  total 
realized  for  the  Indians  from  the  logging  operations  for  last  year  of 
practically  $39,273.02. 

Contracts  to  cut  and  bank  timber  to  the  amount  of  118,010,000  feet, 
at  prices  ranging  from  $4.50  to  $8.50  per  thousand  feet,  entered  into 
between  Indian  loggers  and  certain  contractors,  were  confirmed  by  this 
office  during  the  logging  season  of  1898-99.  Under  the  contracts  settled 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  dead  and  down  timber  to  the  amount  of 
18,574,451  feet  was  cut,  for  which  the  sum  of  $108,363.24  was  paid ;  and 
green  timber  for  boom  sticks  and  roadways  to  the  amount  of  592,470 
feet,  for  which  the  sum  of  $3,521.16  was  paid.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
unsettled  contracts  will  cover  over  40,000,000  feet,  and  will  yield  over 
$250,000  in  addition  to  the  amount  already  received.  It  is  estimated 
that  there  will  be  realized  for  the  Indian  fund  this  year  a  gross  amount 
of  about  $100,000. 

No  examination  has  yet  been  made  of  the  other  Chippewa  reserva- 
tions which  are  subject  to  disposal  under  the  act  of  January  14,  1889 
(25  Stat.,  642).

SMALL-HOLDING   CLAIMS. 

This  term  is  used  to  designate  the  class  of  claims  for  which  provision 
is  made  by  sections  16,  17,  and  18  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1891  (26  Stat., 
854),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  February  21,  1893  (27  Stat.,  470).  By 
the  terms  of  the  later  act  the  time  within  which  such  claims  could  be 
filed  with  the  United  States  surveyors- general  expired  December  1, 
1894,  but  by  act  of  Congress  approved  June  27,  1898  (30  Stat.,  495), 
this  period  was  extended  to  March  4,  1901. 

More  than  3,000  of  such  claims  have  been  filed  with  the  surveyors- 
general  of  the  various  States  and  Territories  to  which  the  law  is  appli- 
cable, but  only  about  200  have  been  completed  by  the  submission  of 
proof  of  occupation  and  possession.  From  an  examination  of  some  of 
these  claims  it  is  ai>parent  that  quite  a  number,  estimated  by  the  sur- 
veyor-general of  New  Mexico  at  1,800,  include  lands  within  the  limits 
of  private  land  grants,  petitions  for  the  confirmation  of  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims.  It  seems  prob- 
able that  some  of  these  small-holding  claimants  trace  their  title  from 
the  original  owners  of  the  larger  grant,  and  have  filed  their  claims  as 
a  protection  to  them  in  case  the  court  should  decide  adversely  as  to  the 
larger  grant. 

It  may  be  well  to  call  attention  again  to  the  injustice  of  said  acts  to 
claimants  under  the  seventeenth  section  thereof.  Claimants  under  sec- 
tion 16  are  required  to  show  only  twenty  years'  actual,  continuous, 
adverse  possession  next  preceding  the  date  of  survey  of  their  claims, 
which  are  required  to  be  surveyed  at  the  time  of  the  extension  of  the 
public  surveys  over  the  townships  in  which  such  claims  are  situated, 
while  section  17,  affecting  claims  on  surveyed  lauds,  requires  claimants 
thereunder  to  show  twenty  years'  actual,  continuous,  adverse  posses- 
sion next  preceding  the  date  of  the  survey  of  the  township  in  which 
their  claims  are  located.  As  some  of  these  townships  have  been  sur- 
veyed for  thirty  years,  claimants  are  required  to  show  fifty  years'  pos- 
session and  occupation,  while  under  section  16  they  are  only  required 
to  show  such  occupation  for  twenty  years. 
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On  December  30,  1895,  ray  predecessor  submitted  to  the  Department 
a  draft  of  a  bill  intended  to  put  each  class  of  claimants  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing, and  recommended  that  said  draft  be  submitted  to  Congress  request- 
ing its  passage.  No  change  in  the  law  in  that  respect  has  been  made, 
and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  matter  be  again  called  to  the 
attention  of  Congress. 

ENTRIES   IN   ALASKA. 

One  town-site  entry  and  fifteen  nonmineral  entries  have  been  made 
in  Alaska  under  the  provisions  of  sections  11  to  14,  act  of  March  3, 
1891  (26  Stat.,  1095).  The  town-site  entry  (Juneau)  and  two  nonmineral 
entries  have  been  patented,  while  the  others  have  been  suspended  for 
various  reasons,  such  as  illegal  surveys,  alleged  mineral  character  of 
the  land  involved,  insufficiency  of  the  proof  submitted,  etc. 

The  law  in  relation  to  nonmineral  entries  in  Alaska  has  been  modified 
by  the  provisions  of  section  10,  act  of  May  14,  1898  (30  Stat.,  409). 

H.— Contest  Division. 

Although  the  force  assigned  to  this  division  has  been  smaller  by  over 
20  percent  during  the  past  year  than  it  was  during  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  and  the  number  of  contest  cases  received  has  increased  12  per 
cent  in  appealed  cases  and  17  per  cent  in  unappealed  cases,  and  the 
number  of  letters  received  from  all  sources  during  the  past  year  shows 
an  increase  of  8  per  cent  over  the  previous  year,  and  although  a  still 
more  rigorous  and  thorough  examination  of  contest  records  by  clerks 
and  examiners,  by  the  chief  of  division,  and  by  the  law  clerks  than 
formerly  prevailed  has  been  insisted  upon,  more  particularly  in  cases 
where  defendants  did  not  appear  and  notice  of  hearing  was  served  by 
publication,  in  order  to  make  it  clearly  apparent  that  jurisdiction  has 
been  obtained  over  the  persons  and  property  of  defendants,  the  number 
of  cases  in  arrears,  awaiting  action  thereon,  has  not  materially  increased 
during  the  year,  with  the  single  exception  of  unappealed  cases,  of  which 
there  were  on  June  30,  1899,  1,160,  some  of  which  had  been  on  hand 
six  months,  as  against  340  on  June  30,  1898,  when  the  oldest  cases 
undecided  had  been  in  this  office  only  about  two  months,  a  result  una- 
voidable, without  an  increase  of  the  examining  force,  in  view  of  improved 
methods  of  adjudication. 

During  the  last  year  this  division  has  reached  a  class  of  cases  which 
are  affected  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  16,  1898  (30  Stat.,  473), 
which  is  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  protection  of  homestead  settlers  who 
enter  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war." 

This  law  seems  to  provide  that  no  valid  contest  can  be  initiated  f  r 
abandonment,  after  the  passage  of  said  act,  unless  the  affidavit  of  con- 
test contains  the  statement  "  that  the  absence  from  the  land  was  not 
due  to  his  employment  in  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps,"  etc.  Such 
law  becoming  operative  immediately  upon  its  approval,  was  not  and 
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could  not  be  known  and  followed  until  a  considerable  time  had  elapsed 
after  its  passage,  thus  causing  many  contests  to  pass  to  hearing  and 
decision  without  containing  the  required  statement,  entailing  great 
hardship  and  expense  upon  honest  and  poor  contestants  who  were  seek- 
ing homes  upon  the  public  lands,  and  largely  increasing  the  work  of 
this  division,  which  has  been  compelled  in  more  tban  one-half  of  the 
contest  cases  which  were  initiated  after  such  date  to  remand  for  amend- 
ment of  contest  affidavit  and  proceedings  de  novo. 

Experience  shows  that  a  large  proportion  of  contests  which  are 
brought  in  the  local  offices  involve  lands  which  were  at  some  time  seg- 
regated by  entries  made  by  persons  who  have  very  soon  become  dis- 
couraged and  have  moved  to  other  parts  of  the  country  or  returned  to 
their  former  homes,  thus  rendering  it  impossible  to  determine  their 
present  location  and  status.  No  one  can  truthfully  and  intelligently 
state  whether  or  not  a  man  whose  present  residence  is  unknown  is  or 
is  not  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

A  fair  interpretation  of  said  law  would  be  to  hold  that  enlistment  in 
the  United  States  Army  or  Navy  would  cure  existing  default  and  aban- 
donment of  residence,  or  even  where  no  residence  had  ever  been  actu- 
ally established  enlistment  would  answer  in  lieu  thereof. 

Therefore  it  would  seem  that  the  provisions  of  said  law  should  be 
modified,  and  an  act  should  be  pas  ed  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible 
amending  said  law  by  striking  out  that  portion  beginning  with  "and 
hereafter  no  contest  shall  be  initiated  on  the  ground  of  abandonment," 
etc.,  down  to  the  first  proviso,  and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the 
following: 

And  hereafter  the  fact  of  any  enlistment  or  service  in  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine 
Corps  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war  may  be  a  defense,  to  be  interposed  by 
any  such  settler,  for  the  actual  time  of  such  service  or  enlistment,  as  the  case  may 
be,  against  any  charge  of  abandonment  or  contest  for  abandonment  which  may  be 
hereafter  initiated. 

Considerable  time,  study,  and  research  have  been  expended  upon 
what  are  known  as  the  Malheur  Lake  and  Lake  Harney  cases  in  Ore- 
gon, involving  the  question  of  title  to  several  thousand  acres  of  land 
apparently  uncovered  by  the  receding  of  the  waters  of  the  lakes  from 
the  original  meander  lines  established  by  the  Government  survey  of 
1877,  to  new  meander  lines  located  by  the  subsequent  survey  in  1895, 
which  lands  have  been  taken  possession  of  and  improved  for  years  by 
settlers,  and  are  also  claimed  by  the  riparian  owners  under  the  first 
survey.  The  interests  of  so  many  people  are  involved  and  are  of  so 
much  importance  to  the  parties  concerned  that  a  hearing  or  hearings 
will  probably  be  decided  upon  as  the  best  means  of  ascertaining  the 
material  fact  in  regard  to  the  matter,  viz,  whether  the  receding  of  the 
waters  was  gradual  and  natural,  so  as  to  cause  reliction  by  slow  degrees, 
or  was  due  to  some  sudden  freak  of  nature,  or  to  artificial  means  of 
drainage.

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The  lands  in  question  are  chiefly  valuable  for  grazing  purposes,  the 
lakes  lying  at  an  altitude  of  about  3,000  feet  above  the  sea  level. 

Those  claiming  to  be  the  riparian  owners  derived  their  title  from  the 
State  of  Oregon,  to  which  the  United  States  title  passed  through  selec- 
tions under  the  swamp -land  grants. 

L.— Drafting  Division. 

The  work  allotted  to  and  executed  by  this  division  relates  to  the 
compilation  of  maps  of  the  United  States  and  of  individual  States  and 
Territories  in  which  public  land  is  located,  the  platting  of  maps  pertain- 
ing to  township  and  lesser  subdivisions,  all  diagrams,  copies  of  plats 
and  tracings,  all  examinations  of  locations  of  right  of  way  for  railroads, 
canals,  ditches,  and  reservoirs  relative  to  public  surveys  and  conflicts; 
in  short,  all  the  drafting  required  by  the  General  Land  Office  for  indi- 
vidual, departmental,  or  other  purposes. 

This  division  is  also  custodian  of  all  official  field  notes  of  surveys  of 
the  public  domain,  and  of  the  originals  and  photolithograpic  copies  of 
maps  and  plats  relative  thereto. 

The  following  is  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  work  performed  in  this 
division  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  viz:

The  map  of  the  United  States  for  1899,  showing  recently  defined 
cession  boundary  lines,  was  revised,  corrected  up  to  date,  and,  with  the 
newly  compiled  maps  of  California  and  Kansas,  was  forwarded  to 
Messrs.  Guggenheimer,  Weil  &  Co.,  lithographers,  of  Baltimore,  Md., 
for  reproduction. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1899,  editions  of  the  following 
maps  have  been  received  from  Messrs.  Guggenheimer,  Weil  &  Co., 
under  their  contract  with  this  office  for  the  same  fiscal  year,  viz :  Map 
of  the  United  States,  1898,  and  maps  of  the  States  of  Kansas  and  Cali- 
fornia (2  sheets). 

Under  the  requirements  of  the  acts  of  Congress  approved  June  24, 
1888  (25  Stat.,  166),  and  February  24,  1897  (29  Stat.,  594),  two  compil- 
ing draftsmen  have  been  engaged  on  the  compilation  of  detail  maps  of 
the  Black  Mesa,  San  Francisco  Mountains,  and  Grand  Canyon  forest 
reserves,  in  Arizona 5  the  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve,  in  Idaho  and 
Montana;  the  Lewis  and  Clarke,  Flathead,  and  Gallatin  forest  reserves, 
in  Montana;  and  the  Priest  River  Forest  Reserve,  in  Idaho  and  Wash- 
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ington;  and,  together  with  the  following  maps  of  forest  reserves  which 
have  been  furnished  by  the  various  surveyors-general  having  jurisdic- 
tion thereof,  have  been  photographed  by  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  and  upon  each  photographic  copy  of  each  set,  averaging  not 
less  than  15  copies  to  the  set,  the  boundary  lines  and  numbers  of  the 
ranger  districts  have  been  indicated  in  color:  Pikes  Peak,  Plum  Creek, 
Battlement  Mesa,  and  South  Platte,  Colorado;  Big  Horn,  Wyoming; 
Fish  Lake,  Utah;  Trabuco  Canyon,  San  Bernardino,  and  San  Gabriel, 
California;  and  Bull  Bun,  Oregou. 

Ranger  districts  were  indicated  upon  the  sets  of  blue  prints  furnished 
by  the  respective  surveyors- general  of  the  following  forest  reserves, 
viz: 

Black  Hills,  South  Dakota;  White  Biver  Plateau,  Colorado;  Prescott, 
Arizona;  Uintah,  Utah;  and  Ashland,  Oregon.  The  map  and  requi- 
site number  of  copies  of  the  Pecos  Biver  Forest  Beserve,  in  New 
Mexico,  were  furnished  by  the  surveyor- general  of  New  Mexico  com- 
plete in  every  respect. 

The  completion  of  the  maps  of  the  State  of  Wyoming  and  of  Indian 
Territory  has  been  delayed  by  reason  of  the  time  consumed  in  the 
preparation  of  the  above  forest  reserve  maps.  They  will,  however,  be 
completed  and  reproduced  during  the  present  fiscal  year.  In  addition 
to  the  maps  of  Wyoming  and  Indian  Territory  and  the  annual  map  of 
the  United  States  for  1900,  it  is  contemplated  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1900,  to  recompile  and  issue  maps  of  the  following 
States :  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  and  Nevada. 

Two  draftsmen  have  been  employed  during  the  fiscal  year  on  the 
compilation  of  various  State  and  Territorial  railroad  withdrawal  atlases 
for  Division  F;  and  one  draftsman  upon  work  pertaining  to  the  prep- 
aration of  field  notes  for  binding. 

Under  a  contract  for  photolithographing  worn,  defaced,  and  needed 
plats  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  668  original  plats  were  sent 
to  the  contractor,  from  which  tracings  have  been  made;  15  photolitho- 
graphic copies  of  each  of  these  plats,  a  total  of  10,020,  are  now  being 
printed. 

There  were  made  139  drawing-paper  copies  of  maps  and  diagrams 
for  official  use;  401  tracings  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  plats  for  official 
use;  130  tracings  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  plats  for  which  fees  were 
collected  to  the  amount  of  $389.20;  26  State  maps  upon  which  were 
designated  the  land  districts;  182  State  maps  upon  which  were  desig- 
nated the  forest  reserves;  3  State  maps  upon  which  were  designated 
the  Indian  reserves;  5  State  maps  upon  which  were  designated  the 
railroad  laud  grants;  6  United  States  maps  upon  which  were  desig- 
nated the  forest  reserves;  23  forest-reserve  maps  upon  which  were  des- 
ignated the  ranger  districts;  1,864  photolithographs  of  plats  of  survey 
(4  certified  and  1,860  uncertified)  furnished  for  official  use  to  various 
bureaus;  318  certified  photolithographs  of  plats  of  survey  furnished  to 
surveyors-general  and  registers  and  receivers;  234  railroad  maps,  com- 
prising duplicates  of  112  maps  and  10  not  in  duplicate,  have  been 
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examined  and  reported  upon;  25  railroad-station  plats  in  duplicate 
and  12  not  in  duplicate,  have  been  examined  and  reported  upon ;  23  rail- 
road maps  and  49  canal  sites,  all  in  duplicate,  have  been  prepared  with 
land-district  designations;  114  maps  of  canals,  ditches,  and  reservoir 
sites,  all  in  duplicate,  have  been  examined  and  reported  upon ;  1,272 
subdivisional  plats,  exteriors,  and  other  surveys  have  been  entered 
upon  working  diagrams  and  filed  for  reference;  161  volumes  of  field 
notes  of  the  plats  of  survey  have  been  properly  indexed  and  sent  to 
the  bindery,  of  which  number  55  volumes  have  been  returned  and 
placed  on  the  files;  4,023  photolithographs  of  plats  of  surveys  (431 
certified  and  3,592  uncertified)  have  been  furnished  to  applicants  and 
fees  collected  to  the  amount  of  $1,152.70. 

A  new  index  diagram  of  the  field  notes  of  Missouri  has  been 
completed. 

A  very  considerable  part  of  the  time  and  labor  of  this  division  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  has  been  devoted  to  miscellaneous  work  of  such 
detailed  character  as  to  preclude  classification,  such  as  comparison  of 
plats  and  explanations  with  reference  to  lines  of  survey i 

To  correct  manifold  discrepancies  which  exist  in  the  various  tables 
of  area  of  States  and  Territories  as  adopted  by  the  several  depart- 
ments, bureaus,  and  even  divisions  in  single  bureaus  of  the  Government, 
the  land  and  water  areas  of  each  State  and  Territory  of  the  United 
States  have  recently  been  carefully  computed  by  an  expert  of  this 
division,  and  the  table  of  results,  together  with  such  marginal  notes 
as  appear  to  be  necessary  for  a  clear  exposition  of  the  data  therein 
contained,  will  hereinafter  be  set  forth. 

In  the  areal  computations  of  the  public  land  States  and  Territories 
the  United  States  Land  Office  maps,  compiled  from  public-land  surveys, 
were  used  as  a  basis.  In  the  computation  of  the  remaining  States 
various  other  authentic  departmental  maps  were  utilized. 

In  the  former  class  of  States  and  Territories  four  several  checks  were 
obtained,  i.  e.,  by  counties,  by  land  districts,  by  States  or  Territories, 
and,  finally,  by  the  total  United  States. 

In  the  latter  class,  consisting  of  those  States  which  do  not  possess 
public  lands,  checks  were  used  by  the  most  feasible  subdivisional 
methods,  by  States,  and  by  the  total  United  States. 

Planimetric  measurements,  secured  by  means  of  one  of  the  most 
accurate  planimeters  obtainable,  as  well  as  computations  by  square 
degrees  and  fractions  thereof,  have  been  utilized  in  securing  these 
results. 

In  the  following  statement  the  areal  table  given  in  the  annual  report 
of  Division  0,  compiled  in  1894  (United  States  Land  Office,  Annual 
Report,  1898,  p.  161,  et  seq.),  is  designated  as  Table  C;  a  kindred  table 
adopted  by  Division  E  (p.  215,  same  report)  is  referred  to  as  Table  E, 
and  the  accompanying  table,  recently  compiled  by  this  division,  is 
mentioned  as  Table  L. 
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The  differences  between  Tables  G  and  L  are  immaterial,  and  can 
largely  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  totals  by  land  districts  in 
the  former  table,  while  contemplating  the  areas  of  recently  enlarged  or 
diminished  land  districts,  in  several  cases  do  not  provide  for  the  corre- 
sponding reduction  or  enlargement  of  contiguous  land  districts,  as  well 
as  by  the  fact  that  the  same  degree  of  refinement  was  not  observed  in 
Table  0  with  reference  to  obtaining  water  areas  as  was  applied  to  the 
computations  which  form  the  basis  for  Table  L.  As  an  example,  the 
State  of  Nebraska  is  taken.  By  aggregating  the  areas  given  on 
the  separate  township  plats  of  this  State  (the  total  area  thereof  being 
practically  surveyed)  the  following  figures  for  total  areas  are  obtained:

Should  the  water  surface  area  of  streams  and  small  lakes  or  ponds  not 
meandered  on  the  plats,  which  on  such  plats  is  included  in  the  land  sur- 
face area  in  Table  C,  be  subtracted  from  the  plat  land  area  and  added  to 
the  plat  water  area,  the  difference  in  results  as  between  the  planimetric 
measurements  and  aggregate  of  plat  areas  would  not  be  material. 

With  reference  to  material  differences  existing  between  Tables  E  and 
L,  and  as  an  example,  allusion  is  made  to  this  same  State  (Nebraska). 
In  Table  E  the  total  area  is  given  as  47,468,800  acres;  counter  to  this 
we  have  from  plats  as  above  stated  49,626,188  acres,  evidencing  an 
error  in  Table  E  of  2,157,388  acres,  or  3,371  square  miles — a  very  mate- 
rial and  totally  irreconcilable  difference. 

To  further  accentuate  the  inaccuracy  of  Table  E,  reference  is  made  to 
the  States  of  Colorado  and  Utah,  both  of  which  are  limited  on  all  sides 
by  parallels  of  latitude  and  meridians  of  longitude.  Their  areas, 
obtainable  by  means  of  a  simple  computation  by  square  degrees,  can  be 
ascertained  to  within  a  fraction  of  a  square  mile.  Errors,  however,  are 
found  in  Table  E  of  575  square  miles  for  Colorado  and  506  square  miles 
for  Utah. 

Other  existing  errors  in  Table  E  could  be  pointed  out,  but  as  a  chain 
is  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link,  the  above  instances  are  deemed  to  be 
sufficient  to  show  its  unreliability  and  uselessness  as  a  reference  table. 
This  Table  E  seems  to  have  no  authentic  foundation  upon  which  to 
stand;  still  the  returns  of  various  officials,  as  submitted  from  time  to 
time  to  this  office,  of  total  surveyed  areas  (of  States  wherein  the  sur- 
veys have  been  completed),  or  of  remaining  unsurveyed  areas  (in  States 
not  yet  completely  surveyed),  have  been  made  to  conform  to  the  largely 
conjectural  statements  of  areas  as  given  in  this  ancient  and  unreliable 
list  to  the  exactitude  of  a  square  acre. 
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It  is  suggested  that  if  deemed  expedient  a  recommendation  be  made 
to  have  Table  L  of  areas  adopted  by  the  various  bureaus  of  this 
Department. 

It  is  deemed  expedient  to  state,  in  conclusion,  that  the  amount  of 
work  accomplished  by  this  division  during  this  fiscal  year  largely  excels 
that  of  any  year  in  its  history,  and  that  this  result  has  been  obtained 
without  an  increase  in  the  force  of  draftsmen.

Seventeen  hundred  and  twelve  mineral  and  mill- site  patents  were 
issued  during  the  year,  a  number  exceeded  only  in  1883, 1891,  and  1892, 
and  the  number  of  mining  claims  patented,  3,853,  is  greater  than  in 
any  year  except  1892.

Fourteen  hundred  and  six  mineral  entries  were  made  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30, 1899,  a  decrease  of  219  entries  from  the  preceding 
year,  yet  an  increase  of  170  entries  over  the  year  1897,  and  exceeded 
only  in  the  years  1882,  1883,  1884,  1885,  and  1898.  Considering  that 
the  very  large  number  of  entries  made  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1898,  was  somewhat  above  the  normal,  the  showing  is  a  good 
one,  and  indicates  a  very  healthy  condition  of  the  mining  industry. 
There  are  no  reliable  data  at  hand  from  which  to  estimate  the  amount 
of  gold  taken  from  the  Yukon  country  in  Alaska;  no  mining  claims 
have  been  received  from  that  region,  but  now  that  United  States  land 
offices  have  been  opened  for  business  at  Circle  City  and  Peavy,  another 
year  will  disclose  whether  or  not  the  miners  in  that  district  are  desirous 
of  proving  up,  paying  for,  and  acquiring  title  to  their  claims.

The  original  act  provided  that  surveyed  lands  should  be  first  exam- 
ined and  classified,  and  this  order  has  been  followed  in  each  land  dis- 
trict. The  act  of  March  3,  1899,  extending  the  time  within  which  to 
complete  the  classification,  provides  that  the  work  of  the  commissioners 
shall  be  completed  and  the  commissioners  discharged  on  or  before  the 
31st  day  of  October,  1899.  It  is  expected  that  by  that  date  all  of  the 
surveyed  lands,  except  perhaps  a  few  isolated  tracts,  and  practically 
all  of  the  lands  within  the  primary  limits  of  the  grant  to  the  railroad 
company  will  have  been  classified,  leaving,  if  any,  only  lands  within 
the  indemnity  limits  in  mountainous  regions  remote  from  settlement.

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INCREASE   IN   MINERAL   AND   MILL-SITE   PATENTS  ISSUED. 

My  report  shows  an  increase,  both  in  work  received  and  work  done, 
over  the  last  fiscal  year.

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  work  received  during  the  year  of 
about  20  per  cent  over  the  year  1898.  This  increase  has  been  expedi- 
tiously handled,  and  all  work  in  the  division  is  now  up  to  date,  and  as 
a  result  no  complaints  are  made  by  claimants  that  their  claims  do  not 
receive  prompt  attention.  Such  complaints  were,  in  1897  and  £>rior 
thereto,  frequent,  owing  to  the  many  months  which  were  permitted  to 
elapse  after  the  receipt  of  a  case  before  action  thereon  was  taken. 
This  delay  worked  to  hold  valuable  interests  in  abeyance  for  months, 
and  caused  great  monetary  loss  in  retarding  the  development,  and  often 
capitalization,  of  recognized  valuable  mining  property.  This  condition 
was  noticed  in  my  last  report,  and  it  was  possible  there  to  say  that  all 
work  had  been  brought  up  to  within  sixty  days,  which  under  the 
practice  was  considered  the  minimum  of  time  which  must  elapse  before 
action  should  be  taken.  Believing  that  the  interests  mentioned,  and 
the  public  interests  also,  would  be  better  served  by  reducing  this 
time,  that  advance  step  has  been  taken  and  the  force  so  adjusted  that 
within  a  very  short  time  all  entries  will  be  examined  and  acted  upon 
at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  the  record  in  this 
office,  and  all  supplemental  proof  upon  its  receipt. 

The  localities  showing  the  greatest  activity  in  the  mining  industry 
are  principally  Cripple  Creek  mining  district,  in  El  Paso  and  Teller 
counties  (Pueblo  land  district);  Boulder,  Clear  Creek,  and  Gilpin 
counties  (Denver  land  district);  Lake  and  Park  counties  (Leadville 
land  district),  and  upper  San  Miguel  County  (Montrose  land  district), 
all  in  Colorado;  in  addition  to  Jefferson,  Silver  Bow,  and  Deer  Lodge 
counties,  Mont. ;  Lawrence  County,  S.  Dak. ;  Colville  Indian  Beserva- 
tion,  in  Ferry  County,  Wash. ;  Salt  Lake  and  Tooele  counties,  Utah; 
Eldorado  and  Calaveras  counties,  Cal.,  and  Shoshone  and  Boise  coun- 
ties, Idaho.

During  the  year  54  special  agents  were  employed  in  the  investiga- 
tion of  fraudulent  land  entries  and  otherwise  protecting  the  public 
lands  from  illegal  appropriation  and  timber  trespass,  and  also  in  the 
examination  of  applications  for  the  sale  of  timber  on  public  lands  under 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1891  (2G  Stat.,  1093),  the  aggre- 
gate length  of  service  being  five  hundred  and  twenty  months  and 
twenty-four  days,  equivalent  to  43  agents  for  the  entire  year  and  one 
agent  for  four  months  and  twenty-four  days. 

PROTECTION  OF  PUBLIC  LANDS. 

Nine  hundred  and  forty-four  cases  were  referred  to  special  agents 
for  investigation.  ITearings  were  ordered  in  102  cases,  1,451  cases 
were  held  for  cancellation,  1,305  canceled,  and  708  examined  and  passed. 
Final  action  was  taken  in  2,130  cases,  and  there  are  now  pending  (June 
30,  1899)  2,499  cases. 

There  are  now  pending  action  in  the  division  351  agents'  reports  on 
land  claims,  25  records  of  hearings,  and  165  registers  and  receivers' 
reports  and  miscellaneous  letters. 

COMPULSORY  ATTENDANCE   OF   WITNESSES. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for  legislation  compelling  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  in  behalf  of  the  Government  in  hearings  before 
district  land  officers  (or  commissioners  appointed  by  them  to  take  testi- 
mony), ordered  exclusively  on  the  reports  of  special  agents  of  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office,  which  matter  has  been  the  subject  of  repeated  recom- 
mendations to  the  Department.  The  greatest  difficulty  special  agents 
of  this  office  have  to  contend  with  in  investigating  alleged  fraudulent 
entries  is  to  procure  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  the  hearings  result- 
ing from  their  adverse  reports.  As  a  rule,  little  difficulty  is  experi- 
enced in  obtaining  information  from  settlers  and  others  in  relation  to 
cases  under  investigation,  but  when  the  parties  who  furnished  the  infor- 
mation are  summoned  to  appear  at  the  hearings  it  is  another  matter. 
This  may  be  attributed  to  three  causes:  (1)  Intimidation  by  parties 
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interested  in  the  land  in  dispute;  (2)  unwillingness  to  testify  openly 
against  their  neighbors,  and  (3)  indifference  resulting  from  the  belief 
that  when  the  information  is  given  the  special  agent  enough  has  been 
done. 

As  a  remedy  for  this  evil,  I  earnestly  recommend  that  Congress  be 
asked  to  pass  a  law  giving  registers  and  receivers  authority  to  issue 
subpoenas  compelling  witnesses  to  appear  before  them  (or  commission- 
ers appointed  by  them  to  take  testimony)  to  testify  in  hearings  ordered 
by  this  office  on  reports  of  special  agents  involving  the  validity  or  bona 
fides  of  entries  on  public  lands,  and  in  cases  of  failure  to  answer  the 
summons  that  the  registers  and  receivers  certify  such  fact  to  the  United 
States  district  judge,  to  whom  authority  should  be  given  to  fine  such 
persons  for  contempt  of  court  in  refusing  to  respond  to  the  summons. 
If  such  authority  were  given  it  would  be  of  incalculable  assistance  to 
the  Government. 

FRAUDULENT   DECLARATORY    STATEMENTS  FOR   COAL  LANDS. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  law  which  authorizes  the  appropria- 
tion of  coal  lands  and  to  the  many  glaring  abuses  thereof.  Section 
2349,  Revised  Statutes,  provides  that — 

All  claims  under  the  preceding  section  (2348)  must  be  presented  to  the  register  of 
the  proper  land  district  within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  actual  possession  and 
the  commencement  of  improvements  on  the  land,  by  the  filing  of  a  declaratory  state- 
ment therefor,  etc., 

and  section  2350  requires  all  persons  claiming  under  section  2348  to 
prove  their  respective  rights  and  pay  for  the  lands  filed  upon  within 
one  year  from  the  time  prescribed  for  filing  their  respective  claims. 

It  has  frequently  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  office  that  gross 
frauds  are  being  perpetrated  by  reason  of  these  coal-declaratory  state- 
ments and  more  especially  in  the  mining  and  selling  of  coal  as  a  result. 

The  mode  of  operation  is  as  follows:  A  person  will  take  possession 
of,  and  commence  improvements  on,  say,  160  acres  of  land,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  sixty  days  file  his  declaratory  statement  wherein  he 
declares  his  intention  to  purchase  as  provided  by  the  act.  During  his 
occupancy  of  the  land  he  will  mine  and  sell  all  the  coal  he  can  get,  and 
just  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  period  (fourteen  months)  in  which  he 
is,  in  a  measure,  protected  under  the  law  in  his  operations,  he  will 
relinquish  his  claim  and  some  member  of  his  immediate  family,  or  a 
relative,  will  file  a  coal-declaratory  statement  and  the  mining  and  sell- 
ing of  coal  will  continue,  and  so  on  for  an  indefinite  period,  or  until  all 
the  coal  on  the  tract  has  been  mined  and  disposed  of. 

In  some  instances  where  members  of  the  family  and  relatives  have 
utilized  their  rights  in  the  manner  stated,  and  the  supply  of  coal  has 
not  been  exhausted,  the  original  claimant  and  operator  will  hire  one  of 
his  employees  to  file  a  coal-declaratory  statement  and  pay  him  $10  or 
$25  for  so  doiug,  and  the  depredation  continues. 
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Special  Agent  T.  E.  Ryan,  in  a  letter  dated  at  Glenwood  Springs, 
Colo.,  February  28,  1898,  mentioned  several  instances  where  the  law 
was  being  thus  violated,  and  stated  that  some  of  the  persons  who  were 
operating  coal  mines  under  the  cloak  of  a  declaratory  statement  had, 
upon  his  advice,  purchased  their  claims  in  accordance  with  their  original 
declarations,  while  others  would  ignore  the  same  and  continue  to  mine 
and  sell  coal. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  Government  does  not,  under  the  law,  confer 
the  right  or  privilege  to  mine  coal  on  public  lands  and  sell  for  specula- 
tive purposes,  any  more  than  the  homestead  law  allows  an  entrymau  to 
cut  and  sell  timber  from  his  unperfected  claim,  yet  when  the  question 
of  prosecuting  for  such  coal  depredation  arises  it  is  invariably  aban- 
doned as  a  needless  undertaking  because  of  the  fact  that  the  law  per- 
mits the  mining  and  selling  of  coal  during  the  lifetime  of  a  declaratory 
statement. 

As  a  remedy  for  this  evil  I  earnestly  recommend  that  Congress  be 
requested  to  pass  a  law  amending  section  2350  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  2350.  The  three  preceding  sections  shall  he  held  to  authorize  only  one  entry 
hy  the  same  person  or  association  of  persons;  and  no  association  of  persons  any 
member  of  which  shall  have  taken  the  benefit  of  such  sections,  either  as  an  individual 
or  as  a  member  of  any  other  association,  shall  enter  or  hold  any  other  lands  under 
their  provisions;  and  all  persons  claiming  under  section  twenty-three  hundred  and 
forty-eight  shall  be  required  to  prove  their  respective  rights  and  pay  for  the  lands 
filed  upon  within  ninety  days  from  the  time  prescribed  for  filing  their  respective 
claims;  that  upon  failure  to  file  the  proper  notice,  or  to  pay  for  the  land  within  the 
required  period,  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  entry  by  any  other  qualified  applicant; 
and  that  the  sale  or  removal  of  coal  from  such  lands  prior  to  payment  therefor  is 
hereby  prohibited.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  three  times  the  value  of  the  coal  extracted  from  the 
land,  and,  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine,  shall  be  imprisoned  for  not  less  than 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  six  months.

In  creating  the  new  reservations  in  Arizona,  the  region  which  includes 
lands  falling  within  the  grant  to  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  .Railroad  was 
set  apart  in  a  proclamation  which  reserved  in  express  terms  the  even- 
numbered  sections  only  in  each  township,  thus  making  a  separate 
reservation  of  each  even-numbered  section,  all  of  which  were  grouped 
under  the  general  name  of  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  Forest 
Eeserves.  This  action  was  taken  to  guard  against  any  complications 
that  might  arise  from  the  inclusion  of  a  large  area  of  railroad  lands, 
since,  as  pointed  out  in  my  last  annual  report,  the  provision  in  the  act 
of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  34-36),  for  the  selection  of  lieu  lands  for 
relinquished  tracts  in  forest  reserves,  is  being  largely  taken  advantage 
of  in  a  speculative  way  by  the  holders  of  tracts  acquired  by  purchase 
from  railroad  corporations  and  others. 

A  similar  course  was  pursued  in  creating  the  Gallatin  Forest  Reserves 
in  Montana,  the  even-numbered  sections  in  each  township  being  spe- 
cifically reserved,  with  a  view  to  excluding  from  reservation  the  odd- 
numbered  sections,  which,  under  the  grant  to  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad,  fall  to  that  road. 

The  areas  of  these  two  groups  of  reserves,  as  given  in  the  above 
table,  present,  accordingly,  the  number  of  acres  in  the  even-numbered 
sections  only. 

By  proclamation  issued  September  19, 1898,  the  area  embraced  in  the 
Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve  was  considerably  enlarged,  which  action 
was  taken  after  careful  consideration  in  the  field  and  consultation  with 
the  people  of  that  region  who  would  be  affected  by  the  changes. 

The  reserve,  as  created  February  22,  1897,  contained  967,680  acres 
in  the  State  of  South  Dakota.  The  changes  in  area  effected  by  the 
proclamation  of  September  19, 1898,  eliminated  from  the  reserve  159,360 
acres  in  the  southwest  corner  and  7,680  acres  in  the  southeast  corner, 
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the  reasons  for  these  exclusions  being  that  the  lands  are  practically 
devoid  of  timber  and  of  such  a  character  as  will  not  foster  forest  growth. 
On  the  north  and  west  of  the  reserve  an  extensive  area  was  added, 
amounting  to  433,440  acres,  which  extends  over  into  Wyoming,  cover- 
ing an  area  there  of  45,600  acres.  At  the  special  request  of  the  resi- 
dents of  the  Dead  wood  district,  there  was  eliminated  from  reservation 
and  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  proclamation  an  area  contain- 
ing 22,400  acres.  Altogether,  the  reserve,  as  it  now  stands,  contains 
1,211,680  acres. 

By  proclamation  issued  January  30,  1899,  the  area  of  the  Trabuco 
Canyon  Forest  Reserve  was  also  enlarged,  as  the  result  of  a  petition  by 
a  number  of  prominent  citizens  owning  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
reserve.  It  was  urged  by  the  petitioners  that  the  addition  to  the  reserve 
of  the  tract  recommended  would  have  a  tendency  to  reduce  the  danger 
from  timber  and  brush  fires  during  dry  seasons,  which  are  very  destruc- 
tive to  the  water  flow  in  that  region,  which  claims  were  sustained  by 
the  result  of  an  official  examination  of  the  region.  The  total  area 
added  to  the  reserve  embraces  about  60,000  acres  of  land,  lying  mainly 
on  the  southwest  slope  of  the  Santa  Ana  Eange  of  mountains,  which 
serves  as  the  watershed  for  various  streams  flowing  toward  the  coast. 

The  Mount  Rainier  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  State  of  Washington,  was 
reduced  in  area  by  the  elimination  therefrom  of  a  tract  18  miles  square, 
containing  207,360  acres,  which  was  set  apart  by  the  act  of  March  2, 
1899  (30  Stat.,  993),  as  the  Mount  Rainier  National  Park.  The  area  of 
the  forest  reservation,  as  it  now  stands,  is  about  2,027,520  acres. 

A  slight  diminution  in  the  area  of  the  Washington  Forest  Reserve,  in 
the  State  of  Washington,  was  also  made,  as  follows:  Upon  request 
received  from  the  honorable  Commissioner  of  Fish  and  Fisheries  this 
office  recommended  to  the  Department  that  Baker  Lake,  which  is  about 
1£  miles  long  by  1J  miles  wide,  and  certain  surrounding  lands,  situated 
within  the  limits  of  the  Washington  Forest  Reserve,  be  withdrawn 
from  the  reservation  and  set  aside  for  a  fish-culture  station j  which 
resulted  in  the  following  Executive  order  being  issued : 

Executive  Mansion,  May  10,  1899. 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  4,  1897 
(30  Stat.,  36),  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  thereby  given,  and  on  the  recommenda- 
tion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  Baker  Lake  and  the 
surrounding  lands  within  one-half  mile  of  the  shore  thereof,  within  the  limits  of 
the  Washington  Forest  Reserve,  State  of  Washington,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  with- 
drawn from  the  operation  of  the  proclamation  dated  February  22,  1897,  creating 
such  reserve,  and  are  hereby  reserved  and  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  United  States 
Commission  of  Fish  and  Fisheries  for  the  purposes  of  a  fish-cultural  station :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  lake  and  surrounding  lands  above  described  shall  again  become 
subject  to  the  operation  of  the  proclamation  creating  the  Washington  Forest  Reserve 
whenever  the  use  thereof  for  fish-cultural  purposes  shall  be   abandoned   by  the 

United  States  Commission  of  Fish  and  Fisheries.

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REASONS  FOR   CREATING   THE   NEW  RESERVES. 

The  San  Francisco  Mountains  Forest  Reserves  and  the  Black  Mesa 
Forest  Reserve,  in  Arizona. — In  May,  1897,  this  office  received,  by  ref- 
erence from  the  President,  through  the  Department,  a  certified  copy  of 
a  joint  memorial  of  the  legislature  of  Arizona,  addressed  to  Congress, 
praying  that  a  sufficient  area  of  the  unclaimed  and  unappropriated 
timber  lauds  on  the  mountains  and  watersheds  in  Arizona  be  set  apart 
to  retain  needed  water  supplies  in  the  interest  of  irrigation  in  that  Ter- 
ritory. Subsequently  information  was  received  to  the  effect  that  simi- 
lar action  had  been  taken  by  the  Phoenix  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
matter  being  one  of  great  importance  to  the  settlers  located  in  the  Salt 
River  Valley. 

An  official  examination  resulted  in  a  report,  in  regard  to  the  general 
region  of  country  including  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  and  covering 
the  head  waters  of  the  chief  tributaries  of  the  Salt,  Verde,  Agua  Fria, 
and  Gila  rivers,  and  Arizona,  to  the  effect  that  the  mountain  ranges  of 
those  districts  are  among  the  highest  in  Arizona,  on  which  the  annual 
snowfall  is  the  heaviest,  and  that  the  timber  thereon  serves  as  a  means 
of  great  protection  to  the  summer  water  supply,  a  fact  relied  upon  in 
the  agricultural  valleys  of  the  Salt  and  Verde  rivers,  which  is  the  most 
extensive  farming  section  in  the  Territory,  covering  with  its  watersheds 
an  area  of  probably  over  25,000,000  acres.  The  reservation  of  lands 
in  this  general  region  of  country  was  also  favorably  reported  upon  by 
the  Geological  Survey;  and  the  fact  that  the  northwestern  portion  of 
the  district  is  traversed  by  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Railroad,  which 
takes  under  its  grant  the  alternate  sections  of  a  considerable  portion 
of  same,  furnished  an  added  reason  for  reserving  the  remaining  lands, 
since  a  full  supply  of  timber  to  meet  all  local  needs  could  be  readily 
secured  from  these  railroad  lands. 

As  the  result  of  careful  official  inquiry  into  the  matter,  the  group  of 
reservations  known  as  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  Forest  Reserves 
and  the  adjoining  reservation,  known  as  the  Black  Mesa  Reserve,  were 
created  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona. 

The  Gila  River  Forest  Reserve  in  New  Mexico. — The  importance  of 
protecting  the  head  waters  of  various  other  tributaries  to  the  Gila  River 
having  their  origin  across  the  boundary  line,  in  the  Territory  of  New 
Mexico,  led  to  an  official  examination  of  the  general  region  in  western 
New  Mexico,  which  includes  the  Mogollon,  San  Francisco,  Black,  and 
other  ranges  of  mountains  serving  as  watersheds  for  the  head  waters  of 
and  various  tributaries  to  the  Gila,  San  Francisco,  Tularosa,  and 
Mimbres  rivers  and  other  streams.  The  report  thereon  showed,  in 
regard  to  the  importance  of  conserving  the  water  flow  throughout  this 
region,  as  follows : 

In  order  to  secure  the  proper  development  of  the  vast  agricultural  regions  of  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona  ou  the  plains  helow  this  mountainous  region,  it  is  necessary  to 
protect  and  conserve  the  water  supply  of  the  head  waters  of  these  various  streams. 
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The  Mimbres  River,  which  contains  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  until  it 
reaches  the  south  end  of  the  Black  Range  of  mountains,  goes  entirely  dry  soon  after 
reaching  the  plains  below,  and  before  reaching  the  town  of  Deming.  For  many  miles 
in  every  direction  from  Deming  the  whole  country  is  a  vast  arid  desert,  which  needs 
only  water  to  convert  it  into  a  fertile  region. 

Vast  areas  of  land  in  Arizona  are  dependent  upon  the  Gila  and  San  Francisco 
rivers  for  their  water  supply,  and  the  extent  of  their  arable  lands  is  defined  by  the 
amount  of  water  obtained  from  these  sources  when  needed. 

It  was  clearly  shown  that  the  interests  to  be  conserved  by  the 
establishment  of  the  proposed  reserve  were  not  confined  to  the  limits 
of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  but  were  far  more  wide-reaching, 
involving,  in  fact,  the  future  development  of  the  entire  southern  por- 
tion of  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  which  is  dependent  upon  the  Gila 
Eiver  as  the  one  great  life-giving  artery  of  that  arid  region. 

The  Gila  Eiver  Forest  Eeserve,  embracing  2,327,040  acres,  in  western 
New  Mexico,  was  accordingly  established  by  proclamation  issued  March 
2,  1899. 

It  is  a  matter  of  interest  to  note  that  several  of  the  ancient  Cliff 
Dwellers'  caves  are  found  within  this  reserve,  along  the  Middle  and 
West  Forks  of  the  Gila  Eiver. 

The  Fish  Lake  Forest  Reserve  in  Utah. — A  bill  was  introduced  in  the 
Fifty-fifth  Congress,  second  session  (H.  E.  No.  9601),  to  grant  to  the 
State  of  Utah  certain  described  lauds  in  the  vicinity  of  Fish  Lake, 
Sevier  County,  Utah,  for  public  park  purposes,  which  bill  originated  in 
a  memorial  to  Congress  by  the  legislature  of  the  iState,  approved  by  the 
governor,  praying  such  action.  Consideration  of  this  bill  led  finally  to 
the  conclusion  that,  in  view  of  suggested  objections  thereto,  the  inter- 
ests of  the  people  of  Utah  would  be  better  served  by  establishing  a 
forest  reservation,  instead  of  donating  the  lauds  for  a  State  park,  which 
resulted  in  the  creation  of  the  Fish  Lake  Forest  Eeserve,  by  proclama- 
tion issued  February  10, 1899.  The  tract  thus  set  apart  extended  some- 
what the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  park,  the  area  of  the  reserve  being 
about  67,840  acres. 

The  Gallatin  Forest  reserves  in  Montana. — This  group  of  reserves, 
embracing  40,320  acres  of  laud  in  Gallatin  County,  Mont.,  originated 
in  a  request  received  from  the  Montana  Experiment  Station,  at  Boze- 
man,  Mont.,  that  certain  lands  in  that  vicinity  be  set  aside  with  a  view 
to  scientific  experimental  work  along  irrigation  and  forestry  lines  by 
the  Montana  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts. 

An  official  examination  of  that  region  fully  established  the  especial 
fitness  of  these  lands,  as  claimed  in  the  request,  for  forest-reserve 
purposes. 

Lake  Tahoe  Forest  Reserve  in  California. — In  the  fall  of  1896  petitions 
and  requests  were  received  iu  this  Department,  through  Hon.  George 
C.  Perkins  (United  States  Senate),  Hon.  Stephen  M.  White  (United 
States  Senate),  the  Leland  Stanford  Junior  University,  the  University 
of  California  (including  the  Lick  Observatory),  the  Sierra  Club,  and 
7430 7 
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other  citizens  of  California,  to  have  certain  lands  in  Eldorado  County, 
Cal.,  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Lake  Tahoe,  reserved  from  farther 
disposal  and  set  apart  as  a  public  park.  A  petition  to  the  same  effect 
was  also  received  from  residents  of  Carson  City,  Nev.,  among  the 
signers  of  the  petition  being  the  governor  of  Nevada,  chief  justice  of 
the  supreme  court  of  the  State,  State  treasurer,  attorney-general,  and 
other  State  officers. 

An  official  examination  of  the  region  was  ordered  with  a  view  to 
determining  the  advisability  of  setting  it  apart  as  a  forest  reserve, 
which  resulted  in  a  report  setting  forth  the  following  facts: 

The  elevation  of  Lake  Tahoe  is  6,200  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  all  of  the 
land  in  the  proposed  reservation  is  at  a  still  higher  elevation,  and  consequently  is 
only  free  from  snow  in  the  lower  portion  for  about  four  months  in  the  year. 
Included  in  the  territory  are  mountains  which  are  never  free  from  snow. 

The  scenic  features  of  the  proposed  territory  are  of  the  finest  possible  description 
and  will  attract  tourists  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  highest  mountains 
between  Lassens  Butte,  on  the  north,  and  the  Yosemite  Reservation,  ou  the  south,  a 
distance  of  several  hundred  miles,  are  included  within  this  proposed  reservation,  as 
will  appear  from  a  map  of  the  Sierra  Valley. 

Fine  forests  of  pine  and  fir  are  scattered  throughout  the  proposed  reservation  and 
constitute  one  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  landscape. 

The  general  elevation  is  too  great  for  dense  forests  of  pine,  or  pine  of  as  large 
growth  as  may  be  found  in  the  Sierras  at  a  lower  plane,  but  the  forests  are  interesting 
and  exceedingly  valuable  in  preventing  the  rapid  melting  of  the  snows. 

The  land  is  of  no  possible  value  except  for  grazing  purposes  in  the  narrow  valleys 
during  three  or  four  months  of  the  year. 

Scattered  through  this  region  are  many  lakes.  Some  of  them  have  been  stocked 
with  fish  and  have  become  a  place  of  considerable  resort  for  mountain  lovers. 

If  this  plan  of  making  a  forest  reservation  is  carried  out  it  will  be  the  most  con- 
venient of  access  of  any  reservation  in  California  and  will  be  much  more  visited 
than  any  other,  and  a  great  national  park  established,  easily  accessible  to  all  people, 
and  will  be  much  more  visited  than  any  other. 

The  region  is  so  attractive  that  already  many  hotels  and  watering  places  have 
been  established  and  seem  to  receive  a  large  patronage.  Benefit  will  result  to  all 
the  people  of  the  United  States  by  the  establishment  of  such  a  national  park  for 
their  use,  and  as  time  passes  these  benefits  will  be  more  and  more  appreciated. 

After  a  further  examination  and  reconsideration  of  suggested  bounda- 
ries, upon  various  requests  received,  it  was  recommended,  as  satisfac- 
tory to  all  interested,  that  an  area  of  about  136,335  acres,  adjoining 
Lake  Tahoe,  in  California,  be  set  apart  as  a  forest  reserve,  which 
resulted  in  a  proclamation  being  issued  April  13,  1899,  creating  the 
Lake  Tahoe  Forest  Reserve,  embracing  the  area  recommended. 

EXTENSION  OF  THE  MOUNT  RAINIER  NATIONAL  PARK  RECOMMENDED. 

One  of  the  most  important  measures  taken  during  the  past  year  in 
connection  with  forest  reservations  was  the  action  of  Congress  in  with- 
drawing from  the  Mount  Eainier  Forest  Reserve  a  portion  of  the  region 
immediately  surrounding  Mount  Rainier  and  setting  it  apart  as  a 
national  park. 
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The  peculiar  features  of  this  region  demand  protection  of  a  widely- 
different  and  much  more  stringent  nature  than  that  afforded  a  forest 
reservation.  The  forests  that  clothe  the  slope  and  foothills  of  Mount 
Rainier  require,  as  great  regulators  of  floods,  to  be  preserved  abso- 
lutely untouched,  while  the  fact  of  the  presence  of  arctic  animals  in 
that  region  calls  for  extraordinary  measures  to  insure  to  them  proper 
protection. 

The  importance  attaching  to  effective  measures  to  preserve  these 
arctic  forms  of  life  was  strikingly  set  forth  in  the  memorial  presented 
to  the  United  States  Senate  from  committees  appoiuted  by  several  of 
the  scientific  societies  of  the  United  States,1  which  reads  on  this  point 
as  follows : 

But  Mount  Tacoma  (Mount  Rainier)  is  single  not  merely  because  it  is  superbly- 
majestic;  it  is  an  arctic  island  in  a  temperate  zone.  In  a  bygone  age  an  arctic  cli- 
mate prevailed  over  the  Northwest  and  glaciers  covered  the  Cascade  Range.  Arctic 
animals  and  arctic  plants  then  lived  throughout  the  region.  As  the  climate  became 
milder  and  glaciers  melted,  the  creatures  of  the  cold  climate  were  limited  in  their 
geographic  range  to  the  districts  of  the  shrinking  glaciers.  On  the  great  peak  the 
glaciers  linger  still.  They  give  to  it  its  greatest  beauty.  They  are  themselves  mag- 
nificent, and  with  them  survives  a  colony  of  arctic  animals  and  plants  which  can 
not  exist  in  the  temperate  climate  of  the  less  lofty  mountains.  These  arctic  forms 
are  as  effectually  isolated  as  shipwrecked  sailors  on  an  island  in  midocean.  There 
is  no  refuge  for  them  beyond  their  haunts  on  ice-bound  cliffs.  But  even  there  the 
birds  and  animals  are  no  longer  safe  from  the  keen  sportsman,  and  the  few  survivors 
must  soon  be  exterminated  unless  protected  by  the  Government  in  a  national  park. 

The  necessity  of  having  this  unique  peak  and  its  environs  preserved 
in  a  state  of  nature  has  for  years  attracted  much  attention,  not  only  in 
this  country  but  abroad,  and  the  matter  of  setting  it  apart  as  a  national 
park  has  long  been  one  of  international  interest,  eminent  scientists  of 
England  and  Germany  being  among  the  promoters  of  the  move. 

In  view  of  the  great  importance  thus  attaching  to  the  subject,  I  regret 
to  report  that  the  area  set  apart'fails  to  embrace  all  of  the  features  of 
that  region  which  it  is  desirable  to  have  included.  Certain  districts 
have  been  omitted  which  belong  more  rightly  within  a  national  park 
than  to  a  forest  reserve,  and  as  such  should  not  be  left  without  the 
protection  of  the  park. 

Upon  this  point  the  views  of  Mr.  Bailey  Willis,  of  the  Geological  Sur- 
vey, are  of  especial  value.  In  an  article  in  the  May,  1899,  issue  of  The 
Forester,  compiled  partly  from  official  data,  Mr.  Willis  states  as  follows: 

The  boundaries  to  the  park  as  now  established  by  law  are  not  well  considered  for 
its  future  development.  They  are  too  limited.  They  fail  to  include  districts  whose 
scenic  aspects  are  essential  to  the  unity  of  the  park,  and  whose  features  should  not 
be  left  outside  of  its  protection.  This  is  most  especially  true  of  the  western  limit,  and 
it  is  to  some  extent  true  of  the  northern  and  southern  bounds. 

According  to  the  best  information  available,  the  western  boundary  of  the  estab- 
lished park  traverses  the  spurs  of  Mount  Rainier  at  altitudes  which  range  from  2,500 
feet  in  the  canyons  to  about  7,000  feet  on  the  ridges.  The  extremities  of  several 
notable  glaciers  probably  extend  to  or  beyond  the  park  limit.     The  valley  of  the

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head  waters  of  the  South  Fork  of  the  Puyallup  has  a  northwest  course  in  the  3-mile 
strip  which  lies  west  of  the  National  Park  and  within  the  boundary  of  the  Rainier 
Forest  Reserve.  The  most  accessible  route  for  communication  around  the  mountain 
from  the  Nisqually  Valley  to  Spray  Falls  Park  should  cross  the  low  divide  north  of 
the  Nisqually  and  traverse  this  valley  of  the  South  Puyallup.  Such  a  route  should 
be  within  the  park  limits.  The  valley  of  the  Puyallup  is  heavily  timbered,  and  if 
preserved  within  the  National  Park  may  be  protected  from  those  operations  of  the 
lumbermen  which  it  is  part  of  the  economic  policy  of  the  forest  reserve  to  a  certain 
extent  to  promote.  It  is  not  much  to  demand  that  the  virgin  forest  within  a  strip 
3  miles  wide  by  18  miles  long  should  be  preserved  for  all  time  to  come. 

North  of  Mount  Rainier  lies  a  group  of  jagged  peaks  rising  to  elevations  of  7,000 
to  8,000  feet,  known  as  the  Sluiskin  Mountains.  The  boundary  of  the  established 
park  crosses  these  summits  apparently  through  the  highest  peaks  of  the  group.  It 
may  probably  be  desirable  to  extend  the  National  Park  northward  approximately  6 
miles  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  forest  reserve.  The  northeast  corner  of  the 
established  park  probably  includes  some  portion  of  the  Summit  mining  district, 
which  is  separated  from  Rainier  by  a  high  spur  of  the  Cascade  Range.  It  may  be 
necessary  here  to  curtail  the  limits  of  the  park  in  such  manner  as  to  exclude  the 
mining  district. 

It  has  already  been  stated  that  the  Cowlitz  Pass  should  be  left  open  for  railroad 
construction,  but  in  order  that  the  routes  into  the  park  may  have  a  rational  devel- 
opment it  is  desirable  that  the  park  boundary  on  the  east  should  extend  along  the 
summit  of  the  Cascade  Range  southeastward  to  the  Cowlitz  Pass,  and  that  the 
southern  limit  should  follow  thence  down  the  Cowlitz  River  probably  to  the  western 
side  of  the  forest  reserve.  This  will  include  in  the  park  the  Tatoosh  Range,  south 
of  Mount  Rainier.  The  rugged  peaks  of  this  range  form  part  of  the  environment  of 
the  snow  mountain,  and  are  to  some  extent  still  densely  forested.  A  broad  area 
of  burnt  forest  covers  their  northern  portion  and  extends  to  the  headwaters  of  the 
Cowlitz  River.  Under  the  practical  management  of  the  forest  reserve  this  broad 
area  will  be  reforested,  but  it  is  desirable  to  preserve  that  forest  against  future 
cutting,  except  as  may  be  necessary  to  promote  its  proper  growth,  if  the  object  of 
the  National  Park  as  a  tourist  resort  is  to  be  fully  attained. 

If  these  amendments  to  the  boundaries"  should  be  carried  out,  the  northern  and 
western  boundaries  would  remain  straight  lines  artificially  determined  by  United 
States  land  surveys;  the  eastern  boundary  would  be  defiued  by  a  spur  and  the  crest 
of  the  Cascade  Range,  and  the  southern  boundary  by  the  Cowlitz  River.  The  two 
last  are  natural  features,  always  to  be  preferred,  where  practicable,  to  artificial  lines 
extended  across  a  mountainous  country. 

From  all  the  data  available  upon  the  subject,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
I  can  not  do  better  than  indorse  the  recommendation  referred  to;  and 
I  accordingly  recommend  that  the  limits  of  the  park  as  now  established 
be  changed  to  conform  to  the  boundaries  here  suggested. 

EXTENSION   OF   THE   YELLOWSTONE   NATIONAL  PARK  RECOMMENDED. 

In  my  report  for  last  year  I  recommended  that  legislation  be  enacted 
extending  the  limits  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  as  recommended 
in  report  made  January  12,  1898,  by  Col.  S.  B.  M.  Young,  of  the  Third 
United  States  Cavalry,  as  acting  superintendent  of  the  park,  submit- 
ting the  draft  of  a  bill  for  the  extension  of  the  boundaries  of  said  park. 

I  desire  to  renew  my  recommendation  on  this  subject,  which  was,  in 
detail,  as  follows : 

The  boundaries  as  suggested  in  said  bill,  which  are  indicated  on  a  map  accompa- 
nying the  same,  would  extend  the  limits  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  so  as  to 
embrace  the  Yellowstone  Timber-Land  Reserve,  created  by  proclamations  of  March 
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30  and  September  10, 1891,  which  lies  on  the  east  and  south  boundaries  of  the  National 
Park  and  comprises  about  1,914  square  miles;  all  that  portion  of  the  Teton  Forest 
Reserve  lying  east  of  the  summit  of  the  Teton  Range,  and  comprising  about  1,050 
square  miles,  which  reserve  was  created  by  proclamation  of  February  22, 1897,  and 
adjoins  the  Yellowstone  Timber-Land  Reserve  on  the  south,  together  with  an  unre- 
served area  of  about  30  square  miles  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  park,  in  Idaho, 
and  an  unreserved  area  of  about  280  square  miles  at  the  northwest  corner,  in 
Montana. 

In  the  forest  reserves  are  fine  bodies  of  timber,  which  it  is  important  should  be 
preserved  from  fires  because  of  its  value  as  timber  as  well  as  the  protection  to  water- 
sheds and  against  fires  running  into  the  park. 

It  is  reported  that  during  the  winter  months  the  large  game  from  the  National 
Park  herd  to  a  very  considerable  extent  in  the  areas  now  under  consideration,  aud 
they  should  have  all  protection  possible  from  destruction  by  marauders,  who  are  con- 
stantly on  the  watch  for  game  as  it  roams  out  of  the  park  limits.  The  State  game 
laws  are  applicable  to  the  forest  reserves,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  impracticable  to 
prevent  the  killing  of  game  in  the  reserves  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  it  is  x^rohibited  in  the  park. 

The  superior  discipline  of  regular  troops  makes  a  more  effective  patrol  than  the 
civil  forest  officers,  and  cavalry  can  cover  a  greater  extent  of  territory  with  more 
expedition  and  is  better  able  to  cope  with  trespassers  than  are  forest  rangers. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  protecting  this  country,  which  has  an  international 
reputation  on  account  of  its  scenic  beauties,  and  to  throw  additional  safeguards 
about  the  big  game,  whose  natural  home  is  the  National  Park,  and  to  protect  more 
effectually  the  timber  embraced  in  the  forest  reserves  adjoining  the  park,  I  think  it 
a  wise  policy  that  the  areas  I  have  herein  described  be  embraced  in  and  placed  under 
the  laws  and  management  relating  to  the  Yellowstone  National  Park. 

PATROL    OF   RESERVES. 

In  my  last  ariDual  report  it  was  stated  that  since  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  "the  increased  appropriations,  which  became  available  July 
1,  1898,  have  admitted  of  a  considerable  expansion  of  the  service, 
enabling  the  office  to  place  a  graded  force  of  officers  in  control  of  the 
reserves."  This  force  consists  of  forest  superintendents,  forest  super- 
visors, and  forest  rangers. 

The  reservations  were  grouped  into  districts,  with  a  forest  superin- 
tendent in  charge  of  each,  who  is  directly  responsible  to  this  office  for 
the  proper  administration  of  the  reserves  under  his  care.  Each  superin- 
tendent's district  is  divided  into  supervisors'  districts,  the  number 
depending  upon  the  number  of  reserves  and  the  difficulties  of  supervi- 
sion, and  for  each  district  a  supervisor  is  appointed  who  has  imme- 
diate charge  thereof,  under  the  general  supervision  and  direction  of 
the  superintendent.  Each  reserve  is  then  divided  into  rangers'  subdi- 
visions, and  forest  rangers,  who  are  under  the  personal  direction  of  the 
supervisors,  are  assigned  to  these  divisions,  their  primary  duty  being 
to  patrol  the  reserves  to  prevent  forest  fires  and  trespasses  and  depre- 
dations from  all  sources. 

The  organization  of  the  force  began  early  in  July,  1898,  but  the  for- 
est superintendents  did  not  enter  on  duty,  on  the  average,  until  about 
August  8, 1898,  and  the  supervisors  at  a  little  later  date.  The  rangers 
were  appointed  as  fast  as  suitable  men  conld  be  selected.  This  force 
was  not,  therefore,  organized  at  a  sufficiently  early  date  to  deal  with  the 
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most  trying  period  in  the  reserves,  which  begins,  in  some  portions  of 
the  country,  not  later  than  June  1 ;  in  other  portions  about  July  1  and 
in  the  remainder  of  the  reserves  about  July  15.  The  force  of  super- 
visors and  rangers  was  made  a  flexible  one,  to  conform  to  the  necessi- 
ties in  each  case.  The  experience  of  the  year  has  shown  that  the  largest 
number  of  rangers  should  be  employed  from  July  15  to  October  15. 

The  maximum  force  during  the  calendar  year  1898  was:  Superin- 
tendents, 11  ;  supervisors,  34,  and  rangers,  215.  This  force  was  gradu- 
ally decreased  until,  on  January  1, 1899,  there  was  but  10  superintend- 
ents, 17  supervisors,  and  50  rangers. 

On  June  1,  1899,  there  were  9  superintendents,  35  supervisors,  and 
157  rangers.  At  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal  year,  July  1, 1899,  there 
are  in  the  field,  well  equipped,  and  under  full  instructions,  the  result  of 
the  investigations,  reports,  and  experiences  of  the  summer  of  1898,  9 
superintendents,  37  supervisors,  and  250  rangers,  to  serve  until  October 
15,  1899.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  appointment  of  100 
additional  rangers  on  July  15,  to  serve  until  October  15. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  and  subsequent  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
year,  the  territory  to  be  guarded  was  increased  to  the  extent  of  about 
5,000,000  acres  by  the  creation  of  the  six  additional  reserves  and  the 
changes  in  the  areas  of  three  of  the  existing  reserves,  noted  above. 

The  experience  of  this  office  clearly  demonstrates  the  necessity  for 
the  enactment  of  a  law  which  will  empower  the  forest  officers  and 
rangers  to  make  arrests,  on  view  of  the  offense,  for  violations  of  the 
laws  or  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  forest  reserves. 

Persons  have  been  frequently  discovered  by  the  forest  officers  or 
rangers  in  the  act  of  committing  some  gross  violation  of  the  law,  but 
as  the  law  afforded  no  right  of  arrest  there  was  no  remedy  at  hand, 
and  before  the  matter  could  be  laid  before  a  United  States  marshal, 
perhaps  at  great  distance,  the  person  committing  the  offense  was  out 
of  reach.  The  honorable  Attorney-General,  in  his  letter  of  June  13, 
1899,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  says: 

The  statutes  for  the  protection  of  these  forest  reserves  seeni  singularly  deficient  in 
that  they  do  not  provide  any  efficient  means  for  the  arrest  of  persons  violating  the 
laws  or  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  these  reservations. 

His  letter  in  full  is  as  follows : 

Department  of  Justice, 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  13,  1899. 
The  honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  April  25,  1899, 
with  its  inclosed  copies  of  correspondence,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  the 
right  of  supervisors  and  rangers  of  the  United  States  forest  reservations  to  arrest 
thereon,  without  warrant,  persons  violating  the  laws  or  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  your  Department  for  the  protection  of  such  reservations,  and  whether  the  Attor- 
ney-General would  suggest  the  appointment,  by  United  States  marshals,  of  such 
supervisors  and  rangers  as  deputy  marshals  in  order  that  they  might  make  such 
arrests. 

The  statutes  for  the  protection  of  these  forest  reserves  seem  singularly  deficient  in 
that  they  do  not  provide  any  efficient  means  for  the  arrest  of  persons  violating  the 
laws  or  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection  of  these  reservations.     These 
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laws,  rules,  and  regulations  afford  little  of  the  protection  intended,  without  some 
provision  for  the  speedy  arrest  of  persons  violating  them.  The  protection  of  these 
large  territories  is  a  difficult  matter  at  best,  and  is  substantially  impossible  without 
authority  for  the  speedy  arrest  of  persons  committing  depredations  thereon,  or  other- 
wise injuring  them,  for,  in  most  cases,  and  in  the  worst,  before  complaint  could  be 
made,  a  warrant  obtained,  and  an  officer  to  serve  it,  the  damage  would  be  done  and 
the  offender  beyond  reach. 

1  think  that  the  right  of  the  forest  supervisors  and  rangers  to  make  such  arrests 
without  warrant,  even  upon  view  of  the  offense,  is,  at  least,  too  doubtful  to  warrant 
its  exercise.  While  there  is  a  line  of  authorities  holding  that  a  private  person  (and, 
a  fortiori,  such  an  officer)  may  arrest  on  view  for  any  violation  of  the  criminal  law, 
yet,  I  think,  the  better  doctrine  is  as  stated  (2  Am.  and  Eng.  Ency.  L.  (2d  ed.),  869) : 

"The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  declares  that  the  people  shall  'be  secure 
in  their  persons,  houses,  papers,  and  effects  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seiz- 
ures/ and  that  (no  warrants  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath 
or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the  places  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons 
or  things  to  be  seized.7  Except  in  the  cases  where  the  public  security  requires  it,  an 
arrest  without  warrant  has  never  been  lawful — this  exception  has  been  recognized 
only  in  felony  and  in  breaches  of  the  peace  committed  in  the  presence  of  the  one 
arresting." 

Even  if  the  marshals  of  the  different  districts  would  appoint  these  supervisors  and 
rangers  as  deputy  marshals  the  same  rule  would  apply  to  them. 

This  Department  could  not,  with  j>ropriety,  suggest  to  the  marshals  to  make,  such 
appointments.  The  marshals  appoint  their  deputies,  and  are  responsible  upon  their 
official  bonds  for  the  acts  of  such  deputies,  and  might,  naturally,  decline  to  appoint 
persons  of  whose  qualifications,  fitness,  or  responsibility  they  are  ignorant,  and  this 
Department  could  not,  with  propriety,  suggest  that  they  do  so. 

The  remedy,  if  any,  must  be  afforded  by  Congress  in  authorizing  forest  supervisors 
and  rangers  to  arrest  persons  found  violating  the  laws  or  the  rules  and  regulations 
enacted  or  provided  for  the  protection  of  these  forest  reserves.

A  bill,  of  which  the  following  is  a  draft,  or  some  similar  act,  should 
therefore  be  passed  by  Congress: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  forest  officers,  special  agents,  and  other  officers  hav- 
ing authority  in  relation  to  the  protection  of  the  public  lands  and  the  timber 
thereon  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  given,  authority  to  make  arrests,  without  process 
in  hand,  for  the  violation  of  the  laws  or  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  forest 
reserves  or  other  forest  lands  of  the  United  States;  and  any  person  so  arrested  shall 
be  taken  for  trial  before  the  nearest  United  States  commissioner  within  whose  juris- 
diction the  reservation  or  forest  land  is  located. 

FOREST   FIRES. 

The  force  of  forest  rangers  was  not  in  the  field  daring  the  first  part 
of  the  period  when  forest  fires  are  most  numerous ;  and  after  they 
entered  on  duty  it  took  some  time  to  get  them  in  good  working  order 
and  to  so  systematize  their  work  as  to  get  statistical  reports  as  to  fires. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  season  it  seemed  to  be  their  failing  to  consider 
camp  fires  extinguished  by  them  as  of  no  consequence.  General  reports 
from  the  forest  officers  show,  however,  that  numerous  small  camp  and 
other  fires  were  found  left  burning  and  were  put  out  by  the  forest 
rangers. 
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In  addition  to  the  numerous  small  fires  so  reported,  there  have  been 
specifically  reported  by  reserves  981  fires  of  all  classes  which  were  dis- 
covered and  extinguished,  the  area  burned  over  being  131,612  acres, 
and  the  total  extra  expense,  $11,887.75.  These  fires  are  shown,  by 
States,  in  the  following  table,  which  also  shows  the  total  area  in  reserva- 
tion in  each  State :

The  fires  have  been  divided  into  three  classes,  as  follows : 

Fires  of  the  first  class. — Camp  or  small  fires  found  left  burning  which 
were  extinguished  by  the  forest  officers  or  rangers. 

Fires  of  the  second  class. — Fires  which  had  gained  considerable  head- 
way when  discovered  (not  included  in  the  first  class)  which  were 
extinguished. 

Fires  of  the  third  class. — Large  and  important  fires,  requiring  extraor- 
dinary effort,  time,  and  expense  to  extinguish  (not  included  in  the  first 
or  second  class)  which  were  extinguished. 

The  following  table  shows  the  total  number  of  forest  reserve  fires 
specifically  reported,  and  the  number  by  States,  by  classes,  the  area 
burned  over,  the  number  of  men  who  volunteered  and  the  number  who 
were  hired  to  aid  in  extinguishing  the  fires,  together  with  the  extra 
expense.

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This  table  demonstrates  the  efficiency  of  the  forest  force  in  protecting 
the  reserves  from  destruction  by  fires.  When  it  is  considered  that  of 
the  232  fires  of  the  second  and  third  classes  but  9  became  fires  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  be  included  in  the  third  class,  it  must  be  conceded 
that  grand  and  prompt  work  was  done  by  the  forest  officers  and 
patrolmen.  Of  the  9  fires  of  the  third  class,  the  greater  portion  of  the 
extra  labor  and  expense  was  on  account  of  but  3  fires,  2  of  which 
occurred  in  the  San  Gabriel  Reserve  in  California;  so  that,  practically, 
but  3  fires  got  beyond  the  temporary  control  of  the  forest  force,  and 
these  3  fires,  although  costing  several  thousand  dollars,  were  extin- 
guished before  the  vast  destruction  occurred  which  must  have  inevita- 
bly resulted  had  it  not  been  for  the  forest  service. 

The  223  fires  of  the  second  class,  which  had  gained  considerable 
headway  when  discovered,  and  each  one  of  which  was  in  a  condition  to 
sweep  forward  and  do  enormous  damage  if  left  burning,  were  attacked 
so  promptly  and  fought  so  intelligently  that  they  were  extinguished  at 
an  extra  cost  of  about  $14  each  on  the  average,  and  with  an  average 
area  burned  over  of  but  231  acres  each.  Special  reports  from  the  forest 
officers  show  that  but  little  or  no  damage  was  done  by  these  fires,  the  area 
burned  over  being  principally  dead  and  down  timber  and  dead  brush. 
The  said  large  fires  in  the  San  Gabriel  Reserve  were  fully  reported  in 
my  last  annual  report.  In  this  connection  I  have  made  no  mention  of 
the  possible  saving  to  the  reserves  in  the  discovery  and  extinguishment 
of  the  749  camp  fires.  Many  of  these  small  fires,  no  doubt,  would  have 
spread  into  great  forest  fires,  such  as  have  devastated  the  timber 
regions  in  the  past* 

SHEEP   GRAZING. 

In  response  to  the  letters  of  September  16,  1898,  to  forest  superin- 
teudents,  calling  upon  them  to  make  investigations  and  reports  as  to 
the  effect  of  sheep  grazing  on  the  forest  reserves,  the  subjects  covered 
by  said  letters  having  been  set  forth  in  my  last  annual  report,  exhaustive 
reports  were  made  by  the  forest  superintendents  and  supervisors;  and 
in  many  cases  citizens,  public  men,  wool  growers'  associations,  fruit 
growers,  water  associations,  and  others  sent  in  reports  and  petitions 
for  and  against  sheep  grazing  in  the  reserves. 

From  all  the  papers  received  and  representations  made  in  each  case, 
this  office  decided  whether  or  not  it  would  entertain  applications  for 
sheep-grazing  privileges  and  recommend  to  the  honorable  Secretary 
the  issue  of  permits  for  the  same.  If  it  was  found  that  a  reserve  or 
portion  of  a  reserve  where  sheep  were  in  the  habit  of  grazing  would 
not  be  injured,  that  the  protection  and  improvement  of  the  forests  for 
the  imrpose  of  securing  a  permanent  supply  of  timber  for  the  people, 
and  the  conditions  favorable  to  a  continuous  water  flow,  and  that  the 
water  supply  of  the  citizens  would  not  be  adversely  affected  by  the 
presence  of  the  sheep,  this  office  instructed  the  superintendents  that 
applications  would  be  considered.     Only  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
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or  those  who  had  declared  their  intention  to  become  such,  and  who 
were  residents  of  the  State  in  which  the  reserve  was  located,  were  to 
be  allowed  a  grazing  privilege  in  such  reserve.  Each  application  was 
to  receive  the  careful  consideration  of  the  forest  officers  before  approval 
by  them,  the  number  of  sheep,  the  excluded  areas,  and  the  grazing 
period  to  be  specifically  considered. 

A  sample  of  the  permit  which  it  was  "  proposed  to  recommend  to  the 
honorable  Secretary  for  his  approval  in  case  he  approves  of  the  con- 
clusions "  arrived  at  by  this  office  was  sent  to  the  superintendent. 

In  all  cases  where  it  was  determined  that  sheep  would  work  an 
iDJury  to  the  reserves,  the  forest  superintendents  were  advised  that 
they  would  not  be  allowed  therein. 

The  following  are  the  forms  of  the  applications  and  permits :

This  application  is  made  for  my  own  exclusive  use  and  benefit,  and  not  directly  or 
indirectly  for  the  use  of  any  other  person ;  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a 
permit  to  be  sold  or  relinquished  in  any  manner  or  for  any  consideration. 

To  the  best  of  my  information  and  belief  the  pasturing  of  sheep  upon  the  said 
forest  reserve  will  in  no  way  injure  the  reserve,  either  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
a  permanent  supply  of  timber  or  for  insuring  conditions  favorable  to  a  continuous 
water  flow,  provided  there  be  excepted,  and  on  which  sheep  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
intrude,  the  following-described  areas,  localities,  and  tracts,  to  wit:  . 

It  is  my  desire  to  graze  said  sheep  upon  that  part  of  the  reserve  bounded  and 

described  as  follows,  to  wit :  ,  exclusive  of  any  of  the  said  excepted  areas, 

localities,  and  tracts  which  may  fall  within  said  bounds,  and  on  which  there  were 
not  more  than sheep  grazed  during  the  past  season. 

Now  therefore,  I  respectfully  request  that  the  Department  regulations  of  June  30, 
1897,  reissued  August  5, 1898,  be  modified,  and  that  I  be  granted  the  privilege  hereby 
applied  for. 

If  the  pasturing  is  permitted  under  this  application,  I  do  hereby  agree  that  it 

shall  not  begin  earlier  than and  that  it  shall  end  not  later  than ,  1899, 

and  that  the  sheep  shall  not  be  corralled  within  500  yards  of  any  running  stream  or 
living  spring,  and  that  they  shall  not  intrude  on  any  of  the  said  excepted  areas,  or 
on  any  well-known  places  of  public  resort  or  reservoir  supply. 

I  hereby  bind  myself,  my  herders  and  rustlers,  and  other  employees  engaged  in 
caring  for  the  sheep,  while  on  the  reserve,  to  extinguish  all  fires  started  by  any  of 
said  employees  before  leaving  the  vicinity  thereof,  and  to  aid  in  extinguishing  all 
camp  and  forest  fires  within  the  territory  occupied  by  me  or  my  said  employees ;  and 
to  cooperate  generally  with  the  forest  officers  and  rangers  in  protecting  the  reserve 
from  fires  and  depredations,  if  within  my  power  to  do  so,  and  to  give  timely  informa- 
tion thereof  to  the  said  forest  officers  and  rangers. 

I  also  further  agree  that  as  soon  as  my  sheep  enter  the  reserve,  and  thereafter,  I 
will  notify  the  forest  supervisor  in  charge  of  the  reserve  of  their  specific  location, 
and  will  give  a  description  of  the  range  occupied,  to  the  end  that  the  exact  location 
of  the  sheep  at  all  times,  while  in  the  reserve,  may  be  known  to  the  forest  officers. 
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I  also  agree  to  forfeit  the  permit  for  a  violation  of  any  of  its  terms  or  of  the  terms 
hereof;  or  whenever  an  injury  is  being  done  the  reserve  by  reason  of  the  presence 
of  the  sheep  therein.

Sheep-Grazing  Privilege. 

(Act  of  June  4,  1897.) 


DEPARTMENT   OF    THE    INTERIOR, 
U.  S.  GENERAL  LAND  OFFICE, 

Washington,  D.  C,  ~ ,  1899. 

Department  regulations  of  June  30,  1897,  reissued  August  5,  1898,  are  hereby  mod- 
ified so  as  to  allow  the  limited  pasturage  of  sheep  within  the Forest  Reserve: 

Provided,  That  the  sheep  shall  not  intrude  upon  (and  to  which  this  modification  does 
not  extend)  any  place  of  public  resort  or  reservoir  supply,  nor  upon  any  of  the  areas, 
localities,  and  tracts  described  as  follows,  to  wit: 

In  pursuance  of  said  modification,  Mr. ,  of ,  is  hereby  granted 

the  privilege  of  pasturing sheep  within  the  said  reserve,  but  to  be  excluded 

from  the  privilege  of  grazing  upon  all  of  said  excepted  areas,  localities,  and  tracts; 

the  said  pasturing  to  begin  not  earlier  than ,  1899,  and  to  end  not  later  than 

,  1899;  and  the  sheep  not  to  be  corralled  within  500  yards  of  any  running 

stream  or  living  spring. 

This  permit  is  issued  on  the  conditions  that  the  said has,  by  his  appli- 
cation No. ,  dated  ,  1899,  agreed  that  himself,  his  herders,  rustlers,  and 

other  employees  engaged  in  caring  for  the  sheep,  while  on  the  reserve,  shall  extin- 
guish all  fires  started  by  any  of  his  said  employees  before  leaving  the  vicinity  thereof, 
and  to  cooperate  generally,  so  far  as  within  his  power,  with  the  forest  officers  and 
rangers  in  protecting  the  reserve  from  fires  and  depredations :  and  that  as  soon  as 
his  said  sheep  shall  enter  the  reserve,  and  thereafter,  he  will  notify  the  forest  super- 
visor in  charge  of  their  specific  location,  giving  a  description  of  the  range  occupied: 
Provided,  That  this  privilege  is  extended  with  no  obligation  or  agreement  to  main- 
tain an  exclusive  possession  upon  any  part  of  said  reserve  to  any  one  person  or  firm, 
nor  as  to  adjustment  of  any  conflict  as  to  possession. 

For  a  violation  of  any  of  the  terms  hereof,  or  any  of  the  terms  of  the  application  on 
which  it  is  based,  or  wherever  an  injury  is  being  done  the  reserve  by  reason  of  the 
presence  of  the  sheep  therein,  this  permit  will  be  cancelled.

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As  a  result  of  the  examinations  and  reports  made,  this  office  decided 
to  consider  applications  to  graze  sheep  in  portions  of  the  Grand  Can- 
yon Reserve,  Arizona;  San  Francisco  Mountains,  Arizona;  Black  Mesa, 
Arizona;  South  Platte, Colorado ;  Lewis  and  Clarke, Mou tana;  Cascade 
Range,  Oregon ;  Mount  Rainier,  Washington;  Washington,  Washing- 
ton; Big  Horn,  Wyoming,  and  Uintah  in  Utah,  and  to  prohibit  sheep 
in  all  other  reserves,  under  the  existing  rules  and  regulations. 

Applications  were  forwarded  by  the  forest  superintendents  for  the 
privilege  within  the  South  Platte,  Lewis  and  Clarke,  Cascade  Range, 
Mount  Rainier,  Washington,  and  Big  Horn  reserves,  which  applications 
were  approved  by  this  office  and  sent  to  the  honorable  Secretary  with 
recommendations  that  permits  to  graze  sheep  within  the  restricted 
areas  in  the  said  reserves  be  issued  to  the  applicants. 

The  conclusions  of  this  office  were  concurred  in  by  the  Secretary  as 
to  the  Cascade  Range  Reserve  in  Oregon  and  the  Big  Horn  Reserve  in 
Wyoming,  and  permits  to  range  a  limited  number  of  sheep  within  these 
two  reserves  were  duly  issued.  The  Secretary,  however,  declined  to 
approve  permits  for  grazing  within  the  South  Platte,  Lewis  and  Clarke, 
Mount  Rainier,  and  Washington  reserves.  The  forest  superintendents 
have  not  as  yet  (September  5)  sent  up  applications  for  the  Arizona 
reserves  and  the  Uintah  in  Utah. 

Some  of  the  forest  superintendents  recommended  that  a  charge  be 
made  for  the  sheep-grazing  privilege.  It  was  recommended  that  $5  i>er 
1,000  head  be  the  charge  for  grazing  in  the  Mount  Rainier  Reserve  in 
Washington ;  that  the  Uintah  Reserve  in  Utah  be  divided,  and  the 
territory  for  grazing  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder;  that  no  charge  be 
made  for  the  use  of  the  Big  Horn  Reserve  in  Wyoming  unless  a  charge 
be  also  made  for  all  other  live  stock,  and  that  from  1  to  2  cents  per 
head  be  charged  for  grazing  sheep  within  the  Cascade  Range  Reserve 
in  Oregon,  and  from  8  to  10  cents  per  head  for  cattle. 

Thirty-seven  sheep  grazing  leases  made  by  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  in  Washington  cover  197,500  acres  and  produce 
about  $8,365.  In  some  of  the  railroad  leases  the  charge  amounts  to 
from  2J  to  8f  cents  per  head.  The  parties  hire  these  lands  from  the 
railway  company,  and  then  get  the  free  use  of  the  adjoining  Govern- 
ment lands,  and  in  addition,  if  permitted  to  do  so,  would  range  their 
sheep  in  the  reserves. 

It  is  not  thought  that  there  is  any  authority  in  existing  law  which 
empowers  this  office  or  the  Department  to  exact  payment  for  sheep- 
grazing  privileges;  therefore  no  such  requirement  was  imposed  in  the 
cases  where  it  was  decided  to  consider  applications. 

In  all  cases  where  sheep  are  allowed  to  enter  the  reserves  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  should  be  authorized  by  law  to  make  a  reasonable 
charge  therefor,  which  subject  will  be  found  enlarged  upon  under  the 
head  of  u  Needed  legislation,"  on  page  121  hereof. 

The  general  instructions  to  the  forest  officers  and  rangers  require 
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them  to  see  that  sheep  are  kept  out  of  all  reserves  in  which  they  are 
prohibited. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  by  this  Department  as  to  whether  a  crimi- 
nal prosecution  will  lie  to  punish  a  person  who  grazes  sheep  in  a  forest 
reservation  in  violation  of  section  5388,  Revised  Statutes,  amended  by 
act  of  June  4,' 1888  (25  Stat.,  166),  the  Solicitor-General  decided  the 
question  in  the  affirmative. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  his  said  decision : 

Department  of  Justice, 
Washington,  I).  C,  November  17,  1898. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sir  :  Section  5388  of  the  Revised  Statutes  as  amended  by  the  act  of  June  4,  1888 
(25  Stat.,  166),  provides  as  follows : 

"  Every  person  who  unlawfully  cuts,  or  aids,  or  is  employed  in  unlawfully  cutting, 
or  wantonly  destroys  or  procures  to  he  wantonly  destroyed,  any  timber  standing 
upon  the  land  of  the  United  States  which,  in  pursuance  of  law,  may  be  reserved  or 
purchased  for  military  or  other  purposes,  or  upon  any  Indian  reservation,  or  lands 
belonging  to  or  occupied  by  any  tribe  of  Indians  under  authority  of  the  United 
States,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500,  or  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  twelve 
months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. " 

The  act  of  June  4,  1897,  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil 
expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  and  for  other 
purposes/'  provides  (30  Stat.,  35) : 

"The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  make  provisions  for  the  protection  against 
destruction  by  fire  and  depredations  upon  the  public  forests  and  forest  reservations 
which  may  have  been  set  aside  or  which  may  be  hereafter  set  aside  under  the  said 
act  of  March  3,  1891,  and  which  may  be  continued;  and  he  may  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  and  establish  such  service  as  will  insure  the  objects  of  such  reserva- 
tions, namely,  to  regulate  their  occupancy  and  use  and  to  preserve  the  forests 
thereon  from  destruction ;  and  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  such 
rules  and  regulations  shall  be  punished  as  is  provided  for  in  the  act  of  June  4,  1888, 
amending  section  5388  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States." 

Under  the  authority  thus  conferred  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  on  June  30, 1897, 
promulgated  certain  rules  and  regulations  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  occu- 
pancy and  use  of  the  forest  reservations  and  to  preserve  the  forests  thereon  from 
destruction,  among  which  was  the  following: 

"13.  The  pasturing  of  live  stock  on  the  public  lands  in  forest  reservations  will 
not  be  interfered  with  so  long  as  it  appears  that  injury  is  not  being  done  to 
the  forest  growth  and  the  rights  of  others  are  not  thereby»jeopardized.  The  pas- 
turing of  sheep  is,  however,  prohibited  in  all  forest  reservations  except  those  in 
the  States  of  Oregon  and  Washington,  for  the  reason  that  sheep  grazing  has  been 
found  injurious  to  the  forest  cover,  and  therefore  of  serious  consequence  in  regions 
where  the  rainfall  is  limited.  The  exception  in  favor  of  the  States  of  Oregon  and 
Washington  is  made  because  the  continuous  moisture  and  abundant  rainfall  of  the 
Cascade  and  Pacific  coast  ranges  make  rapid  renewal  of  herbage  and  undergrowth 
possible/'  etc. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  you  request  my  opinion  whether  a  criminal  prosecution 
will  lie  to  punish  a  person  who  grazes  sheep  in  a  forest  reservation  in  violation  of 
the  regulation  quoted. 

I  recognize  the  existence  of  the  salutary  rule  that  Congress  can  not  delegate  its 
legislative  power  so  as  to  authorize  an  administrative  officer,  by  the  adoption  of 
regulations,  to  create  an  offense  and  prescribe  its  punishment,  but  here  the  statute 
proclaims  the  punishment  for  an  offense  which,  in  general  terms,  is  defined  by  law, 
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the  regulation  dealing  only  with  a  matter  of  detail  and  administration  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  object  of  the  law.  The  protection  of  the  public  forests  is 
intrusted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  Section  5388  makes  it  an  offense,  punish- 
able by  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  any  person  wantonly  to  destroy  any  timber  on  a 
public  reservation.  In  furtherance  of  this  policy  the  act  of  June  4, 1897,  directs  the 
Secretary  to  make  provision  for  the  protection  of  the  forests  and  authorizes  him  to 
regulate  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  forest  reservations  and  to  preserve  the  forests 
thereon  from  destruction,  making  for  such  purpose  proper  rules  and  regulations. 
Any  violation  of  such  rules  and  regulations  is,  by  the  statute,  made  an  offense  pun- 
ishable as  provided  in  section  5388.  By  this  law  the  control  of  the  occupancy  and 
use  of  these  reservations  is  handed  over  to  the  Secretary  for  the  purpose  of  preserving 
the  forests  thereon,  and  any  occupancy  or  use  in  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  him  is  made  punishable  criminally.  It  seems  to  me  Congress  has  a  right 
to  do  that.  Suppose  Congress  had  provided  that  the  occupation  or  use  of  a  forest 
reservation  by  any  person  without  permission  of  the  Secretary  should  be  a  mis- 
demeanor. Would  not  this  be  a  valid  exercise  of  legislative  power?  The  present 
statute  does  no  more.  The  regulation  is  reasonable  and  necessary.  It  restrains  no 
one  in  the  enjoyment  of  any  natural  or  legal  right.  To  use  the  language  of  Mr. 
Chief  Justice  Fuller  in  In  re  Kollock  (165  U.  S.,  526,  533) : 

"The  regulation  was  in  execution  of  or  supplementary  to,  but  not  in  conflict  with, 
the  law  itself,  and  was  specifically  authorized  thereby  in  effectuation  of  the  legisla- 
tion which  created  the  offense." 

Your  question,  therefore,  is  answered  in  the  affirmative.

The  question  of  sheep  grazing  in  the  Sierra  Forest  Eeserve  was  again 
duly  considered  by  this  office,  with  the  result  that  on  February  13, 1899, 
the  superintendent  in  charge  thereof  was  instructed  to  notify  all  par- 
ties in  interest  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  June  30, 1897,  reissued 
August  5,  1898,  are  still  in  force,  and  that  a  strict  compliance  there- 
with would  be  insisted  on,  to  the  end  that  no  sheep  will  be  allowed  on 
public  lands  within  said  reserve.  Last  season  a  temporary  concession 
was  granted  the  sheep  men  in  said  reserve  for  special  reasons,  and  from 
reports  and  correspondence  received  there  is  no  doubt  that  said  privi- 
lege was  greatly  abused  and  that  much  damage  was  done  to  the  reserve 
by  reason  thereof.  In  consequence  of  the  strict  enforcement  of  said 
regulations,  this  season  several  applications  have  been  filed  wherein  the 
applicants  request  the  privilege  of  driving  their  sheep  over  public  lands 
within  the  reserve  and  pasturing  them  on  land  which  they  claim  to  own 
therein,  or  to  have  leased  from  others  claiming  title.  In  all  such  cases 
the  applicant  was  required  to  file  a  plat  designating  the  particular  lands 
he  claimed  to  own  or  to  have  leased,  the  road  or  trail  over  which  he 
proposes  to  drive  his  sheep,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  he  was  required 
to  furnish  a  duly  authenticated  abstract  of  title  of  the  land  which  he 
claims  as  owner  or  lessee  in  said  reserve. 

It  subsequently  appearing  to  this  office  that  to  require,  in  all  cases, 
the  applicant  to  furnish  such  abstract  of  title  would,  no  doubt,  in  some

instances  result  in  great  hardship,  certain  recommendations  were  made 
to  the  Department  in  relation  thereto,  which  the  honorable  Secretary 
approved  June  19,  1899,  as  follows : 

The  Commissioner  op  the  General  Land  Office. 

Sir  :  In  your  letter  of  the  10th  instant  you  directed  my  attention  to  the  fact  of  the 
enforcement  of  the  regulations  regarding  sheep  grazing  on  public  lands  in  the  Sierra 
Forest  Reserve,  California,  and  to  the  pendency  in  your  office  of  several  applications 
by  parties  requesting  the  privilege  of  driving  their  sheep  over  public  lands  in  the 
reserve  and  pasturing  them  on  lands  they  claim  to  own  or  to  have  leased  therein. 

In  considering  such  cases  you  have  advised  the  applicants  that  they  must  file  plats 
designating  such  lands,  as  well  as  the  road  or  trail  over  which  it  is  proposed  to  drive 
the  sheep,  and  abstracts  of  title  of  the  land  claimed  as  owner  or  lessee. 

Under  this  requirement  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  by  its  resident 
attorney,  has  protested  against  its  being  required  to  file  such  abstract  respecting  its 
lands  in  the  reserve,  because  of  the  large  expense  connected  therewith. 

You  have  accordingly,  in  view  of  the  purpose  of  the  requirement  to  guard  against 
the  allowance  of  applications  for  the  privilege  mentioned  to  persons  whose  title  may 
be  in  fact  fictitious,  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  sufficient  for  applicants  to 
show  that  the  fee  is  still  held  by  the  original  patentee  from  the  Government  without 
further  evidence  of  title,  where  such  is  the  fact. 

You  have  therefore  suggested  that  the  showing  by  an  individual  be  by  affidavit 
and  that  of  a  company  or  corporation  be  by  certificate  by  the  person  in  charge  of  its 
land  department  records,  and  that  in  all  other  cases  an  abstract  of  title  be  required. 

In  response  to  your  request  for  views  you  are  advised  that  the  procedure  you  have 
indicated,  as  outlined  above,  meets  with  my  approval.

So  far,  only  one  applicant  has  met  these  requirements,  and  the  hon- 
orable Secretary,  on  July  25, 1899,  granted  his  request  by  letter  of  that 
date,  which  is  as  follows: 

The  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office. 

Sir:  With  your  letter  of  the  14th  instant  you  submitted  the  application  of  P.  L. 
Jewett  for  permission  to  drive  from  1,500  to  2,000  sheep  over  public  lands  in  the 
Sierra  Forest  Reserve,  California,  to  lands  therein  that  he  has  leased  from  the  South- 
ern Pacific  Railroad  Company  for  grazing  purposes. 

The  applicant  has  supplied  the  evidence  required  by  departmental  regulations  of 
June  19,  1899,  showing  by  certificate  of  the  land  agent  of  the  company  that  the  fee 
in  the  lands  is  still  held  by  it  as  patentee  from  the  Government,  and  has  accompa- 
nied his  application  by  the  lease  therefrom. 

The  application  being  submitted  in  the  required  form,  you  have  recommended  that 
it  be  granted. 

I  accordingly  hereby  grant  the  permission  asked  for  over  such  route  as  you  may 
adopt  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  number  of  rangers  sufficient  to  protect  the 
public  lands  from  undue  encroachment  while  in  transit. 

The  lessee  should,  however,  under  the  permit,  be  required  to  take  proper  pre- 
cautionary measures  to  prevent  his  sheep  from  thereafter  grazing  on  public  lands. 
In  the  event  of  such  trespass  the  sheep  and  their  herders  are  to  be  forthwith  removed 
from  the  reservation  by  the  rangers,  aided,  if  necessary,  by  such  lawful  and  avail- 
able agency  as  may  be  required  for  the  purpose. 

The  inclosures  in  your  letter  are  returned  herewith.

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Portions  of  the  reserves  no  doubt  are  better  adapted  to  grazing  or 
agricultural  purposes  than  for  forest  purposes,  and  so  long  as  this  is  so 
the  owners  of  stock  will  consider  it  an  unnecessary  hardship  to  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  use  of  sach  grazing  lands  and  will  continue  to  demand 
that  they  be  allowed  to  enter  the  reserves  with  their  sheep.  When  the 
Geological  Survey  has  extended  the  surveys  over  the  reserves,  and  the 
lands  more  valuable  for  agricultural  than  for  forest  purposes  have  been 
segregated,  we  can  better  decide  the  question  of  the  exclusion  of  sheep 
from  the  reserves ;  and  if  it  be  held  that  no  sheep  shall  graze  in  any 
reserve  the  agricultural  or  grazing  lands  should  first  be  eliminated 
entirely  from  the  reserve, 

SALES   OF   TIMBER   WITHIN   FOREST   RESERVES. 

Forty-eight  petitions  for  sale  of  forest  reservation  timber  have  been 
received,  involving  127,793,313  feet  of  timber,  board  measure,  and 
29,905  cords  of  wood. 

Six  sales  have  been  effected,  the  proceeds  of  which  amount  to 
$7,534.83.  The  remainder  of  the  cases  are  either  under  examination 
by  the  forest  officers  for  appraisement  or  undergoing  advertisement 
leading  to  sale,  as  required  by  law. 

Few  sales  of  forest  reserve  timber  have  been  thus  far  effected,  owing 
largely  to  the  statutory  requirements  of  sixty  days'  publication  of 
notice  of  sale. 

The  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.  L.,  34-36),  in  its  provision  for  the 
sale  of  timber  on  forest  reservations,  requires  that — 

Before  such  sale  shall  take  place  notice  thereof  shall  he  given  by  the  Commis 
sioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  for  not  less  than  sixty  days  by  publication  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  county  in  which  the  timber  is 
situated,  if  any  is  therein  published,  and  if  not,  then  in  a  newspaper  of  general  cir- 
culation published  nearest  to  the  reservation,  and  also  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  published  at  the  capital  of  the  State  or  Territory  where  such  reservation 
exists. 

This  period  of  sixty  days  added  to  the  time  intervening  between  the 
filing  of  a  petition  to  purchase  and  ordering  notice  of  sale,  during 
which  an  examination  of  the  timber  by  a  forestry  officer  and  report 
thereon  is  required  as  a  basis  for  action  jn  determining  the  advisability 
and  conditions  of  sale,  necessarily  results  in  such  long  delay  that  by 
the  time  the  period  of  publication  is  ended  the  applicant  has  either 
otherwise  procured  the  needed  timber,  or,  yielding  to  the  discourage- 
ment of  delay,  has  given  up  the  enterprise  for  which  the  timber  was 
needed.  The  result  is  that  he  no  longer  desires  to  purchase,  no  bids 
are  submitted  by  anyone,  and  the  Government  has  incurred  heavy 
expense  for  useless  advertising,  which  is  no  less  than  $50  for  a  single 
sale,  besides  the  waste  of  expenditure  incidental  to  the  forestry  officer's 
field  examination  in  money,  time,  and  labor. 

In  many  instances  petitions  are  made  to  purchase  cord  wood  and 
other  timber  supplies  in  small  quantities  by  parties  supplying  the 
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demands  of  a  small  community.  In  such  cases  a  formal  notice  by  pub- 
lication of  proposed  sale  is  both  wholly  unnecessary  and  involves  an 
expense  greater  than  the  proceeds  of  sale. 

I  therefore  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  to  the  Depart- 
ment by  letter  of  December  29,  1898,  showing  the  need  for  amending 
the  law  as  to  publication  of  notice  of  sale,  and  I  invite  attention  to  the 
draft  of  a  bill  transmitted  with  my  letter  of  January  14, 1899,  so  amend- 
ing the  law  as  to  read : 

Before  such  sale  shall  take  place,  notice  thereof  shall  he  given  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  for  not  less  than  thirty  days,  hy  publication  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  of  general  circulation,  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  in  the 
State  or  Territory  where  such  reservation  exists :  Provided,  That  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office  shall  have  authority  to  sell  in  case  of  emergency  such 
timber  from  the  forest  reservations  as  shall  have  been  designated  to  any  individual 
or  corporation  upon  giving  notice  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  shall  prescribe. 

The  sales  that  have  been  made  were  in  cases  of  so  great  emergency 
for  the  immediate  use  of  the  timber  that  the  stress  of  the  situation  had 
to  be  instantly  relieved  by  allowing  the  applicants  to  purchase  in 
advance  of  publication,  but  at  rates  of  value  approved  by  this  office 
and  subject  to  higher  bid  submitted  after  sixty  days'  advertising  of 
sale. 

From  the  present  outlook  it  is  believed  that  more  sales  will  be  effected 
in  the  future  in  consequeDce  of  selling  the  down  dead  timber,  and  the 
tops  and  branches  available  for  fuel  from  the  mature  standing  timber 
purchased  for  lumber,  thereby  enabling  an  economical  use  of  the  forest, 
which  will  at  the  same  time  protect  it  from  the  danger  of  fire,  secure 
the  continued  productive  power  of  the  forest,  enhance  the  growth  of 
the  young  trees,  and  result  in  a  fair  return  in  money  to  the  Government, 
thus  conducing  to  the  public  interests  from  both  a  practical  and  a 
financial  point  of  view. 

LIEU   SELECTIONS  FOR   RECONVEYED   OR    RELINQUISHED   TRACTS  IN 

FOREST   RESERVES. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  550  applications  for  selection  of 
lands  in  lieu  of  holdings  within  the  forest  reservations,  as  provided  for 
by  the  act  of  June  4, 1897  (30  Stat.,  36),  involving  an  aggregate  area  of 
60,816.46  acres.  There  had  previously  been  received  60  applications, 
covering  an  area  of  11,080.67  acres,  making  a  total  of  610  applications 
and  71,897.13  acres. 

Of  this  number  161  have  been  approved  and  6  rejected,  leaving, 
awaiting  final  disposition,  443,  action  having  been  suspended  on  appli- 
cations for  lieu  selections  pending  consideration  of  the  matter,  which 
culminated  in  your  decision  of  April  26,  last. 

The  act  of  June  4, 1897  (30  Stat.,  36),  provides: 

That  in  cases  in  which  a  tract  covered  by  an  unperfected  bona  fide  claim  or  by  a 
patent  is  included  within  the  limits  of  a  public  forest  reservation,  the  settler  or

owner  thereof  may,  if  he  desires  to  do  so,  relinquish  the  tract  to  the  Government, 
and  may  select  in  lieu  thereof  a  tract  of  vacant  land  open  to  settlement  not  exceed- 
ing in  area  the  tract  covered  hy  his  claim  or  patent. 

The  Department  in  the  cases  of  Hyde  et  al.  (28  L.  D.,  284)  and  Emil  S. 
Wangenkeim  (28  L.  D.,  291),  decided,  April  14, 1899,  in  effect,  that  unsur- 
veyed  as  well  as  surveyed  land,  either  contiguous  or  noncontiguous, 
which  is  vacant  and  open  to  settlement,  may  be  selected  under  said 
act,  and  that  any  land  except  mineral  may  be  made  the  basis  of  such 
selection.  It  was  also  stated  in  the  Hyde  case  that  by  the  establish- 
ment of  forest  reservations  many  claimants  and  owners  of  lands  within 
the  reservation  boundaries  were  placed  in  a  state  of  greater  or  less 
isolation  from  market  and  business  centers  and  from  church,  school,  and 
social  advantages,  and  the  value  of  their  property  for  residence  and 
other  purposes  was  thereby  impaired.  The  withdrawal  from  settlement 
and  other  disposition  of  the  surrounding  public  lands  precluded  such 
persons  from  obtaining  the  advantages  consequent  upon  the  continuing 
and  increasing  settlement  which  was  anticipated  when  their  claims 
were  initiated  or  their  title  acquired.  In  consequence,  they  were  clam- 
orous for  relief  from  Congress.  Strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  have 
the  more  recent  reservations  revoked  in  toto.  Instead,  Congress  granted 
the  measure  of  relief  contained  in  the  act  of  1897. 

The  various  provisions  of  that  act  relating  to  lands  within  the  limits 
of  forest  reservations  and  additional  to  that  hereinbefore  set  out  need 
not  be  recited.  Under  these  provisions  the  general  integrity  of  the 
reservations  has  been  maintained  and  rules  and  regulations  have  been 
prescribed  and  promulgated  by  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  to  insure  the  objects  for  which  the  reservations  are 
created,  which  are  to  protect  and  improve  the  forests  thereon  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  permanent  supply  of  timber  for  the  people  and 
insuring  conditions  favorable  to  continuous  water  flow.  (Eules  and 
Eegulations,  June  30,  1897;  24  L.  D.,  589.)  It  is  obvious  that  the 
accomplishment  of  these  objects  would  be  subserved  and  promoted  by 
exclusive  governmental  ownership  and  control  of  the  lands  within  the 
reservation  boundaries.  The  extinguishment  of  the  claims,  ownership, 
and  control  of  other  parties  in  and  over  the  lands  of  the  class  or  classes 
intended  to  be  reserved  is  very  desirable  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  where  this  can  be  done  agreeably  to  the  wishes  of  such  par- 
ties under  a  reasonable  construction  of  the  above  provision  for  an 
exchange  of  lands,  it  is  believed  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Land  Department 
to  place  such  construction  upon  the  law  and  thus  promote  the  best 
interests  of  all  concerned. 

Having  carefully  considered  these  views  and  issued,  with  your 
approval,  instructions  to  registers  and  receivers  based  thereon  (cir- 
cular of  May  9,  1899),  I  feel  that  it  is  my  duty,  in  the  interest  of  public 
good,  to  recommend  some  modifications  of  the  law  by  which  the  improv- 
ident, reckless,  and  unjust  selection  of  the  public  lands  under  said  act, 
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especially  the  un surveyed  lands,  may  be  prevented.    As  an  instance  of 
tbis  condition  of  affairs  and  to  illustrate  the  abuses  of  the  present  law, 

1  will  state  that  it  has  come  to  my  knowledge  on  numerous  occasions 
and  from  reliable  sources  that  railroad  and  lumber  companies,  owning 
large  tracts  of  land  within  the  limits  of  forest  reservations,  are  making 
selections,  under  said  act,  of  valuable  unsurveyed  timber  lands  else 
where,  using  as  a  basis  therefor  lands  which  have  been  denuded  of 
their  value,  and  thus  become  practically  stump  wastes  of  little  or  no 
value  for  any  purpose.  All  private  holdings  in  forest  reservations, 
acquired  by  patent  or  its  equivalent,  may  be  utilized  as  bases  for  lieu 
selections  under  said  act,  and  it  is  the  privilege  of  these  owners  to  select 
compact  bodies  of  fine  timbered  lands,  and  also  compel  the  Government 
to  accept  in  lieu  thereof  denuded  and  worthless  scattered  tracts  in  any 
forest  reservation.  Take,  for  example,  lands  now  in  a  forest  reserva- 
tion appropriated  under  the  timber  and  stone  act  June  3,  1878.  When 
the  land  is  paid  for  and  final  certificate  and  receipt  issued  theentryman 
or  his  vendee  may  cut  and  remove  all  the  timber  therefrom,  and  imme- 
diately proceed  to  relinquish  or  reconvey  the  same  to  the  United  States 
and  select  in  lieu  thereof  another  tract  of  valuable  timber  laud,  thus 
acquiring  320  acres  of  such  timber  at  the  cost  of  160  acres. 

These  reasons,  in  themselves,  seem  sufficient  to  warrant  remedial 
legislation,  and,  in  view  thereof,  I  would  suggest  that  the  law  be  changed 
by  adding  a  proviso  at  the  end  of  the  clause  above  quoted,  as  follows: 

Provided,  That  the  natural  state  of  the  tract  relinquished  has  not  heen  changed 
except  to  such  an  extent  as  may  have  heen  necessary  in  clearing  the  land  for  actual 
cultivation,  and  that  surveyed  public  lands  only  that  are  open  to  settlement  shall  he 
subject  to  selection  in  lieu  of  the  relinquished  tract. 

I  would  also  recommend  in  matter  of  perfected  claims  to  lands  in 
forest  reserves  where  ownership  is  established  and  land  is  reconveyed 
to  the  United  States  the  following  specific  legislation: 

That  the  entryman  or  owner  of  lands  in  forest  reservations,  desiring  to  convey  the 
same  to  the  United  States,  must  file  with  his  relinquishment  his  affidavit  duly  cor- 
roborated by  the  oaths  of  two  disinterested  persons  fully  setting  forth  the  character 
of  the  lands  to  be  relinquished,  their  relative  value  for  agricultural,  mining,  and 
forest  purposes,  the  character,  extent,  and  value  of  the  improvements  thereon,  and 
the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  occupied  or  used.  In  all  cases  where  such 
lands  are  not  occupied  or  used  for  farming  purposes  it  must  be  shown  in  such  affi- 
davit that  they  are  more  valuable  for  forest  purposes  than  for  the  mineral  thereon 
or  for  agricultural  purposes. 

ELIMINATIONS   OF   AGRICULTURAL   LANDS. 

Twenty- four  applications  have  been  received,  and  but  few  favorably 
considered,  for  restoration  to  the  public  domain  of  forest  reservation 
lauds.  Of  these,  11  are  for  lands  within  the  Sierra  Forest  Reserve, 
California;  6  within  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  Reserves,  Arizona; 

2  within  the  Plum  Creek  Forest  Reserve,  Colorado,  and  1  in  the  follow- 
ing named  forest  reserves:  Pine  Mountain  and  Zaca  Lake,  California; 
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Pecos  Eiver,  New  Mexico;  Cascade  Range,  Oregon;  South  Platte,  Col- 
orado, and  Priest  River,  Idaho. 

In  many  cases  the  application  embraces  the  small  area  of  40  acres 
only;  and  in  many  cases  it  embraces  lands  surveyed  before  the  with- 
drawal for  forest  reservation  purposes,  and  on  which  the  applicant  set- 
tled sometime  prior  to  the  withdrawal  but  neglected  to  place  his  claim 
on  record  within  the  statutory  period  of  three  months  or  before  the 
intervention  of  an  adverse  claimant.  When  at  length  the  Government 
appropriates  the  land,  the  quondam  claimant  awakes  to  the  fact  that 
he  has  slept  on  his  rights  to  secure  his  claim.  He  then  asks  that  it  be 
restored  to  the  public  domain  that  he  may  be  allowed  to  enter  the  lands. 

The  policy  has  been  to  reject  such  applications,  believing  that  the 
provision  of  the  act  of  June  4, 1897  (30  Stat.,  34-36),  for  the  restoration 
of  agricultural  lands  does  not  contemplate  the  elimination  of  every 
small  isolated  tract  here  and  there  which  may  be  devoid  of  timber  and 
adapted  to  agriculture;  and  especially  in  favor  of  former  claimants  to 
the  land,  who  while  in  possession  had  full  opportunity  to  hold  and  pro- 
tect their  initiated  claims,  and  would  have  been  allowed  to  continue 
their  occupancy  and  to  perfect  valid  title  thereto,  notwithstanding  the 
withdrawal  of  the  lands  for  forest  reservation  purposes. 

NEEDED   APPROPRIATIONS. 

While  the  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899, 
became  available  July  1,  1898,  but  little  of  it  was  expended  during  the 
first  two  months  of  the  year,  July  and  August,  because  of  the  neces- 
sary delay  in  selecting  and  reorganizing  the  field  force.  The  expense 
during  July  and  August  would  naturally  be  at  the  maximum. 

Considering  the  additional  area  to  be  guarded,  and  the  natural  expense 
of  protection  during  July  and  August,  for  which  months  there  was 
comparatively  small  expense  last  year,  it  may  be  seen  that  the  appro- 
priation for  the  year  1899-1900  is  relatively  less  than  that  for  the 
previous  year. 

On  July  1,  1898,  there  were  about  40,000,000  acres  in  the  reserves, 
and  the  appropriation  of  $175,000  amounted  to  $4,375  per  million  acres, 
or  less  than  one-half  cent  per  acre. 

If  this  meager  appropriation  is  doubled  and  the  reserve  land  appraised 
at  $1.25  per  acre,  it  would  require  one  hundred  and  fifty  annual  appro- 
priations to  cover  the  value  of  present  reserves.  In  one  hundred  and 
fifty  years  all  of  the  present  forested  land  could  be  cleared  and  refor- 
ested two  or  three  times,  and  yield  stumpage  to  the  value  of  many 
millions. 

On  July  1,  1899,  there  were  over  5,000,000  more  acres,  which,  at  the 
same  rate  of  appropriation  per  million,  would  increase  the  appropria- 
tion to  nearly  $200,000;  yet  the  appropriation  was  again  only  $175,000. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  nearly  fifty  proposed  new  reserves  or 
additions  to  those  already  established  under  consideration,  and,  doubt- 
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less,  a  considerable  number  of  additional  reserves  will  result  from  the 
examinations  being  made,  all  of  which  will  need  forest  officers  and 
rangers.  It  is  apparent  that  an  appropriation  for  the  coming  year 
ending  June  30,  1901,  of  $250,000  will  be  relatively  smaller  than  the 
appropriation  of  $175,000  for  the  last  year.  I  would,  therefore,  urge  an 
appropriation  of  $300,000  for  the  expenses  of  the  forest  service  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

The  experiences  of  last  season  have  shown  the  importance  of  increas- 
ing the  forest  force  to  guard  the  additional  area  in  reservations ;  to  dis- 
cover fires  more  promptly,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  less  fires  of 
class  2  and  none  of  class  3;  to  restrict  sheep  to  the  areas  open  to  graz- 
ing; to  conduct  sales  of  timber;  to  prevent  timber  trespasses  and  all 
illegal  use  and  occupancy  of  the  reserves;  to  enforce  and  carry  out  the 
rules  and  regulations  generally,  and  to  make  extensive  examinations 
with  a  view  to  the  extension  of  certain  existing  reserves,  the  reduction 
in  area  of  others,  and  the  creation  of  new  reserves. 

The  need  for  an  increased  force  to  handle  properly  the  work  of  making 
extensive  outside  examinations  of  proposed  reserves  will  be  discussed 
more  fully  under  the  head  of  " Timber  on  unreserved  lands"  on 
page  125. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  FOREST  INSPECTORS. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  demonstrated  the  necessity  for 
the  appointment  of  inspectors  to  supervise  the  whole  work  of  forest 
administration  in  the  field,  in  order  to  bring  the  force  of  officers  in 
closer  relation  to  this  office  and  obtain  a  greater  uniformity  of  action 
among  them  than  is  now  possible  by  means  of  correspondence. 
Inspectors  receiving  personal  instructions  and  directions  here  can 
impart  it  to  great  advantage,  in  like  manner,  to  the  officers  in  the  field. 

The  work  of  these  inspectors  will  prove  of  great  utility  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  forest  service,  and  their  appointment  is  most  desirable. 

RECENT   LEGISLATION. 

During  the  past  year  legislation  affecting  the  administration  of  forest 
reserves  in  general  has  been  enacted  as  follows : 

Leasing  of  lands  within  forest  reserves. — By  act  of  Congress,  approved 
February  28,  1899  (30  Stat.,  908),  authority  was  granted  for  renting  or 
leasing  lands  within  forest  reservations;  which  act  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  he,  and  herehy  is,  authorized, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  from  time  to  time  may  make,  to  rent  or  lease 
to  responsihle  persons  or  corporations  applying  therefor  suitahle  spaces  and  portions 
of  ground  near,  or  adjacent  to,  mineral,  medicinal,  or  other  springs,  within  any  forest 
reserves  established  within  the  United  States,  or  hereafter  to  be  established,  and 
where  the  public  is  accustomed  or  desires  to  frequent,  for  health  or  pleasure,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  upon  such  leased  ground  sanitariums  or  hotels,  to  be  opened  for 
the  reception  of  the  public.     And  he  is  further  authorized  to  make  such  regulations, 
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for  the  convenience  of  people  visiting  such  springs,  with  reference  to  spaces  and 
locations,  for  the  erection  of  tents  or  temporary  dwelling  houses  to  he  erected  or 
constructed  for  the  use  of  those  visiting  such  springs  for  health  or  pleasure.  And 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  duration  and 
the  compensation  to  he  paid  for  the  privileges  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Sec.  2.  That  all  funds  arising  from  the  privileges  granted  hereunder  shall  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  a  special  fund,  to  he  expended  in 
the  care  of  public  forest  reservations. 

Several  applications  to  lease  lands  under  said  act  have  already  been 
made,  but  so  far  none  have  been  approved,  the  reason  being  that,  in 
most  of  the  cases,  the  application  is  for  the  lease  to  run  from  fifty  to 
ninety-nine  years,  and  the  Department  does  not  deem  it  good  policy  to 
gram  them  for  such  extended  periods. 

The  Yellowstone  National  Park  leases  are  limited  by  law  to  ten 
years,  and  the  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  leases  do  not  exceed  twenty  years. 

While  there  is  no  period  fixed  by  said  act  to  which  leases  can  be 
made,  the  Department  is  not  disposed  to  depart  from  its  long-estab- 
lished rule  of  action  regarding  the  time  limit  of  leases  of  this  character. 
The  question  having  arisen  as  to  whether  said  act  authorizes  the  leas- 
ing of  lands  not  wholly  occupied  by  the  hotel  or  sanitarium,  the  matter 
was  submitted  to  Assistant  Attorney-General  Van  Deventer,  who,  on 
May  10,  1899,  submitted  the  following  opinion  in  the  premises: 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  the  letter  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office 
dated  April  22.  1899,  and  accompanying  papers,  relating  to  the  matter  of  leases  of 
land  in  forest  reserves  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  February  28,  1899  (Public, 
No.  85),  with  your  request  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  said  act  "  authorizes  the 
leasing  of  lands  not  wholly  occupied  hy  the  hotel  or  sanitarium/' 

The  act  in  question  reads  as  follows: 

"  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  he,  and  hereby  is,  authorized,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  he  from  time  to  tiioe  may  make,  to  rent  or  lease  to  respon- 
sible persons  or  corporations  applying  therefor  suitable  spaces  and  portions  of 
ground  near,  or  adjacent  to,  mineral,  medicinal,  or  other  springs,  within  any  forest 
reserves  established  within  the  United  States,  or  hereafter  to  be  established,  and 
where  the  public  is  accustomed  or  desires  to  frequent,  for  health  or  pleasure,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  upon  such  leased  ground  sanitariums  or  hotels,  to  he  opened  for 
the  reception  of  the  public.  And  he  is  further  authorized  to  make  such  regulations, 
for  the  convenience  of  people  visiting  such  springs,  with  reference  to  spaces  and  loca- 
tions, for  the  erection  of  tents  or  temporary  dwelling  houses  to  he  erected  or  con- 
structed for  the  use  of  those  visiting  such  springs  for  health  or  pleasure.  And  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  duration  and  com- 
pensation to  bo  paid  for  the  privileges  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

"Sec.  2.  That  all  funds  arising  from  the  privileges  granted  hereunder  shall  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  as  a  special  fund,  to  be  expended  in 
the  care  of  public  forest  reservations. " 

The  question  submitted  arises  upon  the  application  of  certain  parties  for  a  lease 
of  a  tract  containing  about  320  acres  of  unsurveyed  land  in  the  Cascade  Range 
Forest  Reserve. 

The  authority  given  by  this  act  is  to  rent  or  lease  "suitable  spaces  and  portions 
of  ground  near,  or  adjacent  to,  mineral,  medicinal,  or  other  springs  *  *  *,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  upon  such  leased  ground  sanitariums  or  hotels,  to  he  opened  for 
the  reception  of  the  public."    The  determination  of  what  is  a  suitable  space  or  por- 
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tion  of  ground  rests  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.  It  was  not,  in  my  opinion, 
intended  that  the  quantity  of  ground  should  be  limited  to  the  space  actually  occu- 
pied by  the  building  to  be  erected.  To  meet  the  evident  purposes  of  the  act  some 
additional  ground  would  be  necessary,  and  this  additional  quantity  would  vary 
with  the  surroundings.  In  each  case,  therefore,  the  quantity  to  be  leased  must  be 
determined  by  the  circumstances,  a  due  discretion  being  exercised  to  avoid  extend- 
ing the  license  to  land  in  excess  of  what  is  actually  necessary  to  provide  proper  and 
adequate  accommodations  and  conveniences  to  the  public.  The  purpose  is  to  put 
these  springs  into  such  condition  that  their  beneficial  and  health-giving  properties 
may  be  taken  advantage  of  by  the  public,  and  whatever  portion  of  ground  is  neces- 
sary to  meet  this  purpose  may  be  utilized  therefor  under  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  said  act  authorizes  the  leasing  of  lands  not  wholly 
occupied  by  the  hotel  or  sanitarium  whenever  such  action  is  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  such  hotel  or  sanitarium  and  to  make  the  beneficial  properties  of  the 
springs  available  to  the  public. 

The  papers  submitted  are  herewith  returned.

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  tbe  provisions  of  this  act  should  be  expanded 
so  as  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  the  exercise  of  his 
discretion,  to  rent  or  lease,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  made  by 
him,  lands  within  forest  reservations  for  any  other  purposes  not  incom- 
patible with  the  purposes  for  which  such  reservations  are  created. 

I  accordingly  suggest  that,  while  leaving  the  present  provisions  of 
the  law  unaltered,  the  act  be  expanded  to  include  the  following  addi- 
tional provision,  and  that  the  same  be  inserted  as  section  k2  of  the  act : 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  exercise  of 
his  discretion,  to  rent  or  lease,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  made  by  him,  lands 
within  forest  reservations  for  any  other  purposes  not  incompatible  with  the  purposes 
for  which  such  reservations  are  created. 

Game  and  fish  laics. — The  sundry  civil  act  of  March  3, 1899  (30  Stat., 
1095),  contained  the  following  provision: 

That  forest  agents,  superintendents,  supervisors,  and  all  other  persons  employed 
in  connection  with  the  administration  and  protection  of  forest  reservations  shall  in 
all  ways  that  are  practicable  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  State  or 
Territory  in  which  said  forest  reservation  is  situated,  in  relation  to  the  protection 
offish  and  game. 

Rights  of  way  across  forest  reservations. — The  deficiency  act  of  March 
3,  1899  (30  Stat.,  1233),  contained  the  following  provision: 

That  in  the  form  provided  by  existing  law  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  file 
and  approve  surveys  and  plats  of  any  right  of  way  for  a  wagon  road,  railroad,  or 
other  highway  over  and  across  any  forest  reservation  or  reservoir  site  when  in  his 
judgment  the  public  interests  will  not  be  injuriously  affected  thereby. 

NEEDED   LEGISLATION. 

Authority  to  make  arrests. — The  enactment  of  a  law  is  needed,  as 
recommended  above,  which  will  empower  all  forest  officers,  special 
agents,  and  other  officers  having  authority  in  relation  to  the  protection 
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of  the  public  lands  and  the  timber  thereon  to  make  arrests,  without 
process  in  hand,  for  the  violation  of  the  laws  or  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  the  forest  reserves  or  other  forest  lands  of  the  United  States. 

Leasing  of  lands  within  forest  reserves. — As  above  shown,  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act  of  February  28,  1899  (30  Stat.,  908),  require  to  be 
expanded  so  as  to  permit  lands  within  forest  reservations  to  be  rented 
or  leased  for  any  other  purposes  not  incompatible  with  the  purposes 
for  which  such  reservations  are  created. 

Sales  of  timber. — The  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  34-36),  needs  to  be 
amended  in  regard  to  the  provision  therein  respecting  publication  of 
notice  of  sale,  as  recommended  above. 

Entry  of  coal  lands  in  forest  reserves. — In  my  last  annual  report  I 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that,  in  the  act  of  June  4, 1897  (30  Stat., 
34-30),  under  which  forest  reserves  are  administered,  no  provision  is 
made  for  the  entry  of  coal  lands  within  reserves  where  claims  have  not 
been  initiated  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  reserve. 

I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendation  I  then  made,  which  was  as 
follows : 

In  regard  to  the  above-mentioned  apparent  lack  of  provision  in  the  act  for  the 
entry  of  coal  lands  within  reservations,  your  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that 
while  coal  lands  are,  in  the  general  sense  of  the  term,  mineral  lands,  they  have  never 
been  held  subject  to  entry  under  the  existing  mining  laws,  but  have  always,  siuce 
a  date  long  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  mining  act  of  1866,  been  disposed  of  under 
special  statutes  at  private  cash  entry  (2  L.  D.,  827).  Consequently,  as  the  act  of 
June  4,  1897,  limits  the  disposition  of  mineral  lands  in  the  reserves  to  lands  subject 
to  entry  under  existing  mining  laws  and  regulations,  and  as  coal  lands  are  not  sub- 
ject to  entry  under  said  laws  and  regulations,  it  does  not  appear  that  the  coal-land 
laws  are  applicable. 

It  is  important  that  provision  should  be  made  for  entry  of  lands  within  forest 
reservations  wbich  are  found  to  be  more  valuable  for  coal  than  for  forest  uses,  audi 
accordingly  respectfully  recommend  early  legislation  to  that  end. 

Expansion  of  provisions  of  for  est- fire  law. — The  extent  to  which  the 
waste  from  forest  fires  is  avoidable  has  been  made  the  subject  of  care- 
ful study  during  the  past  year,  and  has  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
enactment  and  enforcement  of  a  fire  law  of  more  comprehensive  pro- 
visions is  urgently  required  to  properly  protect  the  timber  on  public 
lands. 

The  average  yearly  reported  loss  from  forest  fires  has  been  estimated 
at  not  less  than  $20,000,000.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  reported 
loss  is  but  a  tithe  of  the  actual  loss  the  appalling  significance  of  this 
estimate  is  appreciated ;  the  loss  yearly  is  simply  incalculable,  on  which 
point  it  has  been  officially  reported  that — 

To  estimate  even  the  direct  loss  or  damage  from  this  source  is  well-nigh  impossi- 
ble, much  less  the  indirect  loss,  which  consists  in  the  destruction  of  the  forest  floor, 
the  handing  over  of  the  ground  to  worthless  brush,  brambles,  and  inferior  tree 
growth,  or,  as  happens  in  some  regions,  the  burning  of  the  soil  down  to  the  rock, 
leaving  an  irredeemable  waste.  Thus  the  accumulation  of  centuries — it  takes  from 
three  to  five  centuries  to  make  a  humus  soil  1  foot  in  depth — is  destroyed  in  one 
brief  season  by  carelessness. 
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Nor  does  this  statement  present  the  whole  of  the  loss  suffered,  since 
frequently  the  effect  of  forest  fires  is  felt  far  from  the  scene  of  the  con- 
flagration in  the  lessened  flow  of  needed  water  supplies  and  in  destruc- 
tion wrought  by  increasing  floods. 

Efforts  to  cope  with  this  scourge  in  connection  with  the  administra- 
tion of  forest  reservations  are  yet  in  their  infancy,  while  the  great 
forest  cover  of  the  unreserved  lands  remain.s  practically  without  pro- 
tection, notwithstanding  the  presence  on  the  statute  books  of  the  fire 
law  of  February  24,  1897  (29  Stat.,  594). 

This  act  is  fatally  defective  in  several  vital  points,  the  principles 
which  it  is  of  paramount  importance  to  observe  in  such  legislation 
having  been,  to  a  great  extent,  ignored  in  formulating  the  act.  Efforts 
to  enforce  the  law  have  demonstrated  this  fact. 

Certain  of  these  fundamental  principles  have  been  clearly  defined  as 
underlying  the  work  of  protecting  forests  in  general,  which  may  be 
summarized  and  made  specifically  applicable  to  the  case  of  public 
forests  as  follows : 

(1)  The  interests  to  be  conserved  are  communal.  As  such,  coopera- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  State  (or  Territorial)  officers  and  of  the  citizens 
in  general  must  be  secured. 

(2)  Eecognition  of  common  interest  in  the  protection  of  property  can 
be  established  only  by  creation  of  financial  liability  on  the  part  of  the 
community  and  all  its  members. 

(3)  No  legislation  can  be  made  effective  unless  well-organized  machin- 
ery is  provided  for  its  enforcement. 

(4)  Responsibility  for  the  execution  of  the  law  must  be  clearly  defined. 

(5)  Every  facility  for  ready  prosecution  of  offenders  must  be  at  the 
command  of  the  responsible  officer. 

(G)  None  but  paid  officials  can  be  expected  to  do  efficient  service,  and 
official  responsibility  in  all  directions  must  be  recognized  as  alone  pro- 
ductive of  care  in  the  performance  of  duties  as  well  as  in  obedience  to 
regulations. 

In  any  discussion  of  the  matter  of  formulating  such  legislation,  the 
chief  causes  of  forest  fires  require  to  be  determined  before  any  adequate 
provisions  of  law  can  be  suggested. 

Flying  sparks  from  locomotives  on  railroads  are  often  a  source  of 
great  damage. 

The  carelessness  of  hunting  and  other  camping  parties  is  another 
fruitful  cause  of  fires  on  the  public  domain.  The  fact  that  these  fires 
usually  occur  in  regions  more  or  less  unsettled,  and  consequently  are 
apt  to  assume  frightful  proportions  before  they  would  ordinarily  be 
discovered,  calls  for  the  adoption  of  extraordinary  measures  to  enforce 
due  carefulness  in  the  matter  of  starting  and  handling  fires  in  such 
regions. 

The  statement  is  true  that  "there  is  crying  need  in  the  United  States 
for  economic  reform  in  this  matter  of  playing  with  fire.  If  the  fire 
nuisance  could  be  reduced  to  the  unavoidable  proportion  half  the 
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forestry  problem  would  be  solved."  And  until  tlie  careless  or  negligent 
handling  of  fire  on  the  public  domain  is  made  a  crime  under  the  stat- 
utes, equally  with  the  willful  starting  of  such  fires,  the  evil  will  not  be 
eradicated. 

The  rule  laid  down  by  the  court  in  the  case  of  United  States  v.  Taylor 
(35  Fed.  Rep.,  484),  in  which  "negligence  so  gross  as  to  show  willfulness 
or  a  reckless  indifference  to  the  rights  of  the  Government,"  was  classed 
with  willful  trespass  in  measuring  damages,  is  a  good  rule,  and  is 
the  only  way  of  treating  the  matter  likely  to  result  in  insuring  proper 
protection  to  public  forests. 

The  largely  unsettled  condition  of  such  regions  also  calls  for  an 
efficient  patrol  of  the  same  by  a  force  of  forest  officers,  who  should  be 
clothed  by  law  with  sheriff's  power  to  make  arrests  of  parties  violating 
the  law,  and  to  concentrate  when  necessary  a  posse  of  citizens  to  con- 
trol the  fires. 

The  failure  of  lumbering  and  milling  parties  to  properly  dispose  of 
the  slashings,  sawdust,  and  other  debris  from  their  operations  is  another 
frequent  cause  of  destructive  fires. 

While  the  practicability  of  safely  burning  all  such  debris  has  been 
in  the  past  a  largely  mooted  question,  it  is  undoubtedly  time  that  the 
Government  should  take  the  matter  in  hand,  and  by  law  require  that 
adequate  measures  be  taken  to  reduce  the  risk  of  fire  from  this  cause 
to  the  minimum. 

In  this  connection  I  note  with  interest  a  suggestion  which  appears  in 
the  first  annual  report  of  the  chief  fire  warden  of  Minnesota,  that 
"  While  it  would  cost  a  great  deal  to  burn  all  of  the  slashings,  yet  that 
by  burning  a  part  (naturally  an  ample  firebreak  around  the  whole), 
the  risk  from  fire  could  be  much  reduced  at  small  expense." 

The  above  appears  to  be  among  the  chief  causes  of  fires  on  the  pub- 
lic domain;  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  any  attempt  at  effective  legis- 
lation to  prevent  such  fires  should  make  ample  provision  to  meet  and 
overcome  the  evils  in  each  of  these  directions. 

The  present  fire  law  (act  of  February  24,  1897;  29  Stat.,  594)  is 
further  defective  in  that  it  fails  to  offer  sufficient  inducement  to  insure 
needed  evidence  being  furnished.  The  experience  of  this  office  has 
shown  that  in  many  instances  the  only  means  of  securing  the  detection 
of  parties  guilty  of  violating  the  fire  law  is  through  offering  a  sufficient 
reward  to  informants  who  will  furnish  information  of  a  nature  to  con- 
vict. I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  should  make  due 
provision  for  proper  rewards  to  such  informants. 

Leasing  lands  for  grazing  and  pasturing  purposes. — The  matter  of  the 
proper  utilization  of  the  grazing  lands  on  the  public  domain  is  another 
subject  urgently  demanding  consideration. 

If  it  is  rational  to  utilize  the  timber  products  of  our  vast  domain  and 
therefrom  derive  a  revenue,  it  is  equally  rational  and  desirable  that  the 
herbage  on  such  lands  should  be  properly  utilized  in  the  interest  of  the 
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public,  and  that  in  doing  so  the  Government  should  reap  a  revenue 
from  that  source.  The  administration  of  our  public  lands  is  not  com- 
plete while  making-  provision  only  for  the  use  of  its  forest  growth ;  such 
provision  should  extend  to  the  utilization  of  its  grazing  products  as 
well. 

So  long  as  there  are  laws  requiring  mill  men  and  other  lumber  deal- 
ers to  pay  a  fair  price  to  the  Government  for  timber  supplies  drawn 
from  public  lands,  there  should  be  an  equal  charge  levied  upon  the 
grazing  products  of  such  lands.  To  do  otherwise  is,  substantially,  to 
legislate  against  one  class  of  citizens — those  engaged  in  the  lumber 
industry — while  in  effect  legislating  in  favor  of  another  class,  the  sheep 
and  cattle  owners.  Such  apparent  discrimination  in  favor  of  one  indus- 
try as  against  another  is  clearly  neither  just  nor  wise. 

I  accordingly  heartily  commend  this  subject  for  the  attention  of  Con- 
gress, with  the  hope  that  it  may  receive  consideration  at  an  early  date. 

TIMBER   ON   UNRESERVED   LANDS. 

Large  portions  of  the  forests  clothing  the  public  lands  are  still  with- 
out needed  protection,  only  fragments  having,  in  fact,  as  yet  been 
gathered  under  the  protection  of  forestry  legislation  by  setting  them 
apart  as  reservations,  leaving  extensive  forested  areas  still  subject  to 
unchecked  ravages  by  fire  and  to  increasing  inroads  upon  their 
resources  by  lumbering  operations. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  pointed  out  how  largely  ineffectual  all 
efforts  must  be  to  protect  and  properly  utilize  in  the  interest  of  the 
public  the  timber  on  these  lands  so  long  as  they  remain  unreserved. 
In  this  connection  I  stated  as  follows : 

I  am  accordingly  of  the  opinion  that  all  public  lands  which  are  of  more  value  for 
forest  uses  than  for  other  purposes  should  he  withdrawn  from  entry  or  other  dis- 
posal as  rapidly  as  it  is  practicable  to  make  the  necessary  examinations,  and  be  set 
apart  as  forest  reservations.  I  am  fully  in  accord  with  the  opinion  expressed  in  a 
report  recently  received  in  this  office  to  the  effect  that  "no  good  reason  can  be 
given  for  the  maintenance  of  the  present  reserves  which  does  not  also  demand  the 
withdrawal  and  protection  of  all  similar  lands  now  held  by  the  Government." 

Until  this  is  accomplished  this  office  is  greatly  handicapped  in  its  efforts  to  pre- 
vent the  spoliation  of  these  lands. 

Proceeding  upon  this  policy,  the  necessary  examinations  are  being 
made  in  a  number  of  localities  as  rapidly  as  it  is  practicable  to  do  so 
with  the  force  at  command.  Nearly  fifty  cases  of  proposed  reserves 
or  extensions  of  existing  reserves  are  at  present  under  consideration 
by  this  office. 

The  work  of  pushing  the  examinations  is,  however,  necessarily  slow, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  has  thus  far  been  made  for  a  force 
of  officers  to  perform  the  work.  It  has  been  necessary  in  consequence 
to  call  upon  the  forest  superintendents  in  charge  of  the  several  reser- 
vations to  make  the  examinations  and  reports  thereon.     Since  these 
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superintendents,  numbering  but  9  in  all,  are  already  burdened  with  the 
administration  of  36  reservations,  embracing  an  area  of  over  46,000,000 
acres,  it  is  evident  that  it  is  not  possible  for  them  to  satisfactorily  cope 
with  the  additional  work  of  these  outside  e:auminations. 

The  fact  that  many  of  the  examinations  can  only  be  made  to  advan- 
tage during  the  season  when  the  snows  are  off  the  ground  renders  it 
still  further  impracticable  for  the  present  limited  force  of  forest  super- 
intendents to  undertake  such  outside  work,  since  it  necessitates  their 
leaving  the  reserves  at  the  time  that  their  presence  there  is  most  essen- 
tial. During  the  season  when  fires  prevail  the  exigencies  of  the  service 
are  such  as  to  demand  the  entire  attention  of  the  superintendents  within 
the  reserves. 

It  is  evident  that,  if  the  remaining  forested  lands  of  the  Government 
are  to  be  withdrawn  and  set  apart  for  forest  uses,  an  increased  force  of 
forest  officers  is  required  to  make  the  preliminary  examinations  and 
reports  thereon. 

I  accordingly  recommend  that  Congress  be  requested  to  make  the 
necessary  appropriation  for  such  an  increase  of  the  present  force  of  forest 
officers  as  shall  enable  this  office  to  undertake  and  push  forward  with 
rapidity  the  work  of  examining  the  remaining  unreserved  forest  lands. 

The  very  conservative  estimate  of  $300,000  for  the  forest  service  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  (submitted  on  page  119)  I  deem  barely  adequate 
to  enable  this  office  to  properly  accomplish  this  work  of  outside  exami- 
nations, in  addition  to  meeting  all  the  exigencies  of  the  service  in 
connection  with  the  administration  of  the  reserve. 

The  attention  of  this  office  has  been  urgently  called  during  the  past 
year  to  the  fact  that  imperative  need  has  arisen  in  certain  quarters  for 
action  to  effect  a  practical  withdrawal  of  forested  lands  without  delay, 
in  order  to  relieve  them  from  the  operation  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1878 
(20  Stat.,  88),  and  the  act  of  June  3, 1878  (20  Stat.,  89),  as  extended  by 
the  act  of  August  4,  1892  (27  Stat.,  348),  which  acts  have  for  many 
years  subjected  the  public  timber  lands  throughout  vast  regions  of  the 
country  to  wholesale  spoliation. 

The  devastation  wrought  in  the  cases  referred  to,  by  parties  taking 
secure  refuge  under  these  acts,  has  necessitated  some  immediate  remedy 
being  devised  to  save  the  timber  while  waiting  for  the  formal  setting 
apart  of  the  lands  as  forest  reserves  by  Presidential  proclamation, 
which  has  resulted  in  having  to  resort  to  the  expedient  of  temporarily 
withdrawing  the  lands  from  settlement  and  entry. 

That  need  for  such  action  should  have  arisen  adds  further  emphasis 
to  all  that  has  been  said  in  the  past  by  this  office,  for  twenty  successive 
years,  respecting  the  urgent  need  for  repealing  the  acts  named. 

I  can  but  repeat  what  I  said  on  this  subject  in  my  report  last  year  in 
connection  with  regulating  the  sales  of  timber,  which  was  as  follows : 

Efforts  to  control  the  use  of  timber  by  these  regulations  are  further  rendered 
unavailing  by  the  fact  that  the  act  of  June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.  L.,  88),  authorizing 
the  taking  of  timber  in  certain  States  and  Territories  from  lands  subject  to  entry 
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under  the  mineral  laws  operates  practically  as  a  donation  to  the  public  at  large  of 
all  the  timber  on  unreserved  lands  in  those  States  and  Territories,  while  the  addi- 
tional act  approved  on  the  same  date  (20  Stat.  L.,  89),  as  extended  by  the  act  of 
August  4,  1892  (27  Stat.  L.,  348),  affords  a  ready  cover  for  the  acquirement  of  the 
most  valuable  timber  on  the  unreserved  lands  throughout  all  the  public-land  States 
by  payment  for  the  land  at  the  mere  nominal  rate  of  $2.50  per  acre.  Both  of  these 
acts  should  be  repealed  forthwith. 

Until  these  two  acts  of  June  3,  1878,  and  the  above-mentioned  act  of 
August  4,  1892,  are  repealed  it  is  impossible  to  protect  or  properly 
utilize  the  timber  on  the  unreserved  lands. 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  trying  to  protect  these  lands  from 
fires  present  a  farther  reason  for  expediting  the  work  of  setting  apart 
the  forested  areas  as  reserves.  Until  these  regions  are  subjected  to 
the  care  of  a  sufficient  patrol  force  fires  must  necessarily  continue 
practically  unchecked.  At  present  the  utmost  that  can  be  done  ordi- 
narily is  to  place  all  the  timber  on  the  unreserved  lands  throughout  a 
State  or  Territory  under  the  care  of  one  or  two  special  agents,  who 
are  charged  with  all  the  work  of  preventing  the  starting  and  spread  of 
forest  fires  on  such  lands  and  of  protecting  the  same  from  unlawful 
lumbering  operations,  involving  working  up  and  presenting  the  evi- 
dence in  a  number  of  cases  of  timber  depredation  suits,  with  the  added 
work  in  certain  localities  of  conducting  sales  of  public  timber,  neces- 
sitating extensive  examinations  and  much  other  work  in  connection 
therewith,  besides  the  further  labor  of  investigating  and  reporting 
upon  cases  of  fraudulent  and  illegal  entries  of  public  lands  throughout 
the  State  or  Territory. 

As  a  result  the  forests  on  these  lands  remain  to  a  large  extent 
uupatrolled,  and  in  consequence  stand  exposed  to  dangers  from  every 
source.  Speedy  action  to  effect  their  timely  reservation  for  forest  uses 
is  the  only  remedy,  and  consequently  the  need  for  men  and  means 
with  which  to  accomplish  the  work  can  not  be  too  strenuously  insisted 
upon.  Each  year  of  delay  means  an  almost  incalculable  loss  in  respect 
to  our  forest  resources. 

In  the  meantime,  until  the  withdrawal  of  these  lands  can  be  effected, 
it  is  important  that  the  force  of  special  agents  now  available  for  the 
manifold  duties  to  be  performed  in  connection  therewith,  as  above  indi- 
cated, should  be  largely  augmented.  The  appropriation  of  $110,000 
for  this  branch  of  the  service  during  the  past  year  admitted  of  placing 
a  force  in  the  field  which  was  equivalent  to  about  thirty- seven  agents 
actively  employed  for  the  entire  year.  The  inadequacy  of  such  a  force 
to  cope  with  all  of  the  above-recited  work  is  obvious  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  unreserved  lands  are  scattered  throughout  such  a 
number  of  States  and  Territories  as  to  form  a  continuous,  unbroken 
chain,  stretching  from  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
to  the  Great  Lakes  and  thence  across  the  continent  to  the  Pacific  in  a 
vast  sweep  that  includes  the  entire  country  from  the  British  possessions 
to  Mexico  (with  the  exception  of  the  State  of  Texas). 

To  suggest  that  in  the  interest  of  the  service  this  force  of  special 
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agents  be,  if  not  doubled,  at  least  largely  increased,  would  be  asking 
little  in  the  face  of  such  a  showing.  And  I  accordingly  recommend 
that  the  appropriation  for  this  branch  of  the  service  for  the  coining 
year  be  not  less  than  $150,000. 

That  the  methods  that  characterize  the  use  of  timber  on  these  lands 
at  present  are  not  only  wasteful  and  extravagant  in  the  extreme  in 
respect  to  the  consumption  of  timber,  but  also  fail  to  make  the  timber 
used  yield  a  rightful  revenue  to  the  Government,  has  been  recently 
clearly  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  while  the  total  reported  receipts 
from  timber  on  our  public  lands  during  the  year  ending  June  30,1898, 
amounted  to  only  $144,244.50,  the  administration  of  neighboring  forests 
across  the  border  in  the  British  possessions  resulted  during  the  year 
1898  in  a  revenue  to  the  government  of  over  $2,000,000. 

NEED   FOR   AMENDED   LEGISLATION. 

In  my  two  former  reports  I  made  urgent  recommendations  for 
amended  legislation  affecting  these  unreserved  lands.  Since,  as  yet  no 
relief  has  been  afforded  by  Congress  in  this  matter,  I  repeat  the  recom- 
mendation which  I  made  last  year  on  this  subject,  as  follows: 

In  regard  to  the  timber  on  suck  of  the  public  lands  as  are  better  adapted  to  other 
purposes  than  forest  reservation  uses,  and  which  will  consequently  remain  unre- 
served, it  is  of  urgent  importance  that  a  general  law  should  be  passed  at  an  early 
date  which  shall  repeal  the  numerous  conflicting  and  undesirable  public-timber  laws 
which  at  present  cumber  the  statute  books,  and  in  their  stead  make  adequate  provi- 
sion for  the  protection  and  rational  use  of  timber  on  such  lands  upon  lines  similar 
to  those  governing  the  use  of  timber  within  reservations. 

The  imperative  need  existing  for  such  action  was  elaborated  upon  in  my  last 
annual  report,  in  which  the  manifold  evils  growing  out  of  the  present  mass  of  legis- 
lation on  this  subject  were  set  forth  in  detail,  in  connection  with  inviting  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  repeal  of  certain  of  the  most  obnoxious  of  these  statutes  had  been 
the  subject  of  urgent  recommendation  on  the  part  of  this  office  for  twenty  years. 

I  again  respectfully  urge  the  need  for  a  law  which  shall  accomplish  the  desired 
ends,  with  the  hope  that  the  matter  may  receive  the  attention  of  Congress  at  an 
early  date. 

I  have  already  pointed  out  above,  in  connection  with  the  subject  of 
forest  reservations,  the  need  for  a  better  fire  law  to  protect  these  unre- 
served lands  as  well  as  those  within  the  forest  reserves,  and  also  the 
need  for  an  act  authorizing  the  leasing  or  renting  for  grazing  and  pas- 
turing purposes  of  the  unreserved  as  well  as  the  reserved  lands,  and 
the  necessity  for  an  enactment  authorizing  forest  officers,  special  agents, 
and  other  officers  having  authority  in  relation  to  the  public  lands  and 
the  timber  thereon,  to  make  arrests  of  parties  violating  the  laws  or 
rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the  forest  reserves  or  other  forest 
lands  of  the  United  States. 

SALES   OF   TIMBER    ON    UNRESERVED   LANDS. 

An  effort  in  the  direction  of  inaugurating  a  system  of  conservative 
lumbering  on  unreserved  lands  has  been  made  this  past  year  in  connec- 
tion with  putting  into  effect  revised  regulations  under  the  act  of  March 
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3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  1093),  which  make  provision  not  only  for  the  free  use 
of  timber  to  a  limited  extent,  but  for  sales  of  timber  to  meet  the  legiti- 
mate needs  of  trade. 

As  indicated  above,  however,  effective  work  along  such  lines  is  not 
to  be  anticipated  so  long  as  the  two  acts  of  June  3,  1878  (20  Stat.,  88 
and  89),  and  the  act  of  August  4,  1892  (27  Stat.,  348),  remain  in 
operation. 

The  number  of  petitions  received  during  the  year  for  sales  of  timber 
on  unreserved  lands  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat,  1093), 
amounted  to  48,  involving  a  total  of  13,427,000  feet  of  timber  (board 
measure),  11,480  cords  of  wood,  and  18,000  fence  posts.  Sales  of  tim- 
ber have  been  effected  in  5  cases,  involving  a  total  amount  received 
therefrom  of  $1,986.75.  In  2  cases  the  petitions  have  been  either 
withdrawn  or  dismissed.  The  remaining  41  cases  are  either  in  the 
hands  of  special  agents  for  examination  and  report  thereon  or  are 
awaiting  completion  of  published  notices  of  sale. 

DEPREDATIONS   UPON   PUBLIC   TIMBER. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-four  cases  of  depredations  upon  public 
timber  have  been  reported  during  the  year,  involving  public  timber 
and  products  therefrom  to  the  value  of  $743,030  recoverable  to  the 
Government. 

The  amount  involved  in  propositions  of  settlement  accepted  by  this 
office  and  sales  of  timber  and  lumber  is  $42,852.09.  There  were  received 
from  compromises  effected,  under  section  3469,  United  Stated  Revised 
Statutes,  $107,144.17.  In  addition  the  amount  involved  in  fines  imposed 
and  judgments  rendered  is  $64,178.72,  making  a  total  of  $214,174.98 
resulting  from  the  work  of  this  office  in  investigating  timber  depreda- 
tions upon  public  lands. 

On  June  30, 1899,  there  were  pending  in  the  United  States  courts  125 
civil  suits  for  the  recovery  of  a  total  amount  of  $1,283,213.16  for  the 
value  of  timber  alleged  to  have  been  unlawfully  cut  from  public  lands 
and  338  criminal  prosecutions  for  the  act  of  cutting  or  removing  timber 
in  violation  of  law. 

DEVELOPMENT    OF    THE   SERVICE. 

While  the  great  paramount  benefits  derived  from  a  national  forestry 
system  in  the  way  of  forest  preservation  and  water  conservation  are 
necessarily  beyond  computation,  yet  one  of  the  minor  advantages 
resulting  therefrom,  viz,  a  revenue  to  the  Government,  is  appreciable; 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  receipts  from  this  source  last  year, 
as  reported  above,  aggregated  $223,696.56. 

This  amount,  as  compared  with  the  total  amount  of  appropriations 
expended  during  the  year  in  connection  with  public  timber,  $285,000, 
shows  that  the  forest  service,  even  in  its  present  early  stage  of  devel- 
opment, and  laboring  under  many  and  serious  disadvantages  which 
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cripple  its  efforts  to  a  large  extent,  has  already  proved  largely  self- 
supporting. 

With  amended  legislation,  as  urged  above,  and  appropriations  pro- 
portioned to  the  needs  of  the  service,  it  is  evident  that  the  administra- 
tion of  our  forested  lands  can  be  made  to  yield  a  large  revenue  to  the 
Government. 

The  past  year's  work  has  been  in  the  nature  of  demonstration.  It 
has  demonstrated  the  possibilities  of  the  service,  with  a  clear  off-setting 
of  its  needs  at  the  hands  of  Congress,  in  respect  to  both  legislation  and 
appropriations. 

I  think  it  important  that  Congress  should  recognize  that  the  experi- 
mental stage  of  this  work  has  passed,  and  that  it  now  remains  to 
develop  it.  But  satisfactory  development  can  not  be  accomplished  so 
long  as  this  office  has  to  operate  under  many  of  the  present  laws  respect- 
ing public  timber  and  has  also  to  contend  with  straitened  means. 

I  accordingly  earnestly  commend  this  matter  of  the  growing  needs 
of  this  service  to  the  attention  of  Congress,  with  the  hope  that  the 
several  specific  recommendations  made  above  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  the  forested  lands,  both  reserved  and  unreserved, 
may  receive  early  and  favorable  attention. 

SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  Recommendation  renewed  of  an  enactment  for  the  compulsory 
attendance  of  witnesses  at  hearings  in  contested  land  cases  before  the 
local  land  officers.     (See  p.  90.) 

2.  That  legislation  be  asked  for  amending  section  2350,  United  States 
Revised  Statutes,  so  as  to  prevent  the  mining  and  sale  of  coal  during 
the  lifetime  of  a  coal  declaratory  statement,  or  until  full  payment  is 
made  for  the  land.     (See  pp.  91.) 

3.  That  the  limits  of  the  Mount  Rainier  National  Park,  in  the  State 
of  Washington,  as  established  by  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2, 
1899  (30  Stat.,  993),  be  changed  and  enlarged.     (See  p.  98.) 

4.  Recommendation  renewed  for  extension  of  the  Yellowstone 
National  Park.     (See  p.  100.) 

5.  That  legislation  be  asked  for  amending  the  act  of  June  4,  1897 
(30  Stat.,  34-36),  so  that  the  period  for  publication  of  notice  of  sale  of 
timber  and  the  localities  where  publication  should  be  made  be  left  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.  (See 
p.  112.) 

6.  That  the  sum  of  $300,000  be  appropriated  for  the  expenses,  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  for  the  forest  service  in  connection 
with  the  creation  and  administration  of  forest  reservations.  (See  p. 
117.) 

7.  The  enactment  of  a  law  that  shall  empower  forest  officers,  special 
agents,  and  other  officers  having  authority  in  relation  to  the  protection 
of  public  lands  and  the  timber  thereon,  to  make  arrests,  without  process 
in  hand,  for  the  violation  of  the  laws  or  rules  and  regulations  relating 
to  the  forest  reserves  or  other  forest  lands  of  the  United  States.  (See 
p.  119.) 
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8.  That  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  February  28, 1899  (30  Stat.,  908), 
be  expanded  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  rent  or  lease 
lands  within  forest  reservations  for  any  purposes  not  incompatible  with 
the  purposes  for  which  such  reservations  are  created.     (See  p.  119.) 

9.  That  early  legislative  provision  be  made  for  the  entry  of  lands 
within  forest  reservations  which  are  found  to  be  more  valuable  for  the 
coal  therein  than  for  forest  uses.     (See  p.  120.) 

10.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  June  4, 1897  (30  Stat.,  36),  as  pertains 
to  the  exchange  of  lands  within  forest  reservations  for  those  without 
be  amended  by  adding  this  proviso,  to  wit: 

Provided,  That  the  natural  state  of  the  tract  relinquished  has  not  "been  changed 
except  to  such  an  extent  as  may  have  been  necessary  in  clearing  the  land  for  actual 
cultivation.     (See  p.  115.) 

11.  Recommendation  in  matter  of  perfected  claims  to  lands  in  forest 
reserves  (act  June  4, 1897;  30  Stat.,  36),  where  ownership  is  established 
and  land  is  reconveyed  to  the  United  States,  and  for  the  following  spe- 
cific legislation : 

That  the  entryman  or  owner  of  lands  in  forest  reservations,  desiring  to  convey  the 
same  to  the  United  States,  must  file  with  his  relinquishment  his  affidavit,  duly  cor- 
roborated by  the  oaths  of  two  disinterested  persons,  fully  setting  forth  the  character 
of  the  lands  to  be  relinquished,  their  relative  value  for  agricultural,  mining,  and 
forest  purposes,  the  character,  extent,  and  value  of  the  improvements  thereon,  and 
the  purposes  for  which  they  have  been  occupied  or  used.  In  all  cases  where  such 
lands  are  not  occupied  or  used  for  farming  purposes  it  must  be  shown  in  such  affidavit 
that  they  are  more  valuable  for  forest  purposes  than  for  the  mineral  thereon  or  for 
agricultural  purposes.     (See  p.  115). 

12.  That  existing  legislation  as  to  homestead  entry  contests  be  modi- 
fied so  as  to  make  unnecessary  the  allegation  and  proof  now  required 
that  abandonment  was  not  due  to  military  or  naval  service,  and  to  pro- 
vide as  a  defense  on  the  part  of  the  settler  defendant  at  time  of  hearing 
such  facts  as  he  may  submit  as  to  actual  service  in  the  Army,  Navy,  or 
Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war.     (See  pp.  81.) 

13.  Eepeal  of  the  two  acts  of  June  3, 1878  (20  Stat.,  88  and  89),  and 
of  the  act  of  August  4, 1892  (27  Stat.,  348),  relating  to  timber  on  public 
lands  in  certain  States  and  Territories.     (See  p.  124.) 

14.  For  the  enactment  of  a  general  law  which  shall  repeal  the 
numerous  conflicting  and  undesirable  existing  statutes  respecting  tim- 
ber on  the  unreserved  lands,  and  in  their  stead  make  due  provision  for 
the  protection  and  use  of  timber  on  such  lands.     (See  p.  126.) 

15.  That  the  appropriation  for  the  services  of  special  agents  in  con- 
nection with  the  protection  of  the  public  lands  for  the  coming  year  be 
not  less  than  $150,000.     (See  p.  126.)

This  division  has  charge  of  the  records  of  patents  issued  and  the 
certificates,  proofs,  and  other  muniments  of  title  on  which  the  patents 
are  founded,  prepares  certified  copies  of  these  records  and  papers,  and 
answers  all  communications  relating  to  the  same.  The  division  also 
keeps  a  record  of  the  number  of  unsatisfied  military  bounty-land  war- 
rants. 

The  act  of  July  4, 1836,  reorganizing  the  General  Land  Office,  requires 
the  recorder,  after  the  Commissioner  has  approved  the  issuance  of  a 
patent,  to  attend  to  its  correct  engrossing,  recording,  and  transmission, 
and  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  the  same;  and  he  is 
further  required  by  act  of  March  3,  1841,  to  countersign  all  patents.

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C.—PUBLIC  LANDS  DIVISION. 

This  division  has  charge  of  the  permanent  tract  books,  in  which 
space  is  allowed  for  the  posting  of  each  legal  subdivision,  established 
by  surveys  and  shown  by  the  official  plats,  which  has  heretofore  been 
or  is  now  a  part  of  the  public  domain.  In  these  books  are  noted 
descriptions  of  all  entries,  filings,  selections,  grants,  reservations,  and 
cancellations  thereof,  either  by  relinquishment  or  by  action  of  this 
office,  a,nd  all  restorations  to  the  public  domain.  Therefore  all  claims 
to  public  lands  must  be  recorded  in  these  books,  as  well  as  every  con- 
test, conflict,  and  anything  affecting  the  status  of  any  tract,  to  the  end 
that  the  status  of  any  particular  tract,  entry,  filing,  selection,  grant,  or 
reservation  may  be  known  upon  reference  to  these  records. 

It  devolves  upon  this  division  to  examine  the  greater  portion  of  all 
entries  made  with  regard  to  the  regularity  of  the  entry  papers,  the 
qualifications  of  the  en  try  men,  and  the  final  papers  as  to  the  suffi- 
ciency of  the  proofs  submitted,  and  to  furnish  the  status  showing  any 
apparent  conflicts  at  the  date  of  posting  of  all  entries,  selections,  filings, 
and  applications  which  are  referred  to  other  divisions  for  final  action. 
All  final  and  commuted  homestead,  soldiers'  additional  homestead, 
timber-land  cash,  private  cash,  graduation  cash,  and  various  other 
classes  of  entries,  including  scrip  locations  and  Indian  homesteads,  are, 
if  uncontested,  finally  adjudicated  and  disposed  of  by  this  division. 

There  is  also  allotted  to  this  division  a  great  deal  of  important  miscel- 
laneous work,  such  as  the  making  of  reports  and  recommendations 
relative  to  legislation  affecting  public  lands  and  work  incidental  to  the 
disposal  of  great  areas  of  ceded  Indian  lands  and  lands  restored  to  the 
public  domain  from  a  state  of  reservation  imposed  by  railroad  grants, 
reservoir  sites,  abandoned  military  reservations,  etc.,  in  which  numer- 
ous complicated  questions  are  constantly  arising  as  to  the  legal  rights 
accruing  under  the  special  laws  providing  for  the  disposal  thereof  and 
the  instructions  in  regard  thereto,  requiring  decisions  and  new  rulings 
covering  nice  points  of  law.

INSTRUCTIONS  AND  LAWS. 

EXTENSION    OF    TIME    FOR    PAYMENT    TO    HOMESTEADERS    ON    CEDED    INDIAN 

RESERVATIONS. 

That  the  settlers  who  purchased  with  the  condition  annexed  of  actual  settlement 
on  all  ceded  Indian  reservations  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  granted  an  extension  to 
July  1,  1900,  in  which  to  make  payments  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Act  approved  July  1,  1898  (30  Stat.,  595).

Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  attached  copy  of  the  act  approved 
June  16,  1898  (Public — No.  140),  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  homestead  set- 
tlers who  enterthe  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war." 
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You  will  observe  that  the  act  provides  that  hereafter  no  contest  shall  he  initiated 
on  the  ground  of  abandonment,  nor  allegation  of  abandonment  sustained  against  any- 
such  settler,  unless  it  shall  be  alleged  in  the  prelimiuary  affidavit  or  affidavits  that 
the  settler's  alleged  absence  from  the  land  was  not  due  to  his  employment  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war,  and  all  affidavits  of 
contest  hereafter  filed  in  which  abandonment  is  alleged  must  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  act. 

The  other  provisions  of  the  law  are  so  plain,  no  additional  instructions  are  deemed 
necessary.

[Public— No.  140.] 

AN  ACT  for  the  protection  of  homestead  settlers  who  enter  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the 

United  States  in  time  of  war. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  in  every  case  in  which  a  settler  on  the  public  land  of  the 
United  States  under  the  homestead  laws  enlists  or  is  actually  engaged  in  the  Army, 
Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States  as  private  soldier,  officer,  seaman,  or 
marine,  during  the  existing  war  with  Spain,  or  during  any  other  war  in  which  the 
United  States  may  bo  engaged,  his  services  therein  shall,  in  the  administration  of  the 
homestead  laws,  be  construed  to  be  equivalent  to  all  intents  and  purposes  to  resi- 
dence and  cultivation  for  the  same  length  of  time  upon  the  tract  entered  or  settled 
upon;  and  hereafter  no  contest  shall  be  initiated  on  the  ground  of  abandonment, 
nor  allegation  of  abandonment  sustained  against  any  such  settler,  unless  it  shall  be 
alleged  in  the  preliminary  affidavit  or  affidavits  of  contest,  and  proved  at  the  hear- 
ing in  cases  hereafter  initiated,  that  the  settler's  alleged  absence  from  the  land  was 
not  due  to  his  employment  in  such  service :  Provided,  That  if  such  settler  shall  be  dis- 
charged on  account  of  wounds  received  or  disability  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty, 
then  the  term  of  his  enlistment  shall  be  deducted  from  the  required  length  of  resi- 
dence without  reference  to  the  time  of  actual  service:  Provided  further,  That  no  pat- 
ent shall  issue  to  any  homestead  settler  who  has'  not  resided  upon,  improved,  and 
cultivated  his  homestead  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year  after  he  shall  have  com- 
menced his  improvements.

FLORIDA  HOMESTEADS-RELIEF  ACT  OF  FEBRUARY  25,  1899. 
INSTRUCTIONS. 

Commissioner  Hermann  to  register  and  receiver,  Gainesville,  Fla.,  April  4,  1899. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  act  of  Congress  (Public — No.  68)  approved  February 
25, 1899,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  certain  homestead  settlers  in  Florida,"  which 
provides  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  any  qualified  homestead  claimant  who  was  in  good  faith  actually  occupying  a  home- 
stead claim  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  the  State  of  Florida  in  the  month  of  Septemher, 
anno  Domini  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and  who  was  by,  through,  or  on  account  of  a  storm 
which  passed  through  said  State  during  said  month  driven  from  or  compelled  to  leave  and  remain 
away  from  such  homestead,  may  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act  return  to  such  home- 
stead claim  and  proceed  to  perfect  title  thereto  as  though  absence  therefrom  had  not  occurred. 

Under  the  provisions  of  said  act  any  qualified  homestead  claimant  who  was  in  good 
faith  actually  occupying  a  homestead  claim  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in 
the  State  of  Florida,  in  the  month  of  September,  1896,  and  who  was,  on  account  of 
the  storm  mentioned  in  the  act,  driven  from  or  compelled  to  leave  and  to  remain 
away  from  such  homestead,  may  return  to  such  homestead  within  one  year  from 
February  25,  1899,  the  date  of  approval  of  the  act,  and  proceed  to  perfect  title  thereto 
as  though  absence  from  such  homestead  had  not  occurred. 

Said  act  does  not  mention  the  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  storm  took  place,  but 
it  is  construed  as  meaning  or  intending  to  mean  the  storm  of  September  29,  1896, 
which  did  much  damage  in  the  State  of  Florida,  and  chiefly  in  the  counties  of  Ala- 
chua, Columbia,  Lafayette,  Levy,  and  one  or  two  other  counties  of  said  State. 

Said  act  is  construed  as  covering  all  homestead  entries  of  record  in  your  office  at 
the  time  or  on  the  day  the  storm  took  place  and  which,  since  that  date,  have  not 
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been  relinquished  by  the  entrymen  and  canceled  on  the  records  of  your  office  by  rea- 
son of  relinquishment,  or  for  any  other  reason. 

Where  entries  have  been  canceled  since  the  storm  of  September,  1896,  on  the  relin- 
quishment of  claimants  compelled  to  leave  their  claims  on  account  of  said  storm,  and 
other  persons  have  made  homestead  entry  on  the  lands  covered  thereby,  said  act 
is  not  construed  as  in  any  manner  affecting  the  rights  of  said  last-named  entrymen. 

To  entitle  a  party  to  the  relief  afforded  by  said  act  it  must  be  shown  by  his  affi- 
davit, corroborated  by  two  or  more  disinterested  witnesses,  what  comprised  his 
improvements  on  the  homestead  claim  at  the  time  of  the  storm,  sucli  affidavit  to  be 
accompanied  with  a  brief  statement,  duly  sworn  to,  showing  the  particulars  com- 
pelling him  to  leave  and  remain  away  from  his  claim,  such  affidavit  and  statement 
to  be  tiled  in  your  office  and  to  accompany  his  final  proof  when  submitted. 

Any  homestead  claimant  seeking  to  avail  himself  of  the  relief  afforded  by  said  act 
will  have  one  year  from  February  25,  1899,  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  act,  in 
which  to  come  forward  and  substantiate  his  claim  for  such  relief.  Such  persons  when 
submitting  final  proof  will  be  credited  with  the  time  intervening  between  the  29th 
day  of  September,  1896,  the  day  on  which  the  storm  took  place,  and  the  respective 
dates  when  they  resume  settlement  and  make  known  to  you  their  intentions  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  benefits  named  in  the  act,  just  as  though  they  had  been  actually 
occupying  their  respective  claims  during  such  intervening  period.

PAYMENTS  REQUIRED  FOR  GREAT  SIOUX  INDIAN  LANDS.

Gentlemen  :  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  provisions  of  an  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  March  3,  1899,  Public  188,  entitled  "  An  act  making  appropriations 
for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred,  and  for  other  purposes/'  viz : 

That  all  persons  who  may  have  heretofore  settled  upon  that  portion  of  the  Great  Sioux  Indian 
Reservation  which  was  opened  up  to  settlement  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  March  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled  "An  act  to  divide  a  portion  of  the  reservation  of  the  Sioux 
Nation  of  Indians  in  Dakota  into  separate  reservations  and  to  secure  the  relinquishment  of  the  Indian 
title  to  the  remainder  and  for  other  purposes,"  may  secure  patents  for  the  lands  embraced  in  their 
entry  upon  making  the  payments  required  in  section  twenty-one  of  said  act  of  March  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  above  referred  to,  and  no  other  or  further  payments  shall  be  required  of 
said  claimants,  whether  proof  and  payment  be  made  after  fourteen  months  or  five  years  from  the  date 
of  settlement  upon  said  lands. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  act  provides  that  all  persons  who  may  have  <l  hereto- 
fore" settled  upon  that  portion  of  said  reservation  which  was  opened  up  to  settle- 
ment by  said  act  of  March  2,  1889  (25  Stat.,  854),  may  secure  patents  for  the  lands 
embraced  in  their  entries  upon  making  tbe  payments  required  in  section  21  of  said 
act,  whether  proof  and  payment  be  made  after  fourteen  months  or  five  years  from 
the  date  of  settlement.  Hereafter  when  such  parties  pay  the  price  fixed  by  section 
21  of  said  act  you  will  not  require  an  additional  payment  of  $1.25  per  acre  for  the 
privilege  of  commuting  their  cntrios,  which  has  been  done  since  the  Department 
rendered  its  decision  of  May  13,  1896  (22  L.  D.,  550).  See  the  cases  of  Randall 
McDonnall  (27  L.  D.,  72)  and  Austin  G.  Brassfield  (27  L.  D.,  395). 

Persons  who  did  not  settle  upon  said  reservation  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act 
of  March  3,  1899,  are  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  law  quoted.

GREER  COUNTY,  OKLAHOMA— ACT  OF  MARCH  1,  1899. 

Department  of  the  Interior,  General  Land  Office, 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  13,  1899. 
Register  and  Receiver,  Mangum,  Okla. 

Gentlemen:  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  1  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  entry  of  lands  in 
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Greer  County,  Oklahoma  Territory,  to  give  preference  right  to  settlers,  and  for  other 
purposes/'  approved  March  1,  1899  (Public  —  No.  108),  which  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  section  one  of  an  act  to  give  preference  right  to  settlers  in  Greer  County,  Oklahoma 
Territory,  is  herehy  so  amended  as  to  allow  parties  who  have  had  the  benefit  of  the  homestead  laws 
of  the  United  States,  and  who  had  purchased  lands  in  Greer  County  from  the  State  of  Texas  prior  to 
March  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and-ninety-six,  to  perfect  titles  to  said  lands  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  one  hereinbefore  mentioned,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  may  prescribe,  and  according  to  the  legal  subdivisions  of  the  public  surveys,  if 
no  adverse  rights  have  attached :  Provided,  That  no  settler  shall  be  permitted  to  acquire  to  exceed 
three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  under  this  provision. 

The  preference  right  and  privileges  granted  by  section  L  of  the  act  of  January 
18, 1897  (29  Stat.,  490),  which  is  thus  amended,  were  by  the  terms  of  that  section 
limited  to  persons  "  qualified  under  the  homestead  laws  of  the  United  States." 

This  amendatory  act  does  not  grant  a  right  to  make  an  additional  or  second  home- 
stead entry  in  Greer  County  to  one  who  had  theretofore  made  a  homestead  entry 
under  section  1  of  the  original  act,  but  it  does  extend  to  those  who  had  purchased, 
lands  in  Greer  County  from  the  State  of  Texas  prior  to  March  16, 1896,  the  privileges 
given  by  that  section  even  where  they  "have  had  the  benefit  of  the  homestead  laws 
of  the  United  States"  and  are  for  that  reason  not  qualified  under  such  homestead 
laws. 

A  purchaser  directly  from  the  State  or  through  mesne  conveyances  from  the  State, 
will  be  deemed  a  purchaser  from  the  State  under  the  provisions  of  the  amendatory 
act. 

Under  section  1  of  the  original  act  a  preference  right  was  granted  for  six  months 
from  the  passage  of  that  act  within  which  to  exercise  the  right  of  homestead  entry 
and  to  make  the  purchase  of  additional  lands  therein  provided  for.  Under  the  terms 
of  the  amendatory  act  and  the  authority  to  prescribe  regulations  thereunder,  a 
similar  privilege  is  extended  to  the  class  therein  named,  the  same  to  date  from  the 
passage  of  the  amendatory  act,  March  1, 1899. 

The  manner  of  making  homestead  entry  or  purchase  under  the  amendatory  act, 
and  he  character  of  proof  evidencing  a  purchase  from  the  State  of  Texas,  will  be 
the  came  as  that  required  by  the  circular  of  February  15,  1897,  (24  L.  D.,  184),  but 
instead  of  stating  that  he  has  not  had  the  benefit  of  the  homestead  laws  of  the 
United  States,  the  applicant  will  only  be  required  to  state  that  he  has  not  made  a 
homestead  entry  of  lands  in  Greer  County  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  1 
of  the  act  of  January  18,  1897. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  in  applying  to  make  either  a  homestead  entry  or  a  pur- 
chase under  the  amendatory  act,  that  the  applicant  make  affidavit  to  the  fact  that 
no  adverse  right  to  the  land  applied  for  existed  on  March  1,  1899,  the  date  of  the 
amendatory  act,  the  operation  of  the  amendment  being  limited  to  lands  to  which 
"no  adverse  rights  have  attached." 

The  affidavit  of  the  applicant  to  the  effect  that  no  adverse  rights  existed  to  the 
lands  applied  for  on  March  1, 1899,  will  be  sufficient  upon  which  to  allow  the  applica- 
tion, if  no  claim  therefor  had  been  previously  filed  in  the  local  office. 

The  entry  or  purchase  may,  however,  be  contested  by  any  adverse  claimant,  pro- 
vided the  adverse  claim  is  timely  presented.

SOUTHERN  UTE  INDIAN  LANDS  OPENED  TO  SETTLEMENT-INSTRUCTIONS. 

Department  of  the  Interior,  General  Land  Office, 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  15,  1899. 
Register  and  Receiver,  Durango,  Colo. 

Gentlemen:  In  view  of  a  proclamation  issued  by  the  President  April  13,  1899, 
opening  to  settlement  and  entry  at  12  o'clock  noon,  May  4  next,  the  unallotted  and 
unreserved  lands  within  the  present  reservation  of  the  Southern  Ute  Indians,  you 
will  consider  section  4  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  20,  1895  (28  Stat., 
677),  which  provides — 

That  at  the  expiration  of  6  months  from  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  President  of  the  United  Statea 
shall  issue  his  proclamation  declaring  the  lands  embraced  within  the  present  reservation  of  said 
Indians  except  such  portions  as  may  have  been  allotted  or  reserved  under  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding sections  of  this  Act,  open  to  occupancy  and  settlement,  and  thereupon  said  lands  shall  be  ami 
become  apart  of  the  public  domain  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  lie  subject  t<>  entry  under  the  des- 
ert, homestead,  and  town-site  laws  and  the  laws  governing  the  disposal  of  coal,  mineral,  stone,  and 
timber  lands;  but  no  homestead  settler  shall  receive  a  title  to  any  portion  of  such  lands  at  less  than 
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one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  and  shall  be  required  to  make  a  cash  payment  of  fifty  cents 
per  acre  at  the  time  filing  is  made  upon  any  of  said  lands:  Provided,  That  before  said  lands  shall  be 
open  to  public  settlement  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  cause  the  improvements  belonging  to 
the  Indians  on  the  lands  now  occupied  by  them  to  he  appraised  and  sold  at  public  sale  to  the 
highest  bidder,  except  improvements  on  lands  allotted  to  the  Indians  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act.  No  sale  of  such  improvements  shall  be  made  for  less  than  the  appraised  value,  and 
the  several  purchasers  of  said  improvements  shall,  for  thirty  days  after  the  issuance  of  the  President's 
proclamation,  have  the  preference  right  of  .entry  of  the  lands  upon  which  the  improvements  pur- 
chased, by  him  are  situated :  Provided  further,  That  the  said  purchase  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres:  And  provided  further,  That  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  improvements  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Indians  owning  the  same. 

Each  applicant  to  enter  any  of  these  lands  as  a  homestead  must  have  the  qualifi- 
cations required  of  any  applicant  for  homestead  entry  under  existing  law.  He  must, 
at  time  of  making  his  original  entry,  pay  the  sum  of  50  cents  per  acre  in  addition  to 
the  regular  fee  and  commissions,  and  at  time  of  making  final  proof  pay  the  further 
sum  of  75  cents  per  acre,  in  addition  to  the  regular  final  commissions.  No  final 
commissions  will  be  collected  where  the  party  submits  proof  under  section  2301, 
Revised  Statutes. 

In  tliis  connection  and  for  your  information  andguidance,  the  following  paragraph 
in  the  President's  proclamation  is  here  inserted : 

An  error  having  been  made  in  1873  in  the  survey  and  location  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  reser- 
vation hereby  opened  to  settlement  and  entry  whereby  certain  lands  constituting  a  part  of  the  reser- 
vation were  erroneously  identified  as  being  outside  of  the  reservation,  by  reason  of  which  several 
persons  in  good  faith  settled  upon  said  lands  under  the  belief  that  the  same  were  unappropriated 
public  lands  open  to  settlement,  and  have  since  improved  and  cultivated,  and  are  now  residing  upon 
the  same  with  a  view  to  the  entry  thereof  under  the  public  land  laws,  notice  is  hereby  given  that  in 
so  far  as  said  persons  possess  the  qualifications  required  by  law,  and  maintain  their  said  settlement 
and  residence  up  to  the  time  of  the  opening  hei-eiu  provided  for,  they  will  be  considered  and  treated 
as  having  initiated  and  established  a  lawful  settlement  at  the  very  instant  at  which  the  lauds  become 
open,  and  as  having  the  superior  right  and  claim  to  enter  said  lands,  which  right  must  be  exercised 
within  three  months  from  the  time  of  said  opening. 

Desert,  town-site,  coal,  mineral,  stone,  and  timber  entries  will  be  made  for  said 
lands  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  applicable  thereto. 

The  ordinary  homestead,  desert,  town-site,  coal,  mineral,  stone,  and  timber  blanks 
will  be  used,  continuing  your  regular  series  of  numbers,  but  indicating  upon  the 
entry  papers  and  abstracts  that  the  entries  are  made  under  the  act  of  February  20, 
1895,  section  4,  Southern  Ute  Indian  Reservation  lands. 

Your  especial  attention  is  directed  to  that  part  of  the  proclamation  which  states 
that  the  improvements  on  the  NE.  ±  NW.  J,  S.  £  NW.  \  and  NVV.  £  SW.J  Sec.  1,  T.  33

given  thirty  days  preference  right  of  entry  for  the  land,  after  the  issuance  of  the 
proclamation.     Govern  yourselves  accordingly  in  the  disposition  of  said  tracts. 

You  will  give  information  as  to  the  opening  to  the  local  papers  as  a  matter  of 
news.

ABANDONED   MILITARY   RESERVATIONS. 

Under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884  (23  Stat.  L.,  103),  providing  for  the 
disposal  of  abandoned  military  reservations  or  portions  thereof  on  the 
public  domain,  certain  lands  have  at  various  times  been  relinquished 
by  the  War  Department  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Interior 
Department  for  disposal  in  accordance  with  said  act,  or  as  provided 
for  in  acts  of  Congress  subsequent  thereto. 

By  the  act  of  August  23, 1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491),  special  provision  was 
made  for  the  disposal  of  abandoned  military  reservations  theretofore 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  disposition 
under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884,  the  disposal  of  which  had  not  been  pro- 
vided for  by  a  subsequent  act  of  Congress,  where  the  area  exceeds  five 
thousand  acres;  and  by  the  act  of  February  15,  1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  664), 
the  provisions  of  said  act  of  August  23,  1894,  were  extended  to  all 
abandoned  military  reservations  which  were  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  under  any  law  in  force  prior  to  July  5, 
1884. 
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Lists  of  the  abandoned  military  reservations  which  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Interior  Department  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  of 
July  5,  1884,  are  herewith  presented. 

Statement  A  shows  the  date  of  relinquishment,  area,  improvements, 
if  any,  and  value,  if  appraised. 

Statement  B  shows  the  facts  relative  to  location,  survey,  appraisal,

Whipple  Barracks  (timber  reserve),  situated,  in  Yavapai  Countv,  in  T.  13  N.,  R. 
2  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  June  30,  1873.  Relinquished  July  22, 1884, 
without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  720  acres.  Appraised.  Offered  for  sale 
November  5,  1896,  but  not  sold  for  want  of  bidders.  Mineral  character  of  land  now 
under  investigation. 

ARKANSAS. 

Little  Rock  Barracks,  or  Arsenal,  situated  in  the  city  of  Little  Rock.  Established 
April  11,  1839.  Relinquished  October  3,  1890,  under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  with  32 
buildings,  fences,  etc.,  valued  at  $60,081.  Surveyed.  Area,  36.01  acres.  Granted 
to  the  city  of  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  by  the  act  of  April  23,  1892  (29  Stat.  L.,  20),  under 
certain  conditions,  which  have  been  complied  with. 

Hot  Springs  Military  Reserve  (block  94),  situated  in  the  city  of  Hot  Springs. 
Established  November  17,  1880.  Relinquished  August  15,  1890,  act  July  5,  1884, 
without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  6.76  acres.  Offered  at  public  sale  April 
12,  1892,  but  not  sold. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Camp  Cad\j,  situated  in  San  Bernardino  County,  in  T.  10  N.,  R.  5  E.,  S.  B.  M. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  June  3,  1870.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884.  The 
War  Department  reports  that  in  1870  it  was  reported  that  there  were  12  structures 
of  little  value  on  the  reservation.     Survey  authorized.     Returns  not  yet  received. 

Camp  Independence  (post,  hay,  and  wood  reserves),  situated  in  Inyo  County. 
The  post  reserve  consists  of  lot  1  in  NE.  i  sec.  1,  T.  13  S.,  R.  34  E.,  and  W.  *  of  lot  1 
in  NW.  i  sec.  6,  T.  13  S.,  R.  35  E.  The  hay  reserve  consists  of  sees.  3  and  4,  T.  13  S., 
R.  35  E.  The  wood  reserve  consists  of  2  miles  square  (5  miles  west  of  the  post 
reserve)  in  T.  13  N.;  R.  34  E.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  January  23,  1866. 
Relinquished  July  23,  1884,  without  improvements.  Partly  surveyed.  An  entry 
was  made  for  the  post  reserve,  but  canceled  by  this  office.  One  entry  of  160  acres 
made  for  lands  on  the  hay  reserve  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  has  been  approved. 
Other  entries  for  these  lands,  aggregating  1,818.61  acres,  have  been  canceled.  The 
district  officers  were  directed,  on  February  13,  1896,  that  the  three  reservations  be 
treated  as  one,  and  therefore  subject  to  disposal  under  the  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28 
Stat.  L.,  491). 

Fort  Yuma,  situated  iu  San  Diego  County,  in  T.  16  S.,  Rs.  22  and  23  E.,  S.  B.  M. 
Portion  in  Yuma  County,  Ariz.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  January  22, 
1867.  Transferred  by  Executive  order  of  January  9,  1884,  to  the  Interior  Depart- 
ment for  Indian  uses.  This  reservation  was  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Interior 
Department  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5, 1884,  but  under  date  of  March  5, 
1892,  the  Interior  Department  held  that  under  the  order  of  January  9, 1884,  the  lands 
in  this  reservation  became  a  part  of  the  Yuma  Indian  Reservation. 
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COLORADO. 

Camp  on  White  Elver,  situated  in  Garfield  County,  in  Ts.  1  N.  and  1  S.,  Rs.  93 
and  94  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  April  26,  1881.  Relinquished  July 
22,  1884.  Surveyed.  Area,  40,960  acres.  This  tract  was  originally  within  the 
Ute  Indian  Reservation,  and  by  departmental  decision  of  January  3,  1885  (3  L.  D., 
296),  is  being  disposed  of  as  other  Ute  lands  under  the  act  of  June  15,  1880  (21 
Stat.  L.,  199). 

Cantonment  on  Uncompaligre,  a  portion  of  which  was  subsequently  called  Fort 
Crawford,  situated  in  Montrose  County,  in  Ts.  47  and  48  N.,  Rs.  8  aud  9  W. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  March  12,  1884.  A  portion  (2.797.22  acres) 
relinquished  July  22,  1884;  the  residue,  5,196.03  acres,  relinquished  December  22, 
1890.  These  tracts  were  originally  within  the  Ute  Reservation,  and  by  depart- 
mental decision  of  January  3,  1885  (3  L.  D.,  296),  are  being  disposed  of  as  other  Ute 
lands  under  the  act  of  June  15,  1880  (21  Stat,  L.,  199).  Surveyed.  The  War  Depart- 
ment has  reported  that  there  are  33  buildings  on  the  said  Fort  Crawford  Military 
Reservation,  together  with  board  walk,  irrigating  ditch,  and  wire  fence.  These 
were  sold  June  5,  1894. 

Fort  Lewis,  situated  in  La  Plata  County,  in  Ts.  34  and  35  N.,  Rs.  10,  11,  and  12 
W.,  New  Mexico  principal  meridian.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  January 
27,  1882.  By  General  Orders,  No.  89,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  Adjutant-General's 
Office,  dated  November  12,  1891,  the  reservation  was  transferred  to  the  custody 
and  control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  for  Indian  school  purposes  under 
act  of  July  31,  1882  (23  Stat.  L.,  181).  By  Executive  order  of  February  12,  1895, 
all  of  the  reservation  was  relinquished  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884, 
except  sections  33,  34,  and  35,  T.  35  N.,  R.  11  W.,  and  what  will  be,  wheu  surveyed, 
sections  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  and  those  portions  of  sections  9,  10,  11,  and  12  not  included 
in  the  limits  of  the  Ute  Indian  Reservation,  in  T.  34  N.,  R.  11  W.  Partly  surveyed. 
Restored  to  the  public  domain  by  the  act  of  May  19,  1896  (Public — No.  122),  and 
made  subject  to  disposal  under  the  public-land  laws  of  the  United  States,  except 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  embraced  in  sections  heretofore  reserved  for  Indian 
school  purposes.  (See  instructions  to  register  and  receiver,  Durango,  Colo.,  June 
6,  1896.) 

Fort  Lyon  (old),  situated  in  Bent  County,  in  Ts.  22  and  23  S.,  Rs.  47,  48,  and  49 
W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  August  8,  1863.  Relinquished  July  22, 1884, 
without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  38,000  acres.  Disposed  of  under  the  act 
of  October  1, 1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  561).     (See  L.  D.  13,  p.  533.) 

Fort  Lyon  (new),  situated  in  Bent  County,  in  Ts.  22  and  23  S.,  Rs.  51  and  52  W. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  1,  1868.  Relinquished  November  25, 
1889,  with  46  buildings,  valued  at  $46,480.  Surveyed.  Area,  5,918.90  acres.  The 
lands  in  this  reservation,  except  subdivisions  containing  buildings,  were  made 
subject  to  disposal  underact  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  561).  Buildings,  and 
lands  upon  which  they  are  situated,  in  section  4,  T.  23  S.,  R.  51  W.,  were  granted  to 
Colorado  for  a  soldiers'  home  by  act  of  February  17,  1897  (29  Stat.  L.,  531). 

Pagosa  Springs  (formerly  Old  Fort  Lewis),  situated  in  Archuleta  County,  in  T. 
35  N.,  R.  2  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  January  28,  1879.  Relinquished 
July  22,  1884,  without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  2,240  acres.  Disposed  of 
under  the  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  561.) 

Pikes  Peak  Signal  Station,  situated  in  El  Paso  County,  in  T.  14  S.,  Rs.  68  and  69  W. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  December  23,  1873.  Relinquished  January  12, 
1889.  By  the  President's  second  proclamation,  dated  March  18,  1892,  supplementary 
to  that  of  February  11, 1892,  this  reservation  was  ordered  to  be  included  in  the  Pikes 
Peak  timber-land  reserve. 

Fort  Sedgivick  (partly  in  Nebraska),  situated  in  Logan  County  (Ts.  11  and  12  N., 
Rs.  45  aud  46  W.),  and  in  Cheyenne  County,  Nebr.  (T.  12  N.,  Rs.  44  and  45  W.). 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  June  28,  1869.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884, 
without  improvements.  Surveyed.  Area,  40,960  acres.  Said  reservation  is  within 
the  granted  limits  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  the  said  company's 
rights  to  the  odd-numbered  sections  having  attached  prior  to  the  reservation  for 
military  purposes  were  not  impaired  thereby,  but  merely  placed  in  abeyance.  The 
even-numbered  sections  are  made  subject  to  disposal  under  the  homestead  laws  by 
act  of  May  14,  1890  (26  Stat  L.,  107). 

FLORIDA. 

Cayo  Costa  Island  (known  also  as  Boca  Grande  and  La  Costa),  situated  on  the  west 
coast  of  Florida  at  the  entrance  of  Charlotte  Harbor.  Executive  order  of  March  3, 
1849,  reserved  this  island  for  military  purposes,  with  two  small  islands  east — Pal- 
metto Key  and  an  unnamed  island.  On  May  18,  1878,  the  Secretary  of  War,  under 
authority  of  the  act  of  August  18,  1856  (11  Stat.  L.,  87),  relinquished  from  the  mili- 
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tary  reservation  all  of  Cayo  Costa  Island,  except  north  end  for  a  distance  of  two  miles, 
together  with  the  small  islands  east  and  within  one  mile  thereof.  By  Executive 
order  of  June  5,  1893,  there  were  reserved  for  light-house  purposes  lot  2,  sec.  29,  and 
lots  1  and  2,  sec.  32,  T.  44  S.,  R.  21  E.,  on  Cayo  Costa  Island.  Unreserved  portions 
of  Cayo  Costa  Island  are  embraced  in  fractional  sections  35  and  36,  T.  43  S.,  R.  20 
E.,  and  fractional  sections  1,  2,  12,  13,  T.  44  S.,  R.  20  E.,  and  fractional  sections  6,  7 
8,  17,  18,  19,  20,  29,  and  32,  T.  44  S.,  R.  21  E.,  area,  963.28  acres. 

Dragoon  Barracks  (L.  H.),  situated  in  the  city  of  St.  Augustine.  Area,  1.15  acres. 
This  reservation  has  been  sold. 

Fort  Brooke,  near  Tampa,  relinquished  January  4,  1883,  under  act  of  August  18, 
1856  (11  Stat.  L.,  87).  Area,  148.11  acres.  The  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior of  July  24,  1894  (19  L.  D.,  48),  allows  parties  therein  named  to  make  entries  for 
these  lands  under  the  public-laud  laws. 

Fort  Clinch,  situated  on  north  end  of  Amelia  Island,  in  fr.  sec.  8,  T.  3  N.,  R.  29  E. 
fr.  sec.  11,  and  lots  1  and  2,  sec.  14,  T.  3.  N.,  R.  28  E.  Established  by  Executive 
order  of  Feb.  9,  1842.  Portions  of  lots  1  and  2,  sec.  14,  T.  3  N.,  R.  28  E.,  described 
by  metes  and  bounds  in  letter  from  Secretary  of  War,  dated  Feb.  27,  1897,  were 
placed  under  control  of  this  Department  by  Executive  order  of  Mar.  3,  1897.  Por- 
tions relinquished  seem  to  be  embraced  in  patented  claims. 

Fort  Jupiter  comprises  the  following  tracts :  E.  -£  sec.  21 ;  sees.  22, 23,  24,  25,  26,  27 ; 
E.  i  sec.  28;  E.  -J-  sec.  33;  sees.  34,  35,  and  36,  T.  40  S.,  R.  42  E. ;  sees.  1,  2,  3,  and  E.  -J- 
sec.  14,  T.  41  S.,  R.  42  E. ;  fractional  sees.  19,  30,  31,  and  32,  T.  40  S.,  R.  43  E.,  and 
fractional  sees.  5  and  6,  T.  41  S.,  R.  43  E.,  established  by  Executive  order  May  14, 
1855.  Relinquished  March  16,  1880,  under  act  of  August  1*,  1856,  except  as  to  lot 
1,  sec.  31,  T.  40  S.,  R.  43  E.,  which  was  reserved  October  22,  1854,  for  light-house 
purposes.  Area,  9,088.60  acres,  of  which  87.25  acres  were  reserved  for  life-saving 
purposes  by  Executive  order  of  April  1,  1885. 

Private  cash  entries  for  170.52  acres  were  inadvertently  patented;  500.25  acres 
were  patented  to  the  State  as  swamp  lands,  40  acres  are  covered  by  an  illegal  pre- 
emption filing  which  has  been  held  for  cancellation,  and  2,600.90  acres  have  been 
selected  by  the  State  as  swamp  lands,  but  no  examination  in  the  field  has  been 
made  to  determine  the  character  of  the  lauds.  There  remains  5,680.68  acres  free 
from  adverse  claim,  which  have  been  appraised  and  are  subject  to  disposal  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August  23,1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491),  as  extended  by  the  act 
of  February  15,  1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  664). 

Fort  St.  Mark's,  situated  in  Wakulla  County.  Established  by  Executive  order  of 
January  28, 1852.  Relinquished  September  21,  1892.  Surveyed.  Subdivided  into 
town  lots,  appraised,  and  offered  for  sale  Jan.  6,  1897,  at  which  time  37  lots  were 
sold,  leaving  38  lots  which  were  reoffered  Dec.  24,  1898,  but  not  sold.  Subject  to 
disposal  at  private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

Old  Powder  House  Lot,  situated  iu  the  city  of  St.  Augustine.  Area,  10.29  acres. 
This  reservation  has  been  sold. 

Palmetto  Fey,  embraced  in  lot  1,  sec.  8,  T.  44  S.,  R.  21  E.,  area  84.-12  acres. 

St.  Augustine  (blacksmith's  shop  lot). — The  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
of  July  20, 1894  (19  L.  D.,  77),  allows  the  State  to  locate  this  lot  with  swamp  indemnity 
certificate. 

St.  Auyustine  (hospital  lot). — The  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of  July 
20, 1894  (19  L.  D.,  77)  allows  the  State  to  locate  this  lot  with  swamp  indemnity 
certilicate. 

Unnamed  island,  embraced  in  lot  1,  sec.  20,  and  lot  2,  sec.  17,  T.  44  S.;  R.21  E.;  area 
98.72  acres. 

IDAHO. 

Camp  Three  Forks  Owyhee,  situated  in  Owyhee  County,  probably  in  T.  8  S.,  R.  6  W. 
Established  by  Executive  order  April  6,  1860.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  without 
improvements.     Not  surveyed. 

Fort  Cwur  d'Alene  (winter  pasturage),  situated  in  Kootenai  County,  probably  in 
Ts.  50  and  51  N.,  R.  5  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  April 22,  1880.  Relin- 
quished April  27,  1886,  without  improvements.     Surveyed.     Area,  638.82  acres. 

INDIAN   TERRITORY. 

Fort  Gibson,  situated  in  the  Cherokee  Nation.  It  was  established  by  Executive 
order  of  January  25,  1870.  Relinquished  by  Executive  order  December  22,  1890,  to 
the  Department  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884,  "or  as  may  be  otherwise 
provided  by  law."  Executive  order  of  February  9, 1891,  excludes  national  cemetery 
at  this  post  from  the  transfer.  By  article  3  of  the  treaty  of  December  29,  1835 
(7  Stat.  L.;  480),  the  lands  in  this  reservation  revert  to  the  Indians. 
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KANSAS. 

Fori  Dodge  (remainder),  situated  in  Ford  County.  Established  by  Executive 
order  of  June  22,  1868.  Relinquished  January  12,  1885,  with  41  structures,  valued 
at  $20,000,  if  sold  with  the  ground.  Surveyed.  Area,  14,661  acres.  All  of  this 
tract,  except  1,882.80  acres,  is  within  the  limits  of  the  Osage  Indian  trust  lands,  and 
under  date  of  July  9,  1886,  the  district  officers  at  Garden  City,  Kans.,  were  directed 
to  allow  entries  of  said  Osage  Indian  trust  lands  as  provided  by  act  of  May  28,  1880 
(21  Stat.  L.,  143),  with  the  exception  of  tracts  upon  which  buildings  erected  by  the 
Government  for  military  purposes  are  located,  which  latter  tracts  were  found  to  be 
lots  3,  5,  6,  aud  7,  sec.  3,  T.  27  S.,  R.  24  W.  By  the  act  of  March  2,  1889  (25  Stat. 
L.,  1012),  authority  was  given  to  sell  and  convey  to  the  State  of  Kansas  the  said 
lots,  aud  on  June  13,  1889,  the  same  were  purchased  by  the  State. 

Departmental  order  of  October  23,  1895,  directs  suspension  of  action  looking  to 
the  disposal  of  the  1,882.89  acres  remaining  pending  proposed  legislation. 

Fort  Hays,  situated  in  Ellis  County,  in  Ts.  13  and  14  S.,  Rs.  18  and  19  W.  Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  of  August  28,  1868.     Surveyed.     Area,  7,597.93  acres. 

On  February  14,  1887,  the  "  Ellis  County  Agricultural  Society  of  Kansas,"  in 
pursuance  of  the  act  of  June  11,  1884  (23  Stat.  L.,  40),  purchased  90.40  acres, 
situated  in  sees.  3,  9,  and  10,  T.  14  S.,  R.  18  W.,  and  the  remainder  was  turned 
over  to  this  Department  October  22,  1889,  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884. 
Forty  buildings  valued  at  $10,050  and  one  bridge  valued  at  $200  were  transferred 
with  this  reservation. 

On  request  of  Hon.  E.  J.  Turner  of  October  9,  1889,  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  directed  the  suspension  of  action  on  this  reservation  to  await  the  action  of 
Congress  in  regard  thereto.  In  view  of  the  passage  of  the  act  of  August  23,  1894 
(28  Stat.  L.,  491),  the  district  land  officers  were  advised  by  telegram  dated  March 
22,  1>95,  that  said  lands  were  withdrawn  from  settlement  and  entry  to  give  oppor- 
tunity for  further  legislation. 

Fort  Wallace,  situated  in  Wallace  County,  Kans.,  in  T.  13  S.,  Rs.  37,  38,  and  39  W. 
Established  by  Executive  order  of  August  28,  1868.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  with 
improvements,  consisting  of  barracks,  quarters,  etc.,  for  one  company.  Value, 
$15,000  if  sold  with  land.     Surveyed.     Area,  8,926  acres. 

By  act  of  October  19,  1888  (25  Stat.  L.,  612),  the  following  provisions  were  made  for 
the  disposition  of  this  tract,  viz: 

Section  1  provides  that  a  certain  tract  be  reserved  for  the  town  site  of  Wallace. 
Entry  thereof  has  been  made  and  patented. 

Section  2  authorizes  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  to  purchase  a  certain 
tract  for  machine  shops.     Entry  thereof  has  been  made  and  patented. 

Section  3  authorizes  the  Wallace  Waterworks  to  purchase  a  40-acre  tract  for  its 
use.     This  has  not  been  done. 

Under  date  of  May  16,  1892,  the  register  of  Wakeeney  reports  that  the  Wallace 
Waterworks  Company  has  taken  no  stepsrelative  to  said  purchase,  as  provided  for 
in  section  3  of  act  of  October  19, 1888,  and  he  is  credibly  informed  that  said  company 
has  been  disorganized.  He  further  reports  that  all  of  the  buildings,  together  with 
their  foundations,  have  been  removed  by  settlers  of  Wallace  and  adjoining  counties 
without  any  legal  authority  whatever,  and  not  a  dollar's  worth  of  material  remains 
on  the  ground. 

Section  4  grants  40  acres  to  the  town  for  cemetery  purposes. 

Section  5  provides  for  the  appraisal  and  sale  of  the  tract  covered  by  the  old  Fort 
Wallace  and  the  buildings  thereon.  The  appraisal  has  been  made,  and  under  date 
of  August  31,  1892,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  directed  this  office  to  issue  instruc- 
tions for  the  sale  thereof.  The  sale  was  held  December  23,  1892,  but  no  bids  were 
made.  Reotfered  December  17,  1898,  but  not  sold.  The  tracts  offered  were  NW.  £ 
SE.  I  sec.  25,  T.  13  S.,  R.  39  W.,  and  NE.  \  sec.  29,  T.  13  S.,  R.  38  W.  These  are 
subject  to  disposal  at  private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

Section  6  provides  that  the  remainder  of  said  reservation  shall  be  disposed  of 
under  the  homestead  laws  only. 

LOUISIANA. 

Baton  Rouge  Barracks,  situated  in  the  city  of  Baton  Rouge.  The  date  of  the  res- 
ervation does  not  appear.  It  was  relinquished  August  22,  1884,  and  disposed  of 
under  the  act  of  July  12,  1886  (24  Stat.  L.,  144),  except  a  certain  part,  which  may 
be  used  and  occupied  bv  the  Louisville,  New  Orleans  and  Texas  Railroad  Company. 
Transfer  made  July  31,  1886. 

Fort  Macomb  (portion),  formerly  Fort  Wood,  situated  in  T.  11  S.,  R.  14  E.,  south- 
eastern division.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  February  9,  1842,  which 
reserved  for  military  purposes  "all  the  public  land  within  1,200  yards  of  the  fort." 
Executive  order  of  June  20,  1896,  piaced  under  control  of  the  Interior  Department 
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"all  of  that  portion  of  the  military  reservation  of  Fort  Macomb,  La.,  which  lies  on 
the  east  side  of  Chef  Menteur  Pass,  as  described  in  Executive  order  of  February  9, 
1842."    Area  unknown. 

The  ten  reservations  on  the  Gulf  coast,  situated  at  various  points  on  the  coast  of 
Louisiana,  appear  to  have  been  established  by  Executive  order  of  March  5,  1844,  as 
follows: 

Reservation  near  the  eastern  mouth  of  Bayou  Lafourche  (area,  720  acres)  was 
relinquished  September  23,  1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  the  western  mouth  of  Bayou  Lafourche  (area,  700  acres)  was  relin- 
quished September  23,  1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  on  Bayou  Plat  (area,  100  acres)  was  relinquished  September  23,  1886, 
without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  tbe  western  entrance  to  Caminada  Bay  (area,  437.93  acres)  was 
relinquished  September  23,  1886,  without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  the  pass  at  the  eastern  end  of  Grande  Terre  Island  (area,  324  acres) 
was  relinquished  September  23,  1886,  without  improvements.

Reservation  near  Bastian  Bay  (area,  1,601.82  acres),  comprising  S.  £  of  sees.  4  and 
5  and  all  of  sees.  6,  7,  and  8,  T.  22  S.,  P.  29  E.;  relinquished  September  23,  1886, 
without  improvements. 

Reservation  near  Bastian  Bay  (area,  329.77  acres),  comprising  parts  of  sees.  14  and 
15  and  all  of  sees.  22,  23,  and  24,  T.  21  S.,  R.  27  E. ;  relinquished  September  23, 1886, 
without  improvements. 

The  foregoing  ten  Gulf  coast  reservations  are  but  partly  surveyed,  and  their  gen- 
eral description  locates  them  in  T.  23  S.,  R.  22  E. ;  T.  24  S.,  R.  22  E. ;  T.  23  S.,  R.  23 
E. ;  T.  22  S.,  R.  24  E. ;  T.  21  S.,  R.  25  E.,  including  all  of  Grande  Terre  Island;  T.  21 
S.,  R.  26  E.;  T.  21  S.,  R.  27  E.;  T.  21  S.,  R.  28  E.,  and  T.  22  S.,  R.  29  E„  all  lying 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

On  May  18,  1878,  the  Secretary  of  War  reported  that  none  of  these  tracts  were 
needed  for  military  purposes  except  so  much  of  Grande  Terre  Island  as  the  piece  of 
land  at  western  end  of  said  island,  which  was  purchased  by  the  United  States,  which 
is  occupied  by  the  site  of  Fort  Livingston,  and  which  is  required  for  defensive  pur- 
poses.    Area  of  Fort  Livingston  tract  is  126.16  acres.

Fort  Sullivan,  situated  in  Eastport,  Me.     Established  in  1808. 

Relinquished  July  22,  1884.  The  improvements  which  were  on  this  reservation 
were  sold  at  public  sale  August  31, 1883,  by  order  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War. 

No  survey  of  this  reservation  has  been  made  by  this  office,  but  the  War  Depart- 
ment plat  of  survey  shows  that  it  embraces  12.50  acres.

Bois  Blanc  Island. — Bv  Executive  order  of  November  8, 1827,  sections  10, 11, 12,  13, 
14,  15, 16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  31,  32,  33,  and  34  on  said  island  were  reserved  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  fuel  for  the  garrison  at  Fort  Mackinac,  on  the  island  of  Mackinac, 
Michigan.  It  was  relinquished  July  22,  1884,  without  improvements.  Surveyed.

885.84  acres  patented  as  private  claims;  4,760.10  acres  patented  to  the  State  as 
swamp  lands,  under  departmental  decision  of  February  25, 1889  (8  L.  D.,  309) ;  674.26 
acres  patented  to  the  State  as  school  lands,  under  departmental  decision  of  June  5, 
1889  (8  L.  D.,  560);  405.55  acres  have  beeu  disposed  of  by  appraisal  and  sale  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act;  378.31  acres  patented  as  homestead  entries  which  had 
been  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  act.  Lots  4,  5,  and  6,  sec.  13 ;  lots  1  and  8, 
sec.  14 ;  lots  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  and  fractional  lot  7,  sec.  15 ;  lots  1  and  2,  sec.  17 ;  lots  5,  6,  7, 
and  8,  sec.  18 ;  lots  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  sec.  19 ;  lot  5,  sec.  20 ;  lots  1,  2,  and  3,  sec.  21 ;  lots  1, 
2, 3,  4,  5,  and  6,  sec.  33,  and  lots  2  and  3,  sec.  34,  comprise  the  remainder,  2,625. 12  acres. 
Reappraised  and  advertised  to  be  sold  August  18,  1896,  at  which  time  7  lots  were 
sold.     Remaining  27  lots  are  subject  to  reotfering. 

Fort  Brady,  situated  in  Chippewa  County.  Embraces  fractional  sec.  2,  T.  47  N., 
R.  1  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  2,  1847.  Relinquished  by 
authority  of  Executive  order  of  November  28,  1894,  for  disposal  under  the  act  of 
July  5,  1884.     Surveyed.     Area,  3.50  acres.     Has  been  disposed  of. 
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Fort  WilMns,  situated  in  Keweenaw  County.  Reservation  declared  by  Executive 
order  of  August  19,  1835,  embracing  lots  2  and  3  of  sec.  33,  and  lot  5  of  sec.  34,  T.  59 
N.,  R.  28  W.,  containing  148.35  acres.  It  was  relinquished  July  22,  1884,  with  19 
structures,  the  value  of  which  is  not  known.  Surveved.  By  Executive  order  of 
April  19,  1892,  lots  2  and  3,  sec.  33,  T.  59  N.,  R.  28  W.,  were  reserved  for  light-house 
purposes.  The  remainder  (32  acres)  advertised  for  sale  July  7,  1896,  but  not  sold  for 
want  of  bidders. 

Detroit  Arsenal  Grounds,  Wayne  County,  Mich.  Transferred  to  Interior  Depart- 
ment under  act  of  March  3,  1875,  which  provided  for  the  sale  and  disposal  thereof. 
By  act  of  September  26,  1890,  further  pro  visions  were  made  for  reappraisement  and 
sale  (26  Stat.  L.,  490),  and  on  June  30  aud  July  1  and  2,  1891,  the  lots  were  all  sold 
except  two.  On  October  8, 1891,  lot  31  was  soid,  leaving  lot  19  alone  unsold,  valued 
at  $3,250,  with  building  appraised  at  $250.  Authority  for  removal  of  said  building 
was  given  by  the  Secretary  on  November  12,  1891,  for  the  reason  that  it  obstructed 
a  street.  This  reservation  is  also  known  as  Fort  Dearborn.  The  act  of  June  14, 
1894,  grants  this  lot  and  building  to  the  village  of  Dearborn  for  public  purposes.

Advertised  for  sale  July  7,  1896,  but  not  sold  for 
want  of  bidders.  This  property  offered  for  sale  three  times,  but  not  sold  for  want 
of  bidders.     Now  subject  to  disposal  at  private  sale  at  appraised  value.

Cat  Island,  the  reservation,  is  situated  east  of  the  private  claim  of  Juan  de  Cuivas, 
and  embraces  fractional  sections  22,  27,  28,31,  32,  33,  34,  T.  9  S.,  R.  11  W.,  fractional 
section  4,  and  a  sand  bar  in  T.  10  S.,  R.  11  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of 
August  30,  1847.  Relinquished,  without  improvements,  October  25,  1895.  Surveyed. 
Area,  1,238  acres. 

Greenwood  Island,  Pascagoula,  situated  in  Jackson  County,  fractional  sec.  19, 
T.  8  S.,  R.  5  W.  Purchased  by  the  Government  August  2,  1848.  Relinquished 
December  18, 1890,  act  July  5,  1884,  without  improvements.  Area,  100  acres,  more 
or  less. 

This  tract  was  selected  by  the  State  as  swamp  lands  June  20,  1860,  but  said 
selection  has  not  been  approved. 

Horn  Island,  reservation,  consists  of  fractional  section  31,  T.  9  S.,  R.  5  W.,  and 
fractional  sections  26,  35,  36,  T.  9  S.,  R.  6  W.,  and  fractional  sections  16, 17, 18, 19,  20, 
and  21,  T.  9  S.,  R.  7  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  August  30,  1847. 
Relinquished,  without  improvements,  October  25,  1895.  Surveyed.  Area,  1,891.66 
acres. 

Petit  Bois  Blanc  Island,  partly  in  Alabama.  The  part  in  Alabama  consists  of 
fractional  sections  28,29,  and  32,  T.  9  S.,  R.  3  W. ;  area,  181.47  acres.  The  part  in 
Mississippi  consists  of  fractional  sections  35  and  36,  T.  9  S.,R.5  W.,  and  fractional 
sections  1,  2,  and  3,  T.  10  S.,  R.  5  W. ;  area,  819.37  acres.  Total  area  of  reservation, 
1,000.84  acres.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  August  30,  1847.  Relinquished, 
without  improvements,  October  25,  1895. 

Bound  Island,  reservation,  consists  of  fractional  sections  33  and  34,  T.  8  S.,  R.  16  W., 
and  fractional  sections  3  and  4,  T.  9  S.,  R.  6  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of 
August  30, 1847.  Relinquished,  Avithout  improvements,  October  25, 1895.  Surveyed. 
Area,  109.79  acres. 

MISSOURI. 

Island  in  Missouri  River,  situated  in  Jackson  County,  in  sees.  28  and  33,  T.  50  N., 
R.  33  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  March  10,  1865.  Relinquished  July 
22,1884.  Area,  130.15  acres.  No  improvements.  Surveyed.  Appraised  and  adver- 
tised to  be  sold  August  11,  1896,  but  not  sold  for  want  of  bidders.  An  application 
to  make  homestead  for  this  tract  is  pending. 

MONTANA. 

Fort  Buford.     (See  North  Dakota.) 

Fort  Ellis,  situated  m  Gallatin  County,  in  Ts.  2  and  3  S.,  R.  6  and  7  E.  Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  February  15,  1868.  Enlarged  March  1,  1870,  and  further 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  16,320  acres  November  25,  1873.  Relinquished  July  26, 
1886,  wiih  24  structures,  the  value  of  which  is  unknown.  Surveyed.  Area,  33  234.66 
acres.     Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  February  13,  1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  747),  the 
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State  selected  for  a  permanent  camp  ground  the  buildings  and  one  section  of  land, 
640  acres.  Under  the  acts  of  February  22,  1889  (25  Stat.  L.,  676),  and  February  13, 
1891  (supra),  the  State  selected  11,531.34  acres,  all  of  which  has  been  approved) 
except  the  selection  of  1,920  acres  for  which  certain  parties  attempted  to  make 
homestead  entries.

Instructions  to  register  and 
receiver  June  18,  1892,  to  allow  homestead  entries  under  act  July  5,  1884.  Sur- 
veyed. Area,  30,909.49  acres.  Buildings  on  NW.±  sec.  1,  T.  16  N.,  R.  20  E.,  and 
S\V.  I  of  SE.  £  sec.  35,  T.  17  N.,  R.  20  E.  Under  the  provisions  "of  the  act  of  March 
2,  1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  938),  the  State  of  Montana  has  selected  1,275.61  acres  of  said 
reservation,  including  the  tracts  upon  which  the  buildings  are  located.  The  tracts 
so  selected  are  as  follows:  Lots  2,  3,  and  4,  S.  £  NE.  £-,  S.  h,  N\V.  £,  S\V.  £,  and  SE.^ 
sec.  1 ;  lot  1,  SE.  i  NE.  %  and  E.  \  SE.  ±  sec.  2,  T.  16  N.,  R." 20  E. ;  the  E.  \  SE.  }  sec.

The  remainder  of  the  reservation  is  subject  to  disposal  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

Fort  Assinviboine,  post,  hay,  and  coal  reserves.  These  reservations  are  probably 
located  as  follows :

The  War  Department,  on  April  9,  1892,  reported  that  there  were  no  improvements 
on  the  hay  and  coal  reserve.  Partially  surveyed.  Estimated  total  area,  568,800 
acres,  of  which  nearly  300,000  acres  were  relinquished  by  Executive  orders  of  1888, 
and  about  100,160  acres  were  relinquished  October  9,  1891,  under  act  of  July  5,  1884.

These  were  confirmed  by  the  act  of  October  12, 
1888  (25  Stat.  L.,  1201).  Appraised  and  subject  to  disposal  under  the  act  of  August 
23,  1894  (28  Stat  L.,  491). 

Fort  Hartsnff,  situated  in  Valley  County.  Established  by  Executive  orders  of 
August  17  and  September  16,  1874.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  without  improve- 
ments. Surveyed.  Area,  3,251.41  acres.  Appraised  and  360  acres  sold  November  5, 
1896,  and  279.91  acres  sold  December  17,  1898.  Remainder  subject  to  disposal  at 
private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

Fort  NcPhcrson,  situated  in  Lincoln  County,  in  Ts.  12  and  13  N.,  R.  28  W.  Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  January  22,  1867;  enlarged  July  25, 1870;  further  enlarged 
October  11, 1870,  and  April  19, 1878.  On  October  13,  1873,'  a  tract  of  tbe  reserve,  con- 
taining 102.41  acres,  was  set  apart  for  a  national  cemetery.  Relinquished  January  5, 
1887  (without  improvements),  except  that  portion  set  apart  for  the  national  ceme- 
tery. Surveyed.  Area,  15,865.15  acres.  Appraised  and  subject  to  disposal  under 
the  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

Fort  Niobrara  (portion),  situated  in  Cherry  County.  Established  by  Executive 
order  of  December  10,  1879;  enlarged  June  6,  1881,  and  modified  April  29,  1884.  By 
Executive  order  of  May  7,  1896,  the  NW.  }  section  29,  the  NE.  £  and  E.  £  SE.  £  sec- 
tion 30,  and  the  E.  i  section  31,  T.  34  N.,  R.  27  W.,  were  placed  under  the  control  of 
the  Interior  Department  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5, 1884.     Area,  720  acres. 
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Fort  Randall  (part  west  of  Missouri  River).  (See  also  South  Dakota.)  Situated 
in  Holt  County.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  June  14,  1860.  Relinquished 
October  28, 1893.  Surveyed.  Area,  35,838  acres.  The  act  of  March  3,  1893  (27  Stat. 
L.,  555),  provides  for  the  survey  and  for  the  transfer  of  the  odd  sections  to  the  State 
for  school  purposes,  the  even  sections  and  such  of  the  odd  sections  as  are  not  taken 
by  the  State  to  be  subject  to  homestead  entry,  to  be  paid  for  at  the  appraised  value 
thereof.     Appraised  and  being  disposed  of  under  said  act. 

Fort  Robinson,  established  by  Executive  order  of  November  14,  1876,  placed  under 
control  of  this  Department  by  Executive  order  of  September  19,  1896,  for  disposal 
under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  "so  much  of  the  military  reservation  of  Fort  Robinson, 
Nebr.,  as  lies  east  of  the  line  marked  for  the  eastern  boundary  of  said  reservation  in 
the  survey  of  the  public  lands  adjacent  thereto,  and  described  on  tbe  field  notes  and 
plats  of  said  survey  on  file  in  the  office  of  commissioner  of  public  buildings,  Lin- 
coln, Nebraska."    The  lands  thus  relinquished  have  been  disposed  of. 

Fort  Sedgwick.     (See  Colorado.) 

Fort  Sidney,  the  post  reserve,  is  in  Cheyenne  County,  and  embraces  sec.  32,  T.  14 
N.,  R.  49  W. ;  the  wood  and  timber  reserve  is  in  Cheyenne  and  Banner  counties  and 
embraces  sees.  6  and  18,  T.  17  N.,  R.  52  W.,  and  sees.  12,  14,  and  24,  T.  17  N.,  R.  53 
W.  The  former  was  established  by  Executive  order  of  May  14,  1874;  the  latter  by 
Executive  order  of  May  31,  1880.  By  act  of  June  10,  1G92  (27  Stat.  L.,  50),  20  acres 
in  northeast  corner  of  post  reserve  was  donated  to  city  of  Sidney  for  a  cemetery. 
Relinquished  for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  by  authority  of  Executive  order 
of  November  5,  1894.  Surveyed.  Total  area,  3,835.35  acres.  Wood  and  timber 
reserve  appraised,  offered  for  sale  August  18,  1896,  and  120  acres  sold.  Remainder 
subject  to  reoffering.  April  27,  1899,  the  Department  ordered  the  appraisal  and  sale 
of  property  and  lands  on  the  post  reserve. 

NEVADA. 

Carlin,  situated  in  Elk  County,  in  T.  32  N.,  R.  52  E.  Established  by  Executive 
order  of  November  9,  1874.  Relinquished  March  2,  1888,  without  improvements. 
Surveyed.  Area,  920  acres.  Disposed  of  under  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L., 
561). 

Fort  Halleck  (post,  hay,  and  timber),  situated  in  Elk  County.  The  post  and  tim- 
ber reserves  are  in  Ts.  33  and  34  N.,  R.  59  E.,  the  hay  reserve  in  Ts.  35  and  36  N.,  R. 
58  E.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  October  4,  1870.  Relinquished  October 
11,  1886,  with  26  structures.  Surveyed.  Area,  10,829.72  acres.  Disposed  of  under 
the  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  561).  One  of  the  tracts,  together  with  all  of 
the  buildings  on  the  reservation,  was  sold  February  2, 1898.  One  subdivision  subject 
to  reoffering. 

Fort  McDermit  (post),  situated  in  Humboldt  County,  in  T.  47  N.,  Rs.  38  and  39 
E.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  3,  1867.  Relinquished  July  17, 
1889.  The  War  Department  reports  that  in  1879  there  were  25  structures  in  the 
reserve.  Value  unknown.  Surveyed.  Area,  3,921.38  acres.  These  lands  were 
made  subject  to  homestead  entry  under  the  act  of  October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L., 
561),  but  a  portion  thereof  has  been  allotted  to  Indians  under  the  general  allot- 
ment act.  Buildings  and  lands  on  which  situated  are  under  the  charge  of  employee 
of  the  Indian  Office. 

Fort  McDermit  (hay),  situated  part  in  Humboldt  County,  in  Ts.  47  and  48  N., 
R.  38  E.,  and  the  remainder  in  Malheur  County,  Oreg.,  in  T.  41  N.,  Rs.  42  and  43  E. 
It  was  established  by  Executive  order  of  September  3,  1867.  Relinquished  Decem- 
be  1,  1886,  without  improvements.     Surveyed.     Area,  4,570  acres. 

That  portion  of  the  reserve  lying  in  Nevada  was  disposed  of  under  the  act  of  Octo- 
ber 1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  561).  That  portion  in  Oregon,  about  1,511.73  acres,  sold. 
(See  Oregon.)    A  portion  of  these  lands  in  Nevada  has  been  allotted  to  Indians. 

NEW   MEXICO. 

Fort  Butler,  situated  in  San  Miguel  Count v,  in  Ts.  12  and  13  N.,  Rs.  27,  28,  and  29 
E.  Established  March  22,  1861.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  under  act  of  July  5, 
1884,  without  improvements.  Area  not  known,  but  mostly  within  private  grants. 
The  portion  outside  of  the  said  grants  contains  3,043.48  acres,  of  which  32.70  acres 
are  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  schools,  leaving  3,010.78  acres  subject  to  appraisal 
and  sale. 

Fort  Craig,  situated  in  Socorro  County,  in  Ts.  7  and  8  S.,  Rs.  2  and  3  W.  Estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  of  September  23,  1869.  As  established,  this  reservation 
embraced  an  area  of  24,895  acres,  about  half  of  which  is  within  the  private  claim 
of  Pedro  Armeudaris,  No.  34,  which  was  patented  September  17,  1878,  said  patent 
containing  a  clause  reserving  to  the  United  States  title  in  the  buildings  of  the  late 
fort  which  were  situated  within  the  limits  of  said  claim.     On  February  9,  1895, 
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this  office  suggested  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  that  when  said  reservation 
has  been  formally  turned  over  to  this  Department  the  case  should  be  presented  to 
the  Attorney-General  for  his  examination  and  opinion  as  to  the  rights  of  the  United 
States  in  the  premises. 

The  reservation  was  relinquished  March  3,  1885,  act  July  5,  1884,  with  22  build- 
ings, which  were  sold  May  1,  1894.  The  area  of  the  portion  of  the  reservation  out- 
side of  the  Armendans  claim  is  shown  by  the  official  plats  of  survey  to  be  12,114.91 
acres,  of  which  479.60  acres  are  within  a  school  section  and  reserved  under  the  school 
grant.  The  local  officers  were  instructed  May  19,  1893,  to  allow  homestead  entries 
by  persons  qualified  to  enter  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884.  The  provisions  of  the 
act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491),  are  applicable  to  this  reservation,  which 
has  been  appraised  and  is  being  disposed  of  thereunder.

Relin- 
quished October  7,  1891,  act  July  5,  1884,  with  one  old  fort,  two  sets  of  quarters  m 
a  ruinous  condition  and  of  no  value.  Surveyed.  Area,  23,150  acres.  The  local 
officers  were  instructed,  May  19,  1893,  to  allow  homestead  entries  by  persons  qualified 
to  enter  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884.  The  act  of  February  1, 1894,  reserves  a  spring 
on  the  reservation  for  the  use  of  the  public,  and  grants  the  Rio  Grande,  Mexico  and 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  the  right  to  use  water  from  said  spring  to  operate  the  road, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.

Established  by 
Executive  order  of  August  28,  1868.  Relinquished  by  authority  of  Executive  order 
of  October  7,  1891.  Reestablished  by  Executive  order  of  November  12,  1891.  Again 
relinquished  under  Executive  order  of  June  15,  1895,  for  disposal  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  tbe  act  of  July  5,  1884.  February  8,  1899,  Secretary  directed  that 
land  be  subdivided  into  town  lots. 

Fort  Selclen,  situated  iu  Donna  Ana  County,  in  T.  21  S.,  Rs.  1  E.  and  1  W.  Estab- 
lished November  28,  1870.  Relinquished  March  17,  1892,  act  July  5,  1884.  Build- 
ings which  were  on  the  reservation  have  been  totally  destroyed  or  fallen  into  decay. 
Surveyed.  Area,  9,290.30  acres.  The  local  officers  were  instructed  May  19,  1893,  to 
allow  homestead  entries  by  persons  qualified  to  enter  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884. 
The  reservation  is  within  tbe  scope  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August  23,  L894 
(28  Stat.  L.,  491),  and  has  been  appraised  for  disposal  thereunder.  Buildings  dis- 
mantled.

Report  of  Secretary  of  War  of  December  11,  1895, 
shows  65  buildings  on  the  land,  all  of  which  have  been  sold.  Lands  are  subject  to 
disposal  only  under  the  act  of  July  5,  1884. 

Fort  Pembina,  situated  in  Pembina  County,  and  comprises  sections  16,  17,  18,  and 
fractional  section  15,  T.  163  N.,  R.  51  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  Octo- 
ber 4,  1870,  and  relinquished  November  27,  1895.  Area,  1,899.08  acres.  Thirty-six 
buildings  are  on  the  reservation,  part  of  which  have  been  soid. 

Fort  Bice,  situated  in  Burleigh,  Morton,  and  Emmons  counties,  in  Ts.  134,  135,  136, 
137, 138  N.,  Rs.  78,  79,  and  80  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of  September  2,  1864. 
Relinquished  July  22, 1884,  without  improvements.    Surveyed.    Area,  112,362.87  acres.

Established  by  Executive  order 
of  April  9, 1889.  Relinquished  September  28, 1892,  for  disposal  under  the  act  of  July  5, 
1884,  or  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Surveyed.  Area,  160  acres,  being  the 
SW.  i  sec.  34,  T.  12  N.,  R.  3  W.  The  act  of  August  8, 1894,  grants  this  reservation  to 
the  city  of  Oklahoma  for  school  purposes. 

Fort  Supply,  situated  in  Woodward  Countv-  Embraces  all  of  T.  24  N.,  R.  22  W., 
the  S.  i  of  T.  25  N.,  R.  22  W.,  and  the  SW.  i  of  T.  25  N.,  R.  21  W.  Established  by 
Executive  order  of  April  18, 1882.  Enlarged  by  F^xecutive  order  of  January  17, 1883. 
Relinquished,  with  improvements,  for  disposal  under  act  of  July  5, 1884,  by  authority 
of  Executive  order  of  November  5, 1894.  Surveyed.  Area,  39,356.63  acres.  Appraised. 
Act  February  8, 1899  (30  Stat.  L.,  822),  permits  use  of  buildings,  and  so  much  land  as 
is  necessary,  by  Territory  for  insane  asylum. 

OREGON. 

Fort  Klamath  (post  and  hav  reserves),  situated  in  Klamath  County,  in  T.  33  S.,  R.

The  State  of  South  Dakota  having  refused  to  make  selections  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1893  (27  Stat.  L.,593),  the  lauds  in  this  portion 
of  the  reservation  have  been  appraised  and  are  held  subject  to  disposal  under  the 
act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

Fort  Sisseton,  formerly  Fort  Wadsworth,  situated   in  Marshall   County    in   Ts 
124,  125,  126,  and  127  N.,  Rs.  55  and  56  W.     Established   by    Executive  orders  of 
October  14,  1867,  and  February  7,  1871.     Relinquished  April  22,  1889,  with  improve- 
ments.    The  reservation  and  buildings  were  granted  to  the  State  by  the  act  of 
October  1,  1890  (26  Stat.  L.,  616).     Surveyed.     Area,  79,400  acres. 

Fort  Sully,  situated  in  Sully  and  Hughes  counties,  in  T.  112  N  R  80  W  T  113 
N.,  Rs.  80  and  81  W.,  and  T.  114  N.,  R.  81  W.  Established  by  Executive  order  of 
December  10,  1869.  Modified  by  Executive  order  of  January  17,  1X77.  Relinquished 
lor  disposal  under  act  of  July  5,  1884,  by  authority  of  Executive  order  of  November 
5,  1894.     Surveyed.     Area,  26,144.69  acres. 

The  act  of  May  28,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  189),  provides  that  the  lands  in  this  reserva- 
tion may  be  selected  by  the  State,  within  one  year  after  its  passage  or  after  the 
approval  of  the  survey,  as  a  part  of  the  lands  granted  to  the  State  under  the  act  of

Fort  Hancock,  situated  in  El  Paso  County,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  54  miles  southwest 
of  El  Paso.  War  Department  on  October  8,  1895,  reported  that  the  property  was 
acquired  by  purchases  made  April  14  and  August  31, 1883.  Relinquished  October  25 
1895,  with  38  buildings.     Area,  469.2  acres.     Not  surveyed  by  the  Land  Department

Fort  Cameron,  formerly  Beaver  Canyon,  in  T.  29  S.,  R.  7  W.  Established  May  12, 
1873.  Enlarged  by  President's  orders  of  April  13,  1877,  and  November  10,  1879. 
Relinquished  July  2,  1885,  under  act  of  July  5,  1884.  No  improvements.  Surveyed. 
Area,  22,820.74  acres.  Subject  to  disposal  under  act  of  August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L., 
491). 

Fort  Douglass.  Established  September  3,  1867.  A  portion  of,  comprising  151.81 
acres,  disposed  of  under  act  of  January  21,  1885,  authorizing  its  relinquishment. 

Fort  Crittenden,  formerly  camp  Flovd,  Ts.  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8  S.,  R.  2  W.,  and  Ts.  5,  6, 
7,  and  8  S.,  R.  3  W.  Established  July  14,  1859.  Relinquished  July  22, 1884,  for  dis- 
posal under  act  of  July  5,  1884.  Area,  173,664.68  acres.  No  improvements.  Sur- 
veyed. Local  officers  instructed  December  12,  1892,  to  allow  homestead  entries 
under  act  of  July  5,  1884.  Subject  to  disposal  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
August  23,  1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  491). 

Hush  Lake  Valley,  in  Ts.  4  and  5  S.,  R.  5  W.  Established  February  4,  1855. 
Relinquished  July  22,  1884.  Area,  5,131.47  acres.  No  improvements.  Surveyed. 
Local  officers  instructed  November  7,  1893,  to  allow  homestead  entries  under  act  of 
July  5,  1884.     Surveys  of  lake  bed  authorized,  but  not  effected. 

Fort  Thornburg  (post,  wood,  and  timber),  in  T.  3  S.,  R.  20  E.,  and  T.  4  S.,  R.  21  E. 
Established  by  Executive  order  May  12,  1883.  Relinquished  July  22,  1884,  act  July 
5,  1884.  Offer  of  $500  for  improvements  referred  to  Interior  Department.  Under 
contract  for  survey.  Estimated  area,  21,851  acres.  Subject  to  disposal  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  August  23,  1891  (28  Stat.  L.,  191)." 

WASHINGTON. 

Fort  Walla  Walla,  in  Ts.  7  and  8  N.,  R.  35  E.,  and  T.  7  N.,  R.  36  E.,  was  estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  May  22,  1859,  and  originally  consisted  of  three  tracts — 
post,  hay,  and  timber  reserves — containing  about  640  acres  each.  On  October  7,^ 
1869,  the  War  Department  relinquished  the  bay  and  wood  reserve.  The  act  of 
April  29,  1872,  provided  for  disposal  of  the  N.  I  sec.  26,  T.  8  N.,  R.  35  E.,  to  John  C. 

L.,  336),  provided  for  sale  of  Fort  Walla  Walla, 
and  subdivision  into  40- acre  tracts,  or  town  lots. 

On  July  16,  1872,  the  Secretary  of  War  transferred  the  post  reserve  to  Interior 
Department  for  disposal  in  accoidance  with  the  acts  of  Congress  approved  February 
24,  1871,  but  on  July  17,  1873,  asked  for  suspension  of  steps  looking  to  the  disposal 
thereof.  On  August  2,  1873,  the  War  Department  resumed  occupancy,  and  on 
August  7, 1873,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  consented  to  a  postponement  of  the  sale. 
On  October  26,  1875,  all  the  timber  and  part  of  the  hay  reserve,  viz,  the  N.  £  sec.  26, 
granted  to  Smith  by  act  of  April  29, 1872,  were  again  transferred  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment to  the  Interior.  On  May  3,  1880,  the  remainder  of  the  hav  reserve  and  lot  5, 
sec.  25,  T.  7  N.,  R.  35  E.,  and  lots  7,  8,  and  9,  sec.  30,  T.  7  N.,  R.  36  E~,  embraced  in  the 
post  reserve  were  relinquished  by  the  War  Department.

Six 
hundred  and  eighty-two  and  sixty-eight  one-hundredths  acres  sold  at  public  outcry 
February  9,  1898,  and  December  8,  1898.  Residue  (362.73  acres)  subject  to  disposal 
at  private  sale  at  appraised  value. 

Fort  Steilacoom,  situated  in  Pierce  County,  in  Ts.  19  and  20  N.,  R.  2  E.  Established 
April  18,  1861.  Relinquished  July  22, 1884,  with  improvements,  which  were  donated 
to  "Washington  Territory"  prior  to  the  transfer.  Surveyed.  Original  area,  289 
acres,  all  of  which  has  been  disposed  of  except  112.48  acres,  which  were  offered  for 
sale  February  1, 1898,  but  were  not  sold  for  want  of  bidders. 

Reoffered  December  6, 1898,  with  same  result.  Subject  to  disposal  at  private  sale 
at  appraised  value.

Area,  582.10  acres.  Action  looking  to  disposal  supended  pending  proposed  legis- 
lation.

The  following  tables  are  based  on  reports  furnished  by  the  district 
land  offices  and  are  arranged  to  show,  by  States,  Territories,  land  dis- 
tricts, and  counties,  the  area  of  unappropriated  and  unreserved  pub- 
lic lands,  surveyed  and  unsurveyed;  the  area  of  lands  reserved ;  the 
area  of  lands  appropriated,  and  the  total  area  of  each  county  or  part 
of  county  in  the  respective  land  districts  ;  to  which  is  added  a  brief 
description  of  the  character  of  the  vacant  lands. 

The  areas  in  the  column  of  reserved  lands  include  all  lands  reserved 
for  any  purpose  whatsoever  which  may  be  eventually  restored  to  the 
public  domain,  and  those  in  the  column  of  appropriated  lands  include 
all  lands  embraced  in  selections,  filings,  and  entries,  perfected  and 
unperfected,  and  also  the  area  of  lands  granted  for  school  purposes. 

The  quantity  of  appropriated  lands  does  not  show  an  increase  over 
the  quantity  reported  for  the  preceding  year  to  the  extent  of  the  lands 
entered  during  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report,  because  the  areas 
embraced  in  entries,  filings,  or  selections  which  have  been  canceled  for 
any  reason  decreases  the  quantity  of  appropriated  lands.  If  the  area 
relieved  from  appropriation  by  cancellation  of  entries,  filings,  or  selec- 
tions should  exceed  the  area  entered,  selected,  or  filed  upon,  there  would 
be  a  decrease  in  the  area  of  appropriated  lands  and  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  area  of  vacant  lands. 

While  the  figures  contained  in  the  tables  may  not  be  absolutely  cor- 
rect, owing  to  liability  to  error  in  a  work  of  such  magnitude  and  to  the 
necessity  of  making  estimates  of  unsurveyed  lands,  it  is  believed  that 
they  are  a  close  approximation  of  the  actual  areas.  The  statement  is 
intended  to  inform  correspondents  and  the  general  public  as  to  whether 
there  is  much,  little,  or  no  public  land  in  the  several  land  States  and 
Territories  and  the  land  districts  therein  and  in  particular  counties  or 
localities. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  vacant  land 
is  in  the  timbered  regions  of  the  Southern  States,  the  lake  region,  the 
Pacific  coast,  and  the  mountainous  and  arid  regions  of  the  far  West, 
and  that  the  portion  of  lands  cultivable  without  clearing  or  irrigation 
is  comparatively  small.  It  is  a  reasonable  conclusion,  however,  that 
the  vast  bodies  of  arid  lands  will  in  time  be  reclaimed  by  irrigation 
as  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Government  to  construct  storage 
basins  and  ditches  for  the  purpose,  seconded,  as  undoubtedly  it  will 
be,  by  private  enterprise. 

In  naming  the  land  districts  in  the  following  statement  the  names 
of  the  present  offices  are  adopted  as  the  names  of  the  districts,  for  the 
reason  that  districts  are  thus  named  and  known  by  settlers,  and 
because  it  would  be  inconvenient  to  give  the  statutory  names  of  the 
different  districts  created  by  Congress  in  addition  to  the  names  of 
the  offices.

GENERAL   INSTRUCTIONS. 


The  following  are  the  general  and  special  instructions  issued  to  sur- 
veyors-general for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1&99,  viz: 

By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  1,  1898,  making  appropriations  for  sundry 
civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  and  for 
other  purposes,  there  was  appropriated : 

"For  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands,  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  at  rates  not  exceeding  nine  dollars  per  linear  mile  for  standard  and 
meander  lines,  seven  dollars  for  township,  and  five  dollars  lor  section  lines:  Pro- 
vided, That  in  expending  this  appropriation  preference  shall  be  given  first  in  favor 
of  surveying  townships  occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  actual  settlers  and  of  lands 
granted  to  the  States  by  the  Act  approved  February  twenty-second,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-nine,  and  the  Acts  approved  July  third  and  July  tenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety,  and  second,  to  surveying  under  such  other  acts  as  provide  for 
land  grants  to  the  several  States,  except  railroad  land  grants  and  such  indemnity 
lands  as  the  several  States  may  be  entitled  to  in  lieu  of  lands  granted  them  for  edu- 
cational and  other  purposes  which  may  have  been  sold  or  included  in  some  reserva- 
tion or  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  other  surveys  shall  bo  confined  to  lands  adapted 
to  agriculture,  and  lines  of  reservations,  except  that  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office  may  allow,  for  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  lands  heavily  timbered, 
mountainous  or  covered  with  dense  undergrowth,  rates  not  exceeding  thirteen  dol- 
lars per  linear  mile  for  standard  and  meander  lines,  eleven  dollars  for  township,  and 
seven  dollars  for  section  lines,  and  in  cases  of  exceptional  difficulties  in  the  sur\<  \  s. 
where  the  work  can  not  be  contracted  for  at  these  rates,  compensation  for  surveys 
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and  resurveys  may  be  allowed  by  the  said  Commissioner,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  at  rates  not  exceeding  eighteen  dollars  per  linear  mile  for 
standard  and  meander  lines,  fifteen  dollars  for  township,  and  twelve  dollars  for  sec- 
tion lines:  Provided,  That  in  the  States  of  California,  Colorado,  Idaho,  Montana, 
Nevada,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washington,  Wyoming,  and  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  there 
may  be  allowed,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  the  survey 
and  resurvey  of  lands  heavily  timbered,  mountainous,  or  covered  with  dense  under- 
growth, rates  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  per  linear  mile  for  standard  and 
meander  lines,  twenty-three  dollars  for  township  and  twenty  dollars  for  section 
lines:  And  provided  further,  And  of  the  sum  hereby  appropriated  there  may  be 
expended  such  an  amount  as  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  OfhVe  may  deem 
necessary  for  examination  of  public  surveys  in  the  several  surveying  districts,  by 
such  competent  surveyors  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  select,  in  order  to 
test  the  accuracy  of  the  work  in  the  field,  and  to  prevent  payment  for  fraudulent 
and  imperfect  surveys  returned  by  deputy  surveyors  and  for  examinations  of  sur- 
veys heretofore  made  and  reported  to  be  defective  or  fraudulent,  and  inspecting 
mineral  deposits,  coal  fields,  and  timber  districts  and  for  making  such  other  surveys 
or  examinations  as  may  be  required  for  identification  of  lands  for  purposes  of  evi- 
dence in  any  suit  or  proceeding  in  behalf  of  the  United  States." 

Deducting  irom  the  $325,000  appropriated  the  sum  of  $75,000  set  aside  for  exam- 
inations in  the  field,  there  remains  available  for  apportionment  among  the  several 
surveying  districts  the  sum  of  $250,000. 

From  the  $250,000  available  there  is  hereby  apportioned  to  the  district  of  Utah  the 
sum  of  $20,000. 

The  fund  set  aside  for  examinations  will  be  retained  under  the  control  of  this 
office  and  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  a  corps  of  competent  examiners  (special 
agents  for  the  examination  of  surveys)  who  will  be  detailed  according  to  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  service  in  the  several  surveying  districts.  Employees  of  this  office,  who 
are  competent  and  experienced  surveyors,  will  also  be  detailed  to  make  examina- 
tions in  the  several  surveying  districts,  whenever  such  a  course  is  necessary  in  order 
to  expedite  the  work  in  this  branch  of  the  service.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  office 
to  have  all  the  examinations  in  the  field  made  by  its  special  agents,  or  office 
employees  detailed  for  the  purpose,  who  will  report  direct  to  this  office. 

The  law  requires  that  in  expending  this  appropriation  preference  shall  be  given 
in  favor  of  surveying  townships  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  actual  settlers,  and 
of  lands  granted  to  the  States  by  the  act  of  February  22, 1889,  and  the  acts  approved 
July  3  and  July  10,  1890;  hence  in  taking  measures  for  the  letting  of  contracts  it 
will  be  your  first  duty  to  ascertain  the  localities  in  which  there  are  bona  fide  set- 
tlers, and  the  funds  should  be  so  applied  as  to  benefit  the  greatest  possible  number 
of  settlers. 

In  this  connection  your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  preference  in  favor 
of  settlers  is  placed  before  that  of  the  State,  and  in  considering  applications  for  sur- 
veys it  will  be  your  duty,  in  case  the  apportionment  to  your  district  will  not  meet 
the  demands  for  surveys  by  both  settlers  and  the  State,  to  provide  first  for  the  sur- 
vey of  the  lands  occupied  by  bona  fide  settlers,  and,  having  met  the  demands  of  the 
settlers,  any  remainder  of  the  apportionment  may  be  devoted  to  the  surveys  asked 
for  by  the  State  under  the  grant  per  act  of  July  16, 1894.  In  other  words,  the  surveys 
under  settlers'  applications  should  not  be  restricted  in  extent  by  reason  of  applica- 
tions for  extensive  surveys  on  the  part  of  the  State,  and  more  especially  as  the  lat- 
ter has  a  right,  under  the  law,  of  advancing  funds  for  surveys,  moneys  so  advanced 
to  be  reimbursable. 

Contracts  for  subdivisional  surveys,  except  those  applied  for  by  the  State  of  Utah, 
under  the  grant  per  act  of  July  16,  1894,  and  as  hereinafter  specified  in  the  matter 
of  surveys  requiring  the  maximum  or  special  maximum  rates  must  be  accompanied 
by  evidences  of  settlement  on  the  lands  the  survey  of  which  is  provided  for  in  such 
contracts.  Said  evidences  are  usually  applications  or  petitions  for  survey  signed  by 
actual  settlers  on  the  lands,  together  with  the  affidavits  of  the  settlers  setting  forth 
the  length  of  residence  on  their  claims,  and  the  nature,  extent,  and  value  of  the 
improvements  made  thereon.  In  addition  to  the  evidences  of  settlement  in  the  sev- 
eral townships  embraced  in  a  given  contract,  a  description  of  the  class  and  charac- 
ter of  the  lands  in  all  the  townships  should  be  furnished. 

It  is  the  present  policy  of  this  office  to  authorize  the  survey  of  such  townships 
only  as  may  be  shown  to  be  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  actual  settlers,  except 
in  the  case  of  State  applications  for  survey,  and  to  confine  the  surveys  therein  to 
lands  adapted  to  agriculture.  When,  therefore,  the  settlers  on  the  lands,  from  any 
cause,  fail  or  refuse  to  petition  for  the  survey  of  the  township  or  townships  embrac- 
ing their  claims,  said  failure  or  refusal  will  be  held  as  a  sufficient  cause  for  declining 
to  authorize  the  survey,  even  though  the  lands  may  be  adapted  to  agriculture. 

When  not  less  than  three  settlers  in  a  township  "make  application  for  survey  and 
submit  individual  affidavits  as  to  settlement  and  cultivation  of  the  lands,  said  town- 
ship may  be  included  in  an  awarded  contract. 
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There  are  in  some  localities  fine  agricultural  lands  which,  although  heavily  tim- 
bered, are  occupied  in  part  by  bona  fide  settlers,  who,  at  great  expense,  have  improved 
the  lands  and  made  for  themselves  homes  to  which  they  desire  to  obtain  title.  When- 
ever such  cases  arise  all  the  facts  as  to  the  character  of  the  lands,  the  kinds  and 
qualities  of  the  timber,  the  number  of  settlers,  and  the  character,  extent,  and  approxi- 
mate value  of  their  improvements  should  be  presented  for  the  consideration  of  this 
office  before  contracting  for  the  survey.  Contracts  will  be  allowed  for  the  survey  of 
heavily-timbered  lauds,  upon  applications  of  settlers,  only  when  their  value  for  agri- 
cultural purposes  is  well  established  and  satisfactory  proof  given  of  their  occupation 
by  bona  fide  settlers  who  have  made  permanent  improvements. 

In  order  that  the  greatest  possible  benefit  may  be  derived  from  the  appropriation 
for  surveys,  the  apportionment  for  your  district  should  be  applied  so  far  as  practicable 
to  the  survey  of  such  townships,  containing  arable  lands  and  embracing  settlements, 
as  are  contiguous  to  existing  lines,  thus  avoiding  the  expenditure  of  an  undue  por- 
tion of  the  available  funds  for  the  survey  of  standard  lines. 

By  the  terms  of  the  appropriation  act  the  surveys,  other  than  those  applied  for  by 
the  State  under  the  act  of  July  16,  1894,  are  required  to  be  confined  to  lands  adapted 
to  agriculture  and  lines  of  reservations.  With  regard  to  the  survey  of  public  lands 
this  restriction  is  now  construed  as  pertaining  to  the  extension  of  township  lines  and 
subdivisional  surveys.  It  will,  in  some  instances,  be  desirable  and  necessary  to 
extend  the  standard  lines  over  mountainous  or  inarable  regions,  in  order  to  insure 
correct  connections  and  form  the  basis  for  succeeding  lines,  but  it  is  not  deemed  nec- 
essary to  extend  exterior  lines  over  lands  that  are  clearly  nonagricultural  in  charac- 
ter, and  unsurveyable  under  existing  laws  and  instructions,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
making  proper  closures.  It  is  the  present  policy  of  this  office  to  carry  forward  the 
exterior  lines  at  the  same  time  as  the  subdivisional  lines,  as  the  same  shall  be  called 
for  by  the  actual  occupation  of  the  lands  by  settlers. 

In  order  to  reach  agricultural  lands  it  is  not  imperative  that  the  survey  of  exterior 
lines  be  completed,  and  occasions  may  arise  where  it  will  be  found  necessary  to  run 
section  lines  as  offsets  to  township  exteriors  in  order  to  avoid  nonagricultural  and 
unsurveyable  lands  and  insurmountable  obstacles,  and,  so  far  as  the  closing  of  sur- 
veys is  concerned,  section  lines  may  be  considered  as  important  as  exterior  lines.  Cases 
will  arise,  especially  in  mountainous  regions,  where  a  considerab  le  area  within  a  given 
township  is  not  adapted  to  agriculture,  while  the  arable  portion  of  the  township  is 
occupied  by  settlers ;  and  as  preference  is  to  be  given  under  the  law  to  occupied  lands, 
you  will,  in  contracting  for  surveys  in  mountainous  regions  or  in  a  tract  of  country 
where  you  know  or  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  portion  of  the  lands  is  unfit  for 
agricultural  purposes,  especially  instruct  your  deputies  as  to  the  legal  requirement 
to  confine  the  surveys  to  lands  adapted  to  agriculture,  and  direct  them  in  surveying 
townships  containing  both  classes  of  lands  to  extend  the  subdivisional  lines  over  all 
the  lands  in  the  township  that  can  properly  be  classed  as  agricultural. 

Contracts  must  state  specific  rates.  Whenever  practicable  contracts  will  be  let 
under  existing  regulations,  at  not  exceeding  the  minimum  rates  ($9,  $7,  $5),  but  you 
may,  when  necessary,  allow  a  compensation  not  exceeding  the  intermediate  ra^es 
($13,  $11,  $7)  named  in  the  appropriation  act  for  the  survey  of  the  class  of  lands  for 
which  said  rates  are  provided,  and  in  letters  transmitting  contracts  you  will  state 
fully  for  the  information  of  this  office  your  reasons  for  allowing  such  rates. 

The  rates  per  mile  allowed  by  tne  act  of  July  1,  1898  (for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1899),  are  the  same  as  those  allowed  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1893  (for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1894),  except  as  to  the  States  in  which  the  special  maxi- 
mum rates  ($25,  $23,  $20)  are  allowed  "for  the  survey  of  lands  heavily  timbered, 
mountainous,  or  covered  with  dense  undergrowth,"  and  the  instructions  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  contaiued  in  his  letter  dated  December  16,  1893,  regarding  the 
allowance  of  the  rates  named  in  said  act  of  March  3,  1893,  are  applicable  to  the 
rates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1899.  The  said  instructions  are  to  the  effect 
that  for  the  survey  of  lands  that  are  (i  mountainous,  heavily  timbered,  or  covered  with 
dense  undergrowth,"  the  so-called  intermediate  rates  of  $13,  $11,  $7  will  only  be 
allowed,  and  that  the  maximum  rates  of  mileage  are  allowable  only  where  the  surveys 
can  not  be  contracted  for  at  the  intermediate  rates  ($13,  $11,  $7),  and  where  the 
lands  are  mountainous,  heavily  timbered,  or  covered  with  dense  undergrowth,  and 
exceptionally  difficult  to  survey.  " Exceptional  difficulties"  are  defined  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  as  follows: 

"'Exceptional  difficulties'  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute  must  be  other  and 
different  difficulties  from  those  encountered  in  the  survey  of  lands  that  are  moun- 
tainous, heavily  timbered,  or  covered  with  dense  undergrowth,  and  the  lands  for  the 
survey  of  which  the  said  maximum  rates  are  allowed  must  present  increased  difficul- 
ties of  survey  over  and  above  those  upon  lands  justifying  the  intermediate  rates  of 
mileage.  Whenever  such  exceptional  difficulties  are  met  with  along  the  lines  of  sur- 
vey, the  deputy  doing  the  work  must  accurately  and  fully  describe  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  same.  A  failure  to  do  so  will  be  a  bar  to  his  receiving  the  maximum 
rates  of  compensation  for  his  work." 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  further  directed  this  office  to  instruct  the  surveyors- 
general  regarding  the  allowance  of  the  maximum  rates  of  mileage  ($18,  $15,  $12) 
under  the  following  conditions,  namely : 

"In  all  cases  where  the  maximum  rates  are  claimed  you  will  direct  the  snrveyor- 
general  to  instruct  the  deputy  doing  the  work  to  make  accurate  note  and  descrip- 
tion at  the  end  of  each  mile  run  in  the  entire  survey  of  the  exact  character  of  the 
lands  over  which  the  lines  of  survey  pass,  using  all  possible  diligence  and  precau- 
tion practicable,  observing  a  faithful  compliance  in  his  supervision  of  the  public 
surveys  in  his  district,  with  the  provisions  of  section  2223,  Revised  Statutes  (2d  ed., 
p.  390),  to  ascertain  if  the  field  notes  returned  to  you  for  approval  are  correct  in 
every  particular,  especially  in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  lands  surveyed.  You 
will  direct  that  separate  accounts  be  made  out  after  the  completion  of  said  surveys, 
chargeable  to  the  two  funds,  and  upon  the  return  to  your  office  of  the  plats  and  field 
notes  of  the  designated  surveys,  and  the  accounts  based  thereon,  you  will  cause  a 
critical  examination  and  careful  comparison  to  be  made  of  said  account  and  field 
notes  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  rates  of  mileage  charged  in  the  account  correspond 
with  and  are  warranted  by  the  character  of  the  land  surveyed  as  described  in  the 
field  notes." 

The  said  appropriation  act  of  July  1,  1898,  does  not  contemplate  the  payment  of 
the  maximum  rates  ($18,  $15,  $12)  therein  mentioned,  except  in  cases  where  the  same  are 
necessary  in  order  to  obtain  a  survey  of  the  lands,  and  when  applications  are  received 
for  the  survey  of  townships  wherein  the  lands  are  mountainous,  heavily  timbered, 
or  covered  with  dense  undergrowth,  and  exceptionally  difficult  to  survey,  it  will  be 
your  duty  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  survey  of  such  townships. 

Under  date  of  June  17,  1898,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  in  a  letter  to  the 
honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  appropriation 
for  surveys  would  be  applicable  to  pay  for  advertising  for  proposals  for  surveys  pro- 
vided the  advertising  is  done  in  strict  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
3828,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

In  view  of  the  opinion  of  the  Comptroller  it  has  been  decided  that  in  all  cases 
where,  owing  to  the  difficulties  to  be  encountered  in  the  survey,  rates  in  excess  of 
the  intermediate  rates  ($13,  $11,  $7)  are  required  to  be  paid,  advertisements  for  pro- 
posals for  surveys  shall  be  inserted  in  such  journals,  daily  or  weekly,  and  such 
number  of  times,  as  shall  be  determined  upon  when  authority  is  granted  by  the 
Department  for  said  advertisements. 

The  advertisement  will  be  headed  "Proposals  for  Executing  Government  Surveys 
in  Utah;"  it  will  fix  the  date  on  which  the  privilege  of  submitting  bids  will  expire, 
the  same  to  be  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  advertisement,  and  will  specifically 
describe  the  surveys  to  be  executed,  stating  the  legal  rates  per  mile  both  maximum  and 
minimum,  which  can  not  be  exceeded,  for  the  different  classes  of  lands  to  which  they  are 
applicable;  that  particulars  regarding  said  rates  will  be  forwarded  bj  the  surveyor- 
general  upon  application  therefor;  and  that  the  surveys  must  be  executed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  existing  official  regulations  and  such  special  instructions  as  may  be 
issued  by  the  surveyor-general.  Proposals  for  executing  surveys  andresurveys  must 
state  specifically  the  rates  per  mile  for  the  different  classes  of  Hues,  which  must  not 
be  in  excess  of  the  legal  rates.  Proposals  will  be  considered  only  from  practical 
and  experienced  surveyors  of  known  or  proven  ability  and  integrity.  The  adver- 
tisement must  state  that  the  party  or  parties  to  whom  the  contract  or  contracts  may 
be  awarded  will  be  required  to  execute  the  work  in  their  own  proper  person  or  per- 
sons with  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary,  compassmen  not  allowed.  Proposals 
must  be  inclosed  in  envelopes  marked  "Proposals  for  the  Surveys  in  Utah,"  and 
addressed  to  the  surveyor-general  of  Utah.  The  contract  or  contracts  will  be  let  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidders,  but  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  is  to  be 
reserved. 

Whenever  there  are  three  or  more  townships  in  your  district  the  survey  of  which 
has  been  applied  for  (the  usual  evidence  of  settlement  being  a  prerequisite  in  the  case  of 
surveys  applied  for  by  settlers),  and  which,  owing  to  the  character  of  the  lands  em- 
braced therein,  will  require  a  compensation  in  excess  of  the  intermediate  rates  ($13, 
$11,  $7),  you  will  prepare  a  form  of  advertisement  as  above  generally  indicated,  and 
forward  the  same  to  this  office,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Department  for  authority  for 
publication  as  required  by  section  3828  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

You  will  be  promptly  notified  when  the  authority  for  advertising  shall  have  been 
granted  by  the  Department,  whereupon  you  will  cause  the  same  to  be  published  as 
above  stated.  The  cost  of  such  advertisements  will  be  chargeable  to  the  apportion- 
ment to  your  district  from  the  surveying  appropriation. 

In  addition  to  the  advertisement  for  proposals  as  above  required,  you  will  invite 
various  competent  and  reliable  surveyors  and  deputy  surveyors  to  submit  estimates 
of  the  rato  per  mile  for  which  they  will  execute  the  work  in  the  specific  townsbips 
by  posting  a  copy  of  the  advertisement  in  your  office  and  by  sending  copies  of  the 
same  to  the  postmaster  at  the  county  seat  of  the  county  embracing  the  lands,  and 
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to  the  post-office  nearest  thereto,  as  well  as  to  the  local  laud  office  for  the  district 
in  which  the  lands  are  situated,  with  the  request  that  said  notices  he  conspicuously 
posted  in  the  respective  offices;  and  you  will  request  said  officials  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  said  advertisement.  You  will  also  transmit  a  copy  of  the  advertise- 
ment inviting  proposals  to  all  competent  and  reliahle  surveyors  and  deputy  sur- 
veyors known  to  your  office  and  residing  in  your  surveying  district.  With  all  such 
invitations  you  will  inclose  a  penalty  envelope,  requesting  each  surveyor  or  deputy 
surveyor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  copy  of  advertisement  and  stating 
whether  or  not  he  will  suhinit  a  hid  for  the  work. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  days  you  will  forward  to  this  office  a  list  of  the 
deputy  surveyors,  with  their  post-office  addresses,  who  in  response  to  the  advertise- 
ment submitted  bids,  and  of  those  to  whom  you  forwarded  copies  of  the  advertise- 
ment for  proposals,  together  with  the  original  bids  and  synopsis  of  the  same;  also 
the  letters  from  the  surveyors  and  deputy  surveyors  and  local  officers  acknowledging 
the  receipt  of  the  advertisement  sent  to  them  for  posting. 

In  connection  with  said  paper  you  will  submit  a  report  on  the  bids  received  with 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work  at  the  rates  of  mileage  bid  by  the  competing 
surveyors. 

With  the  bids  submitted,  you  will  transmit  to  this  office  the  applications  or  peti- 
tions for  surveys  in  each  township  with  accompanying  affidavits  of  settlers,  together 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  reasons  why  the  increased  rates  of  mileage  over  the 
intermediate  rate  ($13,  $11,  $7)  should  be  allowed  for  the  surveys  in  question,  and 
that  the  same  can  not  be  contracted  for  by  reason  of  exceptional  difficulties  at  the  said 
intermediate  rates. 

Under  existing  rules  and  regulations  governing  competitive  bids  your  recommen- 
dation as  to  the  award  of  contracts  must  be  conlined  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  in 
case  such  bidder  is  not  well  and  favorably  known  to  your  office  and  to  this  office  it 
will  be  your  duty  to  notify  him  to  submit  to  this  office,  through  you,  evidences  of 
his  professional  skill  and  financial  ability  to  carry  the  contract,  if  awarded  to  him, 
to  a  successful  completion.  If  the  lowest  bidder  declines  for  any  cause  to  comply 
with  your  notification,  then  the  next  lowest  bidder  will  be  duly  notified.  Where 
the  lowest  bidder  is  rejected,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  you  will  submit  with 
your  report  and  recommendation  full  statements  to  that  effect,  with  corroborative 
evidence.  The  mere  statement  that  the  lowest  bidder  is  incompetent  or  unreliable 
will  be  deemed  insufficient. 

The  said  appropriation  act  of  July  1,  1898,  allows,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior,  for  the  survey  of  lands  in  Utah,  heavily  timbered,  mountainous, 
or  covered  with  dense  undergrowth,  the  special  maximum  rates  of  $25  per  linear 
mile  for  standard  and  meander  lines,  $23  for  township,  and  $20  for  section  lines,  and 
when  applications  are  received  for  the  survey  of  lands  requiring  these  rates,  you  will 
proceed  in  the  matter  of  inviting  bids  and  forwarding  the  applications,  estimates  of 
surveys,  and  information  regarding  the  character  of  the  land,  as  hereinbefore  directed 
in  the  case  of  surveys  requiring  the  maximum  rates  ($18,  $15,  $12),  in  order  that  the 
Department  m;iy  be  aide  to  judge  as  to  the  propriety  of  allowing  such  rates. 

In  the  event  of  the  authorization  of  surveys  at  rates  exceeding  the  intermediate 
($13,  $11,  $7),  the  special  instructions  issued  to  the  deputy  for  the  execution  of  the 
work  must  embody  the  departmental  definition  of  "  exceptional  difficulties"  and  the 
additional  requirements  as  to  the  accurate  notation  and  description  at  the  end  of 
each  mile  run,  of  the  exact  character  of  the  lands  over  which  the  lines  of  survey 
pass,  as  contained  in  the  paragraphs  from  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
dated  December  16, 1893,  above  quoted. 

Where  surveys  can  be  made  at  the  minimum  ($9,  $7,  $5)  or  intermediate  ($13,  $11,  $7) 
rates,  you  may  proceed  with  the  letting  of  contracts  (the  requirements  as  to  the  evi- 
dence of  settlement  having  been  complied  with)  without  the  formality  of  advertis- 
ing for  proposals.  Select  as  your  deputies,  as  far  as  practicable,  men  of  known  skill 
and  integrity,  and  when  not  heretofore  known  to  the  United  States  surveying  service, 
you  will  require  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  competency,  honesty,  and  ability  to 
carry  their  contract  to  completion.  With  letters  transmitting  contracts  with  per- 
sons not  heretofore  employed,  you  will  forward  the  evidence  of  qualification  fur- 
nished by  them. 

All  contracts  entered  into  under  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1899,  should,  so  far  as  practicable,  be  forwarded  in  time  to  reach  here  not  later 
than  the  1st  of  May,  1899,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  considered  by  this  office 
and  action  taken  thereon  prior  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  in  all  cases,  when 
possible,  the  deputy  surveyors  should  commence  their  work  in  the  field  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  fiscal  year. 

It  has  been  decided  to  discontinue  the  practice  which  has  heretofore  obtained  of 
allowing  applications  for  extensions  of  liabilities  under  contracts  where  the  orig- 
inal estimate  of  liability  may  be  found  insufficient  to  cover  all  the  surveys  provided 
for  in  the  contract;  therefore,  in  issuing  special  instructions  to  deputy  surveyors 
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under  their  contracts,  you  will  specifically  provide  therein  that  the  estimated  liability 
of  the  contracts  must  not  he  exceeded  under  any  circumstances,  and  that  no  author- 
ization will,  in  future,  be  granted  to  create  an  "excess  liability  "  over  and  above 
the  amount  as  originally  estimated  and  as  provided  for  in  the  " agreement." 

In  the  opinion  of  this  office  the  maximum  liability  of  a  contract  awarded  to  one 
deputy  should  not  exceed  $5,000,  and  to  a  lirni  of  deputies  where  both  are  practical 
surveyors  and  go  into  the  field  as  compassmen,  at  the  head  of  separate  parties,  to 
execute  the  work  provided  for  in  their  contract,  not  to  exceed  $8,000;  but  occasions 
may  arise  when  said  amounts  should  be  restricted  in  both  cases,  particularly  where 
the  lands  are  exceedingly  difficult  to  survey  and  the  work  can  not  be  completed  in 
one  surveying  season.  This  office  reserves  the  right  to  increase  the  amount  of  lia- 
bility to  be  embraced  in  a  single  or  joint  contract,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  may 
warrant. 

No  contracts  for  resurveys  will  be  entered  into  until  express  authority  therefor  has 
been  granted  by  this  office. 

In  several  surveying  districts,  field  examinations  have  developed  such  imperfec- 
tions in  the  work  of  deputy  surveyors  that  their  surveys  were  unacceptable, 
although  not  as  a  whole  so  poorly  executed  that  a  rejection  was  deemed  advisable, 
and  the  deputies  were  permitted  to  return  to  the  field,  to  make  the  necessary  correc- 
tions, and  in  some  cases,  where  the  work  showed  evidence  of  great  carelessness,  the 
deputies  have  been  allowed  to  reexeeute  their  surveys,  all  corrected  work  to  be 
subject  to  a  second  examination.  The  permission  thus  accorded  has  entailed  much 
additional  office  work  upon  the  returns,  and  considerable  expense  for  reexamina- 
tions, besides  resulting  in  several  instances  in  a  delay  in  the  final  acceptance  of  the 
surveys  until  after  the  appropriation  to  which  the  contracts  were  chargeable  had, 
under  the  law,  lapsed  to  the  Treasury,  rendering  a  reappropriation  of  funds  neces- 
sary before  the  accounts  of  the  deputies  could  be  paid. 

The  delays,  increased  office  work,  and  additional  expense  incurred  for  reexamina- 
tion may  and  should  be  avoided  by  a  faithful  compliance  with  contract  and  instruc- 
tions in  the  first  place;  and  to  that  end  it  is  desired  that  the  attention  of  all  deputy 
surveyors  be  specially  called  to  the  necessity  for  a  strict  observance  of  the  terms  of 
their  contracts,  the  requirements  of  the  Manual  of  Surveying  Instructions,  and  the 
special  instructions  accompanying  the  contracts.  All  surveys  should  be  so  executed, 
in  the  first  instance,  as  to  bear  a  critical  test  in  the  field,  and  the  utmost  care  should 
be  taken  in  the  preparation  of  the  field  notes  prior  to  submitting  the  same.  The 
perfection  of  the  original  field  notes  prior  to  filing  them  in  the  surveyor-general's 
office  is  especially  important  in  view  of  the  regulations  contained  in  the  last  clause 
of  the  italicised  portion  of  paragraph  12  on  page  64  of  the  Manual  of  1894. 

In  cases  where  minor  errors  are  developed  by  field  examination,  such  errors  may 
be  corrected  by  the  deputies,  under  proper  instructions  and  within  a  stipulated  time, 
the  work  to  be  subjected  to  a  second  field  examination  after  the  corrections  shall 
have  been  made,  and  field  notes  thereof  duly  returned  to  the  surveyor-general;  but 
where  the  examination  discloses  evidence  of  fraudulent  intent,  carelessness,  or 
unskillful  work,  departing  materially  from  the  requirements  of  the  Manual  and  spe- 
cial instructions,  tbe  surveys  will  be  held  for  rejection. 

Extensions  of  time  in  which  to  complete  surveys  and  make  return  of  the  same  will 
in  future  bo  allowed  only  for  good  cause,  and  for  delays  wholly  beyond  the  control 
of  the  deputies,  and  in  making  applications  for  extension  of  time  on  contracts  full 
and  satisfactory  reasons  must  be  given  or  the  applications  will  be  disallowed,  and 
all  applications  must  be  made  in  time  to  admit  of  the  consideration  thereof  by  this 
office  prior  to  the  date  of  expiration  as  fixed  in  the  contract,  and  must  be  accompanied  by 
the  written  consent  of  the  sureties  to  the  bond,  under  seal. 

In  this  connection,  reference  is  made  to  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
in  the  case  of  G.  W.  Baker  et  al.,  4  L.  D.,  451,  in  which  it  is  held  that:  "  Where  a 
contract  stipulates  that  work  shall  be  performed  within  a  given  period,  the  rate 
agreed  upon  can  apply  only  to  the  work  performed  within  that  period,  and  for  work 
done  under  such  contract  after  the  expiration  of  that  period  of  time,  the  rule  of 
payment  must  be  governed  by  the  value  of  the  work,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed  the 
maximum  rate  fixed  by  the  statute  for  such  subsequent  period,  not  the  rate  fixed  in 
the  contract.  Nor  can  the  Commissioner,  in  extending  the  time  for  the  performance 
of  the  contract,  retain  tbe  rate  therein  stipulated,  if  at  the  time  of  such  extension 
the  law  fixed  a  lower  maximum  rate;''  and  it  is  further  held  in  said  decision  that 
accounts  should  be  audited,  under  the  rule  above  stated,  "at  the  rate  included  in 
the  contract  for  the  work  completed  within  the  time  prescribed  therein,  and  for 
work  completed  thereafter  at  a  rate  measured  by  the  value  of  such  work,"  limited  as 
above  indicated. 

In  order  to  secure  a  strict  observance  of  the  terms  of  contracts  made  with  the  Gov- 
ernment, the  rule  laid  down  in  the  caseabove  cited  will  be  observed  by  this  office  in 
reference  to  work  done  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  named  in  the  contract;  that 
is,  "the  rate  of  payment  must  be  governed  by  the  value  of  the  work,"  and  the  rate 
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named  in  the  contract  will  not  apply,  but  a  reduction  will  be  made  in  the  accounts 
in  accordance  with  tbe  judgment  of  this  office  as  to  the  value  of  the  work  performed. 

A  practice  has  heretofore  obtained  in  some  surveying  districts  of  awarding,  during 
a  given  fiscal  year,  several  contracts  for  public  surveys  to  one  deputy  surveyor,  or  to 
a  lirm  of  deputy  surveyors,  tbe  liabilities  of  the  contracts  often  aggregating  many 
thousands  of  dollars,  and  the  work  to  be  performed  thereunder  being  far  in  excess 
of  the  ability  of  the  contracting  deputy  or  deputies  to  execute  in  one  surveying  sea- 
son ;  and  owing  to  this  practice,  it  has  been  found  that  contracts  have  either  been 
"sublet"  to  other  parties,  or  the  work  has  been  executed  by  "compassmen,"  result- 
ing not  only  in  violating  the  express  terms  of  the  contracts  and  the  Manual  of  Sur- 
veying Instructions,  but  in  retarding  the  execution  of  the  work  in  the  field,  greatly 
to  the  detriment  of  settlers,  and  necessitating  repeated  applications  for  "extensions 
of  time  "  and  consequent  dragging  of  the  work  through  several  years.  This  practice 
is  objectionable  and  must  be  discontinued. 

In  future  one  contract  only  is  to  be  awarded  to  one  deputy  or  to  a  firm  of  deputies, 
and  it  is  hereby  directed  that  hereafter  no  additional  contracts  be  awarded  to 
deputy  surveyors  who  have  unfinished  and  uncompleted  work  on  hand  under  pre- 
viously awarded  contracts. 

All  contracting  deputies  will  be  required  to  execute,  in  their  own  proper  persons, 
the  work  provided  for  in  their  contracts. 

The  employment  of  "compassmen"  will  be  allowed  only  under  extraordinary  cir- 
cumstances, such  as  the  death  of  the  deputy,  or  his  positive  physical  inability  to 
complete  his  work.  Where  two  practical  surveyors  are  joint  contractors,  the  death 
or  physical  inability  of  one  deputy  will  not  entitle  the  other  to  make  application  to 
employ  a  compass  man.  This  office  reserves  the  right  to  judge  as  to  the  mitigating 
circumstances,  and  surveyors-general  have  no  authority  to  permit  a  departure  from 
the  strict  letter  of  contracts  and  the  surveying  Manual  in  the  matter  of  employment 
of  compassmen.  In  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  Circular  Letter  "E,"  of 
date  December  12,  1891. 

When  returns  of  surveys  under  any  given  contract  or  contracts  shall  have  been 
filed  in  your  office,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  cause  an  examination  of  such  returns  at 
the  earliest  possible  time,  with  a  view  of  determining,  as  far  as  practicable,  from  the 
face  of  the  returns,  whether  the  surveys  are  in  a  proper  condition  for  inspection  in 
the  field;  and  if,  from  such  office  examination  of  the  returns,  the  surveys  appear  to 
have  been  correctly  executed,  you  will  promptly  advise  this  office  that  the  surveys 
are  ready  for  examination  in  the  field.  If  such  office  examinations  shall  develop 
errors  which  necessitates  the  return  of  the  deputy  to  the  field  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting his  work,  you  will  issue  the  necessary  instructions  therefor,  and  upon  the 
filing  of  the  field  notes  of  the  corrective  survey,  if  the  same  be  found  satisfactory  to 
your  office,  the  work  may  be  reported  as  ready  for  examination  in  the  field.  It  is  the 
intention  of  this  office  to  have  the  examiners  extend  their  examinations  into  each 
and  every  township  surveyed  under  any  given  contract. 

Letters  transmitting  returns  of  surveys  should  invariably  contain  a  full  descrip- 
tion of  the  surveys  forwarded,  with  the  number  of  diagrams,  plats,  and  transcripts 
sent,  and  should  state  whether  the  returns  ure  partial,  complete,  or  final  returns. 

The  sundry  civil  appropriation  act  of  August  18, 1894  (28  Stats.,  394),  provided  for 
the  survey  of  lands  granted  to  the  States  of  Washington,  Idaho,  Montana,  North 
Dakota,  South  Dakota,  and  Wyoming,  with  a  view  to  satisfying  the  public  land 
grants  made  by  the  acts  admitting  said  States  into  the  Union,  and  the  said  provi- 
sions of  law  were  made  applicable  to  Utah  when  admitted  as  a  State  into  the  Union. 
The  Utah  enabling  act  of  July  16,  1894  (26  Stats.,  107),  makes  certain  grants  to  the 
State  for  the  benefit  of  public  buildings  and  institutions. 

In  regard  to  the  surveys  to  bo  made  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  State  of 
Utah  to  make  selections  of  land  granted  to  her  by  the -act  of  July  16,  1894,  you  are 
advised  that  whenever  the  governor  of  the  State  shall  make  application  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office,  as  provided  in  the  paragraph  of  the  appropria- 
tion act  above  referred  to,  for  the  survey  of  any  township  or  townships  of  public 
lands,  subject  to  entry  under  the  public  land  laws,  this  office  will  immediately  notify 
the  surveyor-general  of  such  application  in  order  that  prompt  measures  may  be  taken 
for  the  survey  of  the  township  or  townships  named  in  such  application,  and  as 
required  by  law,  the  Commissioner  will  at  once  notify  tho  local  land  officers  for  the 
land  district  in  which  the  township  or  townships,  the  survey  of  which  is  applied  for, 
are  situated,  that  the  lands  falling  within  the  limits  thereof  are  reserved  from  any 
adverse  appropriation  by  settlement  or  otherwise,  except  under  rights  that  may  be 
found  to  exist  of  prior  inception,  for  a  period  extending  from  the  date  of  filing  of 
the  application  for  the  survey  until  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  from  the  date  of 
filing  of  the  township  plat  of  survey  in  the  proper  district  land  office;  during  which 
period  of  sixty  days  the  State  may  select  any  of  such  lands  not  excepted  by  the 
terms  of  the  act  and  not  embraced  in  any  valid  adverse  claim,  for  the  satisfaction 
of  the  grants  made  by  said  act  of  July  16,  1894. 
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The  appropriation  act  of  July  1,  1898,  besides  providing  that  in  expending  the 
appropriation  for  surveys,  and  resurveys  of  public  lauds,  preference  shall  be  given 
first  in  favor  of  surveying  townships  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  actual  settlers, 
and  of  lauds  granted  to  tbe  States  by  the  act  approved  February  22,  1889,  and  the 
acts  approved  July  3  and  10,  1890,  also  provides  that  preference  shall  be  given  in  the 
second  place  "to  surveying  under  such  other  acts  as  provide  for  the  land  grants  to 
the  several  States  except  railroad  land  grants  and  such  indemnity  lands  as  the  several 
States  may  be  entitled  to  in  lieu  of  lands  granted  them  for  educational  and  other 
purposes  which  may  have  been  sold  or  included  in  some  reservation  or  otherwise 
disposed  of    *     *     *." 

When  an  application  shall  be  made  by  the  State  for  surveys  under  any  act  provid- 
ing for  a  land  grant  thereto,  other  than  the  grants  under  the  act  of  July  16,  1894, 
not  covered  by  the  exceptions  made  by  such  appropriation  act,  snch  application  will 
be  forwarded  for  the  consideration  of  this  office,  whereupon  the  question  of  author- 
izing the  survey  will  be  determined. 

The  seven  paragraphs  next  following,  relating  to  the  survey  of  "  small  holding" 
claims,  are  intended  for  your  government  in  the  matter  of  the  survey  of  all  such 
claims  under  the  provisions  of  sections  16  and  17  of  the  act  of  March.  3,  1891  (26 
Stats.,  854),  the  amendatory  act  of  February  21,  1893  (27  Stats.,  470),  and  the 
amendatory  act  of  June  28,  1898,  which  last-named  act  reads  as  follows: 

" lie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  section  eighteen  of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to 
establish  a  court  of  private  land  claims  in  certain  States  and  Territories/  approved 
March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  as  amended  by  the  act  ajiproved 
February  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  iurther  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  '  within  two  years  after  the  first 
day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,'  as  they  stand  in  said  act  as 
amended,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  '  before  the  fourth  day  of  March, 
nineteen  hundred  and  one/  so  that  the  first  clause  of  said  section  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows, namely:  'That  all  claims  arising  under  either  of  the  next  two  preceding 
sections  of  this  act  shall  be  filed  with  the  surveyor-general  of  the  proper  State  or 
Territory  before  the  fourth  day  of  March,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  and  no  claim 
not  so  filed  shall  be  valid.' 

Your  attention  is  especially  directed  to  the  provisions  of  the  sixteenth  section  of  the 
act  of  March  3, 1891,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  court  of  private  land  claims  and 
to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  private  land  claims  in  certain  States  and  Territories ;/ 
(26  Stats.,  854) ;  and  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  February  21,  1893,  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  an  act  establishing  a  court  of  private  land  claims  and  to  provide  for  the 
settlement  of  private  land  claims  in  certain  States  and  Territories,  approved  March 
third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one/'  (27  Stats.,  470;  and  you  will  hereafter  be 
careful  to  instruct  your  deputies  in  making  surveys  of  townships  embraced  in  their 
respective  contracts  to  give  x^articular  attention  to  the  presentation  of  proofs  per- 
taining to  claims  arising  from  continuous  adverse  possession,  etc.,  for  twenty  years, 
as  well  as  to  the  recognition  and  establishment  of  lines  of  survey  of  such  claims,  not 
exceeding,  singly  or  in  the  aggregate,  160  acres  to  any  one  person. 

You  will  instruct  the  deputy  to  return  with  his  survey  the  name  or  names  of  all 
persons  found  to  be  in  possession  of  chums  as  above  described,  with  a  proper  descrip- 
tion of  the  tracts  in  the  possession  of  such  persons,  as  shown  by  the  survey,  and  the 
proofs  furnished  of  such  possession,  etc. 

You  will  also  iu  your  returns  of  surveys  to  this  office,  transmit  the  field  notes  of 
all  such  possessory  claims ;  and  you  will  cause  the  claims  to  be  accurately  delineated 
on  the  township  plats,  with  the  boundaries  and  areas  of  the  tracts  given,  as  separate 
legal  subdivisions. 

As  no  provision  is  made  in  the  acts  of  March  3,  1891,  and  February  21,  1893,  for  a 
separate  and  distinct  payment  for  the  surveys  required  by  section  16,  such  surveys 
will  be  paid  for  at  the  rates  prescribed  by  law  for  surveying  and  establishing  sub- 
divisional  lines  of  the  public  surveys. 

In  regard  to  claims  arising  from  continuous  adverse  possession  for  twenty  years, 
located  in  townships  heretofore  (prior  to  March  3,  1891)  surveyed,  section  17  as  amended 
provides  that: 

"After  a  claim  of  the  character  described  shall  have  been  filed  as  directed  in  sectiou 
eighteen  of  this  act,  and  it  shall  appear  that  a  tract  claimed  as  aforesaid  is  of  such 
shape  that  the  claimant  can  not  readily  secure  his  interests  by  an  entry  by  legal 
subdivisions  of  the  public  surveys,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  may 
cause  such  claims  to  be  surveyed  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States,  but  the  deputy 
surveyor  performing  the  work  shall  not  be  paid  for  his  services  more  than  five  dollars 
per  day  in  addition  to  his  necessary  expenses." 

You  will  carefully  instruct  the  deputy  who  may  be  designated  to  execute  surveys 
under  the  provisions  of  section  17  as  to  posting  notices  in  the  English  and  Spanish 
languages,  and  the  presentation  of  proofs  required  by  said  section. 
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The  expenses  of  surveys  of  claims  made  under  the  provisions  of  sections  16  and  17 
will  he  chargeable  to  the  apportionment  to  your  district  from  the  regular  appropria- 
tion for  surveying  public  lands. 

The  said  act  of  July  1,  1898,  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of 
the  Government  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  appropriates: 

"  For  survey  of  private  land  claims  in  the  States  of  Colorado,  Nevada,  Wyoming, 
and  Utah,  and  in  the  Territories  of  Arizona  and  New  Mexico,  confirmed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  entitled  'An  act  to  establish  a  Court  of  Private 
Land  Claims,  and  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  private  land  claims,  in  certain 
States  and  Territories/  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  and 
for  the  resurvey  of  such  private  land  claims  heretofore  confirmed  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary,  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  said  sum  to  be  also  available  for  office  work  on 
such  surveys.'7 

No  apportionment  of  said  appropriation  will  be  made  at  present,  but  surveys  will 
be  authorized  from  time  to  time  when  final  decisions  of  confirmation  shall  have  been 
certified  to  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  with  copy  of  the  decree  of 
confirmation  as  provided  in  section  10,  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  entitled  "An  act 
to  establish  a  court  of  private  land  claims,"  etc. 

The  said  appropriation  for  private  land  claim  surveys  does  not  name  the  price  per 
mile  to  be  paid  for  surveys  made  thereunder.  Section  2400,  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States,  authorizes  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  to  fix  the  price 
per  mile  for  public  laud  surveys,  which  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  the  maximum 
established  l>y  law.  As  the  boundaries  of  private  land  claims  may  properly  be 
regarded  as  exterior  lines,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  rates  allowed  for  the  exterior 
lines  of  townships  should  govern  in  the  survey  of  the  boundaries  of  private  land 
claims.  Therefore,  whenever  practicable,  the  contracts  should  be  let  at  not  exceeding 
the  minimum  rate  ($7),  but  when  necessary,  you  may  allow  a  compensation  not 
exceeding  the  intermediate  rate  ($11)  named  in  the  appropriation  for  public  land 
surveys,  for  the  survey  of  lines  extending  over  the  class  of  lands  for  which  such 
rates  are  provided,  stating  fully,  in  your  letters  transmitting  the  contracts,  your 
reasons  for  allowing  such  rates. 

Should  a  case  arise  in  which,  owing  to  exceptional  difficulties  to  be  encountered 
by  the  surveyor,  a  compensation  exceeding  the  intermediate  rate  must  be  paid,  you 
will  observe  the  rule  hereinbefore  given  for  public  land  surveys  requiring  augmented 
rates.

The  examinations  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis,  and  Manitoba  grants, 
both  main  and  branch  lines,  and  of  the  Sioux  City  and  Pacific  grant, 
were  reexaminations  made  necessary  by  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court 
and  of  the  Department  which  changed  the  status  of  certain  claims 
shown  by  the  records,  preemption  filings  especially,  giving  a  different 
effect  to  such  claims  upon  railroad  grants  from  that  the  Department 
previously  held  they  had.  For  the  same  reason  two  examinations  of 
the  grants  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Company  in  the  States  named  were 
made,  the  second  being  made  necessary  by  changes  in  the  rulings 
whereby  certain  claims  which  had  previously  been  held  to  defeat  a 
railroad  grant  were  held  not  to  do  so.  Particular  mention  will  be  made 
of  these  rulings  farther  on  under  the  caption  of  "Decisions." 

The  complete  adjustment  of  the  grants  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Hail- 
road  Company,  in  so  far  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  are  still  large  quantities  of  unsurveyed  lands  within  the 
company  limits,  shows  the  whole  area  of  the  grant  by  the  act  of  July  2, 
1864,  for  both  the  main  and  branch  lines  to  be  34,360,900.15  acres, 
and  the  whole  area  of  that  by  the  joint  resolution  of  May  31,  1870,  to 
be  2,203,199.54  acres,  making  together  36,570,099.69  acres  as  the  quan- 
tity to  which  the  company  is  entitled  under  both  giants. 

Of  this  quantity  the  company  has  received  under  the  former  grant 
20,630,587.87  acres  and  under  the  latter  1,087,680.11  acres,  making  a 
total  of  21,718,267.98  acres.  There  is,  therefore,  still  due  the  company 
14,851,831.71  acres. 

The  adjustment  shows  that  there  will  be  a  deficiency  of  over  half  a 
million  acres  (612,605.49  acres)  in  the  grant  by  the  joint  resolution  of 
May  31,  1870,  and  while  it  also  apparently  shows  that  there  are  suffi- 
cient lands  available  to  fully  satisfy  the  grants  for  the  main  and  branch 
lines  under  the  act  of  1864,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  large 
quantities  of  unsurveyed  lands  withiu  the  limits  of  said  grants,  and  of 
the  probability  that  many  of  these  lands  may  be  found  to  be  mineral  in 
character,  it  may  be  found  upon  the  final  adjustment  that  the  grants 
of  1864  are  also  deficient. 

The  whole  area  of  the  grant  to  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
is  found  to  be  12,129,841. *9  acres.  Of  this  quantity  the  company  has 
received  patents  for  6,976,196.29  acres,  leaving  due  it  5,153,645.60  acres. 
As  no  provision  was  made  for  indemnity  for  losses  within  the  primary 
limits  of  this  grant  there  will  probably  be  a  considerable  deficiency; 
but  as  so  large  a  quantity  of  land  remains  unsurveyed  no  accurate 
estimate  can  be  made  at  present  of  the  probable  loss. 
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The  adjustment  of  the  grants  to  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and 
Manitoba  Company  for  its  main  and  branch  lines  shows  the  whole  area 
of  the  grant  for  the  main  line  to  be  1,287,227.67  acres,  and  that  the 
company  has  actually  received  on  account  thereof  1,298,202.51  acres, 
an  excess  of  10,974.84  acres.  The  area  of  the  grant  for  the  branch 
line,  the  Brainerd  branch  (that  portion  of  which  lying  between  Watab  and 
Braiuerd  being  known  as  the  St.  Paul  and  Northern  Pacific  Railroad), 
is  037,793.04  acres,  aud  there  have  been  conveyed  on  account  thereof 
550,172.04  acres,  leaving  a  balance  due  (as  these  grants  must  be 
adjusted  together)  of  70,646.16  acres.  To  make  up  this  quantity  there 
are  chargeable  to  the  grant  as  listed  and  vacant  within  the  primary 
limits  of  the  main  line  12,555.72  acres,  and  within  the  primary  limits  of 
the  branch  line  2,503.41  acres,  which  will  leave  a  balance  due  as  indem- 
nity of  55,587.03  acres. 

The  Manitoba  Company  has  released  within  the  primary  limits  of  the 
main  line  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August  5, 1892  (27  Stat., 
390),  29,008.40  acres  for  which  it  is  entitled  to  indemnity,  and  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  this  item  in  the  adjustment  is 
under  consideration  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Department  at  an 
earty  day. 

Adjustments  of  the  grants  for  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Man- 
itoba Company's  St.  Vincent  extension  and  Brainerd  branch  under 
the  act  of  March  2,  1871  (reexamination) ;  the  Southern  Pacific  main 
line,  act  of  July  27, 1866,  and  joint  resolution  of  June  28,  1870;  the 
St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railroad  (reexamination); 
the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway,  and  the  Oregon  aud  California  in  Oregon, 
are  in  process  and  will  be  submitted  when  completed.

The  adjustment  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  and  Missouri  Railroad  grant  of 
Iowa  had  twice  been  submitted  to  the  Department  and  returned  to  this 
office,  but  was  again  before  the  Department  on  motion  for  review  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  It  has,  however,  since  then  been  returned  for 
final  disposal. 

In  the  process  of  the  adjustments  of  these  grants  large  quantities 
of  lands  have  been  discovered  to  have  been  erroneously  certified  or 
patented  under  them.  Numerous  suits  have  been  introduced  against 
the  companies  receiving  the  erroneously  certified  and  patented  lands 
and  considerable  quantities  of  such  lands  have  been  recovered  and 
restored  to  entry  under  the  laws  providing  for  the  disposal  of  the 
public  lands. 

During  the  past  year  about  1,000,000  acres  of  land,  recovered  in  a 
suit  brought  against  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Compauy  Branch 
Line,  were  restored  and  opened  to  entry.  Supplemental  proceedings, 
involving  a  portion  of  these  lands  which  had  been  sold  by  the  com- 
pany, are  pending  in  the  courts,  and  there  are  still  pending  two  suits 
against  this  company,  involving  lands  within  both  its  main  and  branch 
lines,  aggregating  about  2,300,000  acres. 

In  a  number  of  cases  the  claims  of  bona  fide  purchasers  to  erro- 
neously patented  lands  have  been  declared  confirmed  by  the  Depart- 
ment under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1896  (29  Stat.,  42), 
demands  made  upon  the  railroad  companies  for  whose  benefit  said 
lands  were  erroneously  certified  or  patented  for  the  Government 
price  thereof,  and  in  some  of  the  cases,  after  response  by  the  companies, 
reports  have  been  made  to  the  Department  with  recommendation  that 
suit  be  instituted  for  the  recovery  of  the  Government  price. 


LEGISLATION. 


On  July  1,  1898,  the  President  approved  an  act  previously  passed  by 
Congress  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899  (30  Stat.,  597),  and 
containing  certain  provisions  for  the  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  persons

for  lands  lying  within  the  limits  of  tlie  grant  to  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  and  conflicting  with  the  claim  of  said  company. 

The  provisions  referred  to,  which  are  found  on  pages  620,  621,  and 
622  of  said  statute,  are  to  the  effect  that  where,  prior  to  January  1, 
1898,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  an  odd  numbered  section,  within  either 
the  primary  or  indemnity  limits  of  the  company's  grant  and  to  which 
its  right  or  that  of  its  lawful  successor  is  claimed  to  have  attached  by 
definite  location  or  selection,  has  been  purchased  directly  from  the 
United  States,  or  settled  upon  or  claimed  in  goo/1  faith  by  any  qualified 
settler  under  color  of  title  or  claim  of  right  under  any  law  of  the  United 
States  or  any  ruling  of  the  Interior  Department,  the  company  may 
relinquish  the  same  and  select  in  lieu  thereof  an  equal  quantity  of 
public  lands  of  a  character  described  in  the  act,  situated  within  any 
State  or  Territory  into  which  the  company's  grant  extends,  including 
unsurveyed  lands,  but  the  selection  of  unsurveyed  is  limited  to  odd- 
numbered  sections. 

These  rights  of  relinquishment  and  selection  were  given  provided 
the  adverse  claimant,  who  is  given  the  right  either  to  retain  the  land 
claimed  within  the  limits  of  the  company's  grantor  relinquish  the  same 
and  select  a  tract  elsewhere  within  any  State  or  Territory  into  which 
the  company's  grant  extends,  under  the  conditions  stated,  declines  to 
relinquish  his  claim. 

The  act  further  provides,  however,  that  the  company  shall  not  be 
bound  to  relinquish  lands  sold  or  contracted  by  it,  or  lands  which  it 
uses  or  needs  for  railroad  purposes,  or  lands  valuable  for  stone,  iron,  or 
coal.  For  a  full  construction  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  reference  is 
made  to  the  circular  of  this  office  approved  by  the  Department  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1899  (28  L.  D.,  103). 

The  evident  purpose  of  this  act  was  to  put  an  end,  in  so  far  as  it  was 
within  the  power  of  Congress  to  do,  to  all  litigation  between  the  rail- 
road company  and  claimants  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  of 
unpatented  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  company's  grant,  and  with 
this  purpose  in  view  instructions  have  been  promulgated  and  blank 
forms  for  the  use  of  claimants  under  the  law  have  been  prepared  and 
distributed  to  all  the  local  land  offices  of  the  States  into  which  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company's  grant  extends,  and  instructions 
given  to  notify  the  parties  (lists  of  whom,  taken  from  the  records  of 
this  office,  were  furnished)  of  their  rights,  in  order  that  they  might 
come  forward  and  complete  their  claims. 

Gratifying  progress  has  already  been  made  in  carrying  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act  into  effect,  and  it  is  believed  that  most  of  the  claims 
conflicting  with  that  of  the  company  will  be  satisfactorily  settled 
within  the  next  year  or  two. 

While  the  passage  of  this  act  has  and  for  a  time  will  devolve  upon 
the  office  a  considerable  amount  of  work  the  result  will  be  to  largely 
decrease  the  amount  of  work  necessary  and  the  time  required  to  adjust 
the  company's  grant. 

The  only  other  legislation  likely  to  affect  the  work  of  this  division  is 
a  provision  in  the  deficiency  bill  approved  March  3,  1899  (30  Stat., 
1214,  1233),  as  follows: 

That  in  the  form  provided  by  existing  law  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  file 
and  approve  surveys  and  plats  of  any  right  of  way  for  a  wagon  road,  railroad,  or 
other  highway  over  and  across  any  forest  reservation  or  reservoir  site  when,  in  his 
judgment,  the  public  interests  will  not  be  injuriously- affected  thereby. 

It  is  believed  that  this  provision  will  result  in  increasing  the  work  of 
the  office. 
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During  the  past  year  several  decisions  by  the  Department  and  by 
the  Supreme  Court  have  been  rendered  which  have  changed  previous 
ruling's  and  will  materially  affect  the  action  of  this  office  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  railroad  grants,  and  for  this  reason  a  brief  mention  of  said 
decisions  here  is  deemed  proper. 

In  the  case  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  v.  Hartwich  (26 
L.  D.,  680)  it  was  decided  by  the  Department  that  a  preemption  filing 
for  unoff'ered  land  upon  which  proof  and  payment  is  not  made  prior  to 
the  day  fixed  for  the  sale  thereof  by  due  proclamation  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  14  of  the  act  of  September  4,  1841,  is  extinguished 
by  operation  of  the  law,  and  thereafter,  though  not  noted  canceled  on 
the  records,  is  no  bar  to  the  attachment  of  right  under  a  railroad 
grant,  the  formal  cancellation  thereof  upon  the  record  not  being  neces- 
sary to  put  an  end  to  the  preemptive  right. 

In  the  case  of  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  v.  Fisher  (28  L.  D., 
75)  the  Department  decided  in  effect  that  a  preemption  filing  on 
"offered"  land  not  completed  by  the  making  of  the  proof  and  payment 
required  within  the  period  prescribed  by  the  preemption  act  of  Sep- 
tember 4,  1841  (5  Stat.,  453,  sec.  15),  ceased  to  exist,  was  canceled  by 
operation  of  law  upon  the  expiration  of  such  period,  and,  though  not 
noted  as  canceled  upon  the  records,  did  not  reserve  the  land  covered 
by  it  from  other  disposition,  and  consequently  did  not  defeat  the  right 
under  a  railroad  grant  attaching  thereafter.  This  case,  as  stated, 
treated  of  ottered  land. 

As  regards  the  effect  of  a  preemption  filing  upon  unoffered  land  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  case  of  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  v.  James  De  Lacey,  decided  May  22,  1899  (No.  154, 
October  term,  1898),  held  that  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  July  14, 
1870  (16  Stat.,  279)  the  right  of  preemption  under  a  filing  on  unottered 
land  continued  up  to  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  public  sale, 
but  that  under  the  provisions  of  that  act  and  the  act  of  March  3,  1871 
(16  Stat.,  601),  a  preemptor  making  a  filing  upon  such  land  was  required 
to  make  proof  and  payment  within  thirty  months  from  the  expiration  of 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1843  (5  Stat.,  619),  for  the 
filing  of  the  declaratory  statement  after  settlement,  or  within  thirty- 
three  months  from  date  of  settlement;  that  upon  failure  of  the  pre- 
emptor to  make  such  proof  and  payment  as  prescribed,  all  right  under 
the  filing  ceased  and  the  same  was  canceled  by  operation  of  law,  no 
cancellation  on  the  records  of  the  Land  Office  being  necessary  to  carry 
the  forfeiture  into  effect. 

For  some  years  prior  to  the  rendition  of  these  decisions  it  had  been 
the  rulings  of  the  Department,  under  its  interpretation  of  the  Supreme 
Court  decision  in  Whitney  v.  Taylor,  that  an  uncanceled  preemption 
tiling  of  record,  without  regard  to  whether  or  not  it  had  expired  by 
limitation  of  law,  defeated  a  railroad  grant  containing  the  usual  excep- 
tions, and  the  right  under  which  attached  after  such  filing  had  become 
of  record,  and  in  the  adjustments  of  such  grants  many  entries  have 
been  allowed  which,  under  the  late  ruling,  would  now  be  illegal,  and 
a  number  of  suits  have  been  instituted  against  railroad  companies  to 
recover  the  title  or  the  Government  price  of  erroneously  patented  lands, 
the  bills  of  complaint  in  which  describe  lands  not  now  held  to  have 
been  erroneously  patented.  In  view  of  these  rulings  reexaminations 
have  already  been  made  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  grant  which 
had  been  previously  examined  for  final  adjustment,  and  reexaminations 
of  other  grants  will  be  necessary. 
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Other  Departmental  decisions  which  will  materially  affect  the  adjust- 
ment of  railroad  grants  are  Wight  v.  Central  Pacific  Bailroad  Company 
(27  L.  D.,  182);  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  v.  Fly  (id.,  4(34); 
Dunnigan  v.  Northern  Pacific  Company  (id.,  467). 

In  the  Wight  case  it  was  decided,  following  the  Supreme  Court  deci- 
sion on  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  v.  Colburn(164  U.  S.,  383), 
that  cultivation  and  improvement  of  a  land  not  accompanied  by  the 
assertion  of  a  right  by  the  filing  of  a  claim  in  the  proper  land  office 
does  not  constitute  a  claim  sufficient  to  defeat  the  attachment  of  right 
under  a  railroad  giant. 

In  the  cases  of  Fly  and  Dunnigan  the  previous  holding  that  the  right 
under  an  indemnity  railroad  selection  was  to  be  determined  by  the 
status  of  the  land  at  the  date  of  the  selection  was  overruled  to  the 
extent  of  holding  that  a  claim  sufficient  to  defeat  the  right  of  selection 
is  a  personal  right,  can  not  be  taken  advantage  of  by  a  subsequent 
claimant,  and  if  not  perfected  the  selection  will  be  approved,  the  same 
being  notice  to  all  said  subsequent  claimants  of  the  company's  claim. 

RIGHT   OF   WAY  RAILROADS. 

By  the  act  ai>proved  March  3, 1875  (18  Stat.  L.,  482),  Congress  granted 
to  railroads,  upon  certain  conditions,  right  of  way  through  the  public 
lands. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  of  special  acts,  481  companies 
have  filed  articles  of  incorporation  which  have  been  accepted,  23  of 
which  were  accepted  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1899.  Right 
of  way  has  been  approved  to  381  companies,  5  of  which  received  their 
first  approvals  during  the  same  period.  There  were  received  during 
the  year  206  maps  of  locations  of  railroads,  19  of  which  have  been 
approved,  13  have  been  filed  (not  requiring  approval),  4  are  pending 
before  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  167  have  been  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  a  few  of  which  were  rejected,  the  rest  having  been  returned 
for  correction.

RIGHT   OF   WAY  FOR   IRRIGATION   AND   OTHER   PURPOSES. 

Sections  18,  19,  20,  and  21  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 
1891  (20  Stat.  L.,  1095),  as  amended  by  the  act  of  May  11,  1898  (30  Stat. 
L.,  401),  grant  right  of  way  over  the  public  lands  and  reservations  of 
the  United  States  for  canals,  ditches,  and  reservoirs  for  purposes  of  irri- 
gation and  for  purposes  of  a  public  nature ;  also  for  purposes  of  water 
transportation,  for  domestic  purposes,  or  for  the  development  of  power 
as  subsidiary  to  the  main  purpose  of  irrigation.  Such  rights  of  way 
may  be  applied  for  by  corporations,  individuals,  and  associations  of  indi- 
viduals in  accordance  with  certain  requirements  as  to  the  filing  of 
papers  and  maps. 

The  regulations  require  the  application  to  show  with  certainty  the 
location  of  the  proposed  canal  or  reservoir,  so  that  the  approved  map 
will  be  an  accurate  record  of  the  extent  of  the  right  of  way,  and  thus 
define  clearly  the  rights  granted  by  the  act  and  those  of  future  set- 
tlers along  the  ditch  or  reservoir. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  right  of  way  has  been  approved  to 
206  companies,  individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals,  of  which 
33  received  their  first  approval  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  received  during  the  year  194  maps ;  45  have  been 
approved,  3  have  been  filed  not  requiring  approval,  4  are  pending 
before  the  Secretary,  and  107  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  a  few  of 
which  were  rejected,  the  rest  being  returned  for  correction. 

Instructions  for  preparing  applications  for  right  of  way  for  irrigation 
purposes  will  be  found  in  the  circular  of  July  8,  1898.

STATE   DESERT-LAND   SEGREGATIONS. 


By  section  4  of  the  act  of  August  18, 1894  (28  Stat.  L.,  372-422),  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  donation  to  each  of  the  States,  in  which  there 
may  be  situated  desert  lands,  of  not  more  than  1,000,000  acres  of  such 
land  as  the  State  may  cause  to  be  irrigated,  reclaimed,  occupied,  and 
cultivated  by  actual  settlers.  This  act  has  been  amended  by  a  provi- 
sion in  the  act  of  June  11,  1890  (29  Stat.  L.,  413-434),  to  the  effect  that 
a  lien  is  authorized  to  be  created  by  the  State  upon  the  lands  segre- 
gated, and  that  when  an  ample  supply  of  water  is  actually  furnished  to 
any  tract  or  tracts  thereof  patent  shall  issue  to  the  State  for  the  same, 
without  regard  to  settlement  or  cultivation.

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During  the  year  two  lists  have  been  filed  by  the  State  of  Montana, 
both  of  which  have  been  approved.  Several  lists  previously  received 
have  been  refiled  during  the  year  and  have  been  duly  acted  upon. 
Three  lists  (Nos.  2,  3,  and  4),  aggregating  50,200.92  acres,  filed  by  the 
State  of  Montana  have  been  approved  during  the  year.  One  list,  filed 
by  the  State  of  Wyoming  (No.  13),  involving  160  acres,  wasalso  approved. 

Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  lists,  etc.,  under  this  act  will  be 
found  in  the  circular  approved  September  20, 1898,  which  also  contains 
instructions  for  the  submission  of  proof  of  reclamation  with  a  view  to 
the  issuance  of  patent  for  the  lands. 

PERMISSION   TO   USE   RIGHT   OF  WAY  FOR   TRAMROADS,  CANALS,  AND 

RESERVOIRS. 

By  the  act  of  January  21,  1895  (28  Stat.  L.,  635),  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  was  authorized  to  permit  the  use  of  right  of  way  upon  the  pub- 
lic lands,  not  within  the  limits  of  any  park,  forest,  military  or  Indian 
reservation,  for  tramroads,  canals,  or  reservoirs,  by  any  citizen  or  asso- 
ciation of  citizens  engaged  in  the  business  of  mining  or  quarrying  or 
cutting  timber  and  manufacturing  lumber. 

There  have  been  received  during  the  year  under  this  act  six  maps. 
One  has  been  approved,  four  have  been  acted  upon,  and  two  are  still 
awaiting  action. 

The  act  of  May  11,  1898  (30  Stat.,  404),  extended  the  scope  of  the  act 
of  1895  so  that  it  shall  apply  to  tramroads,  canals,  or  reservoirs  "for 
the  purposes  of  furnishing  water  for  domestic,  public,  and  other  bene- 
ficial uses." 

Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  applications  under  this  act  will 
be  found  in  the  circular  of  September  17,  1898. 

PERMISSION  TO  USE  RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR  ELECTRICAL  PURPOSES. 

By  the  act  of  May  14,  1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  120),  the  above  act  of  1895 
was  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  section  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  to  permit  the  use  of  right  of  way  upon  public  lands  and 
forest  reservations,  together  with  the  use  of  necessary  grounds  not 
exceeding  40  acres,  for  electrical  purposes. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  apxdications  for  permission  to  use 
right  of  way  and  necessary  grounds  have  been  approved  to  8  companies, 
individuals,  and  associations  of  individuals,  of  which  4  received  their 
first  approvals  during  the  past  year. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  14  maps;  Shave  been  approved, 
and  17  have  been  otherwise  disposed  of,  most  of  them  having  been 
returned  for  correction. 

Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  applications  under  this  act  will 
be  found  in  the  circular  of  September  17,  1898. 

RIGHT   OF   WAY  FOR   OIL   PIPE   LINES. 

By  the  act  of  May  21, 1896  (29  Stat.  L.,  127),  right  of  way  was  granted 
for  pipe  lines  for  the  transportation  of  oil  in  the  States  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming.  There  have  been  no  applications  received  under  said  act. 
The  terms  of  this  law  being  very  similar  to  those  of  the  irrigation  right 
of  way  act  of  1891,  full  information  for  the  preparation  of  applications 
thereunder  will  be  found  in  the  circular  of  July  8,  1898. 
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RESERVOIRS  FOR   THE   PURPOSES   OF   STOCK    BREEDING   AND   TRANS- 
PORTATION. 

By  the  act  of  January  13,  1897  (29  Stat.  L.,  484),  the  construction  of 
reservoirs  upon  unoccupied  public  lands  not  mineral  or  otherwise 
reserved  is  permitted  upon  certain  conditions.  On  July  8, 1898,  the  first 
circular  under  this  act  was  approved,  and  the  cases  then  pending  were 
taken  up  for  action.  Most  of  them  were  in  Oklahoma,  and  were  rejected 
for  the  reason  that  the  lands  in  the  Territory  were  opened  to  homestead 
entry  only  and  were  accordingly  held  not  subject  to  reservation  under 
this  act.  Appeals  from  this  decision  were  taken  and  are  now  pending 
before  the  Department. 

A  large  number  of  these  reservoir  declaratory  statements  were 
received  after  the  promulgation  of  the  regulations,  and  it  soon  became 
evident  that  the  regulations  were  inadequate  to  prevent  speculative 
filings  and  other  abuses  of  the  privileges  of  the  act.  Accordingly  in 
September,  1898,  there  was  submitted  to  the  honorable  Secretary  a  draft 
of  a  circular  amendatory  of  the  regulations,  which  was  not  approved 
until  June  23,  1899.  In  the  meanwhile  over  2,000  filings  had  been 
received,  which  could  not  be  acted  on  because  the  questions  to  be  con- 
sidered were  pending  before  the  Department.  The  amendatory  circular 
being  now  approved,  action  on  these  cases  will  be  taken  early  in  the 
next  fiscal  year. 

There  were  pending  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  301  reservoir  declara- 
tory statements;  there  were  received  during  the  year  2,262  such  filings; 
329  were  acted  upon,  most  of  them  being  rejected,  leaving  2,234  pend- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  these,  it  is  known  from  reports 
of  the  local  land  officers  and  inspectors  of  this  office  that  there  have 
been  more  than  7,000  declaratory  statements  filed  and  not  yet  received 
by  this  office. 

RIGHT    OF    WAY    FOR    RAILROADS,    TRAMROADS,   AND    WAGON    ROADS 

IN   ALASKA. 

By  the  act  of  May  14,  1898  (30  Stat.,  409),  provision  was  made  for 
right  of  way  for  railroads,  tramroads,  and  wagon  roads  in  the  district 
of  Alaska. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  there  were  received  during  the  year 
24  maps,  and  24  were  disposed  of.  No  maps  have  been  approved  under 
this  act.

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G.— DIVISION  OF  PBEEMPTION,  DESERT-LAND,  TIMBER- 
CULTURE,  TOWN-SITE,  AND  PRIVATE  LAND  CLAIMS,  OP 
SCHOOL  LANDS  AND  INDIAN  ALLOTMENTS. 

Division  G  has  charge  of  the  examination  of  and  action  upon  all 
claims  to  lands  arising-  under  the  preemption,  timber-culture,  desert- 
land,  and  town-site  laws,  under  grants  to  the  several  States  for  educa- 
tional, charitable,  and  other  purposes  and  under  the  donation  laws. 
The  division  also  has  charge  of  all  claims  to  land  which  had  their 
origin  in  some  form  of  concession  from  a  foreign  government  before  the 
acquisition  by  the  United  States  of  the  territory  in  which  such  claims 
are  located.  After  the  confirmation  of  this  class  of  claims  under  the 
various  laws  passed  by  Congress,  the  location  and  patenting  thereof 
are  among  the  matters  assigned  to  this  division. 

It  also  has  charge  of  Indian  lands,  both  reservations  for  individual 
Indians  and  allotments,  and  of  the  examination  and  patenting  of  such 
lands  in  severalty  under  the  various  treaties  and  acts  of  Congress  in 
reference  thereto. 

It  also  has  charge  of  the  adjudication  of  all  contests  coming  before 
the  office  in  which  preemption  rights,  desert-land  claims,  timber- 
culture  claims,  private  land  claims,  town-site  questions,  or  Indian 
claims  are  involved. 

The  proofs  in  entries  in  Alaska,  under  sections  11  to  14  of  the  act  of 
March  3, 1891  (26  Stat.  L.,  1095),  as  modified  by  the  tenth  section  of  the 
act  of  May  14,  1898  (30  Stat.,  409),  are  also  examined  in  this  division, 
and  the  questions  arising  under  said  laws,  except  as  to  surveys,  are 
here  adjudicated.

GRANTS  IN  AID  OF  EDUCATION  AND  FOR  OTHER  PURPOSES. 


The  pending  selections  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1898,  aggregated  384,381.35  acres,  and  new  selections  were  received 
during  the  year  amounting  to  1,219,038.28  acres;  total,  1,603,419.63 
acres.  There  were  finally  adjusted  during  the  year,  by  approval  and 
certification,  420,760.15  acres,  and  by  cancellation  73,539.39  acres  (total, 
494,299.54  acres),  leaving  a  balance  remaining  unadjusted  June  30, 1899, 
of  1,109,120.09  acres.  Of  the  amount  pending,  several  lists  have  been 
suspended  for  the  correction  of  clerical  errors  therein,  and  other  selec- 
tions have  been  suspended  on  account  of  conflicts  and  other  causes.

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H.— CONTEST  DIVISION. 

Although  the  force  assigned  to  this  division  has  been  smaller  by  over 
20  per  cent  during  the  past  year  than  it  was  during  the  preceding  fis- 
cal year,  and  the  number  of  contest  cases  received  has  increased  12 
per  cent  in  appealed  cases  and  1 7  per  cent  in  unappealed  cases,  and 
the  number  of  letters  received  from  all  sources  during  the  past  year 
shows  an  increase  of  8  per  cent  over  the  previous  year,  and,  although 
a  still  more  rigorous  and  thorough  examination  of  contest  records  by 
clerks  and  examiners,  by  the  chief  of  division,  and  by  the  law  clerks 
than  formerly  prevailed  has  been  insisted  upon,  more  particularly  in 
cases  where  defendants  did  not  appear  and  notice  of  hearing  was 
served  by  publication,  in  order  to  make  it  clearly  apparent  that  juris- 
diction has  been  obtained  over  the  persons  and  property  of  defendants, 
the  number  of  cases  in  arreas,  awaiting  action  thereon,  has  not  mate- 
rially increased  during  the  year,  with  the  single  exception  of  unap- 
pealed cases,  of  which  there  were  on  June  30, 1899, 1,100,  some  of  which 
had  been  on  hand  six  months,  as  against  310  on  June  30, 1898,  when  the 
oldest  cases  undecided  had  been  in  this  office  only  about  two  months, 
a  result  unavoidable,  without  an  increase  of  the  examining  force,  in 
view  of  improved  methods  of  adjudication. 

During  the  last  year  this  division  has  reached  a  class  of  cases  which 
are  affected  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  16, 1898  (30  Stat.  L.,  473), 
which  is  entitled  "An  act  for  the  protection  of  homestead  settlers  who 
enter  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war." 

This  law  seems  to  provide  that  no  valid  contest  can  be  initiated  for 
abandonment,  after  the  passage  of  said  act,  unless  the  affidavit  of  con- 
test contains  the  statement  "that  the  absence  from  the  land  was  not 
due  to  his  employment  in  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps,"  etc. 
Such  law,  becoming  operative  immediately  upon  its  approval,  was  not 
and  could  not  be  known  and  followed  until  a  considerable  time  had 
elapsed  after  its  passage,  thus  causing  many  contests  to  pass  to  hearing 
and  decision  without  containing  the  required  statement,  entailing  great 
hardship  and  expense  upon  honest  and  poor  contestants  who  were 
seeking  homes  upon  the  public  lands,  and  largely  increasing  the  work  of 
this  division,  which  has  been  compelled  in  more  than  one-half  of  the 
contest  cases  which  were  initiated  after  such  date  to  remand  for  amend- 
ment of  contest  affidavit  and  proceedings  de  novo. 

Experience  shows  that  a  large  proportion  of  contests  which  are 
brought  in  the  local  offices  involve  lands  which  have  at  some  time  been 
segregated  by  entries  made  by  persons  who  very  soon  become  discour- 
aged and  have  moved  to  other  parts  of  the  country  or  returned  to  their 
former  homes,  thus  rendering  it  impossible  to  determine  their  present 
location  and  status.  No  one  can  truthfully  and  intelligently  state 
whether  or  not  a  man  whose  present  residence  is  unknown  is  or  is  not  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States. 

A  fair  interpretation  of  said  law  would  be  to  hold  that  enlistment  in 
the  United  States  Army  or  Navy  would  cure  existing  default  and  aban- 
donment of  residence,  or  even  where  no  residence  had  ever  been  actu- 
ally established  enlistment  would  answer  in  lieu  thereof. 

Therefore  it  would  seem  that  the  provisions  of  said  law  should  be 
modified,  and  an  act  should  be  passed  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible 
amending  said  law,  by  striking  out  that  portion  of  said  law  beginning 
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with,  "and  hereafter  no  contest  shall  be  initiated  on  the  ground  of 
abandonment,"  etc.,  down  to  the  first  proviso,  and  inserting  in  the 
place  thereof  the  following:  "And  hereafter  the  fact  of  any  enlistment 
or  service  in  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States  in 
time  of  war  may  be  a  defense,  to  be  interposed  by  any  such  settler,  for 
the  actual  time  of  such  service  or  enlistment,  as  the  case  may  be, 
against  any  charge  of  abandonment  or  contest  for  abandonment  which 
may  be  hereafter  initiated.7' 

Considerable  time,  study,  and  research  have  been  expended  upon 
what  are  known  as  the  Malheur  Lake  and  Lake  Harney  cases,  in  Ore- 
gon, involving  the  question  of  title  to  several  thousand  acres  of  land 
apparently  uncovered  by  the  receding  of  the  waters  of  the  lakes  from 
the  original  meander  lines  established  by  the  Government  survey  of 
1877  to  new  meander  lines  located  by  the  subsequent  survey  in  1895, 
which  have  been  taken  possession  of  and  improved  for  years  by  set- 
tlers, and  are  also  claimed  by  the  riparian  owners  under  the  first  sur- 
vey. The  interests  of  so  many  people  are  involved  and  are  of  so  much 
importance  to  the  parties  concerned  that  a  hearing  or  hearings  will 
probably  be  decided  upon  as  the  best  means  of  ascertaining  the  mate- 
rial fact  in  regard  to  the  matter,  viz,  whether  the  receding  of  the  waters 
was  gradual  and  natural,  so  as  to  cause  reliction  by  slow  degrees,  or 
was  due  to  some  sudden  freak  of  nature  or  to  artificial  means  of 
drainage. 

The  lands  in  question  are  chiefly  valuable  for  grazing  purposes,  the 
lakes  lying  at  an  altitude  of  about  3,000  feet  above  the  sea  level. 

Those  claiming  to  be  the  riparian  owners  derived  their  title  from  the 
State  of  Oregon,  to  which  the  United  States  title  passed  through  selec- 
tions under  the  swamp-land  grants. 

Eule  1  of  the  rules  of  practice  in  cases  before  the  United  States  dis- 
trict land  offices,  the  General  Land  Office,  and  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  permits  any  person  to  initiate  a  contest  against  any  party 
to  an  entry,  filing,  or  other  claim  under  laws  of  Congress  relating 
to  the  public  lands,  for  any  sufficient  cause,  affecting  the  legality  or 
validity  of  the  claim.  By  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  May  14, 1880 
(21  Stat.  L.,  140),  a  successful  contestant  is  given  a  preference  right  of 
entry,  for  thirty  days  after  notice  of  decision  in  his  favor,  to  enter  the 
land  involved  in  the  contest. 

The  cases  that  come  to  this  division  as  the  result  of  contests  initiated 
before  the  various  registers  and  receivers  are  classified  as  follows :  First, 
cases  on  appeal  from  the  decisions  of  the  local  officers  on  the  merits 
thereof,  called  docket  cases;  second,  cases  on  appeal  from  the  decisions 
of  local  officers  in  which  no  hearing  has  been  had,  called  miscellaneous 
appeals;  third,  cases  in  which  there  is  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  local  officers,  but  which  must  be  reviewed  by  this  office  in  order  to 
determine  whether  the  decisions  therein  are  rendered  in  accordance 
with  existing  laws  and  regulations,  called  unappealed  cases;  fourth, 
applications  to  be  permitted  to  contest  an  entry  of  record  or  for  a  hear- 
ing before  the  local  officers  where  the  same  has  been  denied  or  the  local 
officers  have  no  power  under  the  rules  and  regulations  to  grant  the 
same;  fifth,  motions  for  rehearing  and  review. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  division  is  charged  with  the  duty  of 
answering  numerous  letters  of  inquiry  calling  for  reports  from  the  local 
officers,  keeping  necessary  dockets,  other  records  and  files,  forwarding 
appeals  to  the  Secretary,  promulgating  departmental  decisions,  etc. 

Where  a  final  entry  has  been  involved  in  a  contest,  this  division  is 
charged  with  the  duty  of  examining  the  final  proof,  with  a  view  of 
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either  approving  the  entry  for  patent  or  rejecting  the  same.  In  order 
to  secure  the  fullest  investigation  and  provide  every  possible  safeguard 
against  mistakes,  two  clerks  are  required  to  examine  the  final  proof  and 
approve  the  same  before  the  entry  is  passed  to  patent. 

In  very  many  cases  motions  for  review  of  the  Commissioner's  decision 
or  for  rehearing  before  the  local  officers  are  filed,  and  a  review  or 
modification  is  never  granted  unless  two  examiners,  neither  of  whom 
wrote  the  first  decision,  shall  conclude  that  the  first  decision  was  erro- 
neous, so  that  in  such  cases  the  work  is  increased  to  three  examinations 
of  the  same  record. 

Since  December,  1896,  the  controversies  disposed  of  in  this  division 
have  been  principally  those  arising  between  individuals  where  rights 
under  the  homestead  and  timber  and  stone  laws  and  locations  of  land 
scrip  under  various  acts  of  Congress  are  involved.

This  division  has  charge  of  all  claims  under  the  swamp-land  grants 
and  the  swamp-land  indemnity  laws,  and  of  all  contests  against  and  all 
entries  and  locations  in  conflict  with  swamp-land  claims  of  the  States. 

The  correspondence  of  the  office  relative  to  all  matters  pertaining  to 
swamp-land  -business,  such  as  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
for  the  information  of  his  office  or  for  transmission  to  Congress  or  to  the 
President,  and  statements  of  the  status  of  lands  to  individuals,  is  also 
prepared  in  this  division.

The  amount  of  swamp  land  in  place  claims  remaining  unadjusted  can 
not  be  stated,  but  it  is  much,  larger  than  the  amount  reported  in  the 
first  table  of  this  report,  viz,  420,064.98  acres,  which  is  given  on  the 
authority  of  an  estimated  statement  made  many  years  since,  and  which 
has  proved  to  be  too  small.  It  might  be  presumed  that  the  difference 
between  the  total  amount  of  lands  selected  from  the  dates  of  the  grants 
to  June  30,  1899,  and  the  total  amount  patented  up  to  the  same  date 
would  represent  the  pending  or  unadjusted  claims,  but  this  presumption 
would  be  ill  founded,  since  the  difference,  or  the  apparent  claim,  has  to 
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a  large  amount  been  regularly  adjudicated  by  the  rejection  of  claims 
on  their  merits  or  the  cancellation  of  selections  as  duplicates,  etc. 
The  exact  amount  rejected  and  canceled  during  the  past  forty-eight 
years  that  the  adjustment  has  been  in  progress  can  not  be  stated,  as  no 
account  of  rejections  has  been  kept  in  a  tabulated  form  in  the  annual  or 
other  reports  except  during  the  past  eight  years.  The  rejections  from 
July  1,  1891,  to  June  30,  1899,  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

SWAMP-LAND   INDEMNITY. 


During  the  past  year  two  special  agents  were,  for  brief  periods  of  time, 
employed  in  the  field,  and  one  reader  of  field  notes  of  survey  was 
employed  in  this  office  in  determining  the  character  of  the  lands  form- 
ing the  basis  of  cash  and  land  indemnity  claims. 

Ten  cash-indemnity  accounts  and  one  land-indemnity  list  were 
approved,  and  twenty-four  claims  or  parts  of  claims  were  rejected  or 
canceled  during  the  year.

DECISIONS    OF    THE    SECRETARY    OF    THE    INTERIOR    RELATIVE    TO 
ADJUSTMENT  OF  SWAMP-LAND  CLAIMS  DURING  THE  FISCAL  YEAR. 

STATE  OP  FLORIDA. 

Swamp  grant — Jurisdiction  of  Land  Department — Cash  entry. — Under  the  swamp-land 
grant  the  legal  title  passes  only  on  delivery  of  the  patent,  and  until  such  title 
passes  from  the  Government  inquiry  as  to  all  equitable  rights  involved  in  the 
adjustment  of  said  grant  comes  within  the  cognizance  of  the  Land  Department. 

A.  cash  entry  of  land  claimed  under  the  swamp  grant,  made  after  the  passage  of 
the  act  of  M*reh  2,  1855,  and  prior  to  the  act  of  March  3,  1857,  should  be  passed  to 
patent  under  the  terms  of  said  acts,  as  against  an  approved  but  unpatented  swamp- 
land selection,  the  State  not  having  within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  the  for- 
mer act  reported  any  sale  or  disposition  of  said  tract.  (Hagen  v.  State  of  Florida, 
June  23, 1899,  28  L.  D.,  558.) 

STATE   OF   MINNESOTA. 

Swamp  lands— Double-minimum  lands. — The  State  has  no  right  under  its  grant  of 
swamp  lands  to  double-minimum  reserved  sections  within  the  limits  of  a  prior  rail- 
road grant.     (State  of  Minnesota,  March  28,  1899,  28  L.  D.,  239.) 

Swamp  lands — Indian  reservation — Act  of  March  12,  1860. — The  White  Earth  Indian 
Reservation,  established  by  the  treaties  of  May  7,  1864,  and  March  19,  1867,  was  not 
made  in  pursuance  of  any  law  enacted  prior  to  the  act  of  March  12,  1860,  granting 
swamp  lands  to  the  State  of  Minnesota;  hence  lands  of  the  character  granted  lying 
within  said  reservation  are  not  thereby  excluded  from  the  operation  of  said  grant. 
(State  of  Minnesota,  September  17,  1898,  27  L.  D.,  418.) 

STATE  OF  MISSOURI. 


Swamp  lands — Selection — Approval — Revocation. — An  order  revoking  the  approval  of 
a  swamp-land  list  embracing  the  lands  in  a  specified  county  is  ineffective  as  to  a 
tract  which  for  the  major  part  lies  outside  of  said  county  and  was  regularly  selected. 
(Instructions,  October  3,  1898,  27  L.  D.,  494.) 
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STATE  OF    OREGON. 

Stvamp-land  grant — Erroneous  survey. — The  actual  status  of  land  at  the  date  of  the 
swamp  grant  determines  the  right  of  the  State  thereto,  and  such  right  is  not  affected 
by  the  erroneous  designation  of  a  tract  as  a  "lake"  in  the  approved  survey.  (State 
of  Oregon,  April  24,  1899,  28  L.  D.,  318.) 

Swamp-land  grant — Adjustment — Jurisdiction. — Under  the  swamp-land  grant  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  determine  what  are  "swamp  and  over- 
flowed lands  made  unfit  thereby  for  cultivation  "  and  therefore  subject  to  the  grant. 
Until  the  legal  title  passes  to  the  State  by  the  issuance  of  patent  the  authority  of 
the  Land  Department  to  inquire  into  the  validity  of  a  claim  under  said  grant  does 
not  terminate,  and  in  the  exercise  of  such  authority  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
may  properly  revoke  his  approval  of  swamp-land  selections. 

While  the  legal  title  to  land  remains  in  the  United  States  it  is  competent  for  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  review  or  reverse  a  decision  of  his  predecessor  in  office 
with  respect  thereto,  provided  the  Secretary  rendering  such  decision,  if  still  hold- 
ing office,  would  be  in  duty  bound  to  review  and  reverse  his  own  action.  (Morrow 
et  al.  v.  State  of  Oregon  et  al.,  May  13,  1899,  28  L.  D.,  390.) 

STATE  OF  WISCONSIN. 

Swamp  grant — Adjustment — Estoppel. — The  State  is  estopped  from  asserting  a  claim 
to  lands  under  the  swamp  grant  where  a  certification  thereof  under  another  grant  to 
the  State  was  accepted  and  has  stood  intact  for  many  years,  and  the  State  has  dis- 
posed of  the  lands  thereunder,  on  the  faith  of  which  others  have  acquired  rights 
therein.     (State  of  Wisconsin,  June  3,  1899,  28  L.  D.;  455.) 
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L.— DRAFTING  DIVISION. 

The  work  allotted  to  and  executed  by  this  division  relates  to  the 
compilation  of  maps  of  the  United  States  and  of  individual  States  and 
Territories  in  which  public  land  is  located,  the  platting  of  maps  per- 
taining to  township  and  lesser  subdivisions,  all  diagrams,  copies  of 
plats  and  tracings,  all  examinations  of  locations  of  right  of  way  rail- 
roads, canals,  ditches,  and  reservoirs  relative  to  public  surveys  and 
conflicts;  in  short,  all  the  drafting  required  by  the  General  Land  Office 
for  individual,  departmental,  or  other  purposes. 

This  division  is  also  custodian  of  all  official  field  notes  of  surveys  of 
the  public  domain,  and  of  the  originals  and  photolithographic  copies 
of  maps  and  plats  relative  thereto.

Under  the  requirements  of  the  acts  of  Congress  approved  June  24, 
1888  (25  Stat.,  lt.6)  and  February  24,  1897  (29  Stat.,  594),  two  compiling 
draftsmen  have  been  engaged  on  the  compilation  of  detail  maps  of  the 
Black  Mesa,  San  Francisco  Mountains,  and  Grand  Canyon  forest  reserves 
in  Arizona,  the  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve  in  Idaho  and  Montana,  the 
Lewis  and  Clarke,  Flathead,  and  Gallatin  forest  reserves  in  Montana, 
and  the  Priest  River  Forest  Reserve  in  Idaho  and  Washington;  and 
together  with  the  following  maps  of  forest  reserves  which  have  been 
furnished  by  the  various  surveyors- general,  having  jurisdiction 
thereof,  have  been  photographed  by  the  United  States  Geological  Sur- 
vey, and  upon  each  photographic  copy  of  each  set  averaging  not  less 
than  15  copies  to  the  set,  the  boundarjr  lines  and  numbers  of  the 
ranger  districts  have  been  indicated  in  color:  Pikes  Peak,  Plum 
Creek,  Battlement  Mesa,  and  South  Platte,  Colorado;  Big  Horn, 
Wyoming;  Fish  Lake,  Utah;  Trabncco  Canyon,  San  Bernardino,  and 
San  Gabriel,  California;  and  Bull  Run,  Oregon. 
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Sanger  districts  were  indicated  upon  the  sets  of  blue  prints  furnished 
by  the  respective  surveyors-general  of  the  following  forest  reserves,  viz : 

Black  Hills,  South  Dakota;  White  liiver  Plateau,  Colorado;  Pres- 
cott,  Arizona;  Uinta,  Utah;  and  Ashland,  Oregon.  The  map  and 
requisite  number  of  copies  of  the  Pecos  River  Forest  lieserve  in  New 
Mexico  were  furnished  by  the  surveyor  general  of  New  Mexico,  com- 
plete in  every  respect. 

The  completion  of  the  maps  of  the  State  of  Wyoming  and  of  Indian 
Territory  has  been  delayed  by  reason  of  the  time  consumed  in  the 
preparation  of  the  above  forest  reserve  maps.  They  will,  however,  be 
completed  and  reproduced  during  the  present  fiscal  year.  In  addition 
to  the  maps  of  Wyoming  aLd  Indian  Territory  and  the  annual  map  of 
the  United  States  for  1900,  it  is  contemplated  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1900,  to  recompile  and  issue  maps  of  the  following 
States:  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Minnesota,  and  Nevada. 

Two  draftsmen  have  been  employed  during  the  fiscal  year  on  the 
compilation  of  various  State  and  Territorial  railroad  withdrawal  atlases 
for  Division  F,  and  one  draftsman  upon  work  pertaining  to  the  prepa- 
ration of  field  notes  for  binding. 

Under  contract  for  photolithographing  worn,  defaced,  and  needed 
plats  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1899,  668  original  plats  were  sent 
to  the  contractor,  from  which  tracings  have  been  made;  15  photo- 
lithographic copies  of  each  of  these  plats,  a  total  of  10,020,  are  now  being 
printed. 

There  were  made  139  drawing-paper  copies  of  maps  and  diagrams  for 
official  use;  404  tracings  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  plats  for  official  use; 
130  tracings  of  maps,  diagrams,  and  plats  for  which  fees  were  collected 
to  the  amount  of  $389.20;  26  State  maps  upon  which  were  designated 
the  land  districts;  182  State  maps  upon  which  were  designated  the  forest 
reserves;  3  State  maps  upon  which  were  designated  the  Indian  reserves; 

5  State  maps  upon  which  were  designated  the  railroad  land  grants; 

6  United  States  maps  upon  which  were  designated  the  forest  reserves; 
23  forest-reserve  maps  upon  which  were  designated  the  ranger  districts; 
1,864  photolithographs  of  plats  of  survey  (4  certified  and  1,860  uncerti- 
fied) furnished  for  official  use  to  various  bureaus;  318  certified  photo- 
lithographs  of  plats  of  survey  furnished  to  surveyors-general  and 
registers  and  receivers;  234  railroad  maps,  comprising  duplicates  of  112 
maps  and  10  not  in  duplicate,  have  been  examined  and  reported  upon; 
25  railroad- station  plats,  in  duplicate,  and  12  not  in  duplicate,  have 
been  examined  and  reported  upon ;  23  railroad  maps,  49  canal  sites,  all 
in  duplicate,  have  been  prepared  with  land-district  designations;  114 
maps  of  canals,  ditches,  and  reservoir  sites,  all  in  duplicate,  have  been 
examined  and  reported  upon;  1,272  subdivisional  plats,  exteriors,  and 
other  surveys  have  been  entered  upon  working  diagrams  and  filed  for 
reference;  161  volumes  of  field  notes  of  the  plats  of  survey  have  been 
properly  indexed  and  sent  to  the  bindery,  of  which  number  55  volumes 
have  been  returned  and  placed  on  the  files;  4,023  photolithographs  of 
plats  of  surveys  (431  certified  and  3,592  uncertified)  have  been  furnished 
to  applicants  and  fees  collected  to  the  amomnt  of  $1,152.70. 

A  new  index  diagram  of  the  field  notes  of  Missouri  has  been 
completed. 

A  very  considerable  part  of  the  time  and  labor  of  this  division  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  has  been  devoted  to  miscellaneous  work  of  such 
detailed  character  as  to  preclude  classification,  such  as  comparison  of 
plats  and  explanations  with  reference  to  lines  of  survey. 
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To  correct  manifold  discrepancies  which  exist  in  the  various  tables  of 
area  of  States  and  Territories  as  adopted  by  the  several  departments, 
bureaus,  and  even  divisions  in  single  bureaus  of  the  Government,  the 
land  and  water  areas  of  each  State  and  Territory  of  the  United  States 
have  recently  been  carefully  computed  by  an  expert  of  this  division, 
and  the  table  of  results,  together  with  such  marginal  notes  as  appear 
to  be  necessary  for  a  clear  exposition  of  the  data  therein  contained, 
will  hereinafter  be  set  forth. 

In  the  areal  computations  of  the  public  land  States  and  Territories, 
the  United  States  Land  Office  maps,  compiled  from  public  land  surveys, 
were  used  as  a  basis.  In  the  computation  of  the  remaining  States, 
various  other  authentic  departmental  maps  were  utilized. 

In  the  former  class,  of  States  and  Territories,  four  several  checks  were 
obtained,  i.  e.,  by  counties;  by  land  districts;  by  States  or  Territories, 
and,  finally,  by  the  total  United  States. 

In  the  latter  class  consisting  of  those  States  which  do  not  possess 
public  lands,  checks  were  used  by  the  most  feasible  subdivisional 
methods,  by  States,  and  by  the  total  United  States. 

Planimetric  measurements,  secured  by  means  of  one  of  the  most  accu- 
rate planimeters  obtainable  as  well  as  computations  by  square  degrees 
and  fractions  thereof,  have  been  utilized  in  securing  these  results. 

In  the  following  statement  the  areal  table  given  in  the  annual  report 
of  Division  G,  compiled  in  1894  (United  States  Land  Office,  Annual 
Keport,  1898,  p.  161  et  seq.),  is  designated  as  Table  C;  a  kindred  table 
adopted  by  Division  E  (p.  215,  same  report),  is  referred  to  as  Table  E, 
and  the  accompanying  table,  recently  compiled  by  this  division,  is  men- 
tioned as  Table  L. 

The  differences  between  Tables  0  and  L  are  immaterial,  and  can  largely 
be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  totals  by  land  districts  in  the  for- 
mer table,  while  contemplating  the  areas  of  recently  enlarged  or  dimin- 
ished land  districts  in  several  cases,  do  not  provide  for  the  corresponding 
reduction  or  enlargement  of  contiguous  land  districts,  as  well  as  by  the 
fact  that  the  same  degree  of  refinement  was  not  observed  in  Table  0 
with  reference  to  obtaining  water  areas  as  was  applied  to  the  compu- 
tations which  form  the  basis  for  Table  L.  As  an  example  the  State  of 
Nebraska  is  taken.  By  aggregating  the  areas  given  on  the  separate 
township  plats  of  this  State  (the  total  area  thereof  being  practically 
surveyed)  the  following  figures  for  total  areas  are  obtained:

Should  the  water-surface  area  of  streams  and  small  lakes  or  ponds 
not  meandered  on  the  plats,  which  on  such  plats  is  included  in  the 
land  surface  area  in  Table  "O,"  be  subtracted  from  the  plat  land  area 
and  added  to  the  plat  water  area,  the  difference  in  result  as  between  the 
planimetric  measurements  and  aggregate  of  plat  areas  would  not  be 
material. 

With  reference  to  material  differences  existing  between  Tables  E  and 
L,  and  as  an  example,  allusion  is  made  to  this  same  State  (Nebraska). 
In  Table  E  the  total  area  is  given  as  47,468,800  acres.     Counter  to  this 
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we  have  from  plats  as  above  stated  49,626,188  acres,  evidencing  an  error 
in  Table  E  of  of  2,157,388  acres  or  3,371  square  miles,  a  very  material 
and  totally  irreconcilable  difference. 

To  further  accentuate  the  inaccuracy  of  Table  E,  reference  is  made  to 
the  States  of  Colorado  and  Utah,  both  of  which  are  limited  on  all  sides 
by  parallels  of  latitude  and  meridians  of  longitude.  Their  areas,  obtain- 
able by  means  of  a  simple  computation  by  square  degrees,  can  be  ascer- 
tained to  within  a  fraction  of  a  square  mile.  Errors,  however,  are  found 
in  Table  E  of  575  square  miles  for  Colorado  and  506  square  miles  for 
Utah. 

Other  existing  errors  in  Table  E  could  be  pointed  out,  but,  as  a  chain 
is  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link,  the  above  instances  are  deemed  to  be 
sufficient  to  show  its  unreliability  and  uselessness  as  a  reference  table. 
This  Table  E  seems  to  have  no  authentic  foundation  upon  which  to 
stand;  still  the  returns  of  various  officials,  as  submitted  from  time  to 
time  to  this  office,  of  total  surveyed  areas  (of  States  wherein  the  sur- 
veys have  been  completed)  or  of  remaining  unsurveyed  areas  (in  States 
not  yet  completely  surveyed)  have  been  made  to  conform  to  the  largely 
conjectural  statements  of  areas  as  given  in  this  ancient  and  unreliable 
list  to  the  exactitude  of  a  square  acre. 

It  is  suggested  that,  if  deemed  expedient,  a  recommendation  be  made 
to  have  the  Table  L  of  areas  adopted  by  the  various  bureaus  of  this 
Department.

Note. — Until  the  withdrawal  of  the  remaining  unre- 
served forested  lands  can  be  effected  it  is  important  that 
the  force  of  special  agents  now  available  for  the  manifold 
duties  to  be  performed  in  connection  therewith  should  be 
largely  augmented.  The  appropriation  of  $110,000  for  this 
branch  of  the  service  during  the  current  fiscal  year  will 
admit  of  placing  a  force  in  the  field  equivalent  to  about  37 
agents  actively  employed  for  the  entire  year.  The  inade- 
quacy of  such  a  force  to  cope  with  the  great  amount  of 
work  necessarily  involved  in  the  protection  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's interests  over  the  vast  extent  of  domain  is 
obvious  when  it  is  considered  that  the  unreserved  lands

To  suggest 
that,  in  the  interests  of  the  service,  this  force  of  special 
agents  be,  if  not  doubled,  at  least  largely  increased,  would 
be  asking  little  in  the  face  of  such  a  showing.

Note. — During  the  fiscal  year  just  ended,  viz,  June  30, 
1899,  there  were  about  40,000,000  acres  included  in  the 
forest  reserves,  and  the  expenses  pertaining  to  the  pro- 
tection and  administration  thereof  amounted  to  $4,375  per 
million  acres.  On  July  1,  1899,  there  were,  however, 
about  6,000,000  more  acres  added  to  the  reserves,  which 
at  the  same  rate  of  expense  per  million  acres  would 
increase  the  appropriation  to  $201,250.  In  addition  to  the 
reserved  area  having  been  increased,  there  are  at  the 
present  time  nearly  50  proposed  new  reserves,  or  additions 
to  those  already  established,  under  consideration,  and 
doubtless  a  considerable  number  of  additional  reserves 
will  result  from  the  examinations  now  being  made,  all 
of  which  will  need  forest  officers  and  rangers.

Note. — The  foregoing  estimate  is  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  hearings  ordered  by  the  Commissioner  of  the 
General  Land  Office  in  cases  of  alleged  fraudulent  or  ille- 
gal entries.  These  entries  are  suspended  upon  the  re- 
ports of  investigations  made  by  special  agents ;  hearings 
are  then  ordered  to  be  held  and  all  parties  in  interest  no- 
tified thereof.  The  expenses  to  be  borne  by  the  United 
States  are  those  of  its  own  witnesses  and  the  taking  of 
testimony  to  establish  the  fraudulent  or  illegal  character 
of  the  entry.  The  estimate  has  been  increased  $3,000  over 
the  amount  appropriated  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  it 
being  manifest  from  the  number  of  cases  in  which  hear- 
ings have  been  ordered  that  the  increase  will  be  necessary 
for  the  next  fiscal  year.  Owing  to  the  inadequate  appro- 
priation of  $3,000  provided  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1899,  it  was  found  necessary  to  suspend  action  until 
July  1, 1899,  in  nearly  all  cases  wherein  hearings  had  been 
ordered  during  the  last  half  of  said  year,  in  order  to  avoid 
a  deficiency.  As  the  expenses  connected  with  said  sus- 
pended cases  will  fall  on  the  already  inadequate  appro 
priatiou  for  the  current  fiscal  year  of  1900,  there  will  be 
little  if  any  funds  available  from  said  appropriation 
under  which  hearings  may  be  ordered  during  this  year.

MINERAL   PATENTS. 

Of  mineral  and  mill-site  patents  1,712  were  issued,  as  against  1,259 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  an  increase  of  453.  Of  coal 
patents  38  were  issued,  as  against  43  for  the  preceding  year,  and 
including  an  area  of  3,883.1  acres,  as  against  an  area  of  4,907.93  acres. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  mineral  and  mill-site  patents 
issued  for  each  fiscal  year,  commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1869,  in  which  the  first  patent  under  the  United  States  mining  laws 
was  issued :

In  1883, 1891,  and  1892  only  did  the  number  of  mineral  patents  issued 
exceed  that  of  1899,  and  the  number  of  mining  claims  patented,  3,853, 
is  more  than  in  any  year  except  189 J. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  six  mineral  entries  were  made  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  a  decrease  of  219  entries  from  the 
preceding  year,  yet  an  increase  of  170  entries  over  the  year  1897,  and 
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exceeded  only  in  the  years  1882,  1883,  1884,  1885,  and  1898.  Consider- 
ing that  the  very  large  number  of  entries  made  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1898,  was  somewhat  above  the  normal  on  account  of 
amended  regulations  of  March  14, 1898  (20  Land  Decs.,  378),  making  it 
advantageous  to  claimants  in  certain  cases  to  proceed  to  entry  prior  to 
July  1,  1898,  the  present  showing  is  a  good  one  and  indicates  a  very 
healthy  condition  of  the  mining  industry. 

The  localities  showing  the  greatest  activity  are  principally  Cripple 
Creek  miniug  district  in  El  Paso  and  Teller  counties  (Pueblo  land  dis- 
trict) ;  Boulder,  Clear  Creek,  and  Gilpin  counties  (Denver  land  district) ; 
Lake  and  Park  counties  (Leadville  land  district),  and  Upper  San 
Miguel  County  (Montrose  land  district),  all  in  Colorado;  in  Jefferson, 
Silver  Bow,  and  Deer  Lodge  counties,  Mont. ;  Lawrence  County,  S.Dak. ; 
Colville  Indian  Preservation,  in  Ferry  County,  Wash.;  Salt  Lake  and 
Tooele  counties,  Utah;  El  Dorado  and  Calaveras  counties,  Cal.,  and 
Shoshone  and  Boise  counties,  Idaho.  There  are  no  reliable  data  at 
hand  from  which  to  estimate  the  amount  of  gold  taken  from  the  Yukon 
country  Jn  Alaska;  no  mining  claims  have  been  received  from  that 
region,  but  now  that  United  States  land  offices  have  been  opened  for 
business  at  Circle  City  and  Peavy,  another  year  will  disclose  whether 
or  not  the  miners  in  that  district  are  desirous  of  proving  up,  paying 
for,  and  acquiring  title  to  their  claims. 

INCREASE   AND   CONDITION   OF   WORK  IN   THE   DIVISION. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  work  received  during  the  year  of 
about  L;0  per  cent  over  the  year  1898.  This  increase  has  been  expedi- 
tiously handled  and  all  work  in  the  division  is  now  up  to  date,  and  as 
a  result  no  complaints  are  made  by  claimants  that  their  claims  do  not 
receive  prompt  attention.  Such  complaints  were  in  1897  and  prior 
thereto  frequent,  owing  to  the  many  mouths  which  were  permitted  to 
elapse  after  the  receipt  of  a  case  before  action  thereon  was  taken. 
This  delay  worked  to  hold  valuable  interests  in  abeyance  for  months 
and  caused  great  monetary  loss  in  retarding  the  development  and  often 
capitalization  of  recognized  valuable  mining  property.  This  condition 
was  noticed  in  my  last  report  and  it  was  possible  there  to  say  that  all 
work  had  been  brought  up  to  within  sixty  days,  which  under  the  prac- 
tice was  considered  the  minimum  of  time  which  must  elapse  before 
action  should  be  taken.  Believing  that  the  interests  mentioned  and 
the  public  interests  also  would  be  better  served  by  reducing  this  time, 
that  advance  step  has  been  taken  and  the  force  so  adjusted  that  within 
a  very  short  time  all  entries  will  be  examined  and  acted  upon  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  receipt  of  the  record  in  this  office, 
and  all  supplemental  proof  promptly  upon  its  receipt. 

LANDS  IN  MONTANA  AND  IDAHO  CLASSIFIED  BY  COMMISSIONERS  UNDER 
ACTS  OF  CONGRESS  OF  FEBRUARY  26,   1895,  AND  MARCH  3,  1899. 

The  act  of  February  26,  1895,  provided  that  the  classification  should 
be  completed  within  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  the  act; 
the  act  of  March  3,  1899,  extended  the  time  to  October  31,  1899.  Clas- 
sifications have  been  made  as  follows :

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The  original  act  provided  that  surveyed  lauds  should  be  first  exam 
ined  aud  classified,  and  this  order  has  been  followed  in  each  land  dis- 
trict. The  act  of  March  3,  1899,  extending  the  time  within  which  to 
complete  the  classification,  provides  that  the  work  of  the  commissioners 
shall  be  completed  and  the  commissioners  discharged  on  or  before  the 
31st  day  of  October,  1899.  It  is  expected  that  by  that  date  all  of  the 
surveyed  lands  except  perhaps  a  few  isolated  tracts  and  practically 
all  of  the  lands  within  the  primary  limits  of  the  grant  to  the  railroad 
company  will  have  been  classified,  leaving,  if  any,  only  lands  within  the 
indemnity  limits  in  mountainous  regions  remote  from  settlement. 

DECISIONS  AND  RULINGS   UNDER  THE   MINERAL  LAWS. 

Mining  claim — Discovery. — One  discovery  of  mineral  is  a  sufficient  basis  for  a  placer 
location  of  160  acres  by  an  association;  but  if  it  is  subsequently  shown  that  any 
area  of  such  claim  amounting  to  a  legal  subdivision  does  not  contain,  or  is  not  val- 
uable for  mineral,  such  land  must  be  excluded  from  the  entry.     (27  L.  D.,  129.) 

State  selection — Mining  claim. — The  certification  to  the  State  of  Nevada  of  a  tract  of 
land  selected  under  the  grant  of  June  16,  1880,  but  of  known  mineral  character  and 
appropriated  as  such  at  date  of  selection,  is  null  and  void  and  consequently  no  bar 
to  the  subsequent  recognition  of  rights  asserted  under  the  mining  laws.  (27  L.  D.; 
326.) 

Mining  claim — Adverse. — A  protest  filed  as  the  basis  of  adverse  proceedings  which 
clearly  and  definitely  notifies  the  mineral  applicant  of  the  nature,  boundaries,  and 
extent  of  the  alleged  adverse  right  meets  the  requirement  of  the  statute  as  to  the 
showing  required  in  the  local  office  on  the  part  of  an  adverse  claimant,  and  should 
be  accepted  for  such  purpose,  even  though  it  may  not  meet  all  the  requirements  of 
the  mining  regulations.     (27  L.  D.,  358.) 

Mill  site — Notice. — An  application  for  entry  and  patent  that  embraces  a  lode  claim 
and  mill  site  can  not  be  allowed  as  to  the  mill  site  if  copies  of  the  plat  and  notice  of 
application  are  not  posted  thereon.     (27  L.  D.,  373.) 

Mining  claim — Adverse  judgment. — It  is  not  necessary  for  one  who  has  prosecuted  an 
adverse  claim  to  a  fa vorable  judgment  to  make  an  original  application  for  patent  for 
the  ground  included  in  such  judgment,  for  under  section  2326,  Revised  Statutes,  said 
ground  can  be  patented  on  a  copy  of  the  judgment  roll.  An  applicant  for  mineral  pat- 
ent who  excludes  or  omits  from  his  application  ground,  the  right  to  the  possession  of 
which  has  been  regularly  and  judicially  determined  in  his  favor,  and  for  which  he 
can  obtain  patent  without  embracing  it  in  such  application,  does  not  by  such  exclu- 
sion or  omission  invalidate  or  waive  any  claim  or  right  which  he  would  otherwise 
have.     (27  L.  D.,375.) 

Mining  claim — Adverse  rights. — A  protestant  who  fails  to  assert  his  alleged  adverse 
interest  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  statute  can  not,  after  the  allowance  of  the 
entry  and  in  the  absence  of  an  allegation  of  want  of  notice  of  the  application  for 
patent,  be  heard  in  support  of  such  claimed  adverse  rights.  A  failure  to  comply  with 
local  laws  and  regulations,  or  to  do  the  annual  assessment  work,  subjects  a  mining 
claim  to  relocation  before  entry,  but  constitutes  no  ground  for  the  cancellation  of 
the  entry  in  the  absence  of  an  adverse  claim  legally  asserted.  Questions  as  to  the 
fact  of  mineral  discovery,  or  as  to  compliance  with  law  in  the  matter  of  the  statu- 
tory expenditure  required  as  a  prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of  mineral  patent,  afford 
a  proper  basis  for  a  hearing  on  due  showing  made  by  way  of  protest  filed  after  the 
allowance  of  the  entry.     (27  L.  D.,  396. ) 

Mineral  land — School  indemnity  selection. — Prior  to  the  approval  of  a  school  indem- 
nity selection  the  land  included  therein,  if  mineral  in  character,  is  open  to  explo- 
ration and  purchase  under  the  mining  laws  of  the  United  States.     (27  L.  D.,  411.) 

Mining  claim — Exclusion. — Where  the  notice  of  an  application  for  a  mineral  patent 
excepts  and  excludes  therefrom  all  conflict  with  a  specified  survey,  no  portion  of  the 
land  embraced  in  said  survey,  as  it  existed  at  the  time  wh<m  the  posting  and  publi- 
cation of  said  notice  commenced,  should  be  included  within  the  entry  allowed  under 
said  application.     (28  L.  D.,  24.) 

Mineral  land — Mining  claim. — A  certificate  of  the  location  of  a  mining  claim  is  not 
in  itself  evidence  of  the  mineral  character  of  the  laud,  and  therefore  would  not  be 
sufficient  to  overcome  an  agricultural  return  by  the  surveyor-general.     (28  L.  U.,  174.) 

Mining  claim — Alien. — The  act  of  March  2,  1897,  in  defining  and  regulating  the 
rights  of  aliens  to  acquire  real  estate  in  the  Territories  has  reference  only  to  lands 
the  title  to  which  has  passed  from  the  United  States  and  become  the  subject  of  pri- 
vate ownership,  and  does  not  confer  upon  aliens  the  privilege  of  occupying  or  pur- 
chasing mining  claims  from  the  Government  under  the  mining  laws. 
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Under  the  mining  laws  as  at  present  existing  in  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  the  provisions  of  section  13,  act  of  May  14,  1898,  according  certain  privil- 
eges in  Alaska  to  citizens  of  the  Dominion,  are  inoperative.     (28  L.  D.,  178.) 

Mining  claim — Publication  of  notice. — The  sixty  days  of  publication  required  by 
section  2325,  R.  S.,  on  application  for  mineral  patent  is  complete  when  the  notice  has 
been  inserted  in  nine  successive  issues  of  a  weekly  newspaper,  and  the  full  statutory 
period  has  elapsed;  and  there  is  no  authoiity  to  permit  the  filing  of  an  adverse  claim 
after  the  expiration  of  such  period.     (28  L.  D.,  224.) 

Mining  claims — Adverse  proceedings — Judicial  award. — An  objection  to  a  mineral 
application  for  the  reason  that  the  discovery  shaft  and  improvements  are  upon 
ground  specifically  excluded  from  the  published  notice  of  application  is  not  tenable 
where  in  adverse  judicial  proceedings  the  ground  so  excluded  has  been  awarded  to 
the  applicant. 

An  applicant  for  lode  patent  has  no  right  to  land  embraced  within  the  prior  loca- 
tion and  application  of  another,  and  against  which  said  applicant  filed  no  adverse 
claim. 

The  end  line  of  a  survey  of  a  lode  claim  may  be  laid  upon  the  surface  of  a  prior 
location  in  order  to  hold  land  embraced  within  the  lines  of  a  valid  location  ;  but  in 
case  the  prior  location  is  excluded  the  end  line  may  not  be  placed  beyond  the  point 
where  the  lode  in  its  onward  course  or  strike  intersects  the  exterior  boundary  of  the 
excluded  ground. 

A  failure  to  file  an  adverse  claim  against  an  applicant  for  mineral  patent  is  a 
waiver  of  all  right  to  the  ground  in  conflict;  and  a  judgment  obtained  in  adverse 
proceedings  against  the  subsequent  application  of  another  is  of  no  avail  as  against 
such  waiver,  or  as  against  a  judgment  obtained  by  one  who  successfully  ad  versed 
the  first  applicant. 

Where  a  party  has  two  applications  pending  at  the  same  time,  each  of  which 
embraces  the  ground  in  conflict  with  other  locators,  and  such  ground  is  awarded  to 
the  applicant  in  judgments  secured  in  adverse  proceedings,  he  may,  at  his  election, 
take  the  same  under  the  senior  application. 

It  is  not  material  to  the  rights  of  an  applicant  under  a  favorable  judgment  obtained 
in  adverse  proceedings  that  an  adverse  suit  is  still  pending  between  the  losing  party 
in  such  proceedings  and  a  third  party,  where  a  favorable  judgment  against  the  third 
party  for  the  same  ground  has  already  beeu  secured  by  the  applicant. 

A  judicial  award  to  the  junior  locator,  made  in  adverse  proceedings,  of  a  small 
part  of  the  ground  in  conflict  is  none  the  less  binding  upon  the  parties  and  the  Land 
Department  because  made  in  pursuance  of  a  stipulation  between  the  parties.  (28 
L.  D.,  321.) 

Mineral  land — Mining  claim. — The  duty  of  determining  the  character  of  land, 
whether  mineral  or  nonmineral,  and  of  seeing  that  the  public  lands  are  only  disposed 
of  as  authorized  by  law,  rests  upon  the  Land  Department,  of  which  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  is  the  head.  A  decision,  therefore,  of  the  Secretary  that  a  specific  tract 
of  land  is  principally  valuable  for  its  mineral  deposits,  while  undisturbed,  is  binding 
upon  all  the  officers  of  the  Land  Department  and  prevents  disposition  of  the  land  in 
any  other  way  than  as  prescribed  by  the  laws  specifically  authorizing  the  sale  of 
mineral  lands'.     (28  L.  D.,  348. ) 

Mining  claim — Adverse  stipulation. — A  judgment  rendered  in  adverse  proceedings, 
whereby  part  of  the  ground  in  conflict  is  awarded  to  the  senior  locator  and  the 
remainder  to  the  junior,  is  none  the  less  binding  upon  the  parties  and  the  Depart- 
ment because  it  was  made  in  pursuance  of  a  stipulation  between  the  parties.  (28 
L.D.,398.) 

Mining  claim — Reinstatement  of  entry. — On  application  for  reinstatement  of  a  can- 
celed mineral  entry,  where  it  appears  that  parties  are  claiming  adversely  thereto, 
the  applicant  should  publish  notice  of  his  application  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  in 
the  same  manner  as  notice  for  an  original  application  for  patent  is  required  to  be 
published.     (28  L.  D.,  451.) 

Mining  claim — Proof  of  expenditure. — Where  an  application  for  mineral  patent 
embraces  several  locations  held  in  common  and  is  made  and  passed  to  entry  prior  to 
July  1,  1898,  proof  of  an  expenditure  of  $500  on  the  group  of  claims  is  sufficient, 
under  amended  rule  53  of  the  mining  regulations.     (28  L.  D.,  524.) 

Mining  claim— Patent — Expenditure. — A  single  application  may  embrace  and  a  single 
patent  issue  for  placer  and  lode  claims,  where  the  land  involved  lies  in  «ne  body  or 
piece,  has  been  claimed  or  located  for  valuable  deposits,  and  the  several  claims  have 
a  common  ownership. 

Under  an  application  for  mineral  patent  which  embraces  several  locations  held  in 
common  and  is  made  and  passed  to  entry  prior  to  July  1,  1898,  proof  of  an  expendi- 
ture of  $500  on  the  group  of  claims  is  sufficient,  under  amended  rule  53  of  the  min- 
ing regulations.     (29  L.  D.,7.) 

Mining  claim — Placer  entry — Discovery. — Section  2325  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  a 
statute  of  repose  only  so  far  as  to  bar  the  assertion  of  adverse  mining  claims  not 
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filed  within  the  period  of  publication  and  does  not  relieve  the  Land  Department  from 
the  duty  of  ascertaining  whether  the  land  sought  to  be  patented  is  mineral  in  char- 
acter and  therefore  subject  to  disposition  under  the  mining  laws. 

A  single  discovery  is  sufficient  to  authorize  the  location  of  a  placer  claim  and  may, 
in  the  absence  of  any  claim  or  evidence  to  the  contrary,  be  accepted  as  establishing 
the  mineral  character  of  the  entire  claim  sufficiently  to  justify  the  patenting  thereof, 
but  such  single  discovery  does  not  conclusively  establish  the  mineral  character  of  all 
the  land  included  in  the  claim  so  as  to  preclude  further  inquiry  in  respect  thereto. 

The  entire  area  that  may  be  taken  as  a  placer  claim  can  not  be  acquired  as  appur- 
tenant to  placer  deposits  which  are  shown  to  exist  only  in  a  portion  thereof. 

Where  a  part  of  the  area  embraced  within  a  placer  entry,  in  this  instance  20  acres, 
is  shown  to  contain  no  valuable  mineral  deposit  subject  to  placer  location,  such  part 
of  the  claim  will  be  excluded  from  the  entry.     (29  L.  D.,  12.) 

Town- site  entry  —Section  16,  act  of  March  3, 1891. — A  town-site  entry  made  on  mineral 
lands  under  the  provisions  of  section  16,  act  of  March  3,  1891,  should  not  be  allowed 
to  include  lands  theretofore  patentee1  under  the  mining  law. 

A  town-site  patent  issued  under  the  provisions  of  said  section  will  not  disturb  or 
impair  rights  under  any  valid  mining  claim  or  possession  existing  at  the  time  of  the 
town-site  entry  or  deprive  the  Department  of  jurisdiction  to  subsequently  issue  patent 
for  any  such  mining  claim  or  possession  on  due  showing  of  compliance  with  the  min- 
ing law.     (29  L.  D.,21.) 

Railroad  grant — Mineral  claimant. — The  publication  and  posting  of  a  notice  of  a 
hearing  ordered,  on  the  application  of  a  mineral  claimant,  to  determine  the  charac- 
ter of  a  tract  of  land  returned  as  agricultural  and  listed  as  part  of  an  odd-numbered 
section  within  the  primary  limits  of  a  railroad  grant  is  not  sufficient  notice  to  the 
company  of  said  hearing.     (29  L.  D.?  27.)

During  the  year  54  special  agents  were  employed  in  the  investigation 
of  fraudulent  land  entries  and  otherwise  protecting  the  public  lands 
from  illegal  appropriation  and  timber  trespass,  and  also  in  the  examina- 
tion of  applications  for  the  sale  of  timber  on  public  lands  under  the  act 
of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  1093),  the  aggregate 
length  of  service  being  520  months  and  24  days,  equivalent  to  43  agents 
for  the  entire  year  and  one  agent  for  4  months  and  24  days.

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THE   PUBLIC   FORESTS. 


FOREST    RESERVATIONS. 


During  the  past  year  two  of  the  existing  forest  reservations  have 
been  considerably  enlarged ;  the  area  of  one  has  been  somewhat  reduced, 
and  six  additional  reserves  have  been  established.  There  are,  accord- 
ingly, now  36  forest  reservations  (exclusive  of  the  Afognak  Forest  and 
Fish  Culture  Eeserve  in  Alaska),  created  by  Presidential  proclamations, 
under  section  24  of  the  act  of  March  3, 1891  (26  Stat.,  1095),  embracing 
an  area  of  46,021,889  acres.

LIEU  SELECTIONS  FOR  RECONVEYED  OR  RELINQUISHED    TRACTS  IN  FOREST   RESERVES. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  550  applications  for  selection 
of  lands  in  lieu  of  holdings  within  the  forest  reservations,  as  provided 
for  by  the  act  of  June  4,  1897  (30  Stat.,  3^),  involving  an  aggregate 
area  of  60,816.46  acres.  There  had  previously  been  received  60  appli- 
cations, covering  an  area  of  11,080.67  acres;  making  a  total  of  610 
applications  and  71,897.13  acres. 
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Of  this  number  161  have  been  approved  and  6  rejected,  leaving 
awaiting  final  disposition  443;  action  having  been  suspended  on  appli- 
cations for  lieu  selections  pending  consideration  of  the  matter,  which 
culminated  in  decision  by  the  Department  of  April  26,  last. 

ELIMINATION    OF    AGRICULTURAL   LANDS. 

Twenty-four  applications  have  been  received,  and  but  few  favorably 
considered  for  restoration  to  the  public  domain  of  forest  reservation 
lands.  Of  these,  11  are  for  lauds  within  the  Sierra  Forest  Reserve, 
California;  6  within  the  San  Francisco  Mountains  Reserves,  Arizona; 
2  within  the  Plum  Greek  Forest  Reserve,  Colorado;  and  1  in  the  follow- 
ing-named forest  reserves:  Pine  Mountain  and  Zaca  Lake,  California; 
Pecos  River,  New  Mexico ;  Cascade  Range,  Oregon ;  South  Platte,  Colo- 
rado; and  Priest  River,  Idado. 

PATROL    OF    RESERVES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  territory  to  be  guarded  was  increased  to 
the  extent  of  about  5,000,000  acres  by  the  creation  of  six  additional 
reserves,  and  changes  in  the  areas  of  certain  of  the  existing  reserves; 
making  a  total  area  at  present  to  be  guarded,  46,021,889  acres. 

The  maximum  force  of  forest  officers  in  charge  of  the  reserves  during 
the  calendar  year  1898  was:  Superintendents,  11;  supervisors,  34,  and 
rangers,  215.  This  force  was  gradually  decreased  until,  on  January  1, 
1899,  there  were  but  10  superintendents,  17  supervisors,  and  50  rangers. 

On  June  1,  1899,  there  were  9  superintendents,  35  supervisors,  and 
157  rangers.  At  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal  year,  July  1,  1899, 
there  are  in  the  field  9  superintendents,  37  supervisors,  and  250  rangers, 
to  serve  until  October  15,  1899. 

FOREST   FIRES   WITHIN    FOREST   RESERVES. 

General  reports  from  the  forest  officers  show  that  numerous  small 
camp  and  other  fires  were  found  left  burning  and  were  put  out  by  the 
forest  rangers. 

In  addition  to  the  numerous  small  fires  so  reported,  there  have  been 
specifically  reported  by  reserves  981  fires  of  all  classes,  which  were 
discovered  and  extinguished;  the  area  burned  over  being  131,612  acres, 
and  the  total  extra  expense  incurred  $11,887.75.

SALES   OF    TIMBER   WITHIN   FOREST   RESERVES. 

« 

Forty-eight  petitions  for  sale  of  forest  reservation  timber  have  been 
received,  involving  127,793,313  feet  of  timber,  board  measure,  and 
29,905  cords  of  wood. 

Six  sales  have  been  effected,  the  proceeds  of  which  amount  to 
$7,534.83.  The  remainder  of  the  cases  are  either  under  examination  by 
the  forest  officers  for  appraisement  or  undergoing  advertisement  lead- 
ing to  sale,  as  required  by  law. 

Few  sales  of  forest  reserve  timber  have  been  thus  far  effected,  owing 
largely  to  the  statutory  requirements  of  sixty  days'  publication  of 
notice  of  sale.

SALES    OF    TIMBER. 


The  number  of  petitions  received  during  the  year  for  sales  of  timber 
on  unreserved  lands,  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  1093), 
amounted  to  forty-eight,  involving  a  total  of  13,427,000  feet  of  timber 
(board  measure),  11,480  cords  of  wood,  and  18,000  fence  posts.  Sales  of 
timber  have  been  effected  in  five  cases,  involving  a  total  amount  received 
therefrom  of  $1,986.75.  In  two  cases  the  petitions  have  been  either 
withdrawn  or  dismissed.  The  remaining  forty  one  cases  are  either  in 
the  hands  of  special  agents  for  examination  and  report  thereon  or  are 
awaiting  completion  of  published  notices  of  sale.

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DEPREDATIONS   UPON   PUBLIC    TIMBER. 


Four  hundred  and  forty-four  cases  of  depredations  upon  public  tim- 
ber have  been  reported  during  the  year,  involving  public  timber  and 
products  therefrom  to  the  value  of  $743,030  recoverable  to  the 
Government. 

The  amount  involved  in  propositions  of  settlement  accepted  by  this 
office  and  sales  of  timber  and  lumber  is  $42,852.09.  There  were 
received  from  compromises  effected,  under  section  3469,  United  States 
Kevised  Statutes,  $107,144.17.  In  addition  the  amount  involved  in 
fines  imposed  and  judgments  rendered  is  $04,178.72,  making  a  total  of 
$214,174.98  resulting  from  the  work  of  this  office  in  investigating  tim- 
ber depredations  upon  public  lands. 

On  June  30,  1899,  there  were  pending  in  the  United  States  courts 
125  civil  suits  for  the  recovery  of  a  total  amount  of  $1,283,213.66  for 
the  value  of  timber  alleged  to  have  been  unlawfully  cut  from  public 
lands,  and  338  criminal  prosecutions  for  the  act  of  cutting  or  removing 
timber  in  violation  of  law. 
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The  following  table  shows  in  detail  the  amount  of  work  performed  in 
connection  with  the  suppression  of  depredations  upon  the  public  tim- 
ber during  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  condition  of  same  on  June  30, 1899:

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR-GENERAL  OF  ALASKA. 


Office  of  United  States  Surveyor-General, 

District  of  Alaska, 

Sitka,  Alaska,  July  1,  1899. 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  your  circular  letter  E,  dated 
April  18,  1899,  1  have  the  honor  to  suhniit  my  annual  report  of  the  surveying  opera- 
tions in  this  district  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  and  tabular  statements, 
as  follows: 

A. — Statement  of  applications  for  mineral  surveys. 

B. — Statement  of  special  deposits  by  individuals  for  office  work. 

C. — Statement  of  returns  of  mineral  surveys  examined,  tabulated,  and  platted. 

D.— Statement  of  returns  of  nonmineral  surveys  entered  under  act  approved 
March  3,  1891,  examined,  tabulated,  and  platted. 

E.— Statement  of  returns  of  additional  homestead  surveys  entered  under  the  act 
approved  May  14,  1898,  examined  and  passed  upon. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  this  office  had  not  been  supplied  with  a  draftsman  for  the 
previous  year,  there  was  a  large  accumulation  of  returns  of  mineral  and  nonmineral 
surveys  on  the  files  awaiting  examination,  platting,  aud  transcribing  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  fiscal  year.  This,  together  with  a  constant  pressure  of  current 
business,  has  kept  the  office  crowded  with  work.  In  fact,  so  great  was  the  pressure 
and  the  clerical  force  being  small,  it  was  necessary  to  extend  the  office  hours  beyond 
the  usual  limit,  and  frequently  to  continue  business  far  into  the  night.  By  these 
means  the  urgent  strain  has  been  somewhat  relieved  and  the  following  results 
attained.

APPPvOPRIATION. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  the  following  appropriations  were  made 
by  Congress : 

For  salary  of  the  surveyor-general  of  Alaska  and  clerk  in  his  office $3,  800 

For  contingent  expenses,  books,  stationery,  and  other  incidentals 1,  000

The  $4,800  thus  appropriated  has  been  received  and  expended  accordingly.     This 
office  has  also  expended  for  clerk  hire  from  special  deposits  by  individuals,  $2,902. 


NECESSARY   APPROPRIATIONS. 

By  office  letter  dated  June  12,  1899,  I  transmitted  in  duplicate  the  annual  estimate 
for  public-land  claim  surveys  in  this  district  and  for  the  expenses  of  this  office  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  together  with  a  detail  statement  of  the  class, 
character,  and  extent  of  work  to  be  performed  in  this  office.

It  is  deemed  incumbent  to  say  in  this  connection  that  the  estimates  summarized 
above  are  quite  conservative,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  they  will  be  so  con- 
sidered by  those  who  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating  them  before  recom- 
mending them  to  the  favorable  action  of  Congress,  when  viewed  in  connection  with 
existing  conditions.  This  surveying  district  is  of  vast  extent.  It  embraces  an 
area  more  than  three  and  one-half  times  greater  than  the  States  of  Oregon  and 
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Washington  combined.  Of  this  immense  area  not  one  acre  has  been  surveyed  under 
the  regular  system  of  public-land  surveys.  The  time  has  arrived  for  this  system  to 
be  inaugurated.  This  Territory  is  on  the  threshold  of  great  advancement.  It  is 
already  beginning  to  pulsate  with  that  abounding  life  which  always  and  everywhere 
attends  the  advent  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race. 

Owing  to  the  discovery  of  rich  mineral  deposits  in  almost  every  part  of  it,  it  is 
rapidly  developing  along  all  lines.  Even  now  many  thriving  towns  dot  the  shores 
of  the  bays,  inlets,  and  the  banks  of  its  great  rivers.  These  are  but  the  earnest  of 
what  is  to  follow.  In  various  parts  of  its  extended  domain  are  fertile  valleys,  where 
it  is  believed  farming  may  be  successfully  prosecuted.  Settlers  are  already  going 
upon  those  lands  with  this  object  in  view  and  making  inquiries  relative  to  the  exten- 
sion of  public  surveys.  Prudent  persons  hesitate  to  expend  much  labor  and  money 
in  making  improvements  upon  unsurveyed  ground,  subject  to  the  risk  of  having 
their  claims  so  bisected  by  the  lines  of  public  surveys  when  extended  as  to  sus- 
tain serious  loss.  Taking  these  facts  into  consideration,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
amount  estimated  for  inaugurating  and  extending  the  system  of  public  surveys  is 
very  moderate. 

In  the  event  of  these  surveys  being  provided  for,  it  goes  without  saying  that 
facilities  for  properly  and  speedily  performing  the  office  work  in  connection  there- 
with are  absolutely  essential,  as  a  survey  is  not  legally  perfected  until  the  returns 
have  been  examined  and  platted,  and  approved  by  the  surveyor-general,  and  the 
plats  accepted  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office.  It  is  therefore 
believed  that  the  estimate  for  clerical  assistants  is  restricted  to  the  lowest  figure 
that  efficiency  will  permit.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  owing  to  the  extreme 
cost  of  living  in  Alaska  compared  with  that  of  the  States,  liberal  compensation 
should  bo  allowed  for  all  in  this  branch  of  the  service. 

The  office  is  very  meagerly  equipped  for  the  business  now  current  and  not  at  all 
prepared  for  the  volume  of  work  which  will  follow  the  inauguration  of  the  system 
of  public  surveys.  There  is  a  total  lack  of  furniture  for  the  preservation  and  sys- 
tematic filing  of  the  plats  and  field  notes  of  surveys.  Under  present  conditions 
reference  to  these  records  is  attained  with  much  annoyance  and  loss  of  time,  owing 
to  this  lack,  and  is  at  times  detrimental  to  that  high  mark  of  the  office  force  which 
it  is  so  desirable  to  maintain. 

More  and  better  desk  facilities  are  needed  for  transcribing  clerks ;  and  drafting 
boards  and  tables  and  drawing  instruments  for  the  draftsmen  are  not  only  needed, 
but  are  absolutely  necessary.  In  fact,  this  department  of  the  office  has  not  been 
furnished  at  all,  and  as  the  proper  preparation  and  preservation  of  the  records  of 
surveys  is  one  of  the  main  objects  of  a  surveyor-general's  office,  it  is  essential  that 
means  be  provided  to  secure  those  ends. 

The  amount  estimated  for  contingent  expenses  will  barely  suffice  to  supply  this 
deficiency  and  provide  for  office  rent,  light,  fuel,  stationery,  and  janitor  service. 
It  is  scarcely  thought  necessary  to  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the 
high  latitude  in  which  the  office  is  located,  a  great  deal  of  artificial  light  is  required 
during  the  winter  months.  As  the  climate  is  damp  and  cool  during  the  entire  year, 
a  greater  amount  of  fuel  is  required  than  in  warmer  localities.

In  this  connection  it  is  not  deemed  improper  to  direct  attention  to  a  condition  that 
should  be  remedied,  or  at  least  mitigated,  relative  to  employing  assistants  in  preparing 
official  plats  and  transcripts  of  held  notes  of  the  returns  of  survey  of  mineral  claims 
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in  this  district.  Owing  to  the  climatic  condition  in  these  high  latitudes,  it  is 
impracticable  to  execute  such  surveys  in  most  localities,  except  in  late  summer  and 
early  autumn.  In  cousequence  of  this,  nearly  all  of  the  returns  of  such  surveys  are 
received  in  the  office  within  a  period  of  a  few  weeks.  It  is  but  natural  for  each 
claimant  to  desire  that  the  returns  of  the  survey  of  his  claim  should  receive  the 
immediate  attention  of  the  office,  and  as  he  has  deposited  the  required  funds  for  the 
cost  of  office  work,  he  considers  he  has  a  right  to  demand  it.  Viewed  from  his  stand- 
point, his  contention  does  not  seem  unreasonable.  However,  under  the  system  now 
prevailing,  relative  to  the  employ  merit  of  clerks  for  such  work,  it  is  impossible  to 
reach  those  returns  last  on  the  files  for  months  after  thry  are  received,  for  the  reason 
that  it  is  impossible  to  have  a  sufficient  force  at  command  to  complete  the  work  more 
promptly.  This  works  a  hardship  on  the  applicant  and  is  a  source  of  great  annoy- 
ance and  vexation  to  the  office. 

Now,  if  it  were  competent  for  the  surveyor-general  to  employ  a  force  of  clerks  and 
draftsmen  to  relieve  a  congestion  of  this  kind  whenever  it  occurs,  without  the  inter- 
vention of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  whose  headquarters  are  more  than  4,000 
miles  away,  it  is  believed  it  would  redound  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  this  branch  of 
the  public  service.  The  unavoidable  delay  in  tilling  requisitions  for  assistants,  under 
prevailing  rules,  renders  the  making  of  them  in  such  emergencies  useless,  as  the 
necessity  which  prompted  the  application  would  have  probably  passed  away  before 
the  desired  help  reached  the  office.  Furthermore,  to  send  clerks  and  draftsmen  on 
such  a  long  and  costly  journey,  at  their  own  expense,  for  only  a  brief  period  of  serv- 
ice, would  be  to  subject  them  to  a  burden  almost  too  grievous  to  be  borne. 

It  is  manifest,  however,  that  the  request  of  claimants  for  more  prompt  delivery  of 
the  papers,  which  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  have  before  they  can  initiate  proceedings 
in  a  United  States  land  office  for  patents  to  their  claims,  deserves  consideration.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  the  Government  is  simply  the  fiduciary  of  those  persons 
in  this  particular,  and  the  enforcement  of  rules,  which  practically  circumvent  the 
purpose  of  the  law  which  was  enacted  for  their  benefit,  is  a  doubtful  propriety. 

Those  who  are  spending  their  time,  energy,  and  means  in  developing  the  mineral 
resources  of  the  country,  and  enduring  all  the  hardships  incident  thereon,  especially 
in  a  country  like  this,  should  be  allowed  every  reasonable  facility  for  expediting  the 
consummation  of  their  purpose. 

In  view  of  the  facts  above  set  forth,  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  rules 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  be  so  far  modified  as  to  permit  the  surveyor-general 
of  this  district  to  employ  clerks  and  draftsmen  in  this  branch  of  the  service,  when 
such  exigencies  occur,  without  first  obtaining  special  authority  from  the  said 
commission  to  do  so

In  conclusion,  I  will  again  say  that  in  making  the  foregoing  estimates  it  has  been 
my  purpose  to  restrict  the  amounts  to  the  lowest  figure  the  prospective  business 
would  justify.  As  hereinbefore  stated,  the  resources  of  this  district  are  fast  being 
developed,  and  the  outlook  indicates  that  developments  will  be  more  rapid  with 
each  succeeding  year. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  area  of  Alaska,  over  which  not  one  line  of  the  reg- 
ular system  of  public  surveys  has  been  extended,  is  greater  than  the  unsurveyed 
area  of  all  the  other  surveying  districts  combined,  and  that  immigrants  are  arriv- 
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ing  in  ever-increasing  numbers,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  homes,  the  estimates 
submitted  for  surveys  in  this  district  and  the  office  expenses  connected  therewith 
are  very  moderate  indeed. 

As  the  stability  and  permanent  prosperity  of  a  community  depends  so  largely  on 
the  ownership  ot  real  estate,  it  is  of  the  first  importance  that  provision  be  made  for 
the  attainment  of  that  end;  therefore  favorable  eonsideration  of  the  foregoing  esti- 
mates is  respectfully  urged  and  confidently  anticipated.

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  raise  the  standard  of  ability  of  the  force  of  mineral 
surveyors  in  this  district  and  to  secure  a  more  careful  compliance  on  their  part  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Manual  of  1897.  To  these  ends  I  first  ordered  all  deputies 
holding  appointment  when  I  assumed  charge  of  this  office  to  undergo  a  technical 
examination  in  the  principles  of  public  and  mineral  land  surveying,  and  in  passing 
upon  applications  for  appointment  submitted  to  me  I  have  based  my  decision  by 
reference  solely  to  the  applicant's  technical  skill  and  experience. 

By  circular  letters  and  sharp  personal  reprimands,  as  occasion  required,  I  have 
brought  the  deputies  to  a  closer  adherence  to  the  Manual  of  Instructions  for  the 
Survey  of  the  Mineral  Lands  of  the  United  States. 

I  have  seen  to  it  that  the  deputies  execute  their  orders  for  survey  promptly,  giving 
precedence  to  official  work  over  private  engagements.  When  received,  the  returns 
have  been  platted  and  the  required  copies  furnished  claimants  with  no  delay 
whatever.  This  has  won  the  freely  expressed  appreciation  of  those  interested  in 
mines.

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SPANISH   ARCHIVES. 

The  office  of  the  keeper  of  the  Spanish  archives  was  discontinued  several  years 
ago  by  Surveyor-General  Green,  but  it  becoming  daily  very  evident  that  these  docu- 
ments were  far  too  valuable  to  be  left  without  a  special  custodian,  and  one  fully 
qualified  to  assist  inquirers  searching  for  information  from  the  original  papers,  Mr. 
Frederick  Hall  was  appointed  temporarily  September  13,  1898,  and  after  passing  the 
civil-service  examination  October  18,  1898,  was  permanently  placed  in  charge  of  them. 

On  the  25th  of  December,  1898,  Mr.  Hall  died  and  was  succeeded  by  the  incumbent, 
who  had  also  passed  the  same  civil-service  examination,  and  after  the  usual  formali- 
ties took  the  oath  of  office  and  was  placed  in  charge  March  4,  1899. 

The  sudden  death  of  his  predecessor  precluded  the  possibility  of  his  receiving  any 
inventory  of  the  contents  and  property  of  the  office,  and  after  familiarizing  himself 
with  what  had  already  been  done  he  determined  to  make  a  compilation,  in  English, 
of  the  contents  of  some  280  volumes  of  correspondence,  assembly  proceedings,  munic- 
ipal affairs,  military,  civil,  and  ecclesiastical  matters,  etc.,  to  be  hereafter  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  page  and  volume  from  which  each  item  is  extracted  so  as  to  be 
easy  of  reference;  and  the  English  synopsis  of  the  subject  will  enable  the  inquirer 
to  judge  whether  the  subject  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  proceed  further  in  his 
investigations  by  getting  the  keeper  to  render  him  a  viva  voce  translation  of  the 
original  and  so  obtain  all  the  information  desired. 

One  volume  of  652  pages  has  been  completed,  containing  the  following  subjects  in 
English :  Pueblos,  otter  and  seal  hunting,  paymasters,  commissaries,  financial,  munic- 
ipal, passports,  naturalization,  police  rules  and  regulations,  post-office,  pearl  fish- 
eries, subdivided  into  all  the  divisions  necessary  for  obtaining  from  the  marginal 
index  the  details  of  the  matter  under  investigation. 

A  second  volume  of  the  same  size  has  been  commenced  and  is  more  than  half  filled 
with  the  following  subjects:  Presidios,  diplomatic  and  international  matters  and 
treaties,  slavery,  ecclesiastical  matters,  smuggling,  weights  and  measures,  meteor- 
ological, tithes,  list  of  ranches,  land  grants  asked  for,  land  grants  approved,  pro- 
ceedings of  the  department  assembly,  marriage,  and  miscellaneous  correspondence 
about  the  missions. 

It  will  take  at  least  two  more  volumes  of  the  same  size  to  complete  these  compila- 
tions. Then  it  will  be  desirable  to  have  an  alphabetical  index  book  of  the  whole, 
which,  when  finished,  will  complete  the  usefulness  of  this  work. 

Besides  the  foregoing  work,  considerable  time  has  been  employed  in  consulting  the 
original  land  grants  at  the  request  of  lawyers  throughout  the  State,  and  also  in  cor- 
respondence with  others  who  could  not  find  time  to  visit  San  Francisco  for  that 
purpose. 

Much  interest  is  also  manifested  by  historians,  teachers,  journalists,  and  others, 
about  the  many  interesting  facts  recorded  in  these  archives,  and  this  interest  will 
grow  to  large  proportions  when  this  plan  has  been  fully  carried  out  and  the  facili- 
ties for  obtaining  a  knowledge  of  them  are  increased. 

SWAMP   LANDS. 

I  have  found  that  a  practice  has  prevailed  to  quite  an  extent  on  the  part  of  the 
State  claimants  of  having  large  areas  of  land  suspended,  pending  a  hearing  to  deter- 
mine the  alleged  swamp  and  overflowed  character  of  the  same,  but  of  repeatedly 
delaying  the  time  of  hearing.  I  have  followed  these  cases  up  and  have  refused  to 
make  the  suspension  requested  or  to  continue  a  suspension  indefinitely.  I  am  mak- 
ing some  investigations  which  will  form  the  subject  of  a  separate  and  special  report.

STATEMENT   OF   SURVEYS   UNDER   OLD    CONTRACTS   STILL   PENDING. 


Edwin  H.  Kellogg,  deputy  surveyor,  under  contract  No.  795,  having  been  granted 
an  extension  of  time  in  which  to  make  corrections  of  his  survey,  made  final  returns 
of  same  to  this  office  May  16,  1898.  Plats  and  transcripts  of  field  notes  were  pre- 
pared and  transmitted  to  the  General  Land  Office  on  September  16,  1898,  for  accept- 
ance. By  General  Land  Office  letter  dated  January  25, 1899,  this  office  was  informed 
that  the  surveys  had  been  examined  in  the  field  by  Mr.  T.  M.  Hurlburt,  special  agent 
for  examiuation  of  surveys,  and  that  "the  examiner's  report  suggests  a  very  inac- 
curate, incomplete,  and  unsatisfactory  survey,  and  in  general  of  such  objectionable 
character  that  it  can  not  be  accepted  in  its  present  condition."  In  consequence  of 
which  the  plats  and  transcripts  have  been  returned  to  this  office  and  Deputy  Kellogg 
has,  by  additional  special  instructions,  dated  April  27,  1899,  been  ordered  to  return 
to  the  field  at  once  and  to  put  his  surveys  in  proper  shape  for  acceptance  by  cor- 
recting his  work  on  the  ground  and  supplying  supplemental  true  field  notes  of  his 
survey  to  this  office,  he  being  allowed  until  July  31,  1899,  in  which  to  complete  the 
work  and  file  his  returns,  the  same  to  be  again  subjected  to  an  examination  in  the 
field  by  an  inspector  from  the  General  Land  Office. 

Theodore  Rosenberg,  deputy  surveyor,  under  contract  No.  800,  having  made  final 
returns  of  his  survey,  the  transcript  and  plat  were  transmitted  to  the  General  Land 
Office  on  January  29,  1898,  for  acceptance.  By  General  Land  Office  letter  dated 
December  15,  1898,  this  office  was  informed  that  special  agent  T.  M.  Hurlburt  had 
made  a  field  examination  of  said  surveys,  and  reported  the  deputy's  corners  were 
found  as  wholly  unsatisfactory,  that  he  could  not  find  some  of  the  corners,  and  that 
he  found  the  line  between  sections  23  and  24  to  differ  from  the  length  reported  by 
the  deputy  by  2.20  chains.  The  returns  of  this  survey  have  been  returned  to  this 
office  and  on  February  9,  1899,  the  deputy  was  ordered  to  return  to  the  field  and 
re-run  all  the  lines  and  revise  the  entire  survey  and  make  returns  at  the  earliest  day 
practicable.  I  have  been  informed  by  the  deputy  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  do 
this  work  until  after  July  1,  on  account  of  the  deep  snow  in  that  locality. 

John  A.  Storm,  deputy  surveyor,  under  his  contract  No.  802,  dated  May  1,  1896, 
filed  returns  of  survey  in  this  office  September  15,  1896.  Transcript  and  plats 
transmitted  to  General  Land  Office  April  27,1897;  deputy's  surveying  account, 
$931.63,  transmitted  April  30, 1897 ;  data  furnished  Examiner  Hurlburt  for  inspection 
of  survey  by  order  of  General  Land  Office  December  13,  1897;  examination  of  sur- 
vey in  the  field  made  by  Examiner  Hurlburt  in  May,  1898.  Received  a  letter  from 
General  Land  Office  September  30, 1898,  demanding  explanation  of  deputy  in  regard 
to  field  notes.  Transmitted  deputy's  letter  of  explanation  to  General  Land  Office 
October  8,  1898,  which  not  being  satisfactory  the  survey  was  rejected  and  deputy 
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notified  of  action  of  Commissioner  April  8,  1899,  whereupon  appeal  was  taken  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

James  A.  Dofflerayre,  deputy  surveyor,  under  his  contract  No.  803,  dated  August 
8,  1896,  filed  returns  of  survey  December  30,  1896.  Transcripts  and  plats  trans- 
mitted to  General  Land  Office  August  14,  1897.  Deputy's  surveying  account, 
$1,885.29,  transmitted  August  16,  1897.  Surveys  inspected  by  Examiner  Hurlburt 
June,  1898.  General  Land  Office  suspends  action  and  gives  deputy  thirty  days  to 
explain  discrepancies  in  his  notes  and  those  in  examiner's  report,  whereupon  deputy 
returned  to  field  and  made  correction  survey,  filing  returns  in  this  office  December 
1,  1898.  Corrected  transcript  and  plats  transmitted  to  General  Land  Office  Febru- 
ary 4,  1899.  On  March  18,  1899,  the  General  Land  Office  accepted  survey  of  four 
townships,  suspends  one  township  for  further  examination,  allows  deputy's  account, 
$1,528.51,  for  surveys  accepted,  and  suspends  payment  of  $356.06  on  account  of  town- 
ship not  yet  accepted.     Further  examination  of  survey  in  the  field  not  yet  made. 

Addison  J.  McCune,  deputy  surveyor,  under  his  contract  No.  804,  dated  August  28, 

1896,  executed  surveys  and  filed  returns  of  five  townships  May  15,  1897,  and  of  two 
remaining  townships  July  7, 1897.  Transcripts  and  plats  transmitted  to  General  Land 
Office  December  23,  1897.     Deputy's  surveying  accouut  transmitted  December  23, 

1897,  amounting  to  $2,113.48.  Examination  of  surveys  by  special  agent  on  Decem- 
ber, 1897.  General  Land  Office  accepted  survey  of  four  townships  March  22, 1898,  and 
allows  a  portion  of  deputy's  account,  $895.99.  On  September  23, 1898,  General  Land 
Office  orders  that  deputy  be  given  thirty  days  in  which  to  show  cause  why  the 
remaining  three  townships  should  not  be  rejected,  on  account  of  discrepancies  in 
deputy's  notes  and  those  of  examiner's  report.  Whereupon  deputy  returned  to  the 
field  and  corrected  surveys,  filing  correction  notes  November,  1898.  Transcripts  and 
plats  as  corrected  transmitted  to  General  Land  Office  1  ecember  22,  1898.  On  March 
18,  1899,  General  Land  Office  accepts  survey  of  two  of  the  remaining  town- 
ships and  suspends  one  for  further  examination  in  the  field,  allowing  $808.25  on  dep- 
uty's account,  and  suspending  balance  until  the  remaining  township  is  accepted. 
Further  examination  of  survey  in  the  field  is  not  yet  made.

General  Land  Office  instructs  this 
office  to  furnish  data  to  Special  Examiner  Johnson  necessary  for  inspection  of  cor- 
rected surveys  in  the  field.  Data  sent  to  Examiner  Johnson  June  7,  1899;  transcript 
and  plat  of  surveys  as  corrected  transmitted  to  General  Land  Office  June  27, 1899. 

George  F.  Ober,  deputy  surveyor,  under  his  contract  No.  809,  dated  March  26,  1898, 
executed  surveys  and  filed  notes  June  22,  1898.  It  being  evident  in  the  face  of  the 
returns  that  the  survey  was  incomplete,  the  notes  were  returned  to  deputy  with 
instructions  to  return  to  the  field  and  correct  and  complete  his  survey.  Deputy 
returned  to  field  and  made  corrections  and  filed  notes  July  19,  1898.  Transcript  and. 
plats  transmitted  to  General  Land  Office  September  6,  1898;  sent  deputy's  account, 
$465.41,  to  General  Land  Office  September  9,  1898.  Survey  inspected  by  Examiner  of 
Surveys  Hurlburt  August,  1898;  General  Land  Office  suspended  survey  November  10, 

1898,  and  gives  deputy  thirty  days  to  report  in  regard  to  errors.  Deputy's  letter  of 
explanation,  sent  to  General  Land  Office  November  18,  1898,  not  being  satisfactory, 
the  deputy  was  instructed  on  December  5, 1898,  to  return  to  the  field  and  make  new 
survey,  to  be  completed  by  June  15, 1899.  About  May  1, 1899,  deputy  returned  to 
field  to  make  new  survey,  accompanied  by  F.  M.  Johnson,  examiner  of  surveys.  On 
May  2, 1899,  additional  special  instructions  were  issued  to  deputy  in  regard  to  con- 
tinuing north  boundary  of  Ute  Reservation  with  newly  established  northeast  cor- 
ner of  reservation,  estimating  additional  liability  at  $100.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR-GENERAL  OF  FLORIDA. 


Office  of  United  States  Surveyor-General, 

Tallahassee,  Fla.,  July  1,  1899. 
Sir:  Complying  with  the  instructions  contained  in  your  circular  letter  "E,"  of 
April  18,  1899,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  in  duplicate,  the  following,  my  annual 
report  of  the  surveying  operations  in  the  district  of  Florida  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1899: 

surveys. 

As  per  the  appended  statement  hut  two  contracts  for  surveys  have  been  awarded 
by  this  office  during  the  past  year. 

In  the  fall  of  1898  Deputy  John  S.  Frederick  executed  the  survey  of  the  group  of 
islands  known  as  u Ragged  Keys,"  lying  between  Eiscayne  Bay  and  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  in  T.  56  S.,  of  R.  42  E.,  Florida.  The  returns  are  in  the  office  awaiting 
examination. 

Contract  No.  8,  for  the  resurvey  of  that  portion  of  T.  4  S.,  R.  15  W. ,  lying  between 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  an  arm  of  St.  Andrews  Bay,  locally  known  as  the  "  Grand 
Lagoon,"  was  awarded  to  Deputy  John  E.  Cailey.  However,  an  accident  so  disabled 
him  that  he  was  unable  to  perform  the  work  required,  and  at  the  request  of  himself 
and  bondsmen  his  contract  was  canceled. 

The  second  contract  for  this  resurvey  has  not  yet  been  awarded. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  special  survey  was  made  in  the  summer  of  1898  by 
Special  Agent  J.  O.  Fries,  under  the  direction  of  Indian  Inspector  A.  J.  Duncan,  con- 
sisting of  locating  and  surveying  several  islands  in  the  Everglades,  in  Ts.  50  and  51 
S.,  Rs.  40  and  41  E.  The  returns  were  filed  in  this  office  for  examination,  which  is 
included  among  the  arrears  of  office  work. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Department  this  office  has  undertaken  the  resurvey  of 
the  lines  of  the  G.  J.  F.  Clark  "mill  grant,"  in  Ts.  6  and  7  S.,  Rs.  26  and  27  E.,  for 
the  purpose  of  locating  the  south  boundary  line  of  the  grant  as  originally  run  in  1835. 

Owing  to  the  lapse  of  time  the  old  marks  have  become  so  obliterated  that  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  definitely  determine  the  position  of  the  lines. 

As  no  appropriation  seems  to  be  available  for  the  purpose  of  making  examinations 
in  the  field  prior  to  survey,  this  office  is  forced  to  ask  individuals  to  make  the  neces- 
sary investigations  free  of  charge.  However,  this  has  been  done,  and  the  contract 
will  probably  be  awarded  in  the  near  future  to  locate  and  resurvey  the  line  in  its 
original  position  as  nearly  as  may  be. 

This  work  also  involves  cutting  off  about  3,000  acres  of  relinquishment  and  closing 
the  lines  of  the  public  surveys  upon  the  final  south  boundary. 

An  application  for  the  survey  of  certain  islands  among  the  "Ten  Thousand 
Islands,"  in  Monroe  County,  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Department  with  the 
approval  of  this  office  and  is  awaiting  action. 

There  is  now  on  file  an  application  for  the  survey  of  an  island  in  Lake  Tsala 
Apopka,  which  has  not  been  acted  upon  owing  to  other  unfinished  business  of  more 
immediate  importance. 

A  striking  result  of  the  congestion  of  the  office  business,  especially  as  regards  the 
drafting  work,  is  afforded  by  the  difficulty  experienced  in  securing  a  competent  sur- 
veyor to  undertake  the  contract  for  the  survey  at  St.  Andrews  Bay  above  referred  to. 

One  of  the  ablest  of  our  deputies  wished  to  do  the  work,  but  had  not  the  means  at 
his  disposal  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses. 

The  returns  of  two  of  his  surveys  are  now  in  arrears  in  this  office,  having  been 
here  for  about  two  years,  so  that  he  has  received  no  compensation  therefor;  and, 
furthermore,  he  claims  to  have  expended  several  hundred  dollars  to  execute  the  sur- 
veys in  question,  so  that  he  is  unable  to  take  another  contract  until  compensation 
has  been  received  for  the  work  already  performed. 
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RECORDS. 

The  work  upon  the  records  of  the  office  has  been  mostly  confined  to  classifying, 
indexing,  aud  labeling.  Much  of  this  work  has  heretofore  been  regarded  in  the  light 
of  arrears,  and  has  been  very  much  needed.  The  indexing  of  correspondence  has 
been  brought  up  to  date.  An  index  of  all  the  township  plats  in  the  office  has  been 
prepared,  and  it  is  intended  to  embrace,  also,  all  plats  of  a  special  nature  as  soon  as 
opportunity  is  offered  for  doing  the  work. 

An  index  is  now  in  course  of  preparation  of  all  the  papers  relating  to  private  land 
claims,  confirmed  and  unconfirmed,  which  are  filed  in  this  office. 

A  great  many  of  the  bundles  of  documents  in  the  Spanish  archives  have  been 
cleaned,  wrapped,  and  labeled.  This  work  will  greatly  facilitate  the  use  of  the 
office  records,  some  of  which  were  almost  unavailable  owing  to  the  lack  of  labels 
and  indexes. 

The  records  of  the  office  have  been  made  more  nearly  complete  by  the  addition  of 
several  volumes  of  General  Land  Office  Reports,  Statutes  at  Large,  etc.,  from  the 
Department,  so  that  these  sets  are  now  almost  full.

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SWAMP   LANDS. 

Few  selections  of  lands  inuring  to  the  State  under  the  provision  of  the  act  of  Sep- 
tember 28,  1850,  have  heen  made  during  the  past  year.  So  much  of  this  work  has 
been  performed  in  former  years  that  those  of  more  recent  date  are  mostly  fragmen- 
tary and  of  small  acreage,  iiowever,  much  of  that  laud  which  is  selected  appears 
from  the  evidence  to  be  high  and  dry,  and  not  to  have  been  swampy  at  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  the  act;  its  rejection,  therefore,  secures  it  for  the  use  of  settlers,  and 
may  be  of  considerable  importance  to  the  Government. 

The  following  table  shows  the  acreage  of  selections  before  the  office  during  the 
past  fiscal  year :

ARREARS. 

Owing  to  the  detail  of  clerks  for  duty  in  this  office  during  the  first  part  of  the  fis- 
cal year,  and  the  allowance  of  a  messenger  in  the  office  since  April  1, 1899.  the  arrears 
in  clerical  office  work  have  been  largely  disposed  of.  Those  which  remain  are  mostly 
in  the  drafting  department,  and  an  additional  draftsman  is  needed  very  much,  or  else 
a  clerk  who  is  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  business  of  the  office  so  that  the  chief 
clerk  and  draftsman  can  devote  himself  to  the  drafting  work,  and  the  examination 
of  field  notes  and  returns  of  surveys,  etc.  There  are  now  in  the  office  the  returns  of 
five  surveys  awaiting  examination,  platting,  transcribing,  etc.  Of  these,  however, 
the  returns  of  the  surveys  made  in  connection  with  the  Arredondo  grant  of  20,000 
acres  in  Ts.  3  and  4  S.,  Rs.  16  and  17  E.,  by  Deputy  E.  B.  Camp,  are  now  in  process 
of  consideration.  Several  minor  errors  have  been  found  and  the  return  of  the  deputy 
to  the  field  seems  advisable.  This  office  is  awaiting  the  advice  of  the  Department  in 
the  matter  as  to  whether  the  field  examination  shall  be  made  before  or  after  the 
deputy  returns  to  the  field. 

In  the  case  of  the  resurvey  of  T.  46  S.,  R.  21  E.,  by  Deputy  Gilchrist,  the  examina- 
tion of  tho  returns  was  undertaken,  but  the  errors  found  rendered  the  return  of  the 
deputy  necessary.  Upon  investigation,  however,  it  was  learned  that  Mr.  Gilchrist 
was  in  Cuba,  holding  a  commission  in  the  Army.  At  his  request,  therefore,  his 
return  to  the  field  was  postponed  by  this  office  until  his  return  from  Cuba,  as  he 
expected  to  be  mustered  out  of  the  service  in  the  spring  or  very  soon  thereafter. 
The  deputy  having  now  arrived  home  from  Cuba  it  is  presumed  that  he  will  shortly 
be  in  a  position  to  make  the  necessary  corrections  in  his  work. 

A  few  applications  for  surveys  are  now  on  file  awaiting  the  action  of  this  office, 
but  have  had  no  consideration  owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  business. 

A  selection  by  the  State  by  virtue  of  the  swamp-land  act  of  1850  is  still  awaiting 
examination. 

A  patent  plat  and  description  of  the  claim  of  William  Lane,  in  Ts.  1  and  2  S.,  R.  26 
E.,  has  been  ordered,  but  its  preparation  has  been  postponed  until  preceding  business 
has  had  the  required  attention. 

Furthermore,  it  is  deemed  essential  that  the  following  work  be  performed  as  soon 
as  opportunity  occurs:  Copying  many  township  plats  which  are  rendered  indistinct 
by  wear  and  age;  transcribing  many  volumes  of  field  notes  for  their  preservation; 
preparation  of  a  new  chart  index  of  the  field  notes  on  file  in  the  office.

I  hope,  further,  that  an  additional  draftsman  will  be  furnished  so  that  the 
arrears  in  said  department  may  be  gradually  disposed  of  and  the  current  business 
given  the  attention  which  it  requires  in  due  regard  for  the  Department  and  the 
general  public.

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  your  circular  letter  E,  dated  April  16,  1899,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  surveying  operations  in  the  district  of  Idaho 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1899,  with  tabular  statements  as  follows: 

A.— Statement  showing  contracts  and  special  instructions  in  lieu  of  contract 
awarded  by  this  office  and  approved  by  your  office,  payable  from  the  apportionment 
of  $32,000  to  this  surveying  district  from  the  appropriation  by  act  of  Congress, 
approved  July  1,  1898,  for  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public  lands. 

B.— Statement  of  contract  awarded  payable  from  the  appropriation  by  act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  March  2,  1895,  for  surveying  the  public  lands  situated  within  the 
limits  of  land  grants  made  by  Congress  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  railroads. 

C.—  Detailed  statement  of  performance  of  work  in  the  field  (approved  surveys)  and 
office  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1899. 

The  probate  judge  and  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Shoshone  County,  Idaho,  as 
trustee  for  the  claimants/applied  for  the  survey  of  the  town  sites  of  the  east  and 
west  additions  of  the  town  of  Mullan,  upon  unsurveyed  public  land  in  Hunter 
mining  district,  Shoshone  County,  Idaho,  under  the  provisions  of  sections  2387,  2388. 
and  2389  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  Special  instructions  authorizing  the  survey  were 
prepared,  and  approved  by  your  office.  The  survey  has  been  duly  completed  in  the 
field  and  returns  approved. 

A  small  area  in  T.  65  N.,  R.  1  and  2  W.,  was  surveyed  by  Amherst  W.  Barber,  a 
detailed  clerk  of  your  office,  under  departmental  instructions  dated  November  17, 
1898,  in  connection  with  an  elaborate  and  extensive  examination  of  injuries  inflicted 
upon  settlers  in  said  townships  by  floods  caused  by  a  dam  and  dike  along  the  Canadian 
boundary. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  applied  for  the  survey  of  7  full  and  8 
fractional  townships  in  Kootenai  County,  Idaho,  under  the  provision  of  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  February  27,  1899,  authorizing  any  railroad  company  claiming  a 
grant  of  land  under  any  act  of  Congress  to  secure  the  survey  of  any  unsurveyed 
lands  within  the  limits  of  its  grant,  on  depositing  to  the  credit  of  the  United  States 
a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  such  survey  and  the  examination  thereof.  This  company 
has  deposited :

Sixty-two  townships  and  fractional  townships  were  surveyed  and  the  surveys 
approved,  embracing  1,070,936.68  acres.  The  total  area  of  the  State  of  Idaho  is 
55,228,160  acres.  The  number  of  acres  surveyed  in  Idaho  is  17,429,391  acres;  leav- 
ing unsurveyed  37,798,769  acres. 
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Eighty-one  lode  mining  claims,  33  placers,  and  3  mill  sites  have  been  surveyed  for 
patents,  and  the  requisite  plats  and  transcripts  furnished  claimants. 

Applications  have  been  received  for  the  survey  of  165  mining  claims  and  mill  sites. 
Estimates  of  the  necessary  office  expenses  in  connection  therewith  have  been  sup- 
plied and  orders  for  surveys  issued. 

Exclusive  of  the  application  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  heretofore 
mentioned,  applications  have  been  received  for  the  survey  of  109  townships,  a  small 
portion  of  which  are  fractional,  jmd  64  of  these  townships  have  been  included  in 
awarded  and  approved  contracts. 

Examinations  of  surveys  executed  in  the  field  have  been  made  with  unusual 
dispatch  by  the  special  agents  and  examiners  of  your  office,  which  result  has  been 
highly  appreciated  by  this  office,  contracting  deputy  surveyors,  and  the  settlers 
upon  the  public  lands.  The  policy  which  you  have  inaugurated  of  making  exami- 
nations as  soon  as  possible  after  the  completion  of  surveying  contracts  is  one  that 
can  not  be  too  highly  commended. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  this  office  that  there  are  practically  no 
arrearages  of  work  at  this  time.  The  plats  and  transcripts  of  all  agricultural  sur- 
vey returns  filed  during  the  year  have  been  transmitted  to  your  office,  and  there  are 
but  a  few  mineral  surveys  awaiting  attention.  The  records  of  the  office  have,  how- 
ever, never  been  properly  kept,  and  the  entire  office  force  during  the  next  few 
months  will  be  kept  steadily  at  work  on  a  new  system  of  indexing  the  bound  vol- 
umes of  field  notes  of  surveys,  in  preparing  new  diagrams  showing  the  connection 
of  mining  claims  with  mineral  monuments,  and  a  new  index  diagram  map  of  the 
State  showing  where  each  mile  of  public  surveys  may  be  found  in  the  bound  vol- 
umes of  the  field  notes. 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  the  State  has  increased  in  population  by  at  least 
25,000.  The  census  reports  will  show  how  rapid  the  increase  has  been  from  decade 
to  decade  since  the  organization  of  Idaho  as  a  Territory  in  1863.  During  the  first 
half  of  the  present  decade  the  population  increased  steadily  from  year  to  year; 
within  the  past  two  years  the  tide  of  immigration  has  been  greatly  accelerated  by 
the  discoveries  of  rich  and  extensive  mining  districts,  the  opening  up  of  new  mining 
industries,  and  the  building  of  new  lines  of  railway.  In  many  sections  of  the  State 
isolation  and  lack  of  means  of  transportation  and  communication  have  greatly 
retarded  settlement.  Now  that  we  have  entered  upon  a  new  era  of  railroad  build- 
ing and  of  general  road  making  it  will  not  be  long  until  all  the  land  capable  of  being 
converted  into  homes  will  be  eagerly  sought  by  the  home  builder. 

The  unsurveyed  portion  of  the  State  is  as  rich  in  resources  as  the  area  already 
surveyed. 

The  larger  number  of  the  new  comers  attracted  to  Idaho  by  recent  discoveries  of 
gold  and  silver  and  copper,  and  by  new  enterprises  of  every  kind,  are  not  miners, 
but  veritable  home  seekers  and  home  builders  belonging  to  a  hardy  and  industrious 
race  whose  occupations  through  life  have  been  those  of  farming  and  stock  raising. 
To  those  people  the  opening  of  the  new  mining  districts  and  the  increased  activity 
in  mining  operations  in  all  the  districts  oifer  a  splendid  home  market  for  all  the 
products  of  farm  and  pasture. 

For  this  large  class  of  the  population  the  extension  of  the  public  surveys  is  already 
a  pressing  necessity.  In  Idaho  there  are  no  surveyed  districts  lying  idle  and 
unoccupied.  Wherever  the  Government  lines  have  been  run  the  land  has  been 
appropriated  and  utilized.  The  districts  and  areas  which  appeared  to  the  first 
comers  to  be  hopelessly  arid  and  sterile  have  been  made  to  blossom  as  the  rose  and 
to  bear  fruit  like  the  Garden  of  Hesperides.  The  unsurveyed  areas  are  of  the  same 
kindly  nature  and  rich  capabilities.  It  only  remains  for  the  Government  to  do  its  part 
by  having  those  lands  surveyed  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  and  the  teeming  soil, 
aided  by  the  industry  and  skill  of  the  hardy  settlers,  will  do  the  rest. 

The  great  region  embraced  within  the  boundaries  of  Idaho  presents  an  area  of 
55,228,160  acres;  of  this  area  17.429,391  acres  have  been  surveyed,  occupied,  and  cul- 
tivated or  used  for  pasturing  purposes.  There  still  remains,  as  previously  shown, 
37,798,769  acres  unsurveyed,  a  greater  portion  of  which  is  fit  for  settlement,  and  must 
soon  be  occupied  by  a  rapidly  increasing  agricultural,  mining,  and  pastoral  popu- 
lation— that  is,  it  will  be  so  settled  if  the  public  surveys  are  extended  over  it  so  as 
to  give  title  to  the  land. 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  estimate  of  expenses  incident  to  the  survey  of 
public  lands  in  this  district  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  which  forms  a 
part  of  this  report.  The  appropriation  requested  for  surveys  connecting  mineral 
monuments  in  each  mining  district  with  each  other,  the  mining  districts  with  each 
other  and  with  the  public  surveys,  is  urgently  demanded  by  the  mining  interests  of 
the  State.

Estimate  of  expenses  incident  to  the  survey  of  public  lands  in  the  district  of  Idaho  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1901. 

FIELD    SURVEYING   SERVICE. 


Lands  unsurveyed  and  not  included  in  any  awarded  contract  for  which  sur- 
veys will  be  desired  by  the  State  of  Idaho  for  State  selection  purposes 
(under  the  admission  act  of  Congress  approved  July  3,  1890,  and  subse- 
quent acts  providing  for  such  surveys)  or  by  settlers $100,  000 

The  same  conditions  prevail  which  were  mentioned  in  my  last  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  necessary  surveys  in  this  district.  There  is  no  other  State  in 
the  West  which  possesses  such  great  possibilities.  A  number  of  railroads 
are  in  actual  construction,  which  will  open  up  large  areas  of  valuable 
agricultural  land.  The  State  has  probably  increased  25,000  in  its  popula- 
tion during  the  last  year.  Applications  for  surveys  are  now  on  tile  in  this 
office  which  would  exhaust  fully 50,  000 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  in  my  last  estimate  of  the  cost  of  nec- 
essary surveys  in  Idaho  I  specified  $110,000,  which  has  been  remarkably  verified  by 
the  applications  for  surveys  tiled,  which  would  exhaust  fully  that  amount. 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing  estimate  of  the  cost  of  surveys  which  will  be  desired 
by  the  State  and  by  settlers  there  should  be  a  special  appropriation  of  $5,000  (or  an 
apportionment  of  said  sum  from  the  appropriation  for  surveys)  for  surveys  connect- 
ing the  mineral  monuments  in  each  mining  district  with  each  other,  the  mining  dis- 
tricts with  each  other  and  with  the  nearest  available  corner  of  the  public  survey. 
This  is  absolutely  necessary  in  view  of  the  vast  number  of  mineral  surveys  in  this 
State  and  those  which  will  be  executed  during  the  next  few  years. 

Under  the  present  system  of  connecting  mining  claims  with  mineral  monuments 
which  are  uot  themselves  connected  with  anything,  mineral  claimants  are  unable  to 
determine  with  any  degree  of  accuracy,  even  after  patents  have  been  issued,  where 
their  claims  ctre  located. 

It  is  behoved  that  this  sum  will  be  adequate  for  the  purpose  and  that  it  can  be 
legitimately  apportioned  from  the  general  appropriation  for  surveys  and  resurveys 
of  public  land,  in  view  of  the  payments  made  the  United  States  upon  each  entry  of 
mineral  land.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR-GENERAL  OF  LOUISIANA. 


Office  of  United  States  Surveyor-General, 

New  Orleans,  La.,  July  1,  1S99. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in  your  circular  letter  E,  dated 
April  18,  1899,  I  have  the  honor  to  suhmit  herewith,  in  duplicate,  my  annual  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1&99,  accompanied  with  the  following  state- 
ments, viz : 

A. — Estimate  of  funds  to  be  appropriated  for  the  surveying  service  in  the  district 
of  Louisiana  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

B. — Estimate  of  funds  to  he  appropriated  for  compensation  of  the  surveyor-general 
and  his  clerks  in  the  district  of  Louisiana  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1901. 

C. — Estimate  of  funds  to  be  appropriated  for  contingent  expenses  in  the  office  of 
the  surveyor-general,  district  of  Louisiana,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

D. — Statement  of  office  work  which  will  be  in  arrears  in  the  surveyor-general's 
office,  district  of  Louisiana,  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

E. — Statement  of  surveying  contract  entered  into  by  the  surveyor-general  of 
Louisiana  on  account  of  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

SURVEYS. 

Under  authority  of  your  letters,  dated  May  17, 1898,  and  March  3, 1899,  division  E, 
a  contract  was  awarded  to  George  K.  Bradford,  United  States  deputy  surveyor,  on 
March  8,  1899,  for  the  resurvey  of  the  private  land  claim  of  Pierre  Belly,  entered  as 
No.  15  in  the  decisions  of  the  board  of  commissioners  for  the  eastern  district  of  the 
Territory  of  Orleans,  being  sees.  18  and  85  in  T.  10  S.,  R.  13  E.,  and  sees.  42  and  47 
in  T.  11  S.,  R.  13  E.,  southeastern  district,  Louisiana,  west  of  Mississippi  River. 

Deputy  Bradford  began  his  field  operations  during  the  month  of  May,  and  on 
account  of  natural  difficulties,  in  the  way  of  dense  swamp  growth  and  the  scarcity 
of  old  survey  marks,  he  has  filed  his  application  for  an  extension  of  time  to  com- 
plete his  surveys  and  make  returns  thereof  to  this  office. 

In  communications  to  this  office,  dated  May  31  and  June  7,  1899  (copies  of  which 
were  sent  to  your  office  on  June  1  and  10,  1899),  the  said  deputy  asks  also  that  his 
contract  be  modified  as  regards  the  rates  of  compensation,  stating  that  he  took  the 
contract  not  knowing  the  difficulties,  and  that  being  bound  by  it  he  will  complete 
it,  but  does  not  expect  to  make  a  dollar  out  of  it. 

In  his  letter  of  May  31  he  states  that  the  undergrowth  is  so  thick  that  it  took  him 
1  week  to  relocate  4  miles  of  lines,  and  that  at  another  time  it  took  him  9£  hours  to 
run  65  chains,  which  included  the  hunting  and  verifying  the  second  old  corner, 
which  he  had  found  after  10  days  of  work.  He  concludes  by  stating  that  his  expenses 
are  about  $8  per  day,  and  that  the  true  lines  so  far  located  will  not  pay  expenses. 

On  June  10, 1899, 1  informed  you  that,  while  I  believed  that  this  particular  kind  of 
work  should  be  paid  by  the  day,  I  preferred  to  leave  the  matter  to  your  decision,  and 
under  date  of  June  21,  1899,  division  E,  you  state  as  follows:  " Under  existing  law 
this  office  has  no  authority  to  allow  a  per  diem  compensation  for  the  execution  of 
public  surveys  or  resurvey s  in  Louisiana." 

It  has  always  been  held  by  this  office  that  the  rates  allowed  for  the  survey  of  pri- 
vate land  claims  (or  of  detached  work)  were  inadequate,  and  that  in  certain  partic- 
ular cases  the  per  diem  compensation  should  be  allowed. 

In  view  of  the  aforegoing  statements  of  Deputy  Bradford,  which  I  will  state  is  only 
one  of  the  many  of  such  statements  made  to  this  office  by  some  of  our  most  experi- 
enced and  faithful  surveyors,  I  would  most  urgently  request  your  special  attention 
to  this  matter,  and  would  respectfully  request  that  in  making  your  recommendations 
to  Congress  for  the  surveying  service  you  recommend  the  appropriation  of  a  suitable 
sum  for  the  survey  and  resurvey  of  private  land  claims  in  this  State,  and  that  the 
rates  or  mode  of  compensation  be  left  to  your  discretion. 

In  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  Land  Office  Report  for  1886,  pages  509 
and  519,  where  it  will  be  seen  that  two  deputies  of  this  office  declined  contracts 
aggregating  a  liability  of  $4,700  for  the  survey  of  private  laud  claims,  for  the  reason 
that  the  rates  were  inadequate. 
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OFFICE   WORK. 

On  entering  upon  rny  duties  on  February  1,  1899,  I  found  that,  although  a  vast 
amount  of  work  had  been  done  during  ray  predecessor's  incumbency,  there  still 
remained  much  to  be  done.  I  hope  the  following  statements  will  show  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  bureau  that  during  the  fiscal  year  just  closed,  both  before  and  since  I 
entered  on  duty,  a  sufficient  amount  of  work  has  been  done. 

The  inspector's  report  will  bear  me  out  in  the  statement  that  all  this  was  done,  not 
only  with  an  able  and  efficient  clerical  force,  but  also  with  a  limited  one,  as  he  also 
recommended  an  increase  in  both  the  drafting  and  copying  departments. 

There  were  received  during  the  past  fiscal  year  251  letters  and  reports  from  the 
Department,  all  of  which  were  properly  indorsed  as  soon  as  received;  and  310  letters 
and  reports  were  written  by  this  office  to  the  Department.  There  were  written  35 
letters  to  tbe  officers  of  the  local  land  offices  and  16  letters  were  received  from  them. 
From  deputy  surveyors,  local  surveyors,  and  individuals  we  have  received  235  letters, 
and  296  letters  have  been  written  to  these,  making  a  total  of  502  letters  and  reports 
received  and  properly  indorsed,  and  671  letters  and  reports  written  by  this  office  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1899. 

CERTIFICATES    OF    LOCATION. 

Th©  third  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June  2,  1858  (11  Stat.,  p.  294) 
provides  as  follows:  "That  all  cases  of  confirmation  by  this  act,  or  where  any  private 
land  claim  has  been  confirmed  by  Congress  and  the  same  in  whole  or  in  part  has  not 
been  located  or  satisfied,  either  for  want  of  a  specified  location  prior  to  such  con- 
firmation, or  for  any  reason  whatsoever  other  than  a  discovery  of  fraud  in  such 
claim  subsequent  to  such  confirmation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  survey  or- general 
of  the  district  in  which  such  claim  was  situated,  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  such 
claim  had  been  so  confirmed,  and  that  the  same,  in  whole  or  in  part,  remains  unsat- 
isfied, to  issue  to  the  claimant  or  his  legal  representatives  a  certificate  of  location  for 
a  quantity  of  land  equal  to  that  so  confirmed  and  unsatisfied." 

Under  the  above  section  and  act  there  were  issued  certificates  of  location,  in  whole 
or  in  part  satisfaction  of  72  confirmed  private  land  claims,  aggregating  24,451.46 
acres  of  land.  This  by  itself  necessitated  the  filling  up  of  274  certificates  on  the 
engraved  form,  and  also  the  recording  of  each  case  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
Of  these  72  cases  sent  to  the  Department,  47  cases  have  been  authenticated  and 
returned  to  this  office  for  proper  delivery. 

After  the  delivery  of  the  said  certificates,  the  same  were  returned  to  this  office 
accompanied  with  duly  executed  acts  of  sale  from  the  legal  representatives  of  the 
confirmees  to  the  purchasers,  who  returned  the  certificates  of  location  to  be  indorsed 
with  the  proper  certificate,  showing  their  rights  to  dispose  of  same. 

During  the  past  year  165  certificates  were  indorsed,  and  39  original  acts  of  sale, 
in  support  of  said  indorsements,  were  sent  to  your  office.  Before  transmission, 
copies  of  each  act  were  made  and  retained  for  the  files  of  this  office. 

Now,  as  regards  the  amount  of  work  required  of  this  office  before  passing  upon 
any  of  the  applications  filed  in  this  office  for  the  issuance  of  certificates  of  location 
under  the  aforementioned  act  of  June  2, 1858, 1  believe  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  what 
has  been  said  in  past  reports  regarding  this  branch  of  the  business  of  this  office, 
knowing  that  you  are  fully  aware  of  the  intricateness  of  this  particular  work. 

PATENT    PLATS. 

In  this  branch  of  the  service  much  has  been  done  also,  and,  as  I  have  said  under 
the  heading  of  certificates  of  location,  it  is  needless  to  repeat  what  has  been  said  in 
past  reports  regarding  the  intricacies  of  this  particular  work.  I  will,  therefore, 
merely  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  71  patent  plats  have 
been  issued,  in  duplicate,  in  satisfaction  of  private  land  claims  confirmed  by  the 
several  acts  of  Congress,  making  a  total  of  142  plats  prepared  ;  the  duplicates  hav- 
ing been  sent  to  your  office.  This  will  leave  yet  to  be  made,  in  duplicate,  5,498  of 
such  plats. 

As  most  of  these  plats  were  issued  in  satisfaction  of  claims  confirmed  by  the  act 
of  Congress  approved  February  10,  1897,  entitled  "  An  act  to  quiet  title  and  posses- 
sion with  respect  to  certain  unconfirmed  and  located  private  land  claims  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana"  (U.  S.  Stat.,  29,  p.  517),  supplemental  diagrams  had  to  be  prepared,  in 
triplicate,  to  be  filed  with  the  proper  township  plats  of  survey  on  file  in  this  office, 
your  office,  and  the  local  land  offices,  as  directed  by  your  letter  G  dated  March  31, 
1897. 

SWAMP   LAND. 

At  the  request  of  the  register  of  the  State  land  office  or  of  the  State's  agent,  selec- 
tions of  swamp  lands  were  made  in  the  southwestern  district,  northwestern  district, 
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and  district  north  of  lied  River,  aggregating  2,670.24  acres.  These  selections  neces- 
sitated the  examination  of  the  field  notes  of  surveys  of  21  sections  in  different  town- 
ships and  the  preparation  of  10  lists  in  triplicate  (or  30  lists  in  all).  To  this  must 
be  added  the  examination  and  the  copying  of  the  affidavits  tiled  with  each  case, 
which  affidavits  relate  to  the  character  of  the  land  at  the  date  of  the  granting  act. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Thirty  supplemental  diagrams,  tiled  with  the  proper  plats  of  survey,  were  prepared 
in  triplicate,  making  a  total  of  90  diagrams  prepared.  Three  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  pages  of  old  field  notes  have  been  copied  for  preservation. 

Under  instructions  from  the  Department,  the  recalculation  of  areas  and  the  sub- 
division of  sections  were  effected  in  the  following  cases,  viz  :  Sec.  5,  T.  9  S.,  R.  13  E., 
Greensburg  district,  Louisiana;  sees.  2  and  4,  T.  9  S.,  R.  8  W.,  southwestern  district, 
Louisiana;  sec.  25,  T.  8  S.,  R.  3  E.,  southeastern  district,  Louisiana,  east  of  river; 
sec.  20,  T.  3  N.,  R.  3  E.,  district  north  of  Red  River,  Louisiana;  sec.  35,  T.  11  S.,  R. 
13  W.,  southwestern  district,  Louisiana;  sec.  12,  T.  3  S.,  R.  12  W.,  southwestern  dis- 
trict, Louisiana;  sec.  30,  1,  8  S.,  R.  3  E.,  southeastern  district,  Louisiana,  east  of 
river;  sec.  16,  T.  11  N.,  R.  5  W.,  northwestern  district,  Louisiana. 

The  field  notes  of  32  townships  have  been  copied  and  transmitted  to  your  office, 
as  requested  by  you,  and  the  field  notes  of  2  other  townships  have  been  copied  and 
transmitted  to  the  local  land  office  at  Natchitoches,  La. 

The  special  agent  (Peterson)  of  the  General  Land  Office  was  furnished  with  copies 
of  2  township  maps,  and  also  with  a  copy  of  the  field  notes  of  5  sections. 

All  the  correspondence  (except  formal  matters)  has  been  transcribed  from  the 
letter-press  books  into  permanent  record  books,  aggregating  557  record-book  pages. 

Transcripts  have  been  made  for  the  files  of  this  office,  also  of  all  the  original  doc- 
uments accompanying  the  reports  transmitting  certificates  of  location  under  the  act 
of  1858. 

To  the  above  must  be  added  the  preparation  of  the  quarterly  accounts,  in  dupli- 
cate, of  all  payments  made  under  the  appropriations  for  salaries  and  contingent 
expenses. 

Much  time  has  also  been  consumed  in  comparing  each  and  every  piece  of  work 
made,  and  also  in  exhibiting  documents,  maps,  etc.,  and  explaining  the  same  to  the 
public. 

I  hope  that  the  above  will  show  that,  with  the  limited  force  at  command,  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  work  has  beeu  done  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

There  being  still  a  vast  amount  of  urgent  and  important  work  remaining  to  be 
done,  I  would  most  respectfully  call  your  special  attention  to  statements  A,  B,  and 
C,  being  respectively  estimates  of  funds  necessary  for  surveys,  compensation  of 
myself  and  clerks,  and  for  contingent  expenses  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1901. 

I  would  further  most  earnestly  urge  that  in  making  your  recommendations  to 
Congress  the  amounts  asked  in  said  estimates  be  favorably  considered,  as  the  office 
is  absolutely  in  need  of  a  larger  clerical  force.

The  necessity  for  the  surveys  and  resurveys  in  the  above  districts  has  long  since 
been  fully  demonstrated  to  this  office  by  settlers  (verbally  or  by  petitions),  and  in 
many  instances  also  by  deputy  surveyors.  These  last,  when  making  surveys  in  cer- 
tain localities,  experience  much  difficulty,  not  only  on  account  of  existing  mis- 
closures  in  the  old  surveys,  but  also  on  account  of  there  being  apparently  no  estab- 
lished Government  lines.  As  in  many  instances  the  old  lines  can  not  be  found,  the 
hunting  up  of  proper  starting  points  in  such  cases  cause  much  annoyance  aud  loss 
of  time.

Explanatory  notes  in  support  of  the  several  amounts  submitted  in  above  estimates, 
the  amounts  being,  in  my  humble  judgment,  the  lowest  sums  for  which  the  service 
can  be  conducted: 

(1)  The  estimate  of  $2,000  for  my  salary  as  surveyor-general  is  in  accordance  with 
the  original  act  of  March  3,  1831,  fixing  said  salary,  and,  owing  to  the  labor  and  great 
responsibilities  incumbent  on  me,  the  compensation  is  certainly  a  reasonable  one. 

(2)  The  chief  clerk's  salary  of  $1,800  I  believe  just  and  very  moderate,  his  duty 
being  the  general  supervision  over  all  that  pertains  to  this  office. 

(3)  The  salary  of  the  chief  draftsman  and  claim  clerk,  which  I  estimate  at  $1,700, 
is  very  moderate,  his  duties  being  the  examination  and  passing  upon  all  applica- 
tions for  certificates  of  location  under  the  act  of  June  3,  1858;  the  preparation  of 
special  instructions  to  deputy  surveyors ;  the  examination  of  all  surveying  returns 
and  the  tabling  and  platting  of  same,  as  also  the  preparation  of  patent  plats. 

(4)  The  estimate  of  $1,400  for  the  draftsman  and  calculator  is  certainly  moderate, 
his  duties  being  the  protracting  of  maps  from  the  field  notes,  copying  of  maps,  pre- 
paring patent  plats  for  private  land  claims,  and  calculating  areas  of  sections  as  well 
as  the  subdividing  of  same. 

(5)  The  duties  of  the  two  assistant  draftsmen  are  to  assist  the  draftsman  and 
calculator  in  all  his  work.  I  believe  the  estimate  of  $2,600  for  the  two  is  very 
moderate. 

(6)  The  salary  of  one  clerk  to  continue  the  exhibit  of  private  land  claims,  estimated 
at  $1,200,  is  very  moderate,  as  it  will  require  an  expert  to  do  the  work. 

(7)  I  should  think  $1,000  is  very  moderate  for  the  salary  of  a  clerk  and  typewriter. 

(8)  The  estimate  of  $4,500  for  five  clerks,  at  $900  each,  for  general  help  and  to 
bring  up  arrear  work  is  very  moderate  considering  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done, 
and  in  this  connection  I  beg  to  refer  to  statement  D,  under  the  heading  of  '  'Arrear 
work."

The  estimate  of  $780  for  salary  of  messenger  and  porter  is  very  moderate,  for,  in 
addition  to  his  regular  work  as  such,  he  is  expected  to  give  general  help  in  the  office, 
which  at  times  could  be  considered  clerical  work. 

The  estimate  of  $200  for  binding  of  records  is,  I  believe,  very  moderate,  as  also  is  the 
estimate  of  $300  for  stationery.

Sir:  In  conformity  with  instructions  contained  in  your  circular  letter  E,  dated 
April  18, 1899,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  in  duplicate,  my  annual  report 
of  the  surveying  operations  in  this  district  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899, 
with  the  following  tabular  statements : 

A. — Statement  of  contracts  entered  into  hy  the  surveyor-general  of  Minnesota  for 
the  survey  of  public  lands  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  i899;  act  approved  July  1,  1898. 

B. — Statement  of  contracts  entered  into  by  the  survey  or~general  of  Minnesota  for 
the  survey  of  Indian  reservation  lands  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  complet- 
ing the  necessary  surveys  within  the  Chippewa  Indian  reservations  in  Minnesota; 
act  approved  July  1,  1898. 

There  have  been  surveyed  10  townships  of  public  lands  and  19  townships  of  Indian 
reservation  lands,  the  field  notes  of  which  have  been  examined  during  the  year  and 
the  plats  made. 

The  transcripts  of  the  field  notes  of  20  townships  have  been  completed. 

Two  townships  of  public  lands  and  18  townships  of  Indian  reservation  lands  have 
been  surveyed,  the  office  work  on  which  is  not  completed.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  circular  letter  E  of  April  18,  1899,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit,  in  duplicate,  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899, 
with  tabular  statements  showing  contracts  let  for  the  survey  of  public  lands  during 
the  year. 

No  deposits  were  made  by  individuals  or  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  for 
the  survey  of  public  lands  during  the  year. 

The  two  townships  under  contract  No.  215  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report, 
comprising 46,038. 14  acres,  have  been  platted  and  the  notes  transcribed  and  forwarded 
to  your  office. 

In  compliance  with  your  letter  E  of  May  3, 1899,  I  have  had  copied  for  your  office 
the  field  notes  of  tbe  exterior  boundaries  and  subdivision  lines  of  15  townships,  but 
the  comparison  with  the  original  is  not  yet  completed. 

The  contracts  for  the  survey  of  the  public  lands  have  been  let  during  the  year, 
with  an  aggregate  liability  of  $5,000. 

During  tne  year,  whenever  opportunity  offered  without  interfering  with  the  cur- 
rent business  of  the  office,  I  have  continued  the  work  of  thoroughly  indexing  the 
field  notes  of  the  public  surveys.  There  is  also  a  large  amount  of  other  records  that 
should  be  properly  indexed.

I  would  renew  my  recommendation  of  former  annual  reports,  that  the  standard 
parallels  throughout  the  State  be  completed  and  the  proper  connections  made. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  for 
the  restoration  of  mineral  monuments  and  their  connection  with  the  public  surveys 
as  stated  in  former  annual  reports  and  estimates. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  status  of  saline  lands  in  this  State  and  ask  that 
you  recommend  to  Congress  to  extend  the  mineral  land  laws  to  include  the  salines. 
At  present  there  is  no  law  of  Congress  under  which  title  can  be  obtained  in  this 
State  to  saline  lands,  much  to  the  inconvenience  and  detriment  of  our  people.  I  can 
see  no  good  and  sufficient  reason  why  saline  lands  should  not  be  sold  by  the  Govern- 
ment under  the  mineral  land  laws  in  the  same  way  that  borax,  soda  lands,  etc.,  are 
now.  There  are  some  cases  where  the  salt  occurs  in  lodes  or  deposits  and  is  mined 
like  other  lodes.     In  such  cases  the  laws  relating  to  lode  claims  could  be  applied. 

The  original  act  of  Congress  reserving  saline  lands,  etc.,  was  passed  more  thau  a 
hundred  years  ago,  in  1796,  and  was  intended  to  meet  an  entirely  different  state  of 
facts  from  what  obtains  to-day,  and  especially  in  this  Western  country.  As  there 
were  few  localities  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  where  salt  could  be  obtained,  Con- 
gress very  properly  reserved  the  salines  from  sale  to  prevent  them  being  monopolized 
to  the  detriment  of  the  people  of  the  country. 

But  the  state  of  affairs  now  is  entirely  different,  and  especially  so  in  this  State. 
Salt  is  found  in  immense  quantities  in  all  parts  of  the  State  and  it  would  be  utterly 
impossible  to  create  a  salt  monopoly.     I  doubt  whether  the  General  Government  still 
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holds  any  salines  east  of  the  Mississippi,  as  the  rapid  and  abundant  means  of  com- 
munication renders  the  reservation  unnecessary  for  the  purpose  originally  had  in 
view.  The  policy  of  the  absolute  reservation  of  the  salines  is  the  unconscious  sur- 
vival of  a  policy  originally  beneficial,  but  from  the  change  of  conditions  not  only  no 
longer  necessary,  but  extremely  vexatious  and  detrimental. 

In  some  States  salines  may  be  purchased  at  public  auction  or  private  entry  at  $1.25 
per  acre.  But  in  this  State  there  is  absolutely  no  way  to  obtain  title  to  saline  land. 
Salt  in  large  quantities  is  a  necessity  for  the  reduction  of  ores  and  other  purposes, 
and  the  only  way  to  obtain  it  is  to  trespass  upon  the  public  lands,  under  penalty  of 
arrest,  for  there  is  no  more  law  allowing  a  person  to  take  salt  from  the  public  domain 
than  there  is  allowing  him  to  purchase  the  land. 

The  best  vv  ay  to  remedy  the  matter  is  to  extend  the  mineral  laws  to  embrace  salines. 
If  borax,  soda,  sulphur,  clay,  petroleum,  etc.,  are  minerals  under  the  law,  why  should 
not  salt  be  likewise  ?

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in  your  circular  letter  E,  dated 
April  18,  1899,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  in  duplicate  my  annual  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

During  the  said  fiscal  year  7  contracts  (numbered  326  to  332,  both  inclusive),  and 
21  contracts  under  special  instructions,  have  been  awarded  for  the  survey  of  public 
lands,  private  land  claims,  or  grants  (confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land 
Claims),  and  small-holding  claims  (filed  under  the  provisions  of  sections  16  and  17  of 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891,  amended  February  21,  1893,  and  again 
amended  June  27,  1898).  Of  said  contracts  17  are  for  the  survey  and  corrected  sur- 
veys of  private  land  claims  which  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land 
Claims.

MINING  SURVEYS. 


During  the  said  fiscal  year  there  has  been  deposited,  on  account  of  the  surveys 
and  amended  surveys  of  mining  claims,  $1,600,  and  applications  were  duly  made  for 
the  survey  of  70  mining  claims,  the  amended  survey  of  14  mining  claims,  and  reports 
on  65  placer  and  lode  mining  claims. 

During  the  said  fiscal  year  mining  district  plats  were  completed  for  the  77  mining 
districts  in  this  Territory,  which  required  the  making  of  138  district  plats. 

During  the  said  fiscal  year  48  mineral  monuments,  located  in  various  unsnrveyed 
townships  in  tbis  district,  have  been  platted,  a  majority  of  which  were  work  in 
arrears,  as  also  with  the  mining  district  plats. 

During  the  said  fiscal  year  46  townships  have  been  platted,  showing  sections  and 
lots  made  fractional  by  mining  locations  situate  therein,  the  areas  computed,  and 
tracings  of  same  furnished  to  the  local  land  offices  and  to  t*he  General  Land  Office. 
There  is  still  a  large  amount  of  this  work  to  be  done,  which  should  be  finished  at  the 
earliest  practicable  date.  On  account  of  numerous  errors  in  old  mining  surveys,  it 
has  been  found  impossible  to  properly  plat  and  show  fractional  lots  in  the  numerous 
townships  in  which  the  same  are  situate,  and  the  same  should  be  taken  up  at  an 
early  date  with  a  view  to  straightening  out  all  such  irregularities;  after  which  done, 
the  same  should  be  platted  and  tracings  of  such  townships  furnished  to  the  local 
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land  offices  in  the  different  districts  of  the  Territory  and  to  the  General  Land  Office. 
I  estimate  that  this  work  alone  will  require  the  services  of  two  or  three  competent 
draftsmen  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  months. 

I  would  urge  the  importance  of  an  appropriation  for  the  restoration  of  mineral 
monuments  and  their  proper  connection  with  puhlic  surveys  and  with  each  other. 
A  majority  of  the  mineral  monuments  in  this  district  are  on  unsurveyed  ground  and 
mining  claims  connected  with  such  monuments.  Most  of  such  monuments  were 
established  many  years  ago,  without  regard  to  their  permanency  in  construction,  and 
were  insufficiently  witnessed.  Many  of  these  monuments  have  now  become  obliter- 
ated or  destroyed,  and  as  the  same  are  the  official  points  of  reference  by  which  to 
fix  the  locus  of  all  surveyed  and  patented  mining  claims,  it  is  of  great  importance 
that  they  should  be  properly  perpetuated,  and  they  should  be  reestablished  perma- 
nently and  witnessed  by  connecting  them  with  public  surveys,  with  each  other,  and 
with  natural  objects. 

In  numerous  instances,  when  the  lines  of  public  surveys  were  subsequently  extended 
over  townships  in  which  were  situate  mineral  monuments  previously  established,  the 
deputy  surveyors  failed  to  make  proper  connections  with  such  monuments  or  with  the 
mineral  surveys  in  said  townships,  and  therefore  it  is  impossible  to  show  lottings  and 
areas  made  fractional  in  such  townships  by  reason  of  such  mining  surveys,  or  to  fix 
the  locus  of  the  mineral  monuments  or  the  mineral  surveys.  This  should  be  rem- 
edied by  the  letting  of  contracts  to  competent  deputies  to  make  such  connections  as 
will  enable  this  office  to  locate  the  monuments  and  old  mineral  surveys,  making  it 
feasible  to  approve  new  mineral  surveys  in  those  localities,  as  well  as  to  show  said 
townships  made  fractional,  with  proper  lottings  and  areas. 

Mining-claim  surveys  should  be  examined  in  the  field  to  insure  their  correctness, 
in  a  like  manner  as  the  surveys  of  public  lands  and  private  land  claims,  to  obviate 
errors  and  irregularities,  and  in  order  that  patents  to  such  mining  claims  shall  prop- 
erly recite  claimants'  lands,  and  I  believe  mining  claimants  are  entitled  to  such  a 
proper  safeguard.  Numerous  patents  for  mining  claims  in  this  district  recite  wrongly 
the  lands  which  claimants  intended  to  cover,  by  reason  of  errors  in  lines  and  connec- 
tions made  by  deputies  during  the  past  thirty  years. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  manual  of  surveying  instructions  for  the  survey  of  min- 
eral lauds  be  amended  to  require  that  a  United  States  location  mineral  monument  be 
located  in  townships  within  a  radius  of  2  miles  from  all  mining  claims  surveyed,  and 
that  such  mining  claims  be  tied  to  said  mineral  monuments  in  addition  to  tying  the 
same  to  the  corners  of  the  public  surveys,  as  an  additional  check  to  insure  the  correct- 
ness of  their  location.  It  is  found  exceedingly  difficult  to  harmonize  both  systems  of 
mineral  and  public  surveys  with  each  other,  and  by  the  establishment  of  such  location 
monuments  and  tying  the  same  to  several  corners  of  the  public  surveys  in  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity,  and  requiring  all  mining  claims  within  2  miles  of  such  monument  to  be 
tied  to  same  in  addition  to  the  corners  of  the  public  surveys,  the  same  would  pre- 
vent conflicts  and  irregularities  which,  though  the  same  might  not  appear  upon  the 
ground,  would  be  incorporated  into  the  field  notes  and  patents,  by  reason  of  erro- 
neous township  surveys  or  the  moving  of  public  survey  corners. 

In  townships  to  be  hereafter  surveyed,  in  which  mineral  surveys  are  situated,  the 
manual  of  surveying  instructions  should  provide  that  at  the  time  of  making  such 
public  survey,  intersections  should  be  noted  and  connections  given  with  all  of  such 
mineral  surveys  and  established  mineral  monuments  in  said  township. 

In  this  district  and  throughout  the  mineral  sections  of  the  West,  by  threats,  force, 
or  violence,  adverse  claimants  of  mining  claims  are  prevented  from  having  adverse 
surveys  made  by  United  States  deputy  mineral  surveyors  for  the  purpose  of  filing 
adverse  claims  in  the  local  land  offices  against  the  issuance  of  a  patent  for  mineral 
land.  Section  2412  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  provides  that  "  Every 
person  who,  in  any  manner,  by  threats  or  force,  interrupts,  .hinders,  or  prevents  the 
surveying  of  public  lands,  or  of  any  private  land  claim  which  has  been,  or  may  be, 
confirmed  by  the  United  States,  by  the  persons  authorized  to  survey  the  same  in  con- 
formity with  the  instructions  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $3,000,  and  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  three  years." 

I  suggest  that  the  above  section  be  amended  by  inserting,  after  the  word  "lands" 
on  line  2,  the  following:  "Or  of  any  unpatented  mining  claim  located  under  any  of 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  survey  for  the  purpose  of  locating  any  con- 
flict between  any  such  mining  claims,  required  by  any  law  or  by  any  regulation  or 
requirement  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  for  the  purpose  of  filing 
any  adverse  claim  to  any  application  for  a  United  States  patent  for  any  such  mining 
claims."  This  amendment  would  prevent  or  provide  a  remedy  for  such  acts  of  vio- 
lence and  greatly  assist  mineral  claimants  in  asserting  adverse  rights  to  mineral 
lands  by  lawful  methods. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  Court 
of  Private  Land  Claims  and  to  provide  for  the  settlement  of  private  land  claims  in 
certain  States  and  Territories,"  provides,  among  other  things,  that  "no  allowance 
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or  confirmation  of  any  claim  shall  confer  any  right  or  title  to  any  gold,  silver,  or 
quicksilver  mines,  or  mineral  of  the  same,  unless  the  grant  claimed  affected  the  dona- 
tion or  sale  of  such  mines  or  minerals  to  the  grantee,  or  unless  such  grantee  has 
become  otherwise  entitled  thereto  in  law  or  in  equity;  but  all  such  mines  and  min- 
erals shall  remain  the  property  of  the  United  States,  with  the  right  of  working  the 
same,  which  fact  shall  be  stated  in  all  patents  under  this  act,  and  no  such  mines 
shall  be  worked  on  any  property  confirmed  under  this  act  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  of  such  property,  until  specifically  authorized  thereto  by  an  act  of  Congress 
hereafter  passed. " 

No  act  of  Congress  has  yet  been  passed  giving  persons  the  right  to  work  the  mines 
or  minerals  on  grants  confirmed  under  this  act,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large 
number  of  persons  in  this  district  have  made  locations  of  mining  claims  upon  lands 
which  are  or  will  be  included  within  the  boundaries  of  grants  confirmed  under  said 
act,  in  justice  to  such  locators,  and  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  said  act  of  March 
3,  1891,  an  act  of  Congress  giving  miners  the  right  to  work  such  minerals  reserved 
in  the  confirmation  of  grants,  by  the  said  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  should  be 
passed  at  an  early  date.  Such  a  law  would  greatly  facilitate  the  development  of 
the  natural  resources  of  the  Territory  within  the  exterior  boundaries  of  said  grants 
and  materially  benefit  our  population.  I  request  that  your  office  present  this  mat- 
ter properly  before  the  next  Congress  and  urge  the  passage  of  an  act  for  the  purposes 
herein  recited. 

For  proper  and  just  causes  I  revoked  the  commission  of  United  States  Deputy 
Mineral  Surveyor  Walter  G.  Marmon,  on  October  14,  1898,  and  the  commission  of 
Charles  C.  Cotton,  United  States  deputy  mineral  surveyor,  on  February  8,  1899,  and 
reported  the  same  to  your  office. 

The  annexed  tabular  statement,  Exhibit  D,  shows  the  mineral  surveys  executed 
during  the  said  fiscal  year. 

PRIVATE    LAND    CLAIMS. 

There  are  still  about  35  private-land-claim  cases  pending  before  the  Court  of  Pri- 
vate Land  Claims.  These  grants  contain,  approximately,  between  4,000,000  and 
5,000,000  acres  of  land.  There  are  24  grants  which  have  been  confirmed  by  said 
court  which  are  still  unsurveyed,  14  of  which  are  still  on  appeal  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States.  Numerous  grants  have  been  rejected  by  said  court,  of 
which  20  of  such  rejected  private  land  claims  are  on  appeal  before  the  Supreme 
Court.  Of  these  79  grants  still  in  an  uncompleted  condition,  it  is  safe  to  predict  that 
50  or  60  per  cent  will  be  confirmed  in  part  or  in  their  entirety  and  will  have  to  be 
surveyed  under  decrees  of  confirmation  as  the  same  become  final.  All  private  land 
claims  should  be  adjudicated  and  all  unfinished  business  of  said  court  completed 
within  the  life  of  same.  The  work  in  this  office  in  connection  with  the  surveying 
of  these  grants  will  create  a  large  and  increased  amount  of  labor. 

Twenty-two  private  land  claims  have  been  surveyed,  or  corrected  surveys  made 
of  same  under  decrees  of  approval  and  confirmation  by  said  court  during  the  said 
fiscal  year,  as  follows :

Corrected  surveys. 


About. 
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There  are  still  a  number  of  private  land  claims  to  be  surveyed  under  decrees  which 
have  been  certified  to  this  office,  as  also  corrected  surveys  of  several  grants  to  be 
made  under  orders  of  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  and  corrections  in  certain 
grant  surveys  to  be  made  by  reason  of  improper  surveys  having  been  heretofore 
made  by  the  deputies. 

SMALL-HOLDING   CLAIMS. 

There  have  been  upward  of  4,000  small-holding  claims  filed  in  this  office  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  16  and  17  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  amended  February 
21,  1893,  and  again  amended  June  27,  1898,  for  tracts  of  laud  not  exceeding  160  acres 
each. 

Contracts  have  been  awarded  for  the  survey  of  the  exterior  boundary  and  con- 
necting lines  of  such  of  said  small-holding  claims  which  are  of  such  shape  that  the 
claimants  can  not  readily  secure  their  interest  by  entry  of  legal  subdivisions  of  the 
public  land  surveys,  and  which  are  known  to  be  located  upon  townships  heretofore 
surveyed.  Such  of  said  claims  as  are  located  upon  township  surveys  not  heretofore 
made,  and  as  are  found  upon  proper  investigation  to  be  valid,  are  being  surveyed  as 
the  lines  of  public  surveys  are  extended  over  such  townships. 

A  majority  of  these  filings  cover  as  many  as  six  or  eight  tracts  each,  which  total 
number  of  tracts  do  not  exceed  in  area  160  acres,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  will 
be  at  least  three  times  as  many  tracts  to  survey  as  there  are  filings  made. 

By  reason  of  the  amendment  of  June  27, 1898,  to  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  which 
extended  the  time  for  filing  small-holding  claims  in  this  office  to  March  4,  1901, 
numerous  filings  are  being  daily  made  by  claimants  who  had  not  heretofore  filed 
under  said  small-holding  act,  either  through  ignorance  of  the  law  or  for  the  reason 
that  they  could  not  then  show  twenty  years'  continuous  adverse  possession,  or  which 
small-holding  tracts  had  been  covered  by  grants  which  have  since  been  rejected  by 
the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  and  I  believe  that  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the 
time  for  filing  under  said  act  there  will  have  been  filed  in  this  office  upward  of 
6,000  small-holding  claims. 

Owners  of  irregular  tracts  of  land  embracing  all  property  in  the  city  of  Santa  Fe 
are  now  filing  on  such  tracts  of  land,  which  had  formerly  been  covered  by  the  Santa 
Fe  grant  (rejected),  and  I  believe  that  upward  of  1,500  filings  for  tracts  in  this  city 
alone  will  be  made  under  such  small-holding  act.  Numerous  other  towns  and  vil- 
lages will  be  similarly  affected,  and  a  great  many  of  such  small-holding  surveys, 
embracing  towns  and  villages,  will  have  to  be  made.  The  platting  of  these  small- 
holding claims  is  very  complicated,  the  same  having  to  be  made  on  an  enlarged 
scale,  in  triplicate,  showing  only  one  or  two  sections,  often  necessitating  the  making 
of  as  many  as  thirty  plats  for  one  township. 

The  law  provides  that  when  the  lines  of  public  surveys  are  extended  over  town- 
ships in  which  small-holding  claims  are  situated,  the  same  shall  be  surveyed  at  the 
time  of  making  such  public  survey,  and  the  surveying  of  such  small-holding  claims 
paid  for  at  subdivisional  mileage  rates.  Deputies  heretofore  awarded  this  class  of 
contracts  have  complained  that  they  can  not  make  living  wages  by  surveying  such 
small-holding  tracts  at  these  minimum  subdivisional  rates,  and  for  such  reason  I  find 
it  almost  impossible  to  let  contracts  to  competent  deputy  surveyors  for  townships 
embracing  any  large  number  of  such  small  holdings,  and  the  law  in  this  connection 
should  be  changed  to  allow  the  awarding  of  contracts  for  all  small-holding  surveys 
at  per  diem  rates,  whether  the  same  be  in  townships  heretofore  surveyed,  or  within 
townships  to  be  hereafter  surveyed. 

Sections  16  and  17  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  amended  February  21,  1893,  and 
again  amended  June  27,  1898,  work  an  injustice  to  claimants  in  that,  under  section 
16  of  said  pet,  small-holding  claimants  are  only  required  to  show  twenty  years'  actual, 
continuous,  adverse  possession  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  survey  of  their  claims, 
which  are  required  to  be  surveyed  at  the  time  of  the  extension  of  the  lines  of  public 
surveys  over  the  townships  in  which  such  claims  are  located;  while  section  17  of 
said  act  requires  claimants  to  show  twenty  years'  actual,  continuous,  adverse  posses- 
sion next  preceding  the  date  of  the  survey  of  the  townships  in  which  their  claims 
are  located. 

This  law  is  clearly  unjust,  when  claimants  under  one  section  can  secure  title  to 
their  lands  by  showing  twenty  years'  possession,  and  under  section  17  claimants  are 
required  to  show  thirty,  forty,  or  fifty  years'  possession  to  secure  title.  I  therefore 
have  the  honor  to  recommend  that  said  section  be  amended  so  as  to  read : 

"For  twenty  years  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  survey  of  such  tract,''  which 
amendment  will  place  claimants  for  lands  under  such  section  practically  in  the  same 
position  as  those  claiming  lands  under  the  nreceding  section  of  said  act. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 

Under  authority  granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  subdivision  of  section 
2223,  United  States  Revised  Statutes,  I  have  had  field  examinations  made  of  the  sur- 
veys of  the  following-named  grants,  viz: 

"Piedra  Lunibre"  grant  (reported  No.  73),  situate  in  Rio  Arriba  County,  N.  Mex. 

"Town  of  Jaeoua"  grant  (reported  No.  92),  situate  in  Santa  Fe  County,  N.  Mex. 

"Polvadera"  grant  (reported  No.  131),  situate  in  Rio  Arriba  County,  N.  Mex. 

"Elena  Gallegos"  grant  (P.  L.  C.  docket  No.  51),  situate  in  Bernalillo  County, 
N.  Mex. 

"Angostura  "  grant  (reported  No.  84),  situate  in  Bernalillo  County,  N.  Mex.

Field  examinations  have  been  made  of  public  surveys  under  the  following  con- 
tracts, viz: 

Contracts  Nos.  300,  305,  309,  310,  320,  324,  and  under  special  instructions  dated 
May  9,  1898,  David  M.  White,  deputy  surveyor,  embracing  surveys  in  fractional  T.  17 
N.,  R.  10  E.,  as  also  examinations  of  reestablished  public  land  lines  under  special 
instructions  to  deputies  awarded  contracts  for  grant  surveys  and  to  reestablish  bound- 
aries of  old  grants  found  necessary  to  reestablish  to  show  proper  connections  and 
areas  to  be  excluded. 

Field  examinations  have  yet  to  be  made  of  the  surveys  and  corrected  surveys  of 
the  following  grants,  viz: 

"  Ojo  de  San  Jose"  grant  (private  land  claim  docket  Nos.  130  and  182) ;  "Arroyo 
Hondo"  grant  (reported  No.  159);  "Canada  de  Cochiti "  grant  (reported  No.  135); 
the  corrected  survey  of  the  "Sevilleta"  grant  (reported  No.  105);  the  corrected 
survey  of  the  "Antonio  Sedilla"  grant  (reported  No.  50);  a  new  survey  of  the 
"Dona  Ana  Bend  Colony"  grant  (reported  No.  85),  yet  to  be  made;  and  a  new  survey 
of  the  "Pueblo  of  Santa  Clara"  grant  (reported  No.  138),  yet  to  be  made,  the  for- 
mer surveys  having  been  rejected. 

Examinations  of  numerous  other  grant  surveys  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  near 
future,  when  the  surveys  are  returned  to  this  office  on  the  outstanding  contracts 
awarded.  Field  inspection  will  also  have  to  be  made  of  public  surveys  now  com- 
pleted or  to  be  completed  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.    . 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  most  cases  deputy  surveyors  are  compelled  to  borrow 
money  to  carry  out  their  contracts,  early  examinations  of  their  surveys  in  the  field 
should  be  made  in  order  to  expedite  the  settlement  of  their  accounts. 

REJECTED    SURVEYS. 

During  the  said  fiscal  year  your  office  has  rejected  all  surveys  executed  by  Hiram 
T.  Brown,  deputy  surveyor,  under  contract  No.  290,  which  embraced  the  surveys  of 
numerous  townships,  fractional  townships,  and  small  holding  claims.  A  contract  for 
the  survey  of  a  portion  of  said  stated  townships  has  been  awarded,  and  a  further 
contract  embracing  the  remaining  surveys  enumerated  in  said  contract  No.  290 
(rejected)  will  be  awarded  at  an  early  date. 
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This  office  has  rejected  the  survey  of  T.  9  S.,  R.  17  E.,  as  executed  by  Mark  Howel, 
deputy  surveyor,  under  his  contract  No.  307,  the  same  having  been  found  to  be 
executed  in  an  improper  manner. 

I  have  rejected  the  survey  of  T.  18  N.,  R.  5  E.,  executed  by  Walter  G.  Marmon, 
deputy  surveyor,  under  contract  No.  310,  the  same  being  erroneously  executed  on 
the  ground  and  not  in  conformity  with  the  manual  of  surveying  instructions. 

I  have  finally  rejected  the  survey  of  the  "Dona  Ana  Bend  Colony'7  grant,  as  exe- 
cuted by  Clayton  G.  Coleman,  deputy  surveyor,  under  his  contract  No.  313,  the  same 
being  improperly  executed  and  out  of  closing  limits. 

I  have  finally  rejected  the  survey  of  the  "Pueblo  of  Santa  Clara"  grant,  as  exe- 
cuted by  Albert  F.  Easley,  deputy  surveyor,  under  contracts  Nos.  292  and  317,  the 
same  having  been  found  to  be  improperly  executed  on  the  ground. 

I  have  also  rejected  the  corrected  survey  of  the  "  Gijosa"  grant,  executed  by  Albert 
F.  Easley,  deputy  surveyor,  under  contract  No.  315,  with  leave  to  the  deputy  to 
appoint  a  compassman  to  correct  the  same. 

I  have  also  rejected  the  survey  of  the  "Arroyo  Hondo"  grant,  executed  under  con- 
tract No.  296,  by  Sherrard  Coleman,  deputy  surveyor,  with  leave  to  the  deputy  to 
correct  the  same. 

In  numerous  other  surveys  the  deputies  have  been  required  by  me  to  return  to  the 
field  and  make  necessary  corrections  in  grant  surveys,  viz : 

"Pajarito,"  "Town  of  Atrisco,"  "Gijosa,"  "  Sevilleta,"  "Town  of  Jacona,"  "Pol- 
vadera,"  "Canada  de  Cochiti,"  "San  Clemente,"  "El  Ranchito,"  and  "Angostura" 
grants. 

Under  instructions  from  your  office  deputy  surveyors  have  been  notified  to  return 
to  the  field  and  correct  public  surveys  under  the  following  contracts,  viz : 

No.  306  and  No.  310,  Walter  G.  Marmon,  deputy  surveyor;  No.  300,  Hiram  T.  Brown, 
deputy  surveyor;  No.  320,  Jasper  F.  Ortiz,  deputy  surveyor;  No.  324,  George  C.  Reed, 
deputy  surveyor. 

Corrections  are  now  being  made  in  the  field  by  deputy  George  Lynch  under  his 
contract  No.  318,  under  instructions  from  this  office. 

NECESSARY   APPROPRIATIONS. 

By  office  letter  of  June  26, 1899,  I  transmitted  to  you  in  duplicate  the  annual  esti- 
mate for  public  and  small  holding  claim  surveys,  and  for  private  land  claim  surveys 
in  this  district,  as  also  for  the  expenses  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1901,  together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  class,  character,  and  extent  of 
work  to  be  performed  in  this  office,  as  follows : 

For  the  survey  of  public  lands  and  small  holding  claims  filed  under  the  act 
of  March  3,  1891,  amended  February  21, 1893,  and  again  amended  June  27, 

1898 $25,000 

For  the  survey  of  private  land  claims 20,  000 

For  salary  of  surveyor-general 3,  000 

For  salaries,  clerical  force,  office  of  surveyor-general 13,  600 

For  contingent  expenses 1,  700 

Total 63,300 

As  stated  in  my  annual  estimate,  settlers  are  rapidly  locating  upon  the  unsurveyed 
lands  in  this  district,  and  by  reason  of  the  building  of  new  lines  of  railroad,  reser- 
voirs for  irrigation  purposes,  and  other  projects  for  the  building  up  of  the  Territory, 
there  will  be  a  much  greater  necessity  for  the  survey  of  public  lands  in  the  future 
than  there  has  been  in  the  past. 

Large  tracts  of  land  have  become  public  domain  by  reason  of  the  rejection  of 
private  land  claims,  and  numerous  small  holding  claims  heretofore  on  file  in  this  office 
will  now  have  to  be  surveyed  by  reason  of  such  grant  rejections.  There  will  be  an 
increased  demand  for  the  survey  of  small  holding  claims,  and  the  amendment  to  the 
act  of  March  3,  1891,  extending  the  time  for  filings  thereunder,  will  double  the  num- 
ber of  small  holding  claims  to  be  surveyed.  Whether  such  surveys  be  paid  at  mile- 
age or  per  diem  rates,  the  same  are  payable  from  the  appropriation  for  the  survey 
of  public  lands. 

There  will  also  be  an  increased  amount  of  public  surveys  required  on  account  of 
the  selection  of  donations  of  public  lands  to  educational  and  benevolent  institutions 
of  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  as  per  act  of  June  21,  1898,  and  the  estimated 
amount  of  $25,000  will  be  fully  required  for  the  survey  of  public  lands  and  small 
holding  claims  in  New  Mexico. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  state  that  the  rates  of  mileage,  as  paid  for  the  sur- 
vey of  public  lands  and  private  land  claims  in  New  Mexico,  are  not  sufficient  to 
enable  me  to  secure  the  services  of  first-class  contracting  deputy  surveyors,  for  the 
reason  that  a  majority  of  the  lands  to  be  surveyed  are  exceptionally  difficult  to  sur- 
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vey  by  reason  of  precipitous  mountain  ranges,  dense  timber  and  undergrowth,  and 
in  the  acts  of  Congress  making  appropriations  for  the  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the 
Government  in  the  appropriation  enumerated  "for  surveys  and  resurveys  of  public 
lands,"  wherein  it  is  provided  "that  the  States  of  Idaho,  Montana,  Oregon,  Cali- 
fornia, Arizona,  Wyoming,  and  Washington  there  may  be  allowed"  a  higher  rate,  as 
therein  specified,  for  lands  heavily  timbered,  mountainous,  or  covered  with  dense 
undergrowth,  there  should  be  included  in  such  lists  of  States  and  Territories  wherein 
a  higher  rate  of  milage  maybe  paid  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  for  I  am  fully  sat- 
isfied that  the  lands  to  be  surveyed  in  New  Mexico  are  as  rough,  rugged,  and  mountain- 
ous, and  as  exceptionally  difficult  to  survey  as  are  the  lands  enumerated  in  any  of 
the  States  and  Territories  mentioned  in  said  act,  and  I  therefore  have  the  honor  to 
request  that  the  Teriitory  of  New  Mexico  be  hereafter  included  in  such  appropria- 
tion acts. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  grants  confirmed,  rejected  grants  on  appeal,  and 
cases  still  untried  by  the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims,  it  is  estimated  that  fully 
the  amount  of  $20,000  will  be  required  for  the  survey  of  such  grants,  examinations 
in  the  field,  advertising,  and  office  work  in  connection  therewith. 

The  appropriation  heretofore  made  of  $1,000  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  this 
office  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  good  service,  and  I  have  the  honor  to 
request  that  such  appropriation  be  increased  to  at  least  $1,500  to  enable  this  office 
to  meet  necessary  and  essential  demands. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1898,  I  inadvertently  expended  and  overpaid 
$65.47  for  supplies  to  be  used  in  this  office,  in  excess  of  the  $1,000  contingent  fund 
allowed  me  for  that  year.  These  supplies  were  obtained  upon  a  requisition  to  the 
honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  said  sum  of  $65.47  was  inadvertently  paid 
by  me  to  him  from  other  funds,  and  is  therefore  represented  by  a  deficit  for  that 
amount  from  such  other  funds.  This  deficit  of  $65.47  was  reported  to  your  office 
and  also  to  the  Department,  and  a  request  made  that  it  be  placed  in  a  deficiency 
appropriation  bill  and  reimburse  me.  I  trust  that  you  will  have  this  amount  placed 
in  the  next  deficiency  appropriation  bill  so  that  it  may  be  repaid. 

The  appropriation  of  $13,600,  requested  for  salaries  of  the  clerical  force  of  this 
office,  is  fully  required  on  account  of  the  class  of  work  to  be  performed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  platting  of  grant  surveys  and  intricate  small  holding  claim  surveys, 
as  well  as  in  connection  with  the  public  land  and  mineral  surveys,  and  it  is  essential 
that  this  office  be  supplied  with  draftsmen  and  a  complete  office  force  of  the  highest 
standard  of  ability.  Aside  from  the  record  of  work  as  shown,  the  investigation  in 
answering  miscellaneous  letters  is  large  and  all  work  is  carefully  compared  and 
examined,  and  the  exhibiting  of  documents  consumes  considerable  time,  and  the 
most  skillful  clerks  and  draftsmen  are  required  for  the  general  work  of  this  office. 

In  view  of  the  great  amount  of  labor  and  increased  responsibility  connected  with 
this  office  for  reasons  heretofore  stated,  as  compared  with  any  of  the  other  offices  of 
surveyors-general  of  the  States  and  Territories,  the  salary  of  the  surveyor-general 
for  this  Territory  should  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  $3,000  per  annum,  which  is  but 
a  just  and  reasonable  compensation  and  was  the  amount  as  fixed  by  law  when  the 
office  was  created,  but  Congress  only  appropriates  $2,000,  which  is  clearly  unjust. 

On  account  of  many  erroneous,  if  not  fraudulent,  surveys  of  public  lands  hereto- 
fore made  in  this  Territory  and  accepted,  from  which  the  lines  of  new  surveys  were 
initiated,  or  upon  which  they  close,  it  has  been  found  to  be  absolutely  necessary  to 
resurvey  and  reestablish  many  of  the  old  lines  of  public  surveys  in  order  to  obtain 
a  correct  result  in  new  surveys,  and  if  an  appropriation  be  made  for  resurveys  a 
liberal  amount  of  same  should  be  apportioned  to  this  Territory.  As  illustrative  of 
the  fact  that  many  fraudulent  surveys  exist  in  this  Territory,  the  table  incorporated 
in  this  report  shows  that  during  the  last  fiscal  year  83  miles  of  exterior  lines  were 
established,  and  that  the  additional  number  of  51  miles  of  exterior  lines  had  to  be 
reestablished. 

SPANISH   ARCHIVES. 

The  condition  of  this  important  department  could  not  be  better.  Everything  is 
arranged  with  the  greatest  regularity  and  order,  each  class  of  papers  being  kept  by 
themselves,  and  dockets  and  indexes  prepared  properly  referring  to  same,  rendering 
thereby  the  finding  of  any  particular  document  or  paper  simple  and  easy. 

Numerous  copies  and  translations  of  these  old  papers  have  and  are  being  continu- 
ously made  for  their  better  preservation.  These  papers  are  constantly  required  by 
the  Court  of  Private  Land  Claims  and  their  employees,  as  well  as  by  attorneys  and 
claimants,  and  are  the  original  title  papers  to  all  private  land  claims  in  New  Mexico, 
of  which  there  are  a  great  number. 

PATENTS. 

There  are  in  this  office  patents  to  private  land  claims  which  have  not  yet  been 
delivered  to  the  patentees,  some  of  which  have  lain  in  this  office  for  many  years,  and 
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some  measures  should  be  adopted  to  compel  claimants  to  take  out  their  patents  and 
pay  to  the  Government  one-half  the  cost  of  surveying  and  platting  the  same,  as 
required  by  law,  hut  which  law  has  not  yet  in  any  instance  been  enforced  in  this  Ter- 
ritory. The  enforcement  of  this  law  would  not  alone  benefit  the  Government  by  the 
payment  of  such  money  into  the  Treasury,  but  the  Territory  as  well  in  the  payment 
of  taxes  of  these  numerous  land  grants  containing  large  areas  of  land  from  which, 
up  to  date,  no  revenue  has  been  derived,  for  the  reason  that  title  remains  in  the 
Government  until  patent  issues. 

In  most  all  instances  where  a  private  land  claim  survey  has  been  approved  data 
for  patents  have  been  prepared,  and  are  lying  in  this  office  awaiting  the  deposit  of 
one-half  the  cost  of  the  survey  prior  to  transmitting  such  data  to  be  incorporated 
into  the  patent. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In  view  of  the  low  rates  of  mileage  paid  for  public  surveys  and  private  land  claim 
surveys,  as  well  as  the  payment  of  minimum  rates  for  small-holding  surveys,  I  have 
found  it  impossible  to  get  a  sufficient  number  of  competent  and  reliable  deputy  sur- 
veyors to  execute  the  necessary  surveys,  both  public  and  grant,  in  this  district,  and 
I  urgently  request  the  establishment  of  such  higher  rates  of  mileage  for  public  and 
grant  surveys  in  this  district  as  will  enable  me  to  secure  a  sufficient  number  of  com- 
petent deputy  surveyors  to  accept  contracts  for  all  of  such  surveys  as  rapidly  as  they 
are  authorized,  and  I  also  recommend  that  the  law  be  changed  with  relation  to  the 
survey  of  small-holding  claims  to  allow  all  of  such  surveys,  whether  in  surveyed  or 
unsurveyed  townships,  to  bo  made  at  per  diem  rates,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be 
awarded  to  and  executed  by  competent  deputy  surveyors,  it  being  almost  impossible 
to  let  such  contracts  at  the  present  time  at  the  low  milage  rates  paid,  such  surveys 
consuming  more  time  in  the  taking  of  testimony  and  writing  up  of  field  notes  than 
in  the  execution  of  the  survey  on  the  ground.  These  low  mileage  rates  are  no  induce- 
ment for  competent  deputies  to  contract  the  work,  and  therefore  to  overcome  the 
difficulty  of  having  the  work  contracted  and  performed  incompetent  deputies  are 
the  only  expedients  and  a  matter  of  last  resort. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Territory  is  prosperous;  the  growth  in  population 
steady,  which  now  numbers  upward  of  200,000.  The  vacant  public  lands  which  can 
be  irrigated  are  being  rapidly  settled  upon,  and  the  stock  and  mining  industries 
rapidly  increasing.  New  lines  of  railroad  are  being  built  and  numerous  reservoir 
systems  are  being  initiated,  which  will  reclaim  large  bodies  of  arid  land.

Sir  :  As  directed  by  you  in  circular  letter  E,  dated  April  18,  1899,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit,  in  duplicate,  my  annual  report  of  surveying  operations  in  the  district  of 
North  Dakota  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  with  tabular  statements,  as 
follows: 

A.— Statement  of  contracts  entered  into  on  account  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
survey  of  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

B. — Statement  of  contract  entered  into  on  account  of  the  appropriation  of  $6,000 
per  act  of  July  1,  1898,  for  the  survey,  appraisal,  etc.,  of  abandoned  military  reser- 
vations for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

There  have  been  no  deposits  made  by  individuals  for  the  survey  of  public  lands, 
and  no  contracts  have  been  let  on  that  account. 

The  extent  and  character  of  surveys  executed  and  upon  which  the  examining, 
platting,  transcribing,  and  other  necessary  office  work  has  been  completed  since 
July  1,  1898,  is  shown  by  the  following  table :

The  above  list  includes  duplicate  plats  and  transcripts  of  sixteen  townships 
executed  by  Dike  and  Veigel,  under  contract  No  50,  which  had  been  prepared  but 
were  awaiting  a  few  minor  corrections  before  transmitting  to  the  General  Land 
Office,  and  were  destroyed  by  fire  on  August  8,  1898. 

The  field  notes  of  the  resurvey  of  a  portion  of  the  abandoned  Fort  Rice  Mili- 
tary Reservation,  executed  by  John  Harold,  have  been  returned  to  this  office,  and 
the  office  work  upon  them  is  now  being  done. 
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DESTRUCTION    OF    OFFICE    RECORDS    BY    FIRE. 

August  8,  1898,  at  7.30  p.  ra.,  fire  broke  out  iu  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany's freight  house,  and,  owing  to  the  character  of  the  building  and  the  wind  pre- 
vailing at  the  time,  the  fire  was  beyond  control  in  a  very  few  minutes,  and  spread 
rapidly  to  the  main  business  portion  of  the  city.  This  office  was  situated  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  First  National  Bank  building,  and  it  was  impossible  to  save  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  records. 

On  the  morning  of  August  9,  1898,  I  engaged  temporary  office  rooms  in  the  Ray- 
mond block,  and  made  an  inventory  of  the  records  saved,  which  were  as  follows:

One  new  Remington  typewriting  machine  was  also  saved. 

The  office  safe  was  a  total  loss,  the  combination  and  both  handles  were  melted  off 
and  it  was  necessary  to  break  it  open.  The  contents  were  intact  and  legible,  but 
somewhat  discolored.     No  plats  or  diagrams  whatever  were  saved. 

The  office  is  now  located  in  a  new  two-story  brick  building  built  by  Alex.  McKen- 
zie  since  the  fire  and  is  fully  equipped  with  stationery,  blanks,  instruments,  etc.,  and 
partially  so  with  furniture. 

But  very  few  reproduced  records  have  been  received,  and  there  are  a  number  of 
townships  the  plats  of  which  can  not  be  filed  in  the  proper  local  land  offices  until 
certified  copies  have  been  furnished  from  the  General  Land  Office.  These  townships 
were  those  before  your  office  for  acceptance  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  lists  of  which 
have  been  transmitted  to  you,  and  I  respectfully  urge  that  those  plats  be  furnished 
as  soon  as  possible  in  order  that  copies  may  be  filed  in  the  local  land  offices. 

I  desire  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  abandoned  Fort  Buford  Military  Reser- 
vation, which,  as  stated  in  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1898, 
should  be  surveyed  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  for  the  reasons  as  therein  stated. 
This  reservation  is  good  land  and  is  the  only  one  in  this  district  now  unsurveyed. 

Estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  work  both  in  North  Dakota  and  in  Montana  were 
furnished  your  office  with  my  letter  of  July  26, 1898.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR-GENERAL  OF  SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

Office  of  United  States  Surveyor-General, 

Huron,  S.  Dak.,  July  1,  1899. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  circular  letter  E,  dated  April  18,  1899,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  (in  duplicate)  of  surveying  operations  in  the 
surveying  district  of  South  Dakota  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899,  with 
five  tabular  statements,  viz: 

A. — Showing  contracts  entered  into  on  account  of  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  the 
survey  of  the  Cheyenne  River  and  Standing  Rock  Indian  reservations  and  the 
boundary  line  between  them  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

B. — Showing  contracts  entered  into  on  account  of  appropriation  of  $25,000  for 
surveys,  etc.,  within  the  Cheyenne  River,  Pine  Ridge,  and  Standing  Rock  Indian 
reservations,  S.  Dak.,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1900. 

C. — Showing  special  instructions  issued  on  account  of  appropriation  for  surveys 
and  resurveys  of  public  lands  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

D. — Showing  special  instructions  issued  under  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  survey 
of  Cheyenne  River  Indian  Reservation,  S.  Dak.,  for  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1898; 
these  special  instructions  are  supplemental  under  contract  No.  133  to  authorize  an 
excess  over  estimated  liability  for  the  purpose  of  completing  surveys  designated  in 
the  contract. 

E. — Showing  office  work  and  other  information  relative  to  mineral  surveys  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1899. 

No  contracts  were  entered  into  during  the  fiscal  year  payable  from  the  annual 
appropriation  for  survey  of  public  lands,  the  field  for  such  surveys  being  at  present 
largely  included  in  the  Black  Hills  Forest  Reserve  under  Executive  order  as  amended 
by  proclamation  dated  September  19,  1898,  or  occupied  in  part  by  mining  surveys. 

No  contracts  for  survey  of  public  lands  under  the  provisions  of  sections  2401,  2402, 
2403,  Revised  Statutes,  were  made  during  the  fiscal  year;  and  no  deposits  were  made 
for  such  surveys,  or  by  railroad  companies  for  surveys. 

Deposits  during  the  fiscal  year  for  office  work  on  mining  claims  aggregate  $6,615. 

The  aggregate  number  of  miles  of  surveys  and  resurveys  upon  which  office  work 
was  completed,  approved,  and  returns  thereof  transmitted  to  your  office  is  as  fol- 
lows, viz-.  Original  surveys,  5,448  miles  37  chains  82  links;  resurveys,  27  miles  12 
chains  49  links;  making  a  total  of  5,475  miles  50  chains  31  links. 

During  the  year  returns  have  been  approved  of  93  townships  and  of  86  original 
and  amended  mineral  surveys.  These  have  required  the  preparation  of  18  diagrams 
of  township  and  other  exteriors,  282  plats  of  subdivisions,  302  transcripts  of  field 
notes  of  surveys  and  of  examinations  in  the  field,  and  333  plats  and  diagrams  of 
mineral  surveys. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  work  on  surveys  and  general  offiee  correspondence,  the  let- 
ters from  your  office  which  have  accumulated  since  this  office  (for  Dakota  Territory) 
was  created  in  the  year  1861,  have  been  arranged  and  bound  in  volumes  for  greater 
safety;  and  the  same  service  has  been  done  for  a  number  of  other  letters,  accounts, 
and  documents.  This  binding  was  rendered  possible  by  a  careful  conservation  of 
the  appropriation  for  contingent  expenses  of  this  office.  But  it  was  not  found  pos- 
sible to  make  any  material  progress  in  bringing  up  the  arrearages  in  indexing  and 
referencing,  owing  to  the  insufficient  clerical  appropriation. 

As  in  recent  years,  so  in  that  now  closed,  a  large  amount  of  Indian  reservation 
surveys  has  been  confided  to  the  care  of  this  office,  chiefly  in  the  Cheyenne  River 
and  Standing  Rock  reservations0  In  connection  with  them  the  preparation  of  con- 
tracts, special  instructions,  diagrams,  and  other  information  for  deputies,  also  the 
critical  examination  of  returns  and  a  general  superintendence  of  the  work  of  special 
clerks  engaged  on  such  surveys,  have  of  necessity  devolved  largely  upon  the  regular 
experienced  office  force  and  have  occupied  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  their  time. 

1  beg  to  repeat  the  recommendation  in  my  former  report  and  in  the  reports  of  my 
predecessor,  that,  if  present  law  is  insufficient,  the  attention  of  Congress  be  called 
to  the  desirability  of  making  all  expense  incident  to  mineral  surveys  payable 
entirely  by  the  applicants  for  survey,  so  that  such  surveys  shall  be  executed  with- 
out any  expense  to  the  Government,  except  the  official  supervision  of  the  surveyor- 
general. 

As  foreshadowed  in  the  conclusion  of  my  former  annual  report,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fiscal  year  the  records  and  other  Government  property  in  my  charge  were 
removed  from  the  premises  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Wisconsin  and  Third  streets 
in  this  city  to  the  premises  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Dakota  avenue  and  Fourth 
street  in  this  city.  The  latter  building  is  a  two-story,  semidetached,  brick  struc- 
ture, with  brick  partition  in  lower  story.  The  entire  upper  story  is  at  present 
occupied  by  the  public  schools,  the  ground  Uoor  on  the  south  by  the  United  States 
local  laud  office,  and  the  ground  floor  on  the  north  by  this  office.  The  change  was 
made  to  secure  for  the  more  important  records  of  the   office  the   fire   protection 
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afforded  by  a  brick  vault,  8  feet  by  10  feet  inside,  with  walls  2  feet  thick.  The 
entire  floor  space,  1,950  square  feet  including  vault,  is  divided  into  5  rooms,  and 
thus  provides  separate  and  convenient  rooms  for  the  mineral  clerks,  draftsmen, 
transcribers,  chief  clerk,  and  surveyor-general.  In  addition,  we  have  the  partial 
use  of  a  storage  room  in  rear  of  local  land  office  for  old  desks,  etc.,  not  in  current 
use.     The  change  was  authorized  by  your  letter  E,  dated  May  27,  1898.
